SECOND ANNUAL 
STATE OF THE CITY MESSAGE 
CITY OF LANSING 


GERALD W. GRAVES, MAYOR 


The prophesy in last year’s anual message 
that the 70’s would present the greatest 
challenges in the life of our City has be- 
come a reality as we enter this new year. 


According to the 10 year census, com- 
pleted in 1970, we now have a corporate 
population of 129,021 up from the 1960 
figure of 107,807 an increase of 19.7%, with 
total land area remaining static at 33.27 
square miles, The City’s assessed valuation 
has risen to $650,201,485 up from last 
year’s $444,995,825. These facts alone 
clearly indicate the continuing dynamic 
growth of this fine community. 


Despite the ever increasing growth de- 
mands for additional funds to meet expendi- 
tures for wages, services and general opera- 
tion, present fiscal management has enabled 
Lansing to retain its Triple A Credit Rat- 
ing, one of few still in existence through- 
out the Mid-west. 
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A current review of some municipal sta- 
tistics reveals that we now have 467.3 miles 
of streets to maintain, 615 miles of side- 
walks, 16 miles of alleys and 12,000 catch 
basins. Lansing has 2,000 acres of parks 
and recreational areas, with over 100 build- 
ings to maintain. This surpasses most 
other communities of our size in the Na- 
tion. Too, it is interesting to note that 
1,474 persons are employed by the City. 


Lansing retains its reputation as the 
“Heartland of Michigan’ due to its high- 
way accessability, including the newly com- 
pleted Oldsmobile Freeway, the I-496 inner- 
City connector, coupled with the Capitol 
City Airport. We have transportation mo- 
bility and its continual improvement is a 
requisite for public safety, the movement of 
products and the future development of our 
existing Billion Dollar Income Area Market. 


Our community’s solid economic combina- 
tion of manufacturing, commercial enter- 
prises, State Government and major edu- 
cational facilities insures a growing diver- 
sified market with expanded employment 
and earning opportunities for all citizens 
of Lansing. If we are to continue our pro- 
jected orderly growth of 40,000 additional 
people in the next 20 years, still greater 
emphasis must be placed on responsible 
citizenship participation. Still greater faith 
must be exhibited in the individual and 
what he will do and can accomplish volun- 
tarily if encouraged to do so. 


Numerous cities throughout the nation 
are deeply concerned over their inability 
to provide adequate power for future resi- 
dential, commercial, manufacturing and in- 
dustrial expansion. One major city for ex- 
ample, in the height of last winter, found 
it necessary to curtail the operation of its 
plants from 16 to 80 days. The annual 
progress report of Lansing Board of Water 
and Light utility indicates that careful 
planning, research and facility development 
will preclude a catastrophy of this nature 
in our own community. 


Our annual report of the Board of Water 
and Light activities reflects the changing 
face of our community. It tells the story of 
changing local business conditions and 
needs, of growth patterns, societal changes 
and attitudes, and it provides a stable base 
for projections of conditions during the 
coming year. The impact of the General 
Motors work stoppage has distorted 1970 
figures to some degree, although a general 
growth pattern continues to emerge. The 
various General Motors facilities in Lansing 
rank as the largest single customer of the 
Board of Water and Light. Certainly any 
10-week work stoppage at these production 
facilities had a direct impact on year-end 
volumes reported by the Board. 


However, even with the slightly decreased 
demand for service, which had not been 
programmed into the Board’s early progno- 
sis for 1970, this customer-owned facility 
did experience growth with utility plant 
assets increased by more than 15 million 
dollars during 1970. 
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At the same time, the Board remained 
alert to problems of conservation and ecol- 
ogy and initiated programs which will con- 
tinue to keep it far ahead of comparable 
utilities im the country. 


During 1970, the new 80,000 kilowatt 
electric generating unit was brought on 
line at the Eckert Station, bringing the 
total output of that station to 375,000 kilo- 
watts. Meanwhile, work has moved ahead 
on the new Delta Station, which will be 
brought in during 1972, with 160,000 kilo- 
watt capacity. Site perparation for the in- 
stallation of the first generating unit was 
completed during 1970, and foundation 
work, structural steel and the cooling tower 
will be completed in January, 1971. Erec- 
tion of piping, installation of equipment, 
electrical work and building enclosure will 
begin during the first quarter of 1971. 


Total cost of the facility is expected to 
be $32.5 million, with $10 million of the 
cost financed by Triple A rated revenue 
bonds placed on the market in December 
at rate of 4.0113 percent. The very favor- 
able interest rate is considered by authori- 
ties to be the lowest gained by any local 
governmental unit for any major bond issue 
placed on the market in 1970. The Roches- 
ter School District bonds, for example, 
carried a 6.1418 rate ; Genesee County bonds 
carried a rate of 6.2041; housing bonds is- 
sued by the University of Michigan went 
at 7.1113; while those of the State of 
Michigan were issued at a rate of 4.4814. 


The Delta Station, of course, is being 
constructed to permit regular expansion of 
the facility and it will be part of a 138,000 
volt transmission loop around the perimeter 
of the Board’s service area. The first three 
miles of the transmission system were com- 
pleted in 1970. The expansion of the 138 
KV system will include two new substa- 
tions, These are being designed to mini- 
mize any noise and will be given an ar- 
chitectural treatment to blend with the sur- 
rounding areas. 


The Board continued its programs for 
improving the appearance of overhead 
electric distribution lines and for encourag- 
ing underground distribution in new sub- 
divisions. Overhead construction utilizes 
armless type construction, with sky grey 
components to improve aesthetics in areas 
where it is not feasible to go underground. 


Our new 7,500 KVA distribution substa- 
ti (Woodingham, located in East Lan- 
sin was completed in 1970 and another 
is plained for early 1971. The Board will 
be doubling the capacity of the Jolly and 
Miller Road substations in the coming year. 


A total of 1,123 new, modern street lights 
were installed invarious areas of the city 
in 1970. The Board will continue to up- 
grade lighting on arterial highways in 
1971 and extend its residential street light- 
ing program to cover some nine miles of 
residential streets in annexed areas which 
are yet uncurbed and unguttered. With this 
completed, all established residential areas 
of the City of Lansing will have street 
lighting. 
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During 1970, the Board of Water and 
Light continued to maintain careful scru- 
tiny of matters dealing with environmental 
control, The Board authorized the pur- 
chase and installation of bag filters for 
the Eckert Station fiy ash silos to remove 
any fly ash carryover from the silos to the 
Grand River. At the same time, a major 
program for clean-up of the Grand in the 
area of the Eckert Station was begun, The 
river will be dredged in the area of Glenn 
Island and 450 feet west along the north 
bank. Some 6,000 tons of silt and fly ash 
wil be removed via a temporary reservoir 
system to restore the river to near its 
original condition. The program is being 
conducted with the cooperation of the Mich- 
igan Water Resources Commission and the 
Bureau of Water Management of the De- 
partment of Natural Resources. 


At the new Delta Station, an electro- 
static precipitator will be installed to re- 
move in excess of 99 percent of the partic- 
ulate from flue gases prior to discharge to 
the 475 foot high stack, the maximum 
height alowed by the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration. A coling tower is being con- 
structed as part of the closed cycle cooling 
system for the plant to minimize any effect 
of Delta Station on the Grand River. Spe- 
cial consideration has also been given to 
selection of equipment to minimize any pos- 
sible sources of noise which might effect the 
surrounding area. 


With water, 1970 was again a year of 
progress. Ten new wells were added and 
some 22,000 feet of transmission main in- 
stalled. Fire protection was again em- 
phasized with 47 new hydrants being in- 
stalled on over 82,000 feet of new water 
distribution mains. During 1971, it is an- 
ticipated that water production capacity 
will be increased four million gallons per 
day to continue to provide ample pure 
treated water for our customers. 


At the same time, in 1970, the Board 
of Water and Light sponsored an MSU Re- 
search Project to determine the feasibility 
of removing sulfur dioxide from boiler flue 
gases by converting the gas to an ammo- 
nium sulfite which can be sold for use in 
manufacturing agricultural fertilizers. A 
pilot plant has been constructed for testing 
purposes and the project is now well under- 
way. 


AS IN THE PAST, EFFORTS WILL BE 
CONTINUED TO KEEP PACE IN PRO- 
VIDING OUR GROWING COMMUNITY 
WITH THE FINEST UTILITY SERVICES 
POSSIBLE. 


Lansing residents were reassured during 
1970 that their homes and properties were 
receiving maximum protection from fire 
damage and losses by the City’s dedicated 
‘Fire Fighters” and staff employees. This 
efficiently operated department currently 
consists of 265 well trained men, 10 stra- 
tegically located stations. 47 pieces of mo- 
torized equipment and a new city wide 
“Voice Alarm’? communications network 
which was installed this year. A record 
of 5,780 fire and ambulance calls were re- 
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sponded to resulting in estimated minimum 
net losses of $1,450,000 to our community 
and in estimated $378,650,00 of personal and 
real property was saved. 


The new Training Academy on Alpha 
Street was officially opened during 1970. 
It is adequately equipped with numerous 
new pieces of fire fighting apparatus in- 
eluding such innovations as a_ training 
tower, static and hydrant water supplies, 
special roof evolution training devices and 
an articulating water tower. Regular fire 
fighter training and conditioning sessions 
are held at the training tower and Academy 
including a complete ambulance attendant 
training program. Other instruction in- 
eludes the use of a special training vehicle 
and a 1,500 gallon oil tanker. 


High expansion foam has been added as 
an important, progressive fire fighting tool 
and new water repellant fire coats have 
been furnished to all fire fighting personnel. 
In adition, all motorized vehicles are now 
equipped with self contained oxygen masks 
and a new compressor for filling air masks 
at fire sites has been put into service. 


This year’s Fire Prevention Week pro- 
gram, sponsored by 12 metropolitan area 
fire departments, was attended by over 1,200 
people representing industry, business edu- 
eation and government. During this week 
1,500 buildings were inspected on “‘tours 
of familiarization” by uniformed personnel 
and their respective companies. The exit 
drill in the home program (EDITH) was 
presented area wide via all local television 
stations and eareer opportunity programs 
were explained by department representa- 
tives to all junior high schools and govern- 
ment classes. All major industrial plants 
were inspected and assistance given in cor- 
recting existing fire hazards. The Fire 
Cadets also assisted in the inspection of 
1,312 backyards for trash hazards. 


Lansing’s Fire Department participating 
in the National Fire Protection Association 
Prevention and Safety Contest received 
Honorable Mention Nationally and Second 
Place in State competition. The Department 
also received awards of merit from the 
Muscular Dystrophy Association of Amer- 
iea and the Fraternal Order of Eagles for 
outstanding dedication of service to the 
community. Safe driving awards were made 
by the Lansing Safety Council to 53 equip- 
ment drivers for accident free operation of 
fire equipment from one to five years. 


I_AM AGAIN RECOMMENDING TO 
THE CITY COUNCIL AND THE FIRE 
BOARD THAT THEY ADOPT RESOLU- 
TIONS FOR STATE OF MICHIGAN FI- 
NANCIAL REMUNERATION OF AP- 
PROXIMATELY $350,000 TO PROVIDE 
THE NECESSARY MANPOWER AND 
EQUIPMENT TO ADEQUATELY PRO- 
TECT THE CAPITOL COMPLEX AREA. 
THE CITY OF LANSING IS FACING 
GREAT DIFFICULTY IN MEETING THIS 
NEED WITHOUT STATE FINANCIAL 
ASSISTANCE. 


As noted in my last annual message, the 
University of Michigan pays 18 percent of 
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the Ann Arbor City Fire budget which 
amounts to $290,000 on a contractual basis 
and Michigan State University paid the 
City of East Lansing $237,000 for fire pro- 
tection services one year ago. 


The ever increasing needs of our com- 
munity for law enforcement and the pro- 
tection of lives and property are being 
capably met by officers and men of the 
Lansing Police Department. Total depart- 
mental uniform strength is now 238 with 
4 aditional recruits to be added in January 
which will raise the manpower complement 
to the authorized level of 242 men. 


National authorities have recognized the 
need for the introduction of new concepts 
and techniques in the field of police ad- 
ministration and operation due to numerous 
complex changes in our laws, philosophies, 
sociological thinking and court opinions. 
To meet these demands locally, the Lansing 
Police Department has established a Formal 
Education Program which is being taken 
advantage of by an ever increasing number 
of police personnel. This heightened moti- 
vation has been fostered by the financial 
support provided by the City of Lansing, 
particularly through a tuition-pay plan at 
Lansing Community College and increment 
pay increases for academic achievement. 
Additional opportunities for career advance- 
ment through educational incentives are 
being provided by “L.E.E.P.” the Federal 
Law Enforcement Education Program. 


Currently the higher education status for 
officer personnel is as follows: 


109 Officers __........30 to 80 credit hours 
38 Officers..____...90 or more credits 
19 Officers______. 4 year degrees 
7 Officers... On Master’s program 


At the 1970 fall term registration, 14 
officers in all were enrolled at Michigan 
State University, Eastern Michigan Univer- 
sity and Detroit School of Law in degree 
programs. In addition, 22 officers enrolled 
at Lansing Community College. 


Another innovation, to combat the in- 
crease in crime is the participation of the 
Department in the operation of the newly 
established metropolitan narcotics squad. 
These group of specialists are comprised 
of police personnel from Lansing, East Lan- 
sing, Ingham County Sheriff’s Department, 
Michigan State Police and Michigan State 
University. This unit is to be especially 
commended for its work on narcotics and 
dangerous drug law enforcement. Current 
statistics reveal that this effort is already 
producing remarkable results. 


Enforcement officers, however, cannot 
solve the drug problem alone. Repeatedly, 
authorities and the news media have dis- 
closed the detrimental and lasting affect 
the misuse of drugs is having on a per- 
centage of our Nation’s population. These 
have ranged from a youth being decapitated 
by a railroad train to others who 
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have died from overdoses of heroin . . . 
to serious infections caused by needles .. . 
to those thousands of people whose minds 
and employment capabilities will for years, 
or forever, be lost to society, because of 
their inability to be apprised of the dan- 
gers, or to receive treatment and reha- 
bilitation once on the drug use habit. 


The Greater Lansing Area is no excep- 
tion. It is known that as many as three 
thousand individuals in this area are in- 
volved in the abuse of drugs. It is known 
that the upward creep of the crime rate 
in our community and the surrounding area, 
is in no small part, due to the increased use 
of drugs. 


True, ‘there have been many sincere 
efforts attempted to come to grips with the 
drug problems during the past several years. 
These have largely not been as successful 
as they might have been due to the lack of 
area support and funds. It is my conten- 
tion that a strong effort must be made to 
coordinate all of the programs in the Lan- 
sing community, which have a basis in the 
concern for the identification, control and 
treatment of drug abuse. Toward this end, 
I will establish a committee to serve as the 
focal point for coperative effort. To gain 
funds, the understanding and cooperation 
of the community will, also, be part of the 
work of this committee. 


It is considered that unless dedicated 
efforts are begun through such a committee, 
the tragedy of narcotic abuse will reach 
major proportions in our community. All 
the facilities of my office will be dedicated 
toward the success of this committee and 
its efforts. 


The past year’s School Safety Bureau ac- 
tivities of the Police Department were 
greatly accelerated through the grant which 
provided for the temporary addition of a 
sergeant and three patrolmen to the author- 
ized staff of a lieutenant and a patrolman. 
The additional manpower allowed more 
schools to be visited and with greater fre- 
quency. During the initial grant project 
year, members of the School Safety Bureau 
recorded 2,271 school visits and presented 
1,338 safety programs to audiences totaling 
117,181 persons. School visits included in- 
struction in proper pedestrian safety prac- 
tices to students and to students serving 
as Safety Patrol crossing guards, 


The continuation year plan includes re- 
taniing the six-man staff, continuing imni- 
tial year program, implementing new pro- 
grams, extending audience coverage, in- 
creasing the number of presentations, and 
experimenting with new equipment concepts 
to supplement existing programs or to de- 
velop new programs. . In addition, office 
equipment. which is essential to the pre- 
gram, visual aid equipment, and a “‘Safety- 
Mobile” bus will enable project personnel 
to present safety programs at schools and 
locations where people gather and are re- 
ceptive to safety instruction, but where 
necessary facilities such as shelter, seating 
and electrical power for using equipment to 
make presentations do not exist. 
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The “Safety-Mobile” is a specially de- 
signed vehicle that provides for the needs 
described above. It is thirty-five feet, ten 
inches in length, has a seating capacity of 
35 persons, has a 15 kilowatt generator, has 
a 7.5 kilowatt heat pump and cooling sys- 
tem for air conditioning, has carpeting, 
and is equipped with audio visual equipment 
to aid in presenting safety programs. An 
electronic student response system has been 
installed in the bus. During the summer, 
the “‘Safety-Mobile” will be used to present 
safety programs at parks and playgrounds. 
A City Parks Department Summer Recrea- 
tion Program, conducted at 59 selected 
parks and playground attracts a large 
potential audience of school age children. 
The “Safety-Mobile,” manned by two offi- 
eers assigned to the grant project, will give 
a minimum of three performances per day 
(Monday through Friday) at the play- 
grounds where the recreation programs are 
taking place. Safety programs will be pre- 
sented through the use of film slides, movies 
and video tape recordings. 


Police Department safety activities and 
those of the Traffic Department, coupled 
with those of the Mayor’s Metropolitan 
Traffic Safety Committe, the construction 
of overpasses, Fire Department fire preven- 
tion programs and the Greater Lansing 
Safety Council activities, gave Lansing the 
unique recognition in 1970 by the National 
Safety Council of being the City doing the 
most for Safety of its size in the country 
and the third city of all sizes in this im- 
portant life saving endeavor. 


A new grant application was prepared 
and submitted to the Executive Officer of 
the Governor, Office of Criminal Justice 
Programs, State of Michigan, for approval 
and possible funding for improved radio 
communications. It would make possible 
inter-communication between units’ of co- 
operating law enforcement agencies in the 
Greater Lansing area which heretofore, 
practically speaking, has been impossible. 


The cost of the project as proposed for 
the initial grant year is $98,500.00 and for 
the two-year project period it is $122,300.00. 
The project, upon approval, would be fi- 
nanced through 60% federal and 40% local 
participation. 


The department has, for some time, been 
concerned with the development of a speedy 
and economical means of utilizing data 
gathered during the course of its activities 
in order to provide the most effective and 
efficient manpower allocation. 


Recently, the department availed itself 
of the opportunity to participate in an ex- 
perimental project through a study being 
made in conjunction with the private con- 
sulting firm that was under contract to 
the city. The project was funded by the 
City Controller’s Office as part of its effort 
to promote efficiency in local government 
through the application of automated data 
processing techniques. 


Several major equipment acquisitions 
were made, either to promote efficiency 
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within the department or to aid in provid- 
ing for the continuation of police service 
during a disaster. The new equipment is: 


TELESCRIBER SYSTEM — The tele- 
seriber is a device that permits a message 
written at one point to be reproduced at 
a distant point. The Telescriber is con- 
nected between the Service Desk, where 
ealls for assistance and reports from the 
public are received, and the dispatch office. 
The Telescriber allows direct and imme- 
diate communication with the dispatcher, 
even though telephone lines which were 
used exclusively in the past may all be in 
use. 


MICROFILM READER-PRINTERS — 
The Central Records Division is working 
in conjunction with personnel of the City 
Controller’s Office in the microfilming of 
police case file records in order to reduce 
filing space needs and to facilitate record 
retrieval, 


By having records on microfilm, time 
spent in searching for a given record is 
reduced, and any copies required can be 
readily made through means of the copying 
feature of the Microfilm Reader-Printer 
unit. Microfilm reels have a capacity of 
recording 3,000 documents of the 814” x 
11” size on a 100’ reel. During the first 
month of microfilming operations, an es- 
timated 4,000 documents were copied. 


POLYGRAPH INSTRUMENT — A new 
polygraph instrument has been purchased 
to replace an instrument that was twelve 
years old and has become obsolete with the 
passage of time. The new unit, along with 
a newly trained operator, will permit poly- 
graph examinations to be conducted more 
expeditiously than in the past. Previously, 
the department was dependent upon the 
availability of Michigan State Police poly- 
graph examination personnel who serve a 
number of area departments as well as in- 
vestigators of their own department. 


PORTABLE GENERATOR—The depart- 
ment has acquired a new generator which 
is mounted on a trailer to provide a source 
of emergency electrical power for the Mo- 
bile Communications Center. The generator 
may also be used as a source of emergency 
electric lighting. 


It is evident that the Police Department 
is readily meeting the challenge of today’s 
requirements. The steps being taken, in 
conjunction with the 40 additional police 
personnel added just over one year ago, 
gives Lansing one of the finest forces in 
Michigan. 


Working in close cooperation with the 
Police and Fire Departments, Civil Defense 
has given the City another “first.” The 
Community Shelter Plan, a comprehensive 
report of existing fallout shelters and in- 
formation to be used “in time of emer- 
gency,” was delivered to each home in 
1970. The Plan, one of the first to be 
completed in the United States, was fi- 
nanced entirely by federal funds, 
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Civil defense continued to improve the 
disaster communication system by ordering 
for installation two additional sirens for 
the South section of the City. These will 
be in operation by the 1971 tornado season. 
Also, educational advances were accom- 
plished by the training of 3,000 adults in 
civil defense. 


Lansing’s Radiological Defense Team, 
composed of 7 highly skilled radiological 
defense officers, became fully operational. 
This team is rated as the finest in the 
Nation and is composed entirely of fire 
fighters. The importance cannot be under- 
estimated especially in view of the cyclo- 
tron waste, which passes through part of 
community from Michigan State Univer- 
sity enroute to Tennessee storage grounds. 


THE COMBINED ACTIVITIES AND 
HIGH STANDING OF OUR BOARD OF 
WATER AND LIGHT, THE POLICE AND 
FIRE DEPARTMENTS AND CIVIL DE- 
FENSE ARE GIVING PROPERTY OWN- 
ERS OF LANSING AN EXCELLENT 
PROPERTY INSURANCE RATE IN RE- 
LATION TO OTHER AREAS. The scale 
for insurance runs from 0 to 10 with a 
“2 rating’ being the lowest available for 
proctical purposes ; the lower the rating on 
the scale the lower the property insurance 
cost. Lansing has a “2 rating,’? which is 
approximately the lowest in the Mid-west. 
In comparison, East Lansing has an “8 
rating,” while some surrounding areas held 
a high “10 rating.’’ To Lansing home- 
owners and business firms our outstanding 
rating means an annual savings of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 


The Law Department handled approxi- 
mately 3,211 cases, including 151 jury 
cases, in the Municipal Court alone. Major 
cases in higher courts included the Lansing 
Automobile Dealers Association which sued 
the City on June 16, 1970, attacking the 
validity of the bid procedure used by the 
city in purchasing 50 automobiles. After 
long negotiations this case was finally 
settled by the parties, which resulted in 
a compromise of the two positions. In the 
matter of the City of Lansing Police De- 
partment and Michigan Council No. 55, 
American Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees, the union sought to 
establish a separate bargaining unit con- 
sisting out of the clerical and secretarial 
help of the Police Department. It was the 
City’s contention that in the event they 
wished to organize and form a union the 
appropriate bargaining unit would be the 
existing Local 1390 of AFSCME. After 
strenuous arguments it was the determina- 
tion of the trial examiner of the employ- 
ment commission that the existing local 
was the appropriate bargaining unit for 
the employees, thus affirming the city’s posi- 
tion. 


In Colonial Townhouses Cooperative, Inc., 
et al v. The City of Lansing, the Court 
of Appeals held that Public Act No. 346 
of 1966 did not compel municipalities to 
grant tax exemption to non-profit housing 
corporations financed in part by federal 
money. The Court of Appeals’ ruling in 
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effect, upheld the prior circuit court ruling 
in favor of the city, which saved $93,000 
in taxes previously paid under protest by 
the plaintiff. 


The lengthy Jolly-Cedar controversy 
finally came to a halt on March 16, 1970, 
when the Supreme Court of the United 
States in Ranjel, et al v. The City of 
Lansing, et al, No. 1111, October term, 
1969, entered its order denying the petition 
for writ of certiorari. You will recall that 
the United States Court of Appeals for the 
Sixth Circuit unanimously reversed the 
district judge’s ruling and held that the 
electorate of the City of Lansing had a 
right to vote on the rezoning of certain 
property located at Jolly Road and Cedar 
Street in the City of Lansing. 


IN ADDITION, THERE ARE NUMER- 
OUS OTHER CASES BEING HANDLED 
BY THE LAW DEPARTMENT, SOME 
OF WHICH INVOLVE WORKMEN’S 
COMPENSATION CLAIMS AND TAX 
MATTERS, AND ARE OF GREAT IM- 
PORTANCE. TOTAL OF LAW SUITS 
PENDING APPROXIMATES $3 MIL- 
LION, SO DISPOSITION IS OF UTMOST 
IMPORTANCE, 


THE LAW DEPARTMENT IS EXCEL- 
LENT. HOWEVER, AS A RESULT OF 
THE INCREASING DEMAND FOR SER- 
VICES ON THE CITY ATTORNEY’S OF- 
FICE BY DEPARTMENTS, THE COUN- 
CIL AND THE MAYOR’S OFFICE, IT 
IS BECOMING MORE DIFFICULT FOR 
THE STAFF TO RESPOND APPROPRI- 
ATELY. I, THEREFORE, URGE THAT 
A STUDY OF THE WORKLOAD BE UN- 
DERTAKEN IMMEDIATELY, THE GOAL 
BEING TO AT LEAST CREATE A 
RESEARCH ATTORNEY’S POSITION, 
WHICH WOULD LIGHTEN THE PRES- 
ENT LOAD NOW BEING CARRIED BY 
THAT OFFICE. 


During the calendar year 1970, the City 
Personnel Department accepted 9,643 ap- 
plications for municipal employment; ex- 
amined qualifications of applicants through 
the administration of 506 written tests and 
examinations; and placed 893 persons in 
either regular or seasonal jobs with the 
City. Promotions for 142 of the City’s work 
force were approved and 1,107 merit in- 
creases in wages and salaries were earned 
during the same period of time. On Oc- 
tober 12, 1970, a moratorium on the filling 
of existing vacancies was implemented as 
a direct result of the continuing General 
Motors strike and the loss of substantial 
amouts of municipal revenues caused by 
this disruption of the economy. 


During 1970, the City successfully nego- 
tiated two major union contracts covering 
approximately 600 employees and provid- 
ing wage and benefit improvements on a 
reasonable and equitable basis. Both con- 
tracts are effective for two year terms and 
were negotiated without interruption of the 
municipal services. The City Fire Fighters 
union invoked the provisions of the new 
state Compulsory Arbitration Act in their 
efforts to arrive at a satisfactory agreement 
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with the City and this has been generally 
resolved. 


TOWARD THE END OF 1970, IT BE- 
CAME PAINFULLY APPARENT THAT 
THE IRRESPONSIBLE ACTIONS OF THE 
FEW WERE CAUSING NATION-WIDE 
CONCERN RELATIVE TO THE SECUR- 
ING AND SAFETY OF PUBLIC BUILD- 
INGS AND INSTALLATIONS. THE CITY 
OF LANSING HAS WISELY DECIDED 
NOT TO SIT BACK AND AWAIT THE 
EVENT OF POSSIBLY DESTRUCTIVE 
ACTS, BUT TO PLAN AND INITIATE 
BUILDING SECURITY MEASURES BE- 
FORE DAMAGE IS SUFFERED. IT AP- 
PEARS THAT IN FUTURE WEEKS AND 
MONTHS THE PERSONNEL DEPART- 
MENT WILL BECOME HEAVILY IN- 
VOLVED IN A SECURITY PROGRAM 
AIMED AT PROTECTING OUR PERSON- 
NEL AND THE CAPITAL [INVESTMENTS 
OF THE TAXPAYERS AGAINST THE 
POSSIBLE DESTRUCTIVE ACTS AND 
PROGRAMS. I SUGGEST YOUR CLOSE 
ATTENTION TO THIS IMPORTANT 
MATTER, 


The Human Relations Commission in- 
creased its beneficial contributions to meet 
the demands of our city’s changing social 
needs. One of its chief aims is to foster 
mutual respect and understanding among 
all racial and nationality groups and to 
open up lines of communication. 


Services rendered by the two assistant 
staff members have totaled 560, while the 
Commission itself has assisted the Housing 
Commission in resolving various problems 
in the new projects and scattered housing 
sites. The staff, also, worked with the De- 
partment of Social Services in rental prob- 
lems with people receiving welfare assist- 
ance. With the addition of one position for 
a Spanish-speaking person, it has been able 
to extend services more meaningfully in the 
Mexican-American community. 


This office does not usurp the power of 
any employment office, but it has greately 
assisted in finding employment for many 
persons; 79 persons are recorded as having 
been hired out of this office. 


THE SURVEY OF EMPLOYMENT BY 
THE OFFICE, UNDERTAKEN IN 1969, 
SHOWED AN INCREASE IN THE EM- 
PLOYMENT OF MINORITIES, AND 
THEY REPRESENTED 13 PERCENT OF 
CITY EMPLOYEES COMPARED TO THE 
12 PERCENT MINORITY POPULATION 
OF THE CITY. THE SURVEY OF EQUAL 
EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITIES IN RE- 
GARD TO MINORITY HIRING IN THE 
CITY IN i970, SHOWED THE MINORITY 
EMPLOYMENT AT 13.99 PERCENT. 


Recreation and leisure time are recog- 
nized important parts of life today. These 
needs have outlets. In the area of parks 
and recreation, the City has made great 
strides over the years. The year 1970 was 
no exception. 


The total participation in recreation for 
the 12 month period ending in September 
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was 1,157,845 as compared to the previous 
year’s total of 1,089,638. This represents 
an increase of 68,000 over the 1968-69 totals. 
All adult programs showed an increase over 
last year. Both men's and women’s softball 
enjoyed one of its best years. There was 
an increase of 2,500 Senior Citizens partici- 
pation, which resulted from a resurgence in 
attendance at the Senior Drop-in Centers. 
Too, Junior Flag Football is becoming a 
highly popular program—it increased alone 
from 11 to 26 teams and nearly tripled 
in spectator attendance. Presently, plans 
are being finalized for a new program 
called “Safety-Play Hockey” to be offered 
this winter. Winter sports were expanded 
in 1970, by the completion of the Michigan 
Park Ski Slope. The new hill proved ex- 
tremely popular and was used by thousands 
and both young and old. 


In general, recreation programs are not 
only growing, but indications are that they 
will continue to expand. 


To meet the needs, ball crews maintained 
25 regularly scheduled fields, which were 
used for 159-175 games per week; 9 new 
ball field backstops were erected at Risdale 
Park, Hillborn, Attwood and Gier; the 
sprinkling system was extended at Munici- 
pal Feld; a new service building was com- 
pleted at Groesbeck Golf Course; Red Cedar 
Golf Course saw new play begun on a more 
efficient, revised layout; a new starter house 
and service building were constructed; much 
needed fencing was erected at 3 of the 
City’s courses, while many minor improve- 
ments were made to tees, greens, and park- 
ing lots; 4 concrete basketball courts were 
eonstructed, bringing our total to forty- 
five courts; new flodlights were installed 
at Moores Pool, Cavanaugh sliding hill and 
Gier Park ice rink. 


To assist Senior Citizens, the Gensee Com- 
munity Center was completely remodeled 
and opened for operation in May. Two 
houses were demolished to provide parking 
areas around the Center. 


Park lands were again substantially in- 
creased—new park sites total 131 acres, 
or close to one-half the total park land 
accumulated over the years in all of East 
Lansing. 


Each year reflects an increased use of 
developed areas. Francis Park, which is one 
of the two Rose Test Gardens in Michigan, 
alone had an estimated attendance of al- 
most 70,000 visitors. Potter Park had 172 
reservations and an attendance of 15,000 
people, At Arboretum, the staff gave 448 
interpretive lectures and came in contact 
with 20,100 individuals. Another popular 
program was Fishing Fun at Fidelity Lake, 
which recently was planted with 1,100 two- 
inch Channel Catfish and 1,500 one-inch 
hybrid Sunfish. The park is open year 
around and 75% of the Lansing schools use 
the facilities. The Scout Camping areas was 
used 30 times. 


Cooley Gardens, Lansing’s Botanical Gar- 
den, is enjoyed by garden clubs and nature 
lovers. 
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Lansing has a modern system of diversi- 
fied parks. Much has been done at large 
expense to update facilities—Jones Lake 
Park was brushed out, graded, seeded and 
playground equipment installed; 72 pieces 
of other play-ground equipment were placed 
in twelve other park areas; 11 park areas 
had new fencing installed; Oak Park Pavil- 
lion Porch was enclosed, heat installed and 
with minor remodeling was turned over 
for use by the North Side Community Cen- 
ter; Wilson Park was graded and seeded ; 
Atwood Park was developed by grading and 
seeding, installation of drainage backstops 
and playground equipment; Gier Park de- 
velopment moved ahead with grading and 
seeding, new ice rink area, three ball fields, 
drives and parking lots and installation of 
playground equipment; Public Service 
crews blacktopped areas at Potter Park, 
Sycamore Park, Scott Art and Garden Cen- 
ter and at Sycamore and Red Cedar golf 
courses; new sidewalks were constructed 
at Bassett, Walsh, Seventh and Attwood 
parks; and, new curbing was installed at 
Tecumseh, Reasoner, Ingham and Marshall 
parks. 


The Forestry Division worked long and 
strenuously to improve the appearance and 
health of the City. More than 4,650 trees 
were trimmed; 1,400 were planted; 2,308 
stumps were removed, while 2,367 trees were 
removed because of DED, or for other 
reasons. 


It is continuing to work with the Ingham 
County Health Department on rat control 
programs within the City. In the little 
heard of Mosquito Control Program, it con- 
tinues to larvacide, adulticide and fog in 
Lansing, East Lansing and at Michigan 
State University, and in an attempt to in- 
crease the use of Biological Contro] of mos- 
quitos, it is planting gambusia (mosquito 
larvae eating fish) in ponds throughout the 
area. 


The Summary of Appropriations for the 
Fiscal Year ended June 30, 1969, shows 
that the Department of Parks and Recrea- 
tion received from the General Fund 
$2,301,612 or 14.68% of the total budget of 
the City. For the Fiscal Year ended June 
30, 1970, that Department received $2,648,- 
645, or 14.71% of the total budget. In the 
present Fiscal Year, it will receive $2,521,- 
750, or 14.22%. These figures show the 
Department of Parks and Recreation is 
one of our major city operations. It is 
headed by a dedicated Board and staff and 
provided services ranging from noon 
Iuncheon programs to general recreation, 
It is a fine operation, overall, but can the 
same services be provided with dollar sav- 
ings. The departmenta] dollar demand for 
the limited number of budget dollars avail- 
able in the future requires this question to 
be answered. 


With this in mind, I have accepted the 
offer of Industry and Government Manage- 
ment Services, Inc., to undertake an in- 
depth survey of that department to deter- 
mine if increased productivity from the 
personnel available and improved utiliza- 
tion of equipment and facilities can be 
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achieved. Industry and Government Man- 
agement Services, Inc., will do the original 
survey at no cost to the city. Its experience 
is varied and its clients have included both 
private and public organizations. It must 
be emphasized that their method of opera- 
tion is one of design and installation of 
programs, however. For example, its origi- 
nal survey was implemented in the City of 
Madison, Wisconsin, for a fee of approxi- 
mately $40,000—the results of the program 
were a total payroll savings alone, on an 
annualized basis, of $322,426. 


IT IS HOPED THAT THE BOARD OF 
PARKS AND RECREATION WILL ACT 
FAVORABLY ON THIS MATTER AS 
SOON A SPOSSIBLE. 


Heavy snow falls and icing have a detri- 
mental affect on safety, employment, school 
attendance, movement of goods, general 
comfort and overall mobility. Without ex- 
cellent removal by plowing and salting, 
losses could reach into untold numbers of 
dollars. The crews of the Public Service 
Department deserve plaudits for the out- 
standing job done in the late Winter of 
1970 and the early part of this Winter. The 
activity of this department gives the City 
one of the finest programs of snow removal 
in the State. I RECOMMED THAT THE 
PRIORITY SYSTEM NOW ESTABLISHED 
FOR REMOVAL CONTINUE TO BE AD- 
HERED TO UNTIL A BETTER SYSTEM 
IS DEVISED. 


Other activities of the Public Service De- 
partment in 1970 included the letting of 
nine sewer contracts for a total cost of 
$4,200,000 and six sidewalk contracts were 
let for several miles of walk at $133,000. 
Sidewalk and curb and gutter were also 
installed in Urban Renewal Area #1 which 
included the first stages of the Washing- 
ton Avenue Mall. An additional 314 miles 
of curb and gutter were constructed for 
$105,000 and 2,500 lineal feet of curb and 
gutter were repaired. 


Departmental crews resurfaced five miles 
of city streets, widened two blocks of Divi- 
sion Street between Olds and Main to fa- 
cilitate traffic movement and one contract 
was let for $75,000 to blacktop 344 miles of 
new city streets. 


A new Compactor and Pan was purchased 
for use at the Sanitary Landfill to im- 
prove operations and extend the life of the 
landfill. The 1970 Spring Trash pickup was 
the largest ever with 1,974 loads of trash 
hauled to the landfill. 


A new settling tank was installed at the 
City operated Asphalt Plant to improve the 
quality of the water discharged into the 
Red Cedar River from the air pollution 
control system on the plant. Five pedes- 
trian Overpasses were constructed for 
$125,000, bringing the City’s total to 23. 


One of the major problems in certain 
areas of the City has been the flooding of 
basements and yards. This has a detri- 
mental affect on both personal property and 
health. © 
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DUE TO THE EXTREMELY LARGE 
NUMBER OF COMPLAINTS OF STORM 
AND SANITARY FLOODING IN THE 
SOUTH CENTRAL SECTION OF THE 
CITY, PARTICULARLY IN THE AREA 
BOUNDED BY LOGAN STREET, PLEAS- 
ANT GROVE ROAD, PIERCE ROAD AND 
HOLMES ROAD, I RECOMMEND, THAT 
TOP PRIORITY FOR THE EXPENDI- 
TURE OF CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT 
FUNDS IN 1971 BE ALLOCATED TO 
CORRECTING AS MUCH OF THIS PROB- 
LEM AS HUMANLY AND FINANCIALLY 
POSSIBLE. 


Activities of the Building Division showed 
a definite decline over 1969, with 1,067 
building permits issued for an estimated 
construction cost of $36,651,020. This rep- 
resents a decrease of approximately $6,646,- 
780 under the previous year. 


Building Division inspectors made 2,582 
commercial inspections, 38,933 residential 
inspections, 4,221 electrical residential in- 
spections, 1,722 electrical commercial in- 
spections, 4,552 plumbing inspections, 3,890 
heating inspections and 3,512 structural 
housing inspections. Housing inspections 
of multiple dwelling apartment structures 
with 3,500 units inspected. 


During 1970, 483 front yard parking 
complaints were processed, 181 rezonings 
posted, 900 zoning complaints investigated 
and 480 abandoned vehicles hauled to 
wrecking yards. The Division also received 
1,605 junk and rubbish complaints and 900 
weed complaints, which were handled as 
rapidly as possible. 


During 1970, 310 units and 225 structures 
were demolished and 70 structures which 
contained 94 units were condemned. This 
drive to upgrade the community by requir- 
ing buildings to meet certain standards, 
started for all practical purposes in 1969. 
It assures those homeowners who keep their 
dwellings in good condition that downgrad- 
by others will not be permitted to effect 
them. 


The Purchasing Division during the past 
year has been in the process of reorganiza- 
tion to enhance the City’s position of saving 
tax dollars wherever possible. For exam- 
ple, it has established a badly needed, com- 
modity-vendor cross-index file which also 
contains bids let to vendors to date and 
gives a fast review of comparative prices. 
The results of the auctioning of used City 
vehicles instituted approximately 18 months 
ago is proving to be a profitable and ex- 
cellent method of equipment disposal—In 
the December 1969 and May 1970 sales, the 
City was the recipient of an increase of 
40 percent over the trade-in system formerly 
used, which resulted in approximately 
$90,000 in additional revenues being re- 
turned to the General Fund. 


The Lansing Housing Commission is to 
be especially commended for its untiring 
efforts to provide adequate housing to meet 
the increasing needs of low and middle 
income people as well as those of our 
Senior Citizens. 
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In July of 1970, the South Washington 
Park Senior Citizen Apartment building 
consisting of 188 units in a five story build- 
ing was completed and purchased at a cost 
of $2,772,300.00. This unit is 100% filled. 
Another Senior Citizen housing facility of 
101 units at Ionia and Seymour, is cur- 
rently under construction at an estimated 
cost of $1,496,330.00 and will be ready for 
occupancy by late Spring of 1971.

IN THAT THE HOUSING PROBLEM 
IS METROPOLITAN IN SCOPE, I REC- 
OMMEND AN AMENDMENT TO PUB- 
LIC ACT 18 TO ALLOW A HOUSING 
AUTHORITY TO BE FORMED WHICH 
COULD BE EXPANDED TO COVER CITY, 
TOWNSHIP AND COUNTY. SUCH A 
PLAN WOULD ALLOW A MORE EQUI- 
TABLE GEOGRAPHIC DISTRIBUTION 
OF HOUSING FOR THE LOW AND 
MODERATE INCOME FAMILIES. 


The Residential Relocation Office and the 
Property Management Division have worked 
closely and effectively with the Housing 
Commission to assist those in need. The 
Property Management Division has, in 1970, 
managed the entire Capitol Complex hous- 
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ing area, This program has housed approxi- 
mately 350 families who whould have other- 
wise been hard pressed to locate housing 
in other areas. 


Property Management is again this year 
handling in a businesslike manner the leas- 
ing of City owned property including park- 
ing areas, small commercial office space, 
the Ingham County Shelter Home and stor- 
age areas. ‘“We are handling the physical 
maintenance, custodial service, space re- 
quirements, alterations, and building code 
requirements of the City Hall Annex Build- 
ing.” 


I RECOMMED AGAIN THAT CONSID- 
ERATION BE GIVEN TO HAVING THIS 
DIVISION MANAGE THE CITY HALL 
BUILDING, WHICH WOULD INCLUDE 
DETAILING OFFICE PLANNING AND 
SPACE ASSIGNMENT. 


The construction of parking facilities to 
serve the needs of Lansing’s downtown 
area continues to move ahead. Finalization 
of plans and specifications for the proposed 
two new parking ramps north of Michigan 
Avenue have been completed, bids for con- 
struction have already been taken and 
awards will be made shortly. These addi- 
tional ramps will provide approximately 
1600 spaces for parking and construction 
bid costs are $968,100 under what had been 
estimated. This is a favorable position. 


Lansing’s Planning Department in addi- 
tion to discharging the regular routine 
duties assigned, has after seven years of 
work developed a new “Zoning Ordinance 
of the City of Lansing.” Theoretically, 
this document among other things will pro- 
mote efficiency and economy, good civic 
design and arrangement, lessen congestion 
on city streets and reduce undue hazards. 


However, there appears to be some pit- 
falls. Indications are that some business 
operators and other general property owners 
might be very adversely afiected, 


I RECOMMEND THAT THE CITY 
COUNCIL GIVE CLOSE SCRUTINY AND 
ATTENTION TO THESE FACTORS BE- 
FORE IT IS ADOPTED. 


The responsibilities of the Finance and 
Controllers Department continued to ex- 
pand in 1970. At the same time efficiency 
was increased and the scope of services 
broadened. In the Internal Accounting Di- 
vision preparations are being made to in- 
corporate the new “State of Michigan Uni- 
form Chart of Accounts for Municipalities” 
into the Internal Accounting structure. 


The External Accounting Division has 
spent considerable time this past year in 
TRAINING AND GUIDING the newly 
hired accountants for the Model City Pro- 
gram. In addition, this division has as- 
sumed a large share of the responsibility 
of providing sound financial administration 
and work for other Federal Programs such 
as C.A.M.P.S., the Work-Study Program 
and the Highway Safety Grants Program. 
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In accordance with a predetermined time- 
table, this Division is also laying the 
groundwork for major Data Processing 
ehanges which will occur when the total 
responsibility for operating a Municipal 
E.0.P. center is established. During the 
interim period, new applications are being 
implemented and functioning applications 
are being streamlined. Calendar year 1971 
will see the completion of an automated 
Voter Registration System in the City 
Clerk’s office and a pilot run of City-Wide 
Real-Property Tax Billings in the City As- 
sessor’s office. Also, the City Keypunch 
Section will be organized for more effective 
production and control. 


Calendar year 1970 was the second full 
ealendar year under City Income Tax and 
the first in which returns were filed on the 
basis of a full year of tax liability. 


To date in 1970, 36,272 Resident Individ- 
ual returns have been filed; 26,553 Non- 
Resident Individual returns and 867 Cor- 
poration and Partnership returns. A total 
of 43,174 of these involved refunds. The 
average Resident Individual return reflected 
a tax liability of $87.61, the Non-Resident 
Individual return a tax liability an average 
of $50.05. A total of 42,247 of the 48,174 
refunds were made by July, 1970 and the 
first issued on January 20, 1970. 


A more extensive application of data 
processing has resulted in more effective ad- 
ministration and enforcement in addition to 
reducing clerical costs. Establishment of 
the City of Lansing keypunch pool in 1970 
within the building has materially expedited 
the processing of refund returns, reduced 
costs of handling and provided for better 
security. This year data processing per- 
formed a pre-audit of refund returns for 
the first time, thus expediting the handling. 
Similarly, the employers’ reconciliation re- 
turns were pre-audited in processing to 
compute the debits and credits thereon, 
from which prompt action could be taken 
to recover delinquent payments. Quarterly 
“exeption’’ printouts by data processing 
now enable a prompt identification of and 
follow-up on employers delinquent in the 
remittance of tax withheld from wages of 
employees. The programming of the tax 
liability into the processing of final re- 
turns has now resulted in a meaningful 
printout of statistics relative to revenues 
occuring from various categories of tax- 
payers. This year Lansing will be the first 
Michigan taxing city to mail out annual 
return forms perpared for mailing by data 
processing. This saves a considerable 
amount of clerical time previously used in 
affixing pre-printed labels. 


In 1970, the guota of employees for this 
division was filled with the appointment of 
a second investigator. A more intensive and 
personal field activity to enforce the re- 
quirements pertaining to employers with- 
holding the tax from wages of employees. 
This has also led to prompt recovery of 
delinquent payments. For example, 59 of 
the delinquent payments relating to Septem- 
ber quarter withholdings, totaling $5,594.81 
were recovered within 30 days after they be- 
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came delinquent. An intensive follow-up 
program has been undertaken to identify 
corporate entities that may not have filed 
the required annual returns. A major por- 
tion of such corporations are on a fiscal 
year accounting year instead of a calendar 
year, In summary, every reasonable effort 
is being made to administer and enforce the 
Lansing City Income Tax fairly and equi- 
tably and to collect the revenues due the 
City under provisions of the Uniform City 
Income Tax Ordinance. 


In 1970, Lansing drastically revised the 
format of its individual final returns to 
closely conform with the State and Federal 
returns, thus simplifying preparation by 
taxpayers. The revised format hes met 
with favorable comments by tax practi- 
tioners, CPA’s and other individuals pre- 
paring returns. 


The Office of the City Treasurer is to be 
commended for its efficient and very accu- 
rate handling of approximately $108 million 
in revenue and investments from all sources. 
Involved were one million items requiring 
great detail. The achievements are a trib- 
ute to the dedication of that office. 


The Lansing City Assessor of necessity 
must be acutely aware of legislative changes 
taking place because of the statutory status 
of this department and the changes which 
affect the proper administration of the 
Property Tax Law. 


In accordance with mandatory State of 
Michigan legislation, all personal and real 
property was re-evaluated and assessed at 
50% for 1970. This also necessitated chang- 
ing all appraisal records for land and build- 
ing valuation, The Assessor’s office extern- 
ally reviewed all of the parcels involved, 
including 8,000 appraisals of the entire 
property. Compliance with the 50% con- 
version in 1970 resulted in 2,514 appeals 
to the 1970 Board of Review and 67 appeals 
te the State Tax Commission. The Asses- 
sor’s staff discussed assessments personally 
with over 5,000 taxpayers in the period 
from February 23, 1970, through March 27, 
1970. While this total may appear high it 
is consistent with the pattern experienced 
in most communities with appraisal up- 
dating programs. 


For the entire 1970 year, the combined 
$10.42 per thousand City tax rate, $1.33 
per thousand Commanity College rate, 
$27.58 per thousand Lansing School rate 
and the 1% (87 cents per thousand) Col- 
lection Fee, totaled $49,07 per thousand, 
which is a reduction from the $70.45 per 
thousand rate of 1969. It means an actual 
dollar savings to any taxpayer whose as- 
sessed valuation was increased less than 
43.5% in 1970. 


The tax rate reduction is attributed to 
the 4.85 school millage which expired in 
1969, plus the elimination of the 1.32 equal- 
ization factor of past years, which was ac- 
complished by bringing property assess- 
ments to the 50% true cash value required 
by State law. 
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The tax rate reduction was slightly di- 
luted by the 1% (87 cents per thousand) 
Collection Fee required by State law, un- 
less waived by action of the City Council. 


The December 1970 tax rates showed a 
change downward for other school districts 
within the City as follows: East Lansing 
School District $46.80 per thousand, down 
$13.10; Holt School District $44.95 per 
thousand, down $6.25; Waverly School Dis- 
trict $40.00 per thousand, down $10.25; 
Sheridan School District $36.85, down 
$18.50; Maple Grove (Annexed 1964) School 
District $36.85, down $20.25; Maple Grove 
(Annexed 1960) School District $36.95 per 
thousand, down $20.40; Eaton County Lan- 
sing School District (Delta Township) 
$35.50 per thousand, down $20.30; Eaton 
County Lansing School District (Windsor 
nn $35.40 per thousand, down 
20.40. 


The December tax billing totaled $24.7 
compared to $25 million in December of 
1969. 


The Lansing Convention Bureau cele- 
brated its 10th birthday in August of 1970. 
In addition to maintaining an annual] aver- 
age of 100,000 convention delegates in the 
City this year the Convention Bureau Staff 
has been completely reorganized and new 
marketing methods have been developed 
which will bring a larger share of State, 
Regional and National convention business 
into Lansing. 


The Lansing Civic Center experienced an 
unanticipated attendance set back during 
1970 when the Oldsmobile Division of Gen- 
eral Motors cancelled the space booked for 
the new car announcement shows. However, 
this important City facility will still provide 
entertainment and space for approximately 
500,000 persons before the end of the cur- 
rent fiscal year. Some of the large events 
and the approximate attendance are Golden 
Gloves—15,000, Home Show—11,000, Hospi- 
taler Circus—30,000, Sport and Boat Show— 
21,000, High School Basketball-—10,000, 
Grand Old Opry—10,000, Youth Talent 
Show—20,000, Ice Show-—-18,000 and Fine 
Arts Festival—9,000. 


The most important major improvement 
made at the Civic Center was a necessary 
$20,000 Capital Improvement to replace 
the riser system in the Main Auditorium 
for the safety of those attending various 
events held there. 


The City Clerk’s office experienced an 
unusually busy year, but handled the myriad 
of details encumbent upon this department 
with accuracy. Like the Police Department, 
City Treasurer and Income Tax Division, 
the City Clerk’s office has become deeply 
involved with our data processing system. 
It has become necessary for this office to 
adopt this new method of convertnig all 
voter registration records in order to meet 
the voluminous public demands for copies 
of some 57,625 persons currently registered 
throughout the City, and to bring about 
a more efficient and productive operation. 
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Two major problems face this Depart- 
ment, Before this year’s Regular Session 
of the Michigan Legislature is a request 
for a recount which stemmed from the 
recent State Senate race. This must be 
handled rapidly if the regularly scheduled 
February 15, Primary Election is to be 
held without difficulty. 


Another issue of importance is the recent 
United States Supreme Court decision, 
which permits 18 year olds to vote in elec- 
tions pertaining to Federal offices. Under 
Michigan law, 18 year olds are not per- 
mitted to vote in local and state elections. 
Here is a problem, which could result in 
the need for duplicate voting machines at 
large dollar outlays unless the state law 
is changed. 


Lansing Redevelopment Department made 
visible progress in 1969-70 in the Urban 
Renewal Project No. 1, which is the Cen- 
tral Business District project occupying 
48.4 acres in the north half of the down- 
town. 


Michigan Bell completed their four story 
office building in April of 1970. This build- 
ing is one of Michigan Bell’s electronic 
switching centers for out state Michigan. 
Leonard completed their two story office/ 
retail building early in 1970. Michigan Den- 
tal completed their three story office build- 
ing in mid-summer 1970. Title transfer of 
land to Community Chest took place in 
December 1969 and construction has started 
on a four story office building. Completion 
is anticipated in April of 1971. Title to 
land was transferred to Housing Develop- 
ment Corporation in July of 1970 and con- 
struction has started on an eight story Hi- 
Rise Apartment Building for the Elderly, 
Completion is anticipated in mid 1971.

Three parking ramps are scheduled for 
construction in the Project No. 1 area. The 
City has formed a “Building Authority’ 
for purposes of constructing the Capitol 
Avenue and Grand Avenue Ramps. Title 
to the land for construction of these two 
ramps will be transferred in the next sixty 
days, construction is anticipated to start 
early in 1971, with completion to follow in 
the spring of 1972. Construction on the 
Shiawassee Ramp is expected to follow com- 
pletion of the Capitol and Grand Ramps.

The Eagle proposal is currently being 
processed, it is estimated that title will be 
transferred and construction started yet 
this year, on their two story building, for 
the new Eagle Restaurant including banquet 
facilities. 


The proposal from “LARC” has been ac- 
cepted by the City Council. However, due 
to continued complications in making the 
land available, progress is at a temporary 
standstill. ‘LARC’ proposes to construct 
a ten story hotel, two story retail and pos- 
sibly a high rise office building, which 
together will cover the entire first block. 


Detailed working drawings and specifi- 
eations will be completed by February of 
1971, by Johnson, Johnson & Roy for a 
downtown pedestrian mall. However, con- 
struction will be staged to follow develop- 
ment on adjacent land. During the past 
year, the following increments of the mall 
have been constructed—Michigan Bell side- 
walks on Washington and Ionia, including 
tree plantings on Ionia—Leonard sidewalks 
on Washington and Ionia, including tree 
plantings on Jonia—Michigan Dental side- 
walks on Washington and Jonia, including 
tree plantings on Ionia. 


A “Mall Naming Committee” was formed 
in 1970 and as a result, you recently 
approved the concept of “Washington 
Square.”” A third party contract for prep- 
aration of a ‘“‘Mall Brochure,” was executed, 
and the Brochure is available in limited 
quantities. 


Urban Development Project No. 2 basic- 
ally is at a standstill. It is a clearance 
project adjacent to Project No. 1, occupy- 
ing 68.7 acres. Parts I and II of the Ap- 
plication for Loan and Grant was to have 
been filed in mid-1968. However, this was 
not done, and upon the request of the 
United States Department of Housing and 
Urban Development it was combined in a 
Neighborhood Development Plan Applica- 
tion filed in May of 1969. Not only did the 
City lose one year in filing time due to this 
unfortunate decision, but no approval has 
been received to date on the filing made 
in May of 1970 of the original application 
which was to have been filed in 1968. It 
is obvious that the request by the United 
States Department of Housing and Urban 
Development to this City was in error, To 
compound this by failing to act on our 
most recent application indicates HUD is 
not being reasonable in its decisions. 


As of one week ago, I forwarded a 
strongly worded communication to Con- 
gressman Charles EK. Chamberlain request- 
ing that a meeting be set up with HUD 
officials to correct this situation. I RE- 
QUEST THAT YOU ADOPT A FORMAL 
RESOLUTION SUPPORTING THE CITY’S 
POSITION AND DISMAY. 


Lansing’s Redevelopment Department ac- 
tivity during 1970 was marked by the fail- 
ure of HUD to fund Redevelopment Proj- 
ect No. 8, involving the White Motor 
Corporation. Certainly, it can be said that 
the Federal operation has not acted in the 
best interest of the community. 
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Federal activity in Lansing was high- 
lighted in 1970 by the City’s selection and 
funding as a Model City with a $1.8 mil- 
lion supplemental fund grant. To date, 13 
contracts have been negotiated with operat- 
ing agencies, approved, and are in the 
process of implementation. Two other con- 
tracts are still under consideration by the 
City Council five more are in the develop- 
ment stages. Some of the contracts ap- 
proved included: Area Offices to increase 
Model Neighborhood residents use of needed 
socio-economic services available. The pro- 
gram budget is $86,969 for personnel and 
$60,025 for travel, equipment and other; 
the Intake and Referral Training contract 
permits training of intake and referral 
clerks of the Area Offices to be knowledge- 
able of services available in the community. 
The program budget is $7,475 for personnel 
and $3,363 for travel, equipment and other ; 
the Housing Development and Rehabilitation 
contract is aimed at alleviating substandard 
housing conditions and to promote inte- 
grated housing. The program budget is 
$69,834 for personnel and $20,171 for travel, 
equipment and other; the Housing Assist- 
ance contract will attempt to reduce the 
number of Model Cities residents living in 
substandard housing and make neighbor- 
hood resident staff members more employ- 
able. The budget is $78,600 for personnel 
and $14,475 for travel, equipment and other. 


Only one proposed contract to date has 
been rejected through the City Charter 
authority—the right of the Mayor to veto. 
Several reasons for the veto of the $300,000 
Westside News, Inc., contract were made 
clear, one being the possibility of ‘‘confiict 
of interest.” This was substantiated by the 
detailed, lengthy legal opinion of the City 
Attorney. 


Model Cities has great potential. How- 
ever, it must totally work within the frame- 
work of the City Charter as is required for 
any other city department. The program 
has been controversial in a number of 
cities. The goal must be productivity and to 
keep controversy to the minimum. 


One of the difficulties of the Federally 
funded program is that of salary classifi- 
cation in relation to long standing depart- 
ments. It has led to general employees 
expressing discontent. For example, the 
Director of Model Cities is at an XI classi- 
fication, compared to a XA for the Fire 
Chief and Income Tax Director; and, a 
X classification for the Housing Director, 
Redevelopment Director and City Treasurer. 
Salary differences annually range from 
$590 to $3,589. The Assistant Model Cities 
Director, recently listed as a “third echelon 
employee,” is at a IXA classification, which 
is equal to that of the Deputy Police Chief, 
Assistant City Attorney, and the Assistant 
Parks and Recreation Director and higher 
than the Assistant Fire Chief, the Civil 
Engineer, Project Engineer, Accountant, 
Parking Supervisor and the Purchasing 
Agent. Annual salary differences amount to 
several hundred dollars. I RECOMMEND 
THAT A STUDY OF MODEL CITIES 
POSITION CLASSIFICATIONS BE UN- 
DERTAKEN, THE GOAL BEING TO 
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BRING THEM IN LINE WITH GENERAL 
CITY EMPLOYEES. 


Another problem facing the City is that 
of bus transportation. It must be recog- 
nized that bus systems generally have been 
on the decline since the end of World War 
Il, From a peak of 19 billion annual pas- 
sengers nationally in 1945 to a record low 
of 6.5 billion revenue passengers in 1968. 
Public transportation in the City of Lan- 
sing is no exception to this pattern. Reve- 
nue ridership has drastically fallen off and 
at the same time equipment costs, operat- 
ing expenses, wages and salaries have in- 
creased. 


Every effort has been made by the City 
to correct this problem through in-depth 
research and various forms of subsidiza- 
tion. Since 1965, Lansing has invested well 
well over $530,000 in operations alone. For 
the first 8 months of 1970, operating ex- 
penses totaled $363,229.00 with total reve- 
nues amounting to only $308,482.90, for a 
deficit of $54,746.10. Obviously, some other 
forms of revenue must be found if this 
financial dilemma is to be solved. The City 
of Lansing can no longer afford to shoulder 
this burden alone. 


A most logical answer would be the for- 
mation of a Regional Transportation Au- 
thority comprised of Lansing, East Lansing, 
Meridian Township, Lansing Township, 
Delta Township, Delhi Township, DeWitt 
Township and Windsor Township with each 
governmental unit contributing its propor- 
tionate share of the cost. This, however, 
requires State eLgislation which would take 
at least 8 or 9 months to be passed. In 
the interim period it seems equally logical 
that detailed estimates of total costs and 
projected income needs should be prepared 
so that proper direction can be determined. 
A recommendation will be forwarded to 
you shortly in this regard. 


Ahead of each of us is the growing prob- 
lem of finance at all levels of government. 
In the year 1970, the problem has placed 
governmental units in difficult positions. 
Much has been said and written about the 
financial problems of the City of Detroit. 
To reduce the red ink, Detroit this past year 
laid off 210 employees, demoted 100 more 
to lesser-paid positions and left another 
1,905 general fund positions unfilled. De- 
troit stands as a guidepost, which indicates 
the difficulty local units of government are 
facing. They do not stand alone. 


Cities throughout the Nation are finding 
themselves in simlar financial positions, be- 
cause of rising costs and limited or fixed 
incomes. Los Angeles, Cleveland and Phil- 
adelphia are expected to join Detroit and 
New York in laying off city employees and 
cutting back municipal services. Closer to 
home, the City of Hamtramck is ‘“‘finan- 
cially broke’ and being supervised by the 
State of Michigan; Pontiac cut its city 
work force by 21 percent; the City of Sagi- 
naw, during this past year, was on a 4-day 
work week with employees receiving 80 
percent pay checks; and Flint has laid off 
employees; and Grand Rapids expects a $3 
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million deficit, and has discussed a 10 per- 
cent cutback. 


FOR OUR OWN CITY, THESE ARE 
TRYING TIMES, BECAUSE OF THE 
“SOFT ECONOMY” AT THE NATIONAL 
LEVEL AND THE LARGE UNEXPECTED 
INCOME LOSSES DUE TO THE RECENT 
GENERAL MOTORS STRIKE. THIS WAS 
VIVIDLY POINTED OUT IN THE CUR- 
RENT BUDGET REVENUE ESTIMATE 
REPORT DATED DECEMBER 17, AND 
RECEIVED JUST RECENTLY BY YOU. 


I AM NOT CASTING A SHADOW OF 
FEAR. I AM EXPRESSING A NEED 
FOR CAUTION IN EXPENDITURES 
UNTIL SUCH TIME AS THE ECONOMY 
IMPROVES. IT IS IMPERATIVE THAT 
THIS ECONOMIC SQUEEZE NOW UN- 
DERWAY BE FULLY RECOGNIZED. 
TOO, THE PROBLEM MUST BE MET. 


Despit the difficulties and problems much 
has been done in the year 1970-—-the state 
controlled airport is now sanctioned to 
come under authority control; citizen par- 
ticipation reached new heights including 
the completion of the Lansing Metropolitan 
Transportation Study, the massive clean-up 
of the Grand River, the National award 
winning ‘‘Light the Night’? program, the 
successful drive for security forces in the 
Capitol Complex, and others; CITY BOARD 
MEMBERS GAVE DEDICATED SERVICE 
TO THE COMMUNITY; AND THE PUB- 
LIC HAS BEEN ABLY SERVED. 


Lansing has and will meet its challenges. 
It has much and is outstanding in many 
facets—it can be exciting—it can grow— 
and as good as it is, it must be improved. 
It will take people to build, to correct and 
be attentative to the problems at hand. 
It will demand sacrifices and the expendi- 
ture of great energy and intelligence. 


Personally, I strongly feel any effort we 
give our community will result in good 
reward for those to follow. 


I commend this to you. 


Should you start to lose hope in your 
struggles for improved government, or 
waiver in your movement for progress— 
please keep in mind the words of Marshall 
Petain, at the fall of France in World War 
II: He said, “Our spirit of enjoyment 
was greater than our spirit of sacrifice. 
We wanted to have more than we wanted 
to give. We spared effort, and—we met 
disaster.”

Re: Electrical Fence 
Gentlemen : 


The question has been raised as to the 
legality of electrical fences in the City of 
Lansing. Though not speaking directly to 
the question of electric fences, §247.182(12), 
Michigan Compiled Laws 1948 states: 


“Tt shall hereafter be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to erect a 
fence along any road, of any material which 
by reason of its construction or otherwise, 
is dangerous in itself or by reason of caus- 
ing and obstruction to the highway. Any 
person violating the provisions hereof shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than $15.00, nor more than 
$50.00, or by imprisonment in the County 
Jail for a period not exceeding 30 days or 
by both such fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the Court.” 


In interpreting this section it was the 
Attorney General’s belief that this section 
applied to electrical fences. (See Op. Atty, 
Gen. 1945-46, No. 9-4751.) In that opinion, 
the Attorney General stated that it was un- 
lawful to erect a fence which by reason of 
its construction or otherwise is dangerous 
or causes an obstruction to the highway, 
this would include electrified fences, 


Therefore, any electric fences built within 
the City of Lansing along any road would 
have to be considered dangerous and there- 
fore is in violation of the State law.

On Monday, January 4, 1971, you ap- 
proved by 2 6-2 vote a zoning request chang- 
ing certain property, located at the North- 
west corner of Oakland and Logan Streets, 
from “B’’ One-Family Residence to ‘“‘E-2” 
Drive-In Shop. The property involved is 
described as Z-38-70 (808, 805, 818, 817 
North Logan Street and properties at the 
rear of lots 804 to 812 Clyde Street) ; more 
particularly described as: 


Lots 2, 8, 4, 5 and East 838 ft. 
of Lot 26, East 40 ft. Lot 27, East 52 
ft. Lot 28, and Hast 52 ft. Lot 29, all 
in Oakdale Addition, City of Lansing, 
Ingham County, Michigan. 
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This site was previously petitioned for in 
May of 1969. It did not meet City approval 
at that time. The purpose for the rezoning 
is to permit the construction of a gasoline 
service station in the location. On Septem- 
ber 8, 1970, the Planning Board again de- 
nied the request for rezoning by 6 ayes and 
1 abstention. Pursuant to Act 207, P. A. 
1921, the Plannnig Board advised you to 
deny the petition. To date, the rezoning of 
this property has not only been opposed by 
the Planning Board but it has been opposed 
by many home owners in the surrounding 
area and by Westminster Presbyterian 
Church, St. Lawrence Hospital, and the 
West Side Neighborhood Association. 


The heavy traffic already witnessed on 
Oakland Street subjects property owners in 
the area to more than enough detrimental 
effects. The placement of a gasoline ser- 
vice station in the area is more than these 
people should have to endure and in the 
final analysis it will not have a beneficial 
affect on them. There is no doubt in my 
mind that placement of a gasoline service 
station in the location will induce commer- 
cial zoning into the Oakland Street area 
where it does not now exist and ultimately 
lead to a future strip commercial develop- 
ment along that street. If this is your de- 
sire, this should be clearly spelled out, so 
that the home owners across the street and 
those along Oakland will receive equal 
treatment in their requests, 


Basically, your action amounts to what 
can be termed “spot zoning” insofar as 
there is no other such type zoning in the 
immediate vicinity of Oakland Street. A 
gasoline service station at this location 
would be out of character with adjoining 
residences and would adversely affect them 
through an increase in additional noise and 
activity. Too, the rezoning in effect will 
reduce the residentially zoned portions of 
4 lots below the minimum area requirements 
specified in the Lansing Zoning Ordinance. 
To date, no petition has been received offi- 
cially to assemble these 4 parcels into land 
areas which meet the Zoning Ordinance. 
Further, tire displays, signs, oi] cans, and 
parked cars will constitute visual blight 
when contrasted with the pleasing archi- 
tecture of the church directly to the south, 
and of St. Lawrence Hospital to the rear 
of the church. 


Presently in the City of Lansing, there 
are 245 gasoline service stations. Within 
a l1-mile radius of the Northwest corner 
of Oakland and Logan, the property in 
question, there are 15 gasoline service sta- 
tions and 10 additional ones are closed, It 
is evident that persons residing on the West 
Side will not suffer if this station is not 
constructed. 


For these reasons, I am advising you that 
I have this date placed my veto over your 
action. This is done in accordance with 
Section 6.8 of the City Charter. Please con- 
sider this my notice that I have suspended 
the operation of your action regarding the 
rezoning,

In behalf of the members of the Police 
and Fire Retirement System, we are writing 
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you regarding a proposed change in our 
Retirement System. After considerable 
study and many meetings, the consensus 
of personnel in both Departments indicate 
they want the Retirement age to be lowered 
to fifty years of age (50 years) and a mini~- 
mum of twenty-five years of service (25 
years). 


This request would affect a change in the 
Retirement System. Please note that such 
a change would occur in sections seventeen 
(17) and nineteen (19); among others, in 
chapter sixteen (16) of the charter of the 
City of Lansing. 


We are requesting that the City Council 
place this Retirement amendment on the 
ballot for this coming April election, or 
the election that would first occur in 1971.

The application is for assistance in the 
funding of a new transportation system 
in the central city, including the downtown 
business district and the model neighbor- 
hood and for improving the capacity of the 
existing system, The application is a com- 
panion to an application submitted to and 
favorably reviewed by the Bureau of Trans- 
portation, Department of Commerce, State 
of Michigan. 


The combined applications will make pos- 
sible the purchase of buses, improvements 
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to the bus garage and service facility, and 
a share of the operational funds to perform 
the demonstration as described above. In 
addition to the purchase of appropriate ve- 
hicles of a 15-25 pasenger capacity to serve 
the needs of the Model Cities area and the 
central business district, we will be able 
to add to the present bus system to expand 
its capacity through the purchase of four 
new 35-41 passenger buses. 


The project will require no financing 
from the City’s general fund. The City’s 
share of Bureau of Transportation money 
will be supplied through the use of Model 
Cities supplemental funds, and the 1/3 non- 
federal share of the Department of Trans- 
portation grant will be supplied by a com- 
bination of the aforementioned supplement- 
al funds and State Bureau of Transporta- 
tion funds. The total grant for both the 
CDA-CBD Demonstration and the System 
Wide Improvement grant will amount to 
$553,150 which will include the $135,000 
already approved by the State of Michigan, 
$248,767 from the Federal Department of 
Transportation, $118,983 in Model Cities 
supplemental funds and $55,400 in antici- 
pated revenue from the CDA-CBD system.

and recommend it for approval and sub- 
sequent submission as subscribed above.

The Board of Education urges the de- 
veloper to provide a community room which 
could be used ag an early elementary satel- 
lite instruction center, which would negate 
the movement of young children from the 
area, Such a room could serve as a com- 
munity meeting room, and should contain 
no less than 1,200 sq. ft. of floor space. 


The site under consideration is presently 
zoned “D-M” multiple dwelling and provides 
for a maximum density of 28 dwelling 
units per acre. However the platted lot 
relationship does not provide the latitude 
for townhouse development as proposed, nor 
is the maximum density requested or de- 
sirable. 
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Multiple development exists north of the 
proposed project on the east side of Beech- 
field, and the land to the south is zoned 
for multi-family use, therefore this devel- 
opment plan is not out of character with 
existing or potential development of the 
area, 


The proposed development has ease of 
access to a major arterial and therefore 
will not excessively increase traffic or ac- 
tivity on adjacent residential streets. 


The Board would point out at this time 
that the general area does not provide for 
facilities such as parks and schools, there- 
fore as the residential development con- 
tinues to grow, facilities of this nature 
should be programed. 


In reference to the physical layout of 
buildings on the site plan submitted, the 
Board cannot find any major objections, 
and would recommend that all requirements 
by the different public agencies be included. 


1. The Board does not believe that the 
property adjacent to the area included 
in the plan will be adversely affected, 
based upon present zoning (D-M multi- 
ple dwelling) and based upon a complete 
landscape and screening plan. 


2. That the plan is consistent with the in- 
tent and purpose of this chapter to pro- 
mote public health, safety, morals and 
general welfare.

The Planning Board recognizes that this 
recommendation reflects a zoning concept, 
and does not refer to specific zoning lot 
dimensions, and therefore will require a 
survey by a registered engineer to deter- 
mine the exact boundaries of the district 
recommended prior to action by the City 
Council. 


Prior to development, the land should be 
platted with a complete circulation system 
including public streets and including Ora 
Street, which is now property of the Board 
of Education. Internal circulation should 
provide additional access to the Junior High 
School and should provide for connecting 
to McCourt Street to the south. 


Dahlia Street should be extended and a 
cul de sac constructed at its termination. 
It would be highly desirable to provide addi- 
tional access to Cedar Street and to provide 
for widening and installation of turning 
lanes along Jolly Road. 


For the purpose of this report we have 
divided the parcel under consideration into 
4 sections on an attached map. The follow- 
ing is a discussion of these parcels as they 
are numbered in the map: 


1. We would recommend office use of the 
parcel numbered parcel No. 1. We 
would not recommend providing access 
to this site from Ora Street, but sug- 
gest that access be provided by means 
of Dahila extended and by Jolly Road 
near the west property line. 


2. The parcel numbered parcel No. 2 
would in our opinion be acceptable for 
office use provided no direct access were 
provided either from Jolly Road or Ora 
Street. 


8. The parcel numbered parcel No. 3 would 
in our opinion be acceptable for com- 
mercial use providing buildings are set 
back from the Jolly Road right of way 
and that parking areas were landscaped. 


4, The parcel numbered parcel No. 4 in 
our opinion would not be acceptable for 
office development adjacent to the Jun- 
ior High School. A more compatible use 
at this location would be low density 
multiple family residential uses. 


Originally a parcel of land adjoining the 
Junior High site was reserved for an ele- 
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mentary school to serve a large housing 
project on the site under consideration. 
With commercial development on this site 
it will be a less desirable location for an 
elementary school. 


The Board of Education has indicated 
that they would be amenable to proposals 
concerning the sale or trade of some of 
their property in order to better shape both 
the school property and the property under 
consideration. 


The Board would further recommend that 
the property on the north side abutting the 
property, numbered parcel No. 5 be ac- 
quired by the developer and included in the 
plat of this property as a professional 
office site. 


The Planning Board believes that the 
foregoing report and recommendation will 
allow reasonable development of the land 
and at the same time provides for the fol- 
lowing: 


1. A compatible land use relationship, both 
within the project and development in 
the area. 


2. Minimum conflicts with automobile traf- 
fie, and at the same time adequate cir- 
culation throughout the area. 


3. Physical separation of the non-residen- 
tial uses proposed and existing residen- 
tial development in the vicinity.

2. The highest density zoning in the vicin- 
ity is ‘“D-M:1” multiple dwelling. 
“D-M:1” zoning on the subject prop- 
erty would still only allow two units. 
The property adjacent to the south is 
zoned “D-M:1.” 


3. The requested “D” apartment zoning 
would allow a maximum of seven on 
the parcel. This was not considered suit- 
able or reasonable, 


4. “D-M” zoning would allow a maximum 
of four units which was also considered 
too intense a use for such a small parcel. 
Four units would require eight off- 
street parking spaces, and these spaces 
together with a four-unit building would 
constitute over-development of the lot, 


5. The Model Cities long-range land use 
plan designates this area for medium- 
density residential use. The existence 
of three units on a 6,600 sq. ft. lot is 
equivalent to 20 units per acre, and this 
density is not in keeping with the Model 
Cities plan.

«-The--December 1970 real and personal 
proprety tax bills carried a 1% collection 
fee, which in addition to enriching the Gen- 
eral Fund of -the City by some $240,000.00, 
has gained the attention of all the residents, 
taxpayers and voters in the City of Lansing. 


By this time I am sure you are all aware 
that the reaction was not favorable. This 
office became deluged with phone calls-and 
written. comments immediately after the 
bills were mailed, and each day as taxpeyers 
come into the office; they make it a point to

voice their disapproval. The list includes 
business and industry leaders, state officials, 
ex-city officials and ex-councilmen, senior 
citizens, etc. Briefly they all had one thing 
in common—they resent paying a collection 
fee for the privilege of paying their taxes 
before the deadline. Many voiced the 
opinion that if this money was truly needed 
to operate City’ government in 1970-71, the 
87 cents per thousand (1%) should have 
been added to the July City tax rate. While 
this is unpleasant, they were in agreement 
that it belonged with the City tax rate. 
Several payments have been received minus 
the 1% collection fee. In these cases, we 
have written partial payment receipts for 
the amount of the payment. 


The State of Michigan does not recognize 
or pay collection fees, consequently, the 
Senior Citizens and Veteran Exemption 
claims submitted to the State were paid 
with 1% deducted from the respective totals. 
The total involved here was $4,170.07. This 
amounts to inequity in taxation since the 
1% collection fee which should have been 
paid by those taxpayers having senior citi- 
zen or veterans exemption, was actually 
paid by those taxpayers not having any such 
exemptions. 


Further, this collection fee has compli- 
cated the bookkeeping functions of this 
office. Tax payments must be recapped 
daily so that proper distribution of collec- 
tions may be made to Ingham and Eaton 
counties and to each school district within 
the City. This year the recapping requires 
pulling the collection fee from each payment 
before recapping actual county and school 
tax collections. While this is not difficult, 
it has been very time consuming. 


In view of the foregoing experience I, 
as your City Treasurer and at the express 
wish sand request of many unhappy tax- 
payers, respectfully request that the 1% 
collection fee be abandoned when the 1971- 
72 budget is being prepared. Many of the 
inquires asked specifically how the collec- 
tion fee happened to be charged this year 
when it had not been collected in the past. 
I have been unable to answer that question 
except to say that State Law requires the 
treasurer to collect it unless waived by ac- 
tion of the City Council. It is to be hoped 
that your honorable body will see fit to 
waive this collection fee in the future. 


T regret that this communication was not 
sent to you last spring when word of the 
1% collection fee was first heard. 


Your favorable action on this matter will 
be anticipated and appreciated by all tax- 
payers in the City of Lansing.

The Model Cities Physical Task Force has 
for some time been discussing a problem of 
the transportation of secondary school stu- 
dents. After much discussion in committee 
and after consultation with representatives 
of the school system, they recommended to 
the Policy Board that a program be devel- 
oped to use Model Cities re-programming 
monies and set aside $28,275.00 which 
money would provide seven buses to cover 
seven routes to transport Model Cities sec- 
ondary students and some secondary stu- 
dents residing outside of Model Cities whose 
parents were former Model Cities residents. 
The $23,275.00 would provide the total cost 
of such a project and could conceivably pro- 
vide some profit for an operating company. 
The Task Force additionally felt that the 
parent should have some responsibility for 
a portion of this transportation and there- 
fore recommended that each child be 
charged ten cents per trip, and calculations 
show that this ten cent fee could produce 
a@ revenue of $7,250.00 by the end of the 
school year on June 18, 1971. 


Such a program would release these seven 
buses for use on other runs during that 
portion of the day when transportation for 
students was not necessary. 


The Model Cities Physical Task Force and 
the Model Cities Policy Board further rec- 
ognized that neither the student services 
program outlined above nor the small bus 
proposal presently approved by the State 
and being considered by the federal govern- 
ment are possible without a functioning 
transportation system in the City. The Task 
Force therefore recommended, and the Pol- 
icy Board has approved, a proposal that 
would provide for an additional $25,000.00 
subsidy that could be made available to an 
operating bus company. It is felt that we 
could justify the use of Model Cities money, 
for a preliminary investigation indicates 
that approximately one-third of the bus 
company riders are Model Cities residents. 
This fact, plus the fact that we would need 
an operating company in order to provide 
the student service and the small bus ser- 
vice, would be sufficient justification for the 
use of Model Cities money. 
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We would appreciate direction for if these 
two proposals can make a bus system oper- 
ational, we would need to negotiate con- 
tracts with the operating company for con- 
sideration of the Policy Board and the City 
Council,

Members : 


Bus operations have been in difficulty over 
this Nation during the past ten years. The 
problem we are witnessing is a result of 
more and more of the average American 
wage earners turning to automobile trans- 
portation rather than bus transportation. 
As a result, the urban transit industries 
have experienced a disastrous drop in pa- 
tronage from a peak of 19 billion passengers 
in 1945 to below 6 billion revenue passen- 
gers at present. Lansing is no exception. 
For example, approximately 1,700 fewer 
passengers were carried daily in 1970 than 
were carried in 1969. In the face of this 
declining use of bus transportation, the City 
of Lansing has not only attempted to pro- 
vide bus transportation service to its resi- 
dents but it has also attempted to serve out- 
lying areas, at great expense—since 1965, 
the City of Lansing has invested almost 
$600,000 in operations alone. It is obvious 
that the financial dilemma of the bus trans- 
portation system has also created a finan- 
cial dilemma for this City’s General Fund. 


Each of us agrees that a more logical 
answer would be the formation of a Re- 
gional Transportation Authority comprised 
of Lansing, East Lansing and the townships 
of Meridian, Delta, Delhi, Lansing, DeWitt 
and Windsor, with each governmental unit 
contributing its proportionate share of the 
cost. This, however, requires State legisla- 
tion which will take at least nine months 
to become effective. 


For approximately one month, this City 
and the surrounding area have been without 
bus transportation. Many people doubt that 
buses will return to the streets in our area, 
and many other cities throughout the Na- 
tion, because revenue ridership has dras- 
tically fallen off on one hand, while equip- 
ment costs, operating expenses, wages and 
salaries have increased, on the other hand. 
The problem is complex. It has led to 
Mr. Carl Buchanan, the present operator, 
notifying the City of his desire and intent 
to sever his contract with the City of Lan- 
sing. This has necessitated a search to lo- 
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eate a new operator. Mr. Burl Metz, 3300 
Hepfer Drive, has expressed a willingness 
to take over the management of the bus 
transportation system. Mr. Metz has served 
successfully with the Intercity Coach Lines, 
Lansing Suburban Lines, Lansing Metro 
Lines, Lansing Metropolitan Regional 
Transportation Company and Capitol Area 
Transit, Inc. He is a life long resident of 
the City of Lansing and is thoroughly 
familiar with and knowledgeable in various 
phases of bus operation, routes, schedules, 
salaries and expenses. He is willing to serve 
in a full time capacity. 


Mr. Metz has submitted a proposal which 
should be given serious consideration with 
the goal being to reactivate the bus trans- 
portation system for the citizens of this 
City and/or the metropolitan area. The 
proposal pertains to the operation of five 
routes, four of which would offer 45 min- 
ute service instead of the present 30 min- 
ute service. The basic routes would be: S. 
Pennsylvania - Logan, Willow - Churchill, 
Holt - N. Lansing, and Burcham - Airport. 
The “East Lansing - Fisher Line” would be 
reinstated and would connect W. Michigan 
and W. Saginaw with Okemos with a 20 
minute service until 6:00 p.m. There would 
be no service on Saturday and Sunday. In 
addition, there would be no service after 
6:00 p.m. daily with the exception of the 
East Lansing - Fisher route, which would 
offer 40 minute service until 10:20 p.m. 
The system again would permit the use of 
charter buses, the intent being to offset 
some of the past deficits. 


There would be 12 buses running daily as 
opposed to the present 14 buses. The system 
will require a MINIMUM of 2,000 passen- 
gers per day. On this basis, revenue should 
approximate $30,000 to $31,000 per month. 
The City subsidy of $2,000 per month with 
an estimated Charter service revenue of 
$3,400 would bring this total in the vicinity 
of $36,000. Expenses should approximate 
$41,000 per month. Questionable at this 
point would be the gains or losses from the 
Model Cities subsidy, advertising carried 
on buses and service and storage income 
from Greyhound and Shortway lines. Con- 
ceivably these really unknown incomes could 
be sufficient to put the buses back on the 
streets, with some subsidy from the out- 
lying areas and/or a $.05 across the board 
increase in passenger fares. Effective, Tues- 
day, January 19, 1971, contact will be made 
with Mr. Joseph Kiersey, Acting Chairman 
of the Authority Committee, to determine 
what contribution can be made between out- 
lying governmental units. 


During the past week and again this 
morning, meetings were held in my office 
attended by Mr. Metz, representatives of 
the transit union and Mr. Lesdesma of the 
Finance Department on the overall matter. 
The proposal was discussed in great detail 
and agreement was reached on necessary 
changes, together with the elimination of 
all part-time help, plus two full-time em- 
ployees, wage increases and certain econo- 
mies necessary in garage operations. To 
this end, I recommend the following: 
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1. That representatives of the City Council, 
Office of the Mayor, Finance Depart- 
ment, and Model Cities, meet at as early 
a date as possible to explore the possi- 
bilities in detail. 


2. That the City Attorney, in the essence 
of time, be instructed to prepare the 
necessary contract waiver terms between 
the City of Lansing and Capitol Area 
Transit, Inc., if the proposal is feasible. 


3. That the City Attorney be instructed to 
prepare in the essence of time, an in- 
terim contract for bus operation, until 
November 1971, at which time it is hoped 
that a Regional Bus_ transportation 
Authority can be established. 


Again, I caution that there is no easy 
solution to the bus transportation dilemma. 
However, I feel it behooves each of us to 
look into this matter in detail. In con- 
sidering this matter, the bus needs of the 
Lansing citizens should be primary and this 
issue should not be confused with the prob- 
lem of transporting school children inas- 
much as this is a responsibility of the Lan- 
sing Board of Education. However, I do 
feel it is necessary, also, that the City 
Council meet as soon as possible with rep- 
resentatives from the Lansing School Board 
to determine what mutual agreements can 
be reached regarding busing since the school 
bus runs parallel to those of the Capitol 
Area Transit, Inc.

Attached is a copy of my most recent 
communication from Congressman Charles 
E. Chamberlain advising that the U. S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment has approved $1,304,483 to be used for 
the construction of 54 units of low-income 
housing on scattered sites throughout Lan- 
sing. 


The units in question will be constructed 
by Geert Mulder and Son at a cost of 
$1,186,549 or $21,973 (including land) per 
unit. The bedroom breakdown is as fol- 
lows: 382 three-bedroom units, 13 four- 
bedroom units and 9 five-bedroom units. 
The units will be of brick construction and 
will include storm windows, driveway, side- 
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walks and other amenities. There will be 
32 one-story units and 22 two-story units. 
The units will be constructed on properties 
on which the City now holds options. 


As soon as the necessary paper-work is 
completed, involving the Amendment of the 
Annual Contribution Contract, and you act 
upon the matter, the Contract of Sale will 
be signed so that construction can get 
underway. 


I am pleased to advise that provisions 
have been made for the City to be reim- 
bursed certain legal costs, which in the 
past: has not been included. Over the years, 
the failure of the City to include a legal 
reimbursement request has resulted in an 
approximate loss over $100,000 to the City’s 
General Fund. Too, I would like to pub- 
licly express my sincere appreciation to 
the Lansing Housing Commission for its 
very diligent and dedicated efforts to bring 
this matter to a successful conclusion.

The purpose of this letter is to briefly 
reveiew the past history of Urban Renewal 


Project No. 2 and to request your assistance 
in regard to approval of Federal funding 
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for Lansing’s Urban Renewal Project No. 
2, Mich. R-144. 


The City of Lansing established the 
boundaries for Urban Renewal Project No. 
2 in November 1965 and, since that time, 
we have been confronted with a change of 
administration and funding policies estab- 
lished within the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. After five years 
Federal funding for Urban Renewal Project 
No. 2 remains unanswered. This five years 
of frustration has created substantial con- 
cern and problems for this community in 
the following manner: 


1. Lansing Community College, an urban 
college located in the center of the City, 
with an enrollment of approximately 
7,000 students in 1970 and an antici- 
pated enrollment of 12,000 students by 
1975, has expended millions of dollars 
developing the first half of their cam- 
pus, leaving to be completed, the sec- 
ond half which includes their facilities 
for classrooms and a Vocational Tech- 
nical Building. 


This commitment by Lansing Commu- 
nity College was based on plans formu- 
lated five years ago, which includes part 
of Urban Renewal Project No. 2 land, 
for the completion of the total Commu- 
nity College Campus. 


2. The property owners within Project No. 
2 have been held in a state of uncertain- 
ty. The cloud of urban renewal makes 
it difficult, if not impossible, for the 
property owner to sell, improve or main- 
tain their property; furthermore, urban 
renewal depreciates their investment, 
influences their tenants to relocate and 
jeopardizes the future of their busi- 
nesses. 


8. The blighting conditions within Urban 
Renewal Project No. 2 accelerate and, 
in fact, are now beginning to affect 
some of the properties in the surround- 
ing area. 


4. The citizens’ committee for this area is 
discouraged and questions the benefit 
of citizen participation . .. they have 
spent many hours reveiwing plans and 
making recommendations, and feel that 
HUD’s requirements for citizen partici- 
pation are meaningless. 


In November 1965, the City of Lansing 
submitted our Survey and Planning Appli- 
cation; in March 1967, we received our 
survey and planning funds and our loan and 
grant reservation of $4,758,000. This grant 
reservation has been reserved by HUD for 
the City of Lansing; however, we were 
unable to obtain these funds until we had 
completed our plans for the proposed proj- 
ect and received HUD’s concurrence of the 
plans. During the survey and planning 
period, it was determined that the funds 
required for Project No. 2 would be sub- 
stantially in excess of our grant reserva- 
tion. Therefore, the City of Lansing, upon 
consultation with HUD, revised our Project 
No. 2 boundaries by eliminating 30 percent 
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of the original project. We finished our 
plans in August 1968 ; however, acting upon 
HUD’s advice, we did not submit our plans 

. . instead we converted Project .No. 2 
into our Neighborhood Development Pro- 
gram Application which was submitted in 
April 1969. 


In the months that followed, the HUD 
Regional Office verbally advised Lansing of 
the lack of sufficient funding for the Neigh- 
borhood Development Program and during 
January and February 1970, Mr. Thomas 
Kilbride and Mr. Sydney Jamieson from 
the Chicago Regional Office of HUD en- 
couraged Lansing to convert Project No. 
2 to the conventional method of funding. 
Both, Mr. Kilbride and Mr. Jamieson were 
fully knowledgeable of the amount of our 
grant reservation of $4,758,000. They were 
also advised that the Federal funds neces- 
sary ($10 million) for the revised bounda- 
ries for Project No. 2 would be substan- 
tially in excess of our grant reservation. 
Therefore, the City of Lansing submitted 
their plans and funding request to the Chi- 
cago Regional Office of HUD in May 1970. 
During the past three months, Lansing has 
contacted the Detroit Area Office of HUD. 
They have advised us that our request for 
Federal funds is in the final stages of re- 
view and will be submitted to Washington 
in the near future. 


I realize that it may be difficult for HUD 
to respond to the needs of all cities ; how- 
ever, as I review Federal funding of urban 
renewal projects throughout the past two 
years, I observe that $826 million has been 
approved by the Chicago Regional Office 
which serves the 10-State Midwest Region. 
I become even more concerned and question 
the validity of funding criteria used by 
HUD, when Lansing is kept waiting and a 
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city nearby (Flint, Michigan) received: in 
April 1969, $8 million for a Neighborhood 
Development Program ... in July 1970, 
they received another $4.6 million for their 
second year Neighborhood Development Pro- 
gram... and in August 1970, $5 million 
for an Urban Renewal Program. 


The City of Lansing respectfully re- 
quests your assistance in arranging a meet- 
ing with Secretary Romney of the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development, 
at the earliest possible date (preferrably, 
the week of January 18, 1971) in an effort 
to assist Lansing in obtaining Federal fund- 
ing for Urban Renewal Project No. 2.

The First Year Action Plan provided for 
the implementation of a Communication 
Skills Academy. A contract to implement 
this project was previously approved by 
City Council and vetoed by the Mayor. The 
basic reason for the Mayor’s veto was an 
alleged ‘“‘Conflict of Interest.” The person 
involved in the alleged conflict of interest 
has subsequently resigned as the president 
and a member of the Board of Directors of 
the Westside News, Inc. (See attached 
communications. ) 


The Model Cities Policy Board referred 
the matter of the Communication Skills 
Academy back to the planning task force 
with instructions to begin anew on develop- 
ment of this project. A new contract has 
now been negotiated with a designated 
representative of the Westside News and 
the official representatives of the Spanish 
newspaper, The budget has been adjusted 
and the entire contract is now submitted 
for your approval, You will also find at- 
tached an excerpt from the minutes of 
the School Board indiéating their position 
relative to the Communication Skills Acad- 
emy. We would appreciate early action on 
this important contract.

Last fall the Lansing Fire Board renewed 
study of a problem which we assume has 
faced the Lansing Fire Department as long 
as the department has been in existence— 
the matter of financial support from the 
State of Michigan for fire protection pro- 
vided by the Lansing Fire Department for 
state properties and state employees within 
the City of Lansing. 


As you know, Section 7.16, subparagraph 
(b) of the City Charter provides the au- 
thority for an agreement or contract be- 
tween the City and the State of Michigan, 
providing for compensation to the City for 
(fire fighting) ‘“‘services or the availability 
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thereof,” To the best of our knowledge, no 
such agreement has ever been negotiated 
under this or any other authority. 


Such an agreement would presumably be 
based on a formula for state participation 
in the department’s operating costs. 


As one phase of an overall effort to de- 
velop a formula, the Board entered into 
correspondence with fire departments in 
ten state capitol cities in the same general 
population range as Lansing. This effort 
has established that a similar situation 
exists in other state capitol cities. 


The planning and research officer of the 
fire department in the capitol of an adja- 
cent state wrote, ‘We appreciate your 
problem. We have exactly the same prob- 
lem. There is absolutely no recompense, 
either by state or county, in any form, 
neither capital expenditure or in operating 
costs, We have at times endeavored to en- 
list financial aid from the state with nega- 
tive results every time.’”’” The same officer 
noted that his state government had re- 
fused to reimburse his department for dam- 
age and overtime payroll costs incurred in 
combating riot conditions on the state uni- 
versity campus which is located within 
city limits. 


The chief of the fire department in an- 
other state capitol wrote, ‘Please be ad- 
vised that we too have the same problem 
being experienced by your city. Our capitol 
includes many multi-storied structures, and 
as in your city, our department also suffers 
in dispersal of manpower and equipment. 
Our new mayor this year sent a tax bili 
to the state and met with no success. I am 
of the opinion that the state should com- 
pensate the city with a sizeable sum, pro- 
viding for its share of protection of ap- 
proximately 75,000 persons who commute 
daily and become the responsibility of this 
bureau (fire department).” 


The director of the fire department in 
the capitol city of another state wrote, 
“You are obviously troubled by a problem 
with which we are currently wrestling. We 
are presently evaluating all exempt prop- 
erty in terms of square footage of building 
and fire hazard. Once the survey is com- 
pleted we intend to ask the council to 
ordain a standby fire service charge based 
on the data gathered, although at this time 
the precise formula and rates have not 
been developed.” 


At this point in the Board’s investigation, 
it appears a common problem may exist in 
all state capitol cities, a heavy exposure of 
persons and property in state installations 
requiring a massive response and no help 
with the costs involved. 


The similarity of replies, suggesting a 
nationwide problem, prompted the Board 
to expand its correspondence to fire depart- 
ments in all of the remaining state capitol 
cities. When replies to this additional cor- 
respondence have been received, a summary 
report will be compiled, 


One basis for determining the state’s par- 
ticipation might be the application of the 
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“area” yardstick. Within or immediately 
adjacent to the 86 square miles of area 
comprising the City of Lansing are ap- 
proximately 5.5 square miles of state prop- 
erties for which the Lansing Fire Depart- 
ment provides fire protection. 


Still another yardstick might be the popu- 
lation percentage. Approximately 133,000 
persons live within the corporate limits of 
the City of Lansing. This number is 
swelled by perhaps 36,000 additional per- 
sons who commite into the City daily for 
work. Of this overall total of 170,000, 
about 11,000 are state employees. 


Still a third yardstick might develop a 
ratio of dollar value of state properties 
against the total dollar value of privately- 
owned properties in the city for which pro- 
tection is provided. Figures in this area 
are not yet complete. 


The Board is of the opinion that by what- 
ever yardstick is finally selected, the state 
has an obligation it has not acknowledged. 
At its January meeting the Board, by reso- 
lution, endorsed the Mayor’s effort to bring 
this matter to the attention of state au- 
thorities and to develop an equitable plan. 


Within the next 90 days, the Board ex- 
pects to finish its study of this situation 
and to reach some conclusions, These con- 
clusions will be forwarded immediately to 
the Major and the City Council.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding a new chapter to be 
numbered 9 and sections to be numbered 
9-1 to 9-96, inclusive, to read as follows: 


ARTICLE I 
Section 9-1 
Name 


This chapter, together with the “Uni- 
form Building Code’’ adopted hereby, shall 
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hereinafter be known as the “Lansing Uni- 
form Building Code.” 


Section 9-2 
Adoption of Building Code 


That certain document or booklet accom- 
panying this chapter, an official copy of 
which is on file in the office of the City 
Clerk of the City of Lansing, being marked 
and designated as the “Uniform Building 
Code,”’ 1970 Edition, published by the In- 
ternational Conference of Building Offi- 
cials, is hereby adopted pursuant to the 
authority vested in the City of Lansing by 
the following State of Michigan enabling 
act: 


Michigan Stats Annotated. Section 
5-2073 (K) as amended by Public 
Acts 1947, No. 344, effective Octo- 
ber 11, 1947, relating to home rule 
a (C.L. 1948, Section 117.3 


This code provides regulations for the erec- 
tion, construction, enlargement, alteration, 
repair, removal, demolition, conversion, oc- 
cupancy, equipment, use, height, area and 
maintenance of all buildings and/or struc- 
tures in the City of Lansing: providing 
for the issuance of permits and collection 
of fees therefor: providing penalties for 
violation of such code: establishing and 
declaring fire zones: and each and all of 
the regulations, provisions, penalties, con- 
ditions, and terms thereof shall be deemed 
adopted and made a part hereof by the 
reference as if fully set out in this chap- 
ter, subject to such changes as may be 
made by the terms of this chapter. 


Section 9-3 
Adoption of Mechanical Construction Code 


That certain document or booklet accom- 
panying this ordinance, an official copy of 
which is on file in the Office of the City 
Clerk of the City of Lansing, being marked 
and designated as the Uniform Mechanical 
Code, 1970 Edition, published by the Inter- 
national Conference of Building Officials, 
is hereby adopted and made part of the 
“Uniform Building Code” pursuant to the 
authority vested in the City of Lansing 
by the State Enabling Act. 


This code provides regulations for the 
erection, installation, alteration, repair, re- 
location, replacement, addition to, use, or 
maintenance of any heating, ventilating, 
comfort cooling, refrigeration systems, in- 
cinerators or other miscellaneous heat- 
producing appliances, 


Section 9-4 
Preserved Article and Name 


Article 23 “Electrical Wiring and Ap- 
paratus,” as amended, is hereby preserved 
and reaffirmed and the same collectively 
shall hereafter be known as the “Electrical 
Code” and shall be part of the “Lansing 
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Supplemental Code,” Sections 9-56 to 9-76, 
inclusive. 


Section 9-5 
Changes in Uniform Building Code 


The Uniform Building Code adopted by 
Section 9-2 of this chapter is hereby 
changed, altered or amended to read as 
follows: 


(1.) Section 201. There is hereby estab- 
lished the Building Division of the Public 
Service Department which shall be under 
the jurisdiction of the building official who 
shall be appointed by the Director of Pub- 
lice Service. The Building Division shall 
consist of the building official, assistant 
building official, city electrician and such 
other assistants, clerks, inspectors and em- 
ployees as may be necessary to carry on 
the work of the Building Division as in 
this code provided, and said officials and 
employees shall hold office at the pleasure 
of the Public Service Director. 


(2.) Section 202 (B) DEPUTIES. The em- 
ployees of the Building Division shall be 
appointed by the Director of Public Service 
and shall be paid such compensation as 
established by the City Council. They may 
be removed from office at any time by the 
Direetor of Public Service for the good of 
the service. They shall perform such duties 
as shall be prescribed by the building offi- 
cial and shall devote their entire time to 
the work of the Building Division, and 
shal] not during their term of office be en- 
gaged in any private work pertaining to 
the planning or erection of buildings. 


(8.) Section 208. Unsafe buildings is here- 
by amended by repealing this paragraph 
and adding the following: 


Section 203. DEMOLITION OF UNSAFE 
BUILDINGS, HEARING EXAMINER, 
CREATION, DUTIES, POWERS. 


It is unlawful for any owner or agent 
hereof to keep or maintain any unsafe or 
dangerous building. 


(A) “Unsafe or Dangerous building,” 
means any building or structure which 
has any of the defects or is in any of 
the conditions hereinafter described. 


(1) Whenever any door, aisle, passage- 
way, stairway or other means of exit is not 
of sufficient width or size, or is not so 
arranged as to provide safe and adequate 
means of exit in case of fire or panic for 
all persons housed or assembled therein 
who would be required to or might use 
such door, aisle, passageway, stairway or 
other means of exit. 


(2). Whenever any portion has been dam- 
aged by wind, flood, or by any other cause 
in such a manner that the structural 
strength or stability is appreciably less 
than it was before such catastrophe and 
is less than the minimum requirements of 
the Lansing Uniform Building Code. 
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(3) Whenever any portion or member or 
appurtenance is likely to fall or to become 
detached or dislodged, or to collapse and 
thereby injure persons or damage property. 


(4) Whenever any portion has settled to 
such an extent that walls or other struc- 
tural portions have materially less resist- 
ance to winds than is required in case of 
new construction. 


(5) Whenever the building or structure 
or any part, because of dilapidation, de- 
terioration, decay, faulty construction, or 
because of the removal or movement of 
some portion of the ground necessary for 
the purpose of supporting such building or 
portion thereof, or for other reason, is 
likely to partially or completely collapse, 
or some portion of the foundation or under- 
pinning is likely to fall or give way. 


(6) Whenever for any reason whatsoever 
the building or structure or any portion 
is manifestly unsafe for the purpose for 
which it is used. 


(7) Whenever the building or structure 
has been so damaged by fire, wind or flood, 
or has become so dilapidated or deteriorated 
as to become an attractive nuisance to chil- 
dren who might play therein to their dan- 
ger, or as to afford a harbor for vagrants, 
criminals or immoral] persons, or as to 
enable persons to resort thereto for the 
purpose of committing a nuisance or un- 
lawful or immoral acts. 


(8) Whenever a building or structure, 
used or intended to be used for dwelling 
purposes, because of dilapidation, decay, 
damage or faulty construction or arrange- 
ment or otherwise, is unsanitary or unfit 
for human habitation or is in a condition 
that is likely to cause sickness or disease 
when so determined by the health, safety 
or general welfare of those living within. 


(9) Whenever any building becomes va- 
cant, dilapidated and open at door or win- 
dow, leaving the interior of the building 
exposed to the elements or accessible to 
entrance by trespassers. 


(B) Whenever the Building Official deter- 
mines that any building or structure 
is an “unsafe or dangerous building’ 
as defined in subsection (A) or that 
the whole or any part of any building 
or structure is in a dangerous or un- 
safe condition, the building official 
shall issue a notice of the dangerous 
and unsafe condition to the owner of 
record to appear at a hearing before 
a single hearing officer, and show 
cause why the building or structure 
should not be demolished or otherwise 
made safe, The mayor shall appoint 
two (2) or more hearing officers, one 
of whom shall be a registered engi- 
neer and who shall not be employees 
of the city. There shall be a minimum 
of one (1) hearing per month and all 
notices for such hearings shall be in 
writing and shall be delivered by cer- 
tified mail to the last known address 
of the owner. If the owner or agent 
eannot be found, after a_ diligent 
search, the notice of the hearing shall 
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be posted upon a conspicuous part of 
the building or structure, 


(C) The hearing officers shall take testi- 
mony of the building officials, or their 
inspectors, the owner of the property 
and any interested party. The hearing 
officers shall render their decision at 
the end of the hearing, either closing 
the proceedings or ordering the build- 
ing to be demolished or otherwise 
made safe. When it is determined 
that the building or structure should 
be demolished or otherwise made safe, 
and the owner, or agent, fails to ap- 
pear or neglects or refuses to act 
within two (2) weeks from the date 
of the hearing, the hearing officers 
shall file a report of their findings 
with the City Council, and request 
that the building be either demolished 
or otherwise made safe. A copy of 
the findings shall be mailed to the 
last known address of the owner of 
record. The City Council will either 
approve, disapprove or modify the re- 
quest for the demolition or making 
safe of the building. If the council 
makes the determination that the 
building shall be demolished or made 
safe, the owner of record shall have 
fifteen (15) days within which to 
commence repairs or demolition. If, 
after fifteen (15) days, the council’s 
order has not been substantially com- 
plied with, council may order the 
building official to proceed with the 
work specified in such order. Any cost 
incurred by the city in the demolition 
or making the building safe shall be 
a lien against the real property and 
shall be reported to the assessor who 
shall assess the cost against the prop- 
erty in question. The liens shall be 
enforced in the manner prescribed 
by charter or ordinance providing for 
the enforcement of special assessment 
liens or tax liens. 


(D) An owner aggrieved by the decision 
or order of the City Council may ap- 
peal the decision or order to the Cir- 
euit Court by filing a petition for an 
order of superintending control within 
fifteen (15) days from the date of the 
decision. 


(10) Posting of Signs. The building offi- 
cial shall cause to be posted at each en- 
trance to such building a notice to read: 
‘DO NOT ENTER, UNSAFE TO OC- 
CUPY. Building Department, City of Lan- 
sing.’ Such notice shall remain posted 
until the required repairs, demolition, or 
removal are completed. Such notice shall 
not be removed without written permission 
of the building official and no person shall 
enter the building except for the purpose 
of making the required repairs or of 
demolishing the building. 


(4.) Section 301-C PLANS AND SPECI- 
FICATIONS. With each application for 
a building permit and when required by the 
building official for enforcement of any 
provisions of this Code, two sets of plans 
and specifications shall be submitted, All 
plans and specifications shall comply with 
the provisions of this code and all other 
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applicable regulations including the Lan- 
sing Uniform Housing Code, The Fire Pre- 
vention Code, and the Registration Act for 
Architects, Professional Engineers and 
Land Surveyors, Act 240 P.A. 19387, as 
amended. 


(4.) Section 802 (D) BUILDING PER- 
MITS, EXPIRATION. Permits for struc- 
tures upon which work is not started with- 
in 60 days of date of issue, and permits for 
structures, work upon which has been 
abandoned for 120 days, shall lapse and 
cease to be in effect. The building official 
may within 120 days of the date of such 
permits lapse reinstate them, but such a re- 
instatement shall not be obligatory but only 
at his discretion. Permits which have 
lapsed for more than six months shall be 
void and may not be reinstated except by 
nesoiunion of the Building Board of Ap- 
peals, 


(5.) Section 3083 (A) BUILDING PERMIT 
FEES. A fee for each building permit shall 
be paid to the building official as set forth 
in Section 9-10 of the Lansing Supple- 
mental Building Code. 


(6.) Section 3806 (A) USE OR OCCU- 
PANCY. No_ building or structure in 
Groups A to I inclusive, shall be used or 
occupied, and no change in the existing 
occupancy classification of a building or 
structure or portion thereof shall be made 
until the building official has issued a cer- 
spas of occupancy therefore as provided 
erein, 


(7.) Section 403. Definitions and Abbre- 
viations. 


(1) “Building Existing.” Any building 
constructed or started within the city limits 
of Lansing under properly issued building 
permits previous to the adoption of this 
ordinance, and also all buildings erected 
or started outside the city limits of Lan- 
sing under properly issued building permits 
previous to the annexation of the property 
to the City of Lansing. 


(2) “Family.” An individual or two or 
more persons related by blood, marriage 
or adoption together with not more than 
two (2) other persons as roomers, or a 
group of not more than four (4) persons, 
who need not be related by blood, marriage 
or adoption, living together as a single 
housekeeping unit in a dwelling unit. 


(8) ‘Temporary Building or Structure.” 
Temporary building or structure shall mean 
a building or structure used for not more 
than six (6) months, 


(8.) Section 1108. Special Hazards. 


This section is hereby amended by delet- 
ing the “Exceptions.” 


(9.) Section 1307 (a) Ceiling Heights. 
Habitable rooms, shall have a ceiling height 
of not less than eight (8) feet. Hallways 
and corridors shall have a ceiling height 
of not less than seven feet six inches 
(7'6”). 
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(10,) Section 1407(A) Ceiling Heights. 
Habitable rooms, storage rooms and laun- 
dry rooms shall have a ceiling height of 
not less than eight (8) feet. Hallways, cor- 
ridors, bathrooms and water closet rooms 
shall have a ceiling height of not less than 
seven (7) feet. 


EXCEPTIONS: In second or third floor 
rooms having sloping ceilings, the required 
ceiling heights shall be provided in at least 
fifty (50%) per cent of the room and no 
portion of any room having a ceiling 
height of less than five (5) feet shall be 
considered as contributing to the minimum 
areas. 


(11.) Section 1412 is hereby amended by 
deleting the last paragraph of this section. 
(12.) Section 1501, Division 2, is hereby 
amended by deleting and adding the fol- 
lowing: 


PLANTINGS, FENCES AND WALLS 
IN FRONT YARD: 


(1) Fences or walls hereafter construct- 
ed within four (4) feet of any property 
line or driveway on any required front yard 
shall not rise over four (4) feet in height. 
Hedges, consisting of shrubs, trees, flowers 
or any other kind of plant or evergreen, 
within four (4) feet of any property line 
or driveway on any required front yard 
shall not be constructed or permitted to 
grow in excess of four (4) feet in height. 


(2) Any fence, wall or hedge on any 
required front yard within six (6) feet 
of any residential driveway must be situ- 
ated or constructed in such a manner so 
as to make vision through the fence, wall 
or hedge possible: provided, that every such 
fence or wall shall contain interstices uni- 
formly placed throughout the entire fence 
or wall and the total area comprised by the 
interstices between the solid parts of the 
fence or wall shall equal at least sixty 
(60%) per cent of the total area comprised 
by the fence or wall as measured by its 
length and height. No fence, wall or hedge 
shall interfere with visibility from a drive- 
way or intersection and the building com- 
missioner is hereby empowered to cause all 
such obstructions to be removed in the in- 
terest of public safety. 


(3) Fences shall not contain barbed wire, 
electric current or charge of electricity: 
provided, however, that the owner or occu- 
pant of property used for commercial pur- 
poses may petition the building commis- 
sioner for permission to erect fences par- 
tially constructed of barbed wire material 
and the building commissioner is hereby 
authorized to grant such permission so long 
as the use of the barbed wire in such fences 
will not create a hazard to the public 
safety. 


(18.) Section 1502. Private Garages: 


(1) Private garages which are construct- 
ed in conjunction with any group H or I 
occupancies shall comply with the require- 
ment of this section. 


(2) No garage not of fireproof construc- 
tion shall approach closer to any dwelling 
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or enclosed projection thereof than six (6) 
feet unless the following requirements are 
complied with. 


(A) Garages having not more than 750 
square feet may be attached to or 
erected within six (6) feet of a dwell- 
ing provided that the interior face 
of all walls, not of masonry construc- 
tion, and the ceiling of such garage, 
not of fireproof construction, shall be 
protected with not less than a 3% hour 
fire resistive material. 


(B) Private garages having not more than 
600 square feet may be located under 
a dwelling, provided that the interior 
face of all walls of the garage not of 
masonry construction and the ceiling 
of such garage where the floor above 
is not of fireproof construction, shall 
be protected with not less than a one- 
hour fire resistive material Any stair- 
way communicating with the dwell- 
ing above and the garage below shall 
be enclosed with fire walls and fire 
doors with a fire resistive rating equal 
to that required for the celings of 
such garage. 


(3) GENERAL 


(A) The floor of any attached garage shall 
be of concrete. The sill of any door 
which provides communication _be- 
tween a garage and a dwelling shall 
be at least six inches (6”) above the 
garage floor level. 


(B) Attached garages may communicate 
with a dwelling through not more 
than one door opening equipped with 

. a self closing, solid, tight wood door 
one and three-fourths inches (134’) 
in thickness, 


(C) Garages which are located in base- 
ments may communicate with such 
basement through not more than one 
door opening equipped with a self 
closing class “B” fire door, the sill 
of which shall be at least six inches 
(6”) above the garage floor level. 


(D) There shall be no basement, cellar, or 
any portion of a dwelling under a 
garage unless the floor of such garage 
is unpierced, vapor proofed and at 
least of three hour fire resistive con- 
struction. 


(E) Detached accessory buildings to pri- 
. vate dwellings, including private ga- 
rages, tool sheds, etc., shall not exceed 
fifteen feet (15’) from ground to 
ridge line. 


(14.) Section 1504. LIGHT AND VENTI- 
LATION is hereby deleted. 


(15.) Section 1601 (A) FIRE ZONES. 
Fire zones defined, is hereby amended by 
repealing this sub-section and adding the 
following : 


Section 1601 (A) FIRE ZONES. The 
entire City of Lansing is hereby established 
as a fire district and said fire district shall 
be known and designated as containing fire 
zones 1, 2 and 8 as follows; 
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(A) Fire Zone (1) shall include that sec- 
tion of the city described as follows: 
Beginning at the northwest corner of

E-1 Drive-In Shop 

E-2 Drive-In Shop 

F-1 Commercial 

G Business 

G-2 Wholesale District 

H Light Industrial District 
I Heavy Industrial District 


and by the current zoning ordinance 
of the City of Lansing and not other- 
wise included in Fire Zone 1. 


(C) Fire Zone (8) shall include that sec- 
tion of the City as described below: 


The remainder of the City of Lan- 
sing not included in Fire Zones 
1 or 2. 


(16.). Foot Note No. 1 of Table No. 23-B. 
Lansing being in a snow load area, roof 
design shall be not less than thirty (30) 
pounds per square foot live load. Construc- 
tion loads under no circumstances shall 
exceed the design load of the structure. 


(17.) Section 2314. EARTHQUAKE REGU- 
LATIONS is hereby deleted. 


(18.) Table 29-A “MINIMUM FOUNDA- 
TIONS REQUIREMENTS for all bearing 
walls,” “Depth of foundation below natural 
surface of ground and finish grade” shall 
read forty-two inches (42”) in all cases. 


(19.) Section 2905-A (General) ——-FOOT- 
INGS AND FOUNDATION. 


Footings and foundations, unless specifi- 
eally provided, shall be constructed of con- 
crete and shall in all cases extend a mini- 
mum of forty-two inches (42”) below the 
finish grade. Footings shall be designed to 
minimize differential settlement. Mortar 
used in foundation walls shall be as speci- 
fied in Section 2403 (T), 
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“Bearing walls shall be supported on con- 
tinuous concrete footings or piles which 
shall be of sufficient size to support safely 
the loads imposed as determined from the 
character of the soil,” Foundation walls 
supporting wood shall extend at least six 
inches (6) above the finished grade ad- 
jacent to the wall at all points. 


EXCEPTIONS: 


(1) Interior bearing walls in one story 
building may be supported on piers. 


(2) For Type V building (except Group 
H and I occupancies), isolated piers of solid 
masonry or concrete may be used for post 
and girder construction. 


(3) One story detached accessory build- 
ings to private dwellings, including private 
garages, tool sheds, etc., which do not ex- 
ceed seven hundred and fifty (750) square 
feet in area and when located in rear yards 
and are of Type V construction may be 
supported on foundations not less than 
twelve inches (12”) deep below finish 
grade.

No open areaway shall be con- 
structed upon public property and all such 
areas adjacent to public property shall be 
eed guarded with substantial metal 
rails, 


“The space adjoining a building below 
a sidewalk on public property may be used 
when permitted by resolution of the City 
Council. All such spaces shall be_ sur- 
rounded by concrete retaining walls of 
ample strength to resist earth pressure and 
shall be covered with a fire-proof floor hav- 
ing a safe live load capacity of not less 
than two hundred fifty (250) pounds per 
square foot. The upper surface of such 
floor or sidewalk shall be of some reason- 
ably slip-proof material. 


“No such basements shall be so con- 
structed as to interfere with the pipes, 
sewers, wires or conduits of the City of 
Lansing or any public service corporation,” 


“Footings located at least eight feet (8’) 
below grade may project not more than 
twelve inches (12) into publie property.” 


(22,) Premanufactured buildings not to

This supplement to the Lansing Uniform 
Building Code is necessary to provide cer- 
tain regulations which are not contained in 
the document or booklet known as the 
“Uniform Building Code, 1970 Edition” 
which is being adopted by reference in Sec- 
tions 9-2, 9-3 and 9-4 this ordinance; all 
of the provisions of the “Uniform Building 
Code” shall apply to this supplement and 
this supplement shall be considered as be- 
ing a part of the “Uniform Building Code” 
and shall be governed as such, 


Section 9-9 
Adoption Construction Safety Regulations 
That certain document or booklet accom- 


panying this ordinance, an official copy of 
which is on file in the office of the City 
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Clerk of the City of Lansing, being marked 
and designated as the General Safety Rules 
and Regulations for Construction Industry, 
published by the State of Michigan Depart- 
ment of Labor, effective June 9, 1965, 
amendments November 15, 1967. This docu- 
ment establishes the general safety rules 
and regulations for the construction indus- 
try. Its purpose is to prevent accidental 
injuries to construction personnel in the 
course of their employment. 


Section 9-10 
Permit Fees 


The following fees shall prevail as called 
for under the various sections of this code. 
This may be revised from time to time by 
the City Council upon recommendation of 
the Building Board of Appeals.

The fee shall be based upon the estimated 
cost established by multiplying the square 
footage of the building by a reasonable unit 
cost factor or by such other method or 
methods established and approved by the 
Building Board of Appeals. Such unit cost 
factor shall be established by the Building 
Official and submitted to the Building 
Board of Appeals for approval at intervals 
not to exceed one (1) year. When approved, 
such cost factors shall be dated and posted 
in a conspicuous place in the office of the 
Building Division and shall be in effect 
until a change is made by the Building 
Board of Appeals and posted as set out 
herein. No permit shall be issued upon a 
a value than determined from this- 
table. 


(2.) DOUBLE FEE 


Where work for which a permit is re- 
quired by this Code is started or proceeded 
with, prior to obtaining said permit, the 
fees above specified shall be doubled, but 
the payment of such double fee shall not 
relieve any persons from fully complying 
with the requirements of this Code in the 
execution of the work nor from any other 
penalties prescribed herein.

(7.) REFUND OF FEES 


Holders of permits upon which work has 
not been started may make written appli- 
cation for a refund of fees paid for such 
permits, provided such application is made 
and attested before a Notary Public by the 
same person or corporation who originally 
applied for such permit or by the estate of 
such person or receiver of such corpora- 
tion within six (6) months of date of issue. 
Upon verifying the facts in such cases, the 
Building Official shall refund seventy-five 
(75) percent of all fees in excess of five 
dollars ($5.00) in such manner as may be 
directed by the City Controller.

Section 9-12 
Liability Insurance and Indemnity Bond 
Required for Building Wreckers and 
Building Movers 


(1.) LIABILITY POLICY AND BOND 
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The following insurance requirements 
shall apply to any person, firm or corpora- 
tion engaging in the following businesses: 


Building Wrecker 
Building Mover 


Every person, firm or corporation en- 
gaged in the businesses listed above shall 
file with the City Clerk a public liability 
policy insuring such person, firm or cor- 
poration and the City of Lansing against 
any liability imposed upon such person, 
firm or corporation and/or the City of 
Lansing arising out of the performance of 
the work carried on by such person, firm or 
corporation. Such policy so filed shall pro- 
vide for the payment to any person injured 
or by reason of the death of any one per- 
son, to the extent of Twenty-Five Thousand 
($25,000.00) Dollars, and for the payment 
of One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) 
Dollars for injuries to or the death of 
more than one person, and for property 
damage in the amount of Twenty-Five 
Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars. 


(2.) BOND 


In addition to the insurance policies 
hereinbefore specified to be filed with the 
City of Lansing and approved as a pre- 
requisite to the issuance of a license, any 
person, firm or corporation engaging in 
the above listed businesses shall file with 
the City Clerk a bond in the penal sum of 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars indem- 
nifying the City of Lansing against any 
and all violations of any ordinance, rule or 
regulation of the City of Lansing, to in- 
demnify the City of Lansing for any and 
all damage to public property of any kind 
or nature, and conditioned that said li- 
censees will pay to the City of Lansing all 
fines or penalties which may be assessed 
against said licensees for the breach of any 
ordinance relating to the work carried on 
by such persons, firms or corporations. 


Section 9-13 


License to Wreck Buildings 


(1.) No person, firm or corporation shall 
engage in the business of wrecking build- 
ings or other structures without having 
secured a license from the city authorizing 
the holder thereof to carry on or engage 
in such business. 


(2.) ISSUANCE, The department is em- 
powered to issue a license to wreck build- 
ings and other structures to any reputable 
person, firm or corporation upon the pay- 
ment of the license fee required in Sec- 
tion 9-11 and the execution and delivery to 
the City Clerk, a public liability policy 
which complies with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 9-12, (1) and (2). 


(8.) QUALIFICATIONS. No license shall 
be issued until the applicant therefore shall 
have shown satisfactory knowledge, experi- 
ence, and equipment to properly conduct 
wrecking operations. 
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{)) PERMITS. No permit shall be issued 
or the wrecking of any building or struc- 
ture to anyone other than a person, firm 
or corporation licensed under the provisions 
of this Code, except that a permit may be 
issued for the wrecking of a minor build- 
ing or structure to the owner of the 
premises upon which such minor building 
is located. The work or operation of 
wrecking, under a permit issued to an 
owner as above provided, shall be per- 
formed or executed by the owner, his em- 
ployees, or the members of his family, act- 
ing under the supervision and direction of 
the owner. 


For the purpose of this section, a minor 
building shall be described as follows: 


(A) A one story building not exceeding 
ten thousand (10,000) cubic feet in 
volume above the grade line. 


(B) A two story building constructed of 
frame or brick veneer containing not 
more than twenty-five thousand 
(25,000) ecubie feet in volume above 
the grade line. 


The Board of Appeals may grant vari- 
ances in the above regulations in cases 
where there are unusual practical difficul- 
ties or unnecessary hardships, provided 
such variation will not effect the general 
welfare, health or safety. 


(5.) WRECKING OF BUILDING shall be 
conducted in such manner as not to create 
& nuisance to persons on public streets or 
on adjoining property. When necessary to 
prevent excessive dust, the building mate- 
rial shall be well wet down. Materials re- 
moved from any structure shall not be 
permitted to fall into streets, alleys or ad- 
jacent property or otherwise create a 
nuisance. All excavations shall be back- 
filled and leveled. Whenever a building is 
being wrecked in violation of these require- 
ments, it shall be the duty of the Building 
Official to order such work stopped until 
such conditions have been remedied. 


UTILITY DISCONNECTS. Before any 
wrecking operations are started, the proper 
utility companies shall be notified so that 
any gas, water or electric services can be 
properly disconnected. 


Section 9-14 
License to Move Buildings 


(1.) LICENSE. No person, firm or cor- 
poration shall engage in the business of 
moving buildings or other structures with- 
out having secured a license from the city, 
authorizing the holder thereof to engage 
in such business, 


(2.) INSURANCE AND BOND. The de- 
partment is empowered to issue a license 
to move buildings and other structures to 
any reputable person, firm or corporation 
upon the payment of the license fee as re- 
quired in Section 9-11 and the execution 
and delivery to the City Clerk, a public 
liability policy which complies with the 
provisions of Section 9-12, (1) and (2). 
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(3.) QUALIFICATIONS. No license shall 
be issued until the applicant therefore shall 
have shown satisfactory knowledge, experi- 
ence, and equipment to properly conduct 
the operation of moving buildings and 
structures, 


(4.) PERMITS. No permit shall be issued 

for the moving of any building or structure 

on the public streets of the City to any- 

one other than a person, firm or corpora- 

Hoe licensed under the provisions of this 
le. 


(5.) UTILITY DISCONNECTS. Before 
any moving operations are started, the 
proper utility companies shall be notified 
so that any gas, water or electric services 
can be properly disconnected. 


{6.) MOVING OF BUILDINGS. It shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to move or cause to be moved, or 
assist in moving of any building or struc- 
ture, from one location to another whether 
on the same or different lots, unless the 
same shall be altered to conform to the 
class and type governing the construction 
of such building or structure at the time 
of moving the same, and in its new loca- 
tion; provided, however, that buildings 
erected prior to the enactment of this Code 
when in sound structural condition, and 
fully safe and proper in the opinion of the 
Building Official for use in the proposed 
location and for the class of occupancy in- 
tended, may by special permission of the 
Building Official be so moved, when this 
Code is fully complied with in all other 
respects. 


No moving permit shall be issued until 
the necessary clearance has been made 
with the City Forestry Department who 
have jurisdiction over any trees that might 
be involved or injured in the moving opera- 
tion, any utility company, board, firm, cor- 
poration or department owning or con- 
trolling any telegraph, telephone, electric 
light or power or fire or police alarm 
wires which said building may come in 
contact or which may be affected by such 
moving.

Board of Mechanical Construction 
Examiners Created 


There is hereby created a Board of 
Mechanical Construction Examiners here-

with the advice and consent of the City 
Council.

Section 9-16

the business of mechanical contractors’ and 
for persons seeking licenses to engage in 
the installation and/or repair of mechani- 
cal equipment and or material while in the 
employ of a Licensed Mechanical Contrac- 
tor and by a majority vote of said Board, 
authorize the City Clerk to issue such 
license. 


(2) The Board shall consider all pro- 
posed amendments of this Code, promul- 
gated to safeguard the standards of the 
mechanical construction within the City of

_ Only one home owners permit shall be 
issued for any one purpose in any twelve 
months period. 


Section 9-18 
Liability Policy and Bond

public liability policy insuring such per- 
son, firm or corporation and the City of

General Regulations to Govern Construc- 

tion, Alteration, Repair, Maintenance of 

All Signs, Outdoor Display Structures in 
Respect to Structural and Fire Safety 


(1) Zoning Law. Where more restrictive 
in respect to location, use, size and height 
of signs and outdoor display structures, the 
limitations of the Zoning Code, Chapter 36 
of this Code, affecting the use of land shall 
take precedence over the restrictions of 
this Code. 


(2) Purpose and Scope. The purpose of 
this Code is to provide minimum standards 
to safeguard life, health, property and pub- 
lie welfare by regulating and controlling 
the quality of materials, construction, il- 
lumination and maintenance of all signs 
and sign structures. 


(3) Authority. The building official is

(4) Right of Entry. Upon presentation 
of proper credentials, the building official 
or his duly authorized representatives may 
enter at reasonable times any building, 
structure or premises in the city to perform 
any duty imposed upon him by this Code.

Section 9-34

The building line is a 
line established by the zoning ordinance as 
provided in Chapter 36 of this Code. 


Building Official. Building official is the 
officer or other person charged with the 
administration and enforcement of this 
Code or his duly authorized deputy. 


Closed Face Sign. A sign having a pro- 
jected area exposed to wind loads consisting 
of 70 percent or more of the gross area as 
determined by the overall dimensions. 


Combination sign shall mean any sign 
which combines the characteristics of two 
or more signs. 


Curb Line shall be the line at the face 
of the curb nearest the street or roadway. 
In the absence of a curb, the curb line 
shall be established by the City Engineer. 


Display Surface is the area made avail- 
able by the sign structure for the purpose 
of displaying the advertising message. 


Electrical Sign shall mean any sign 
which has characters, letters, figures, de- 
signs, faces, backgrounds, or outlines il- 
Juminated by incandescent or fluorescent 
lamps or luminous tubes as part of the 
sign proper, these light sources being either 
externa] or internal. 


Ground Sign shall mean a sign which is 
supported by one or more poles, uprights 
or braces in or upon the ground, which are 
not part of the building. 


Marquee Sign shall mean a sign which 
is attached to a marquee. 


Noncombustible Material is any material 
which will not ignite at or below a tem- 
perature of 1200 degrees F. during an ex- 
posure of five minutes, and which will not 
continue to burn or glow at that tempera- 
ture. Test shall be made as specified in 
U.B.C. Standard 4-1-70, 


Open Faced Sign. A sign having a pro- 
jected area exposed to wind loads consist- 
ing of less than 70 percent of the gross 
area of the sign as determined by the over- 
all dimensions. 


Parapet Panel Sign. A closed faced sign 
mounted upon the parapet wall of a build- 
ing. 
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Parapet Skeleton Sign. An open faced 
sign composed of individual letters which 
are mounted upon the parapet wall of a 
building. 


Plastic Materials. Plastic materials are 
those made wholly or principally from 
standardized plastics listed and described 
in the Uniform Building Code Standard 
52-1-70. (See approved plastic materials.) 


Projecting Sign means a sign other than 
a wall sign suspended from or supported 
by a building or structure or steel column 
and projecting therefrom. 


Projecting Eneroaching Sign. A project- 
ing sign that projects beyond the private 
property line into and over public property. 


Roof Sign. A sign which is erected, con- 
structed and maintained above the roof of 
a building. 


Sign. A structure that is arranged, in- 
tended, designed or used as an advertise- 
ment, announcement or direction; and in- 
cludes any outdoor advertising devices of 
any kind including its structure or com- 
ponent parts when in view of the general 
public. 


Sign Structure. The support, uprights, 
braces, and framework of the sign. 


Temporary Sign. A sign, banner or other 
advertising device constructed of cloth, 
canvas, fabrics or other light temporary 
material, with or without a structural 
frame, intended for a limited period of dis- 
play: including decorative displays for 
holidays or public demonstrations. 


U.B.C. Standards. The 1970 Edition of 
the Uniform Building Code Standards, for 
Volume 1 of the Uniform Building Code, 
1970 Edition. 


Uniform Building Code is the 1970 Edi- 
tion of the Uniform Building Code, Volume 
1, published January 1, 1970 by the Inter- 
national Conference of Building Officials. 


Wall Sign. A sign which is attached 
directly to the wall of a building and which 
extends not more than eighteen (18) inches 
from the wall. 


Section 9-38 
Plans and Specifications 


(1) Permits. No sign shall hereafter be 
erected, re-erected, constructed, altered or 
maintained, except as provided by this 
Code and a permit for same has been issued 
by the Building Official. A separate permit 
shall be required for each sign; in addi- 
tion, electrical permits shall be obtained 
for electric signs. 


(2) Alterations. No sign shall be en- 
larged or relocated except in conformity to 
the provisions of this Code for new signs 
nor until a proper permit has been secured. 
The changing of movable parts of an ap- 
proved sign that is designed for such 
changes, or the repainting or reposting of 
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display matter shall not be deemed an 
alteration; provided the conditions of the 
original approval and the requirements of 
this Code are not violated, 


(3) Exemptions, No permit shall be 
required for the signs and outdoor display 
structures covered by the provisions of this 
section. Such exceptions, however, shall 
not be construed to relieve the owner of 
the sign from responsibility for its erection 
and maintenance in a safe manner, 


(A) Temporary Signs which advertise 
either the sale or rental of the premises 
upon which it is maintained and does 
not exceed ten se square feet of 
display surface shall not require a 
permit. 


(B) Construction signs, engineers and 
architects signs and other similar signs 
which may be authorized by the Build- 
ing Official in connection with con- 
struction operations shall not require 
a permit. 


(C) Ground and Wall Signs which are in- 
cidental to a permitted occupancy on 
the premises and are not contrary to 
Zoning regulations and do not exceed 
ten (10) square feet in area shall not 
require a permit. 


(D) Projecting Signs which contain not 
more than four (4) square feet in 
area ; which are not contrary to Zoning 
regulations and which do not project 
over public property shall not require 
a permit. 


Section 9-39 
Unsafe and Unlawful Signs 


Illegal or Unsafe Sign. When any sign 
becomes insecure, in danger of falling, or 
if any sign shall be unlawfully installed, 
erected or maintained in violation of any 
of the provisions of this Code, the owners 
thereof or the person or firm maintaining 
same shall upon written notice of the 
Building Official, forthwith in the case of 
immediate danger and in any case within 
not more than ten (10) days, make such 
sign safe and/or in conformance to the 
provisions of this Code or remove same. 


Section 9-46 
Maintenance and Inspection 


(1). Maintenance. All signs for which a 
permit is required, together with their sup- 
ports, braces, guys, and anchors shall be 
kept in good repair in accordance with the 
provisions of this Code and when not 
galvanized or constructed of approved 
corrosion-resistive noncombustible materials 
shall be painted when necessary to prevent 
corrosion. 


(2) Inspection. Every sign for which a 
permit has been issued and every sign for 
which a permit is required shall be inspect- 
ed by the Building Official from time to 
time and as nearly as possible once a year. 
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Section 9-41 
Existing Signs 


No sign heretofore approved and erected 
shall be altered or relocated either on the 
same or to other premises, nor shall any 
sign, or any substantial part thereof which 
is blown down or destroyed, be re-erected, 
reconstructed, rebuilt or relocated unless 
the same is made to comply with all appli- 
cable requirements of this Code. 


Section 9-42 


General Engineering Design and Materials 


(1) General. Signs and sign structures 
shall be designed and constructed to resist 
wind forces as specified in this section. 
All bracing systems shall be designed and 
constructed to transfer lateral forces to 
the foundations. For signs on buildings 
the dead and lateral loads shall be trans- 
mitted through the structural frame of the 
building to the ground in such manner as 
not to overstress any of the elements 
thereof. 


The overturning moment produced from 
lateral forces shall in no case exceed two- 
thirds of the dead-load resisting moment, 
Uplift due to overturning shall be ade- 
quately resisted by proper anchorage to the 
ground or to the structural frame of the 
building. The weight of earth superimposed 
over footings may be used in determining 
the dead load resisting moment. Such earth 
shall be carefully placed and thoroughly 
compacted. 


(2) Wind Loads. For the purpose of de- 
sign, and except for roof signs and com- 
bination signs, wind pressure shall be taken 
upon the gross area of the vertical pro- 
jection of all signs and sign structures at 
not less than twenty (20) pounds per 
square foot for those portions less than 
sixty (60) feet above ground, and at not 
less than thirty (80) pounds per square 
foot for those portions more than sixty (60) 
feet above ground. 


Roof and Combination Signs. Wind pres- 
sure upon roof signs and combination signs 
and their support shall be taken at not 
less than thirty (30) pounds per square 
foot of the gross area of the plane surface, 
acting in any direction. In calculating 
wind pressure on curved structures, this 
pressure shall be assumed to act on six- 
tenths of the projected area. In all open 
frame signs or sign structures the area 
used in computing wind pressure shall be 
one and one-half times the net area of the 
framing members exposed to the wind. 


(8) Allowable Stresses, The design of 
wood, concrete, or steel members shall con- 
form to the requirements of Chapters 25, 
26, and 27, of the Uniform Building Code. 
Loads, both vertical and horizontal, exert- 
ed on the soil shall not produce stresses 
exceeding those specified in Chapter 29 
of the Uniform Building Code. 
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The working stresses of wire rope and 
its fastenings shall not exceed 25 per cent 
of the ultimate strength of the rope fast- 
eners, 


Section 9-43 
Construction 


General. The supports for all signs or 
sign structures shall be placed in or upon 
private property and shall be securely built, 
constructed, and erected in conformance 
with the requirements of this Code. In all 
signs and sign structures the materials and 
the details of construction shall, in the 
absence of specified requirements, conform 
to the following : 


(1) Structural steel shall be of such 
quality as to conform with U.B.C. Standard 
27-1-70. Secondary members in contact 
with, or directly supporting the display sur- 
face, may be formed of light gauge steel 
provided such members are designed in 
accordance with the specifications of the 
design of light gauge steel specified in 
U.B.C. Standards 27-9-70. Secondary mem- 
bers, when formed integrally with the dis- 
play surface, shall be not less than No. 24 
gauge in thickness. When not formed in- 
tegrally with the display surface, the mini- 
mum thickness of the secondary members 
shall be No. 12 gauge. The minimum thick- 
ness of hot rolled steel members furnishing 
structural support for signs shall be one- 
fourth inch (14”). Steel pipes shall be of 
such quality as to conform with U.B.C. 
Standard 27-9-70. Steel members may be 
connected with one galvanized bolt pro- 
vided the connection is adequate to trans- 
fer the stresses in the members. 


Section 9-44 


Limitations of Approved Combustible 
Plastics 


Wherever the use of approved combus- 
tible plastics is authorized in the letters, 
figures, decorations and facings of a par- 
ticular type of sign by any section of this 
Code, the area of approved combustible 
plastics permitted shall be limited in ac- 
cordance with the following tables:

Section 9-45 
Anchorage 


{1) Members supporting unbraced signs 
shall be proportioned so that the bearing 
loads imposed on the soi] in either direc- 
tion, horizontal or vertical, shall not exceed 
the safe values. Braced ground signs shall 
be anchored to resist the specified wind 
load acting in any direction. Anchors and 
supports shall be designed for safe bearing 
loads on the soil and for an effective resist- 
ance to pull-out amounting to a force 
twenty-five (25) per cent greater than the 
required resistance to overturning. Anchors 
and supports shall penetrate to a depth of 
not less than forty-two (42) inches below 
the grade. 


(2) Portable ground signs supported by 
frames or posts rigidly attached to the base 
shall be so proportioned that the weight 
and size of the base will be adequate to 
resist the wind pressure specified in Sec. 
9-26, (2). 


(3) Signs attached to masonry, concrete 
or steel shall be safely and securely fast- 
ened thereto by means of metal anchors, 
bolts, or approved expansion screws of suf- 
ficient size and anchorage to support safely 
the loads applied. 


(4) No wooden blocks or plugs or an- 
chors with wood used in connection with 
screws or nails shall be considered proper 
anchorage, except in the case of signs at- 
tached to wood framing. 


Section 9-46 
Ground Signs 


(1) Obstruction to Access or Egress, No 
ground sign shall be erected so as to ob- 
struct free access to or egress from any 
building. 


(2) Setback, Except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, no ground sign shall be located 
nearer to a street property line than the 
established building line but in no case 
nearer than fifteen (15) feet. No ground 
sign shall be located nearer than three (3) 
feet to a side or rear property line. 
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EXCEPTIONS: 


{A) Pylon type ground signs which con- 
tain an area of sixty-five (65) square 
feet or less, in which only noncombus- 
tible materials or approved plastics are 
used, and which do not exceed a height 
of seven (7) feet above the ground may 
be located not less than two (2) feet 
from a street property line. 


For the purpose of determining the 
allowable area of such signs a double 
faced sign shall be considered a single 
faced sign. 


When a masonry or concrete foun- 
dation or planter which extends above 
the ground level is used as part of such 
pylon type sign, the area of such foun- 
dation or planter shall not be con- 
sidered a part of the area of the sign; 
however, the height of such foundation 
or planter shall be included in deter- 
mining the maximum height of the 
sign. 


(B) Pole type ground signs which are 
erected so that the bottom thereof is 
at least ten (10) feet above the ground 
level; which are constructed of non- 
combustible materials or approved plas- 
tics; and which contain an area of 
seventy (70) square feet or less may 
project to street property lines. 


(8) Construction. In fire districts No. 1 
and 2 no ground sign or its structural 
frame or supports shall be constructed of 
combustible materials except that combus- 
tible plastics may be used as provided in 
Sec. 9-27, Table 1, and that the structural 
trim_ may be of wood or approved com- 
bustible plastics. 


(4) In fire district No. 3, no signs are 
to be erected, as the zoning ordinance does 
not allow signs in this zoning district. 


(5) Height and Area, Ground signs may 
be erected to a height of not more than 
thirty-five (35) feet above the ground, when 
in compliance with the above restrictions, 
and to an overall length not exceeding 
sixty (60) feet. 


The bottom of such signs shall be set 
at least two and one-half (214) feet above 
the ground. This space may be filled in 
with combustible lattice work. 


(6) Erection. Ground signs shall be in- 
stalled to withstand wind loads as specified 
in See. 9-25, (2). 


(7) Maintenance. Every ground sign 
and the immediate surrounding premises 
shall be maintained by the owner of such 
sign in a clean, sanitary and inoffensive 
condition and free and clear of all ob- 
noxious substances, rubbish and weeds. 


(8) Board of Appeals. The board may 
grant variances in the height and setback 
requirements of this section in cases where 
there are unusual practical difficulties or 
unnecessary hardships because of topo- 
graphical or other conditions, provided such 
variation will not seriously affect any ad- 
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joining property or the general welfare, 
health or safety. 


Section 9-47 
Marquee Signs 


(1) Material. Fire Zones No. 1 and 2. 
Marquee signs which are located in the 
No, 1 and No. 2 Fire Districts shall be 
constructed of noncombustible materials, 
provided, however, that the facings, letters, 
figures, and decorations thereof may be 
made of approved combustible plastics. 


(2) Fire Zone No. 8, no signs are to be 
erected, as the zoning ordinance does not 
allow signs in this zoning district. 


(8) Location. Marquee signs may be at- 
tached to the sides and front of a marquee 
and such signs may extend the entire 
length and width of the marquee but shall 
not extend above the facia of said marquee. 


(4) Letters on marquee roof. Skeleton 
letters may be placed upon the roof of a 
marauee not to exceed a height of four (4) 
feet above said roof. 


(5) Signs hanging from marquees. Signs 
may be hung from a marquee provided, 
that when such signs project over public 
property they shall be at least eight (8) 
feet at their lowest level above the ground 
level, and, further, no such sign shall ex- 
tend beyond the line of such marquee. 


(6) Strength. In all cases, the depart- 
ment may require proof that a marquee is 
designed and constructed to withstand any 
additional weight or wind loads that may 
be caused by the erection of signs thereon. 


Section 9-48 
Parapet Panel Signs 


(1) Material. Parapet panel signs will 
be permitted to be erected on masonry 
parapet walls, provided they are construct- 
ed of noncombustible materials or approved 
combustible plastics. 


(2) Height. The top of such sign shall 
be not more than thirty (30) inches above 
the top of said parapet, 


(8) Length. The length of such signs 
shall not exceed fifty (50) per cent of the 
length of the wall upon which it is erected. 


(4) Bracing. All parapet signs shall be 
braced to the roof of the building so that 
lateral forces shall be transferred to the 
roof without stressing the parapet wall. 


Section 9-49 
Parapet Skeleton Signs 


(1) Material. Parapet skeleton signs 
will be permitted to be erected on masonry 
parapet walls, provided they are construct- 
ed of noncombustible materials or approved 
combustible plastics, 
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(2) Height. The top of such sign shall 
be not more than three (3) feet above the 
top of said parapet. 


(8) Length. The length of such signs 
shall not exceed fifty (50) per cent of the 
length of the wall upon which it is erected. 


For the purpose of determining length 
of such signs, the space between and con- 
tained within such letters shall be con- 
sidered a part of the sign. 


(4)_ Bracing. All parapet signs shall be 
braced to the roof of the building so that 
lateral forces shall be transferred to the 
roof without stressing the parapet wall. 


Section 9-50 
Projecting Signs 
(Located entirely on private property) 


(1) Material. Projecting signs shall be 
constructed of noncombustible materials or 
approved combustible plastics. 


(2) Height and Area. Projecting signs 
which project beyond the established build- 
ing line shall be erected so that the bottom 
thereof is at least ten (10) feet above the 
ground level and shall not exceed seventy 
(70) square feet in area. 


(8) Height Above Parapet. Projecting 
signs which project from buildings shall be 
erected so that the top of such sign is not 
over four (4) feet above the top of the 
parapet wall or in the absence of such 
parapet wall, four (4) feet above the roof 
line. 


Section 9-51 
Projecting Encroaching Signs 


(1) Material. Projecting encroaching 
signs shall be constructed of noncombus- 
tible materials or approved combustible 
plastics. 


(2) Height. Projecting encroaching signs 
shall be erected so that the bottom thereof 
is at least ten (10) feet above ground or 
sidewalk level of any street and fifteen (15) 
feet above the grade level of any alley. 


(3) Height Above Parapet. Projecting 
encroaching signs which project from 
buildings shall be erected so that the top 
of such sign is not over four (4) feet 
above the roof line. 


(4) Maximum Size. Projecting encroach- 
ing signs shall not exceed ninety (90) 
square feet in area and no swinging or 
other sign shall be attached to any such 
sign to increase its area above this amount. 


Maximum Projection. The inner edge of 
a projecting encroachment sign shall be 
not more than two (2) feet from the wall 
of the building or support upon which it 
is erected and the outer edge shall be not 
more than fourteen (14) feet from the wall

of the building or other support but in no 
case shall the outer edge of the sign pro- 
ject beyond a point within two (2) feet 
of the curb line. 


In cases where a street is widened, caus- 
ing signs to project beyond this point, such 
signs shall be made to conform to the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance. 


No projecting encroaching sign shall pro- 
ject into the street a greater distance than 
the least distance measured from the sign 
to the nearest side or adjoining property 
line. Streets or alleys shall not be con- 
sidered adjoining property lines for the 
location of such signs, 


(5) Number. Not more than two (2) 
projecting encroaching signs shall project 
into any street from the same side of one 
building advertising the same firm, person 
or material. 


(6) Weight. No projecting encroaching 
sign shall exceed twelve hundred (1200) 
pounds in weight. 


(7) Water and Light Board Approval. 
The Building Official may require that the 
Inspection Department of the Board of 
Water and Electric Light Commission 
examine and approve the conditions be- 
fore any projecting encroaching sign is 
erected, 


Section 9-52 
Roof Signs 


(1). Material. Roof signs, including their 
uprights, supports and braces thereof shall 
be constructed of noncombustible materials 
except that wood or approved combustible 
plastics or other materials of combustible 
characteristics similar to wood may be used 
for moldings, letters and for other purely 
ornamental features. 


(2) Clearance. There shall be a clear 
space of not less than five (5) feet between 
the lowest part of the sign and the roof 
level except for the necessary structural 
supports and braces. No roof sign shall 
be placed so that the face of the sign shall 
come within three (3) feet of the inner 
plane of the outer wall of the building 
upon which it is erected. 


(3) Height and Area. Roof signs shall 
not be erected to height greater than thirty- 
five (35) feet above the roof line of the 
building and shall be limited to a total area 
of nine hundred (900) square feet in area 
provided that no roof sign which exceeds 
twenty (20) feet in height above the roof 
line or exceeds four hundred (400) square 
feet in area shall be supported on or 
braced to wooden beams or joints or other 
combustible construction of a building or 
structure. 


Section 9-53 
Temporary Signs 


(1) Duration of Permits. Permits for 
temporary signs shall authorize the erec- 
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tion of said signs and their maintenance 
for a period not exceeding thirty (30) days. 


(2) Size. Temporary signs shall not ex- 
ceed five (5) feet in one of its dimensions 
or one hundred (100) square feet in area. 


(8) Construction, Frames may be of 
wood. Panels may be of approved wall 
board, Cloth or plastic panels or pennants 
shall be treated as to be flame retardant. 


(4) Erection. Temporary signs shall be 
attached to the wall of the building with 
wire or steel cables and no strings or ropes 
or wood slats for anchorage or support 
purposes shall be permitted. 


(5) Loeation. No temporary sign shall 
be erected so as to prevent free ingress to 
or egress from any door, window, fire 
escape or ventilating equipment, nor shall 
any sign be attached to any stand pipe or 
fire escape. 


No temporary sign shall extend over or 
into any street, alley or sidewalk a_dis- 
tance greater than four (4) inches from 
the wall upon which it is erected, and shall 
not be placed or project over any wall 
opening. 


Section 9-54 
Wall Signs 


(1) Material. Wall signs shall be con- 
structed of noncombustible materials ex- 
cept that approved combustible plastics may 
be used as provided in Sec. 9-27, Table II, 
and that wood may be used for moldings 
and purely ornamental features, 


(2) Height. Wall signs which project 
beyond an established building line or a 
street property line shall be erected so that 
the bottom of the sign at its lowest point 
shall be at least ten (10) feet above the 
ground level. Wall signs which project 
into alleys shall be at least fifteen (15) 
feet above the ground level of such alley. 


(3) Location. No wall sign shall be at- 
tached to a building in such manner so as 
to obstruct any door, window, or fire escape 
or any ventilating system. 


(4) Wall signs shall not be erected to 
extend above the top of the wall, nor ex- 
tend beyond the ends of the wall to which 
they are attached unless meeting all the 
requirements for parapet signs, projecting 
signs, or ground signs as the case may be. 


(5) Thickness. No wall sign shall be 
more than eighteen (18) inches thick. 


Section 9-55 
Tilumination 


(1) _General. No sign shall be illumi- 
nated by other than electrical devices and 
wiring shall be installed in accordance 
‘with the requirements of the National Elec- 
trie Code and the rules and regulations of 
the Department. In no case shall any open 
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spark or flame be used for display pur- 
Poses. 


(2) Inspection. No electrical operated or 
illuminated sign shall be erected before the 
electrical inspector’s seal or stamp has 
been affixed to said sign. 


Section 9-56 
Board of Electrical Examiners Created 


There is hereby created a Board of Elec- 
trical Examiners, hereinafter known as the 
Board, composed of five (5) members ap- 
pointed by the Mayor with the advice and 
consent of the City Council; one of whom 
shall be an electrical contractor, one of 
whom shall be an electrical journeyman, 
one of whom shall be a representative of 
an electrical utility, each of such members 
shall have had at least five (5) years of 
electrical experience in the group he repre- 
sents; further, one member shall be a 
representative of a manufacturing industry 
employing electrical journeymen and the 
fifth such member shall be any resident 
of the City of Lansing. All members shall 
serve for a term of four years. All vacan- 
cies thereafter to be filled by the Mayor 
with the advice and consent of the Council. 
The City Electrician shall serve as secre- 
tary of the Board. 


Section 9-57 
Authority of Board 


(1) The Board is hereby empowered to 
conduct examinations for persons seeking 
licenses to engage in the business of elec- 
trical contractor and for persons seeking 
licenses to engage in the installation and/or 
repair of electrical equipment and/or mate- 
rial while in the employ of a licensed elec- 
trical contractor and by a majority vote 
of said Board authorize the City Clerk to 
issue such license, 


(2) The Board shall consider all proposed 
amendments of this Code, promulgated to 
safeguard the standards of electrical con- 
struction within the City of Lansing, and 
shall advise the Council and the Mayor of 
their recommendations concerning such 
amendments, The Board shall further, 
when requested by the City Electrician, 
consider rules and regulations pertaining 
to the interpretation and application of the 
Code, and shall notify the City Electrician 
of the results of their considerations. 


Section 9-58 
Examination and License Required 


No person shall engage in the business 
of, or perform the work of installing, erect- 
ing or altering any electrical wiring, cable 
or equipment unless said person has first 
obtained a license therefor from the City 
Clerk, except that no license shall be re- 
quired for: 


(1) Owners Constitutional Privilege. 
Nothing herein contained shall prohibit 
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any bona fide owner from personally in- 
stalling in his own home or on his own 
premises at which he presently resides or 
a oe to reside provided that said owner 
shall: 


A. Furnish signed affidavit. 
B. Apply for and secure a permit. 
C. Pay the required fees, 


D. Do the work in accordance with this 
Code. 


E. Do the work himself or herself. 
F. Apply for inspections. 


G. ernie the approval of the inspec- 
or. 


Home owners privileges shall extend to 
single family residence only and shall not 
apply to any residence or structure from 
which any monitary gain is being received 
or which is being used for commercial pur- 
poses. 


_ Only one home owners permit shall be 
issued for any one purpose in any twelve 
month period. 


(2) The manufacture, including test or 
repair of new electrical equipment. 


(3) Work involved in the operation of 
signals or the transmission of intelligence 
by a utility providing that service, but not 
including an A.C, power supply or distri- 
bution panels, 


(4) Electrical installation or repair for 
a public utility specifically exempted by 
this Code when performed by employees of 
said utility, 


(5) The installation of elevators or 
dumbwaiters or the erection of signs but 
not including the connection to a current 
supply. 


Section 9-59 
Classes of Licenses; Fees 


(1) Application for licenses shall be on 
forms approved by the Board. When the 
Board finds the applicant possessed of the 
necessary qualifications, it shall so notify 
the City Clerk and authorize the issue of a 
stated class of electrical license, after pay- 
ment of the stated fee and the deposit of 
an accepted bond where required by this 
Code. Such license shall authorize the 
holder to engage in the business of, or 
perform the work herein specified, 


(2) There shall be five (5) classes of 
electrical licenses defined as follows: 


(A) Class “MJ” Master Journeyman li- 
cense shall entitle the holder to act 
as supervisor for a licensed contractor 
and/or perform the work of installing 
and/or servicing of electrical wiring 
and equipment while in the employ of 
such licensed contractor. (The master 
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journeyman shall be in direct super- 
vision during normal working hours 
of work being done under the appro- 
priate permit.) 


(B) Class “J’? Journeyman license shall 
entitle the holder to perform the 
work of installing or servicing wiring 
and/or equipment while in the employ 
of a licensed contractor and under 
the supervision of a licensed master 
journeyman. 


(C) Class “I’’ Electrical Contractors li- 
cense which shall entitle the holder 
to engage in the business of erecting, 
installing and/or maintaining any 
electrical] wiring and/or equipment. 
The licensee shall possess a class 
“MJ” license or shall employ a class 
“MJ” licensee, whose name and li- 
cense number shall appear on the 
Class “I”? license. A performance 
bond, as hereinafter defined, in the 
amount of one thousand ($1,000.00) 
dollars shall be deposited with the 
City Clerk. Termination of said bond 
shall automatically suspend said li- 
cense, Except, the holder of a Class 
“I” license performing work only on 
or within property owned or occupied 
by said license holder, shall not be 
required to post a bond, 


(D) Class “IMJ” Industrial Master Jour- 
neyman license, the holder may act as 
supervisor for one holder of an indus- 
trial electrical license. 


(E) Class “III” Industrial Electrical li- 
cense, which shall entitle the holder 
to engage in the work of altering, 
installing and maintaining electrical 
wiring and equipment on_ property 
owned or occupied by the holder of 
such license. The licensee may possess 
a Class “MJ” license or “IMJ” license 
or shall employ one person with either 
class of license, whose name and li- 
cense number shail appear as super- 
visor on the license. 


(F) Helpers and apprentices must register 
at the office of the Electrical Inspec- 
tor, and must notify that office of 
each change from one contractor to 
another, Helpers or apprentices shall 
not perform any electrical work with- 
out a licensed journeyman in direct 
supervision, 


(3) An applicant for a Class “J” license 
may, upon payment of the proper fee, be 
issued a temporary permit to perform 
work under supervision of a Class “MJ” 
So aaa until the next meeting of the 

oard. 


(4) LICENSE FEES.

(5) All licenses and registrations, except 
apprentice registration, shall expire on the 
thirtieth (30th) of April of each year. 
Licenses may be renewed within sixty (60) 
days without re-examination, subject to the 
approval of the Board, as herein provided. 


(6) Apprentice registration shal] expire 
when the apprentice has completed his 
training period and has presented the 
Board with acceptable proof of his quali- 
fications, and has been granted a license. 


Section 9-60 
Bond Required 


The bond required shall be acceptable to 
the City Council and shall guarantee the 
following : 


(1) The bonded license holder and/or 
any of his employees will perform all elec- 
trical work to comply with this Code. 


(2) In the event of a violation, written 
notice will be mailed to the contractor in 
violation and a true copy of such notice 
will be mailed to the bonding company, 
describing the correction required and 
allowing not less than ten (10) days after 
mailing date for corrections to be com- 
pleted and re-inspection requested. 


Should the bonded contractor and/or his 
employees fail to comply by that date, the 
City Electrician or the City Electrical In- 
spector may order another licensed, bonded 
electrical contractor to perform only such 
electrical installation or correction as re- 
quired to comply with this Code and the 
bond shall be responsible for all cost in- 
curred by such order. 


Section 9-61 
Recognition of State Licenses 


Any valid electrical license issued in the 
State of Michigan, as provided by law, 
shall be recognized by the Board, subject 
to the requirements of this Code pertaining 
to bonds, registration, permits and inspec- 
tions and, after proper registration at the 
office of the City Electrician, such licensee 
may perform electrical installation or 
maintenance according to the classification 
of such license. 


Section 9-62 


Application for Licenses; Revocation of 
Licenses, Permits 


(1) Contractor, The Board upon receiv- 
ing application of any person, on approved 
forms, and stating the name and place of 
business of such applicant, the name and 
address of representative of the applicant, 
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who is the supervisor of the work to be 
done under the license, and who is a holder 
of an “MJ” electrical journeyman’s license 
under this Code, shall determine his knowl- 
edge of the rules and regulations for the 
installation of electrical wiring and deter- 
mine his general qualification and fitness 
for executing the work of an electrical 
contractor, 


(2) Journeyman. The Board upon appli- 
cation by any person, on approved forms, 
stating his name and address, shall exam- 
ine him to determine his knowledge of 
electrical wiring, his general qualifications 
and fitness and his general knowledge of 
the National Electrical Code, his practical 
knowledge to perform the work of install- 
ing electrical wiring and equipment. All 
such examinations, except that of his prac- 
tical knowledge shall be in writing, shall 
be selected from the National Electrical 
Code, and the local electrical code. No 
applicant may be examined until he first 
provides proof of not less than four (4) 
years of practical experience at the elec- 
trical trade and, further, no applicant for 
Class “MJ” license may be examined until 
he first provides proof of having been li- 
censed as a journeyman for not less than 
two (2) years: and, further, that he shall 
have a valid journeyman license at time 
of application. A complete record of such 
examination shall be kept for three years 
and shall be subject to review by the ap- 
plicant. 


(3) Revocation of license or permit. The 
Board may, after notice and service upon 
any holder of a license or permit issued 
under this Code, for good cause shown, sus- 
pend any license or permit heretofore or 
hereafter granted and upon notice of a 
complaint, in writing, by the inspector or 
other person, which said complaint shall 
set forth in detail, so as to fully give notice 
of and advise the holder of such license or 
permit of the reasons for the proposed re- 
vocation or suspension and shall be served 
upon him or it, as the case may be, at 
least ten (10) days before the time therein 
set for the hearing before the Board. Upon 
such hearing the licensee or permittee may 
appear in person or together with counsel 
and contest such revocation or suspension. 
Revocation shall rest with the City Council. 


Section 9-63 
Adoption of Standards 


(1). The National Electrical Code of 
1968 hereinafter known as “The NEC.,” 
adopted as the standard of the United 
States Standards Association, is hereby 
adopted as a part of this ordinance (chap- 
ter) and printed copies shall be kept in 
the office of the City Clerk of the City of 
Lansing, available for inspection by and 
distribution to the public at all times. 


Section 9-64 
Permit Required 
(1) Except as exempted by this Code, no 


person shall install, erect or alter any 
wiring, cable, apparatus, or equipment for 
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conducting or using electrical energy with- 
in or on any building, structure or premises 
unless he shall have first obtained a per- 
mit therefor from the City Electrician. A 
display card issued with the electrical per- 
mit bearing house number must be dis- 
played conspicuously at the front of the 
building of a new construction before the 
first inspection, 


(2) Application for said permit shall be 
made to the City Electrician, and shall be 
accompanied by plans and specifications 
covering work to be performed under the 
permit. No such permit shall he granted 
unless said plans and specifications comply 
with provisions of this Code. 


(3) If any such application covers work 
to be performed by an unlicensed person 
on any building, structure, or premises 
owned by said person, the City Electrician 
may examine such person as to his quali- 
fication and ability to properly perform 
said work. Said permit shall not be grant- 
ed unless the City Electrician finds said 
person qualified and able to perform said 
work properly, 


(4) Work covered by such permit shall 
be started within six (6) months after date 
of issuance or such permit shall be null 
and void. 


(5) An electrical inspection shall be 
required for all electrically operated signs. 
Inspection to be completed before sign is 
hung. Electrical connection to sign shall be 
by a licensed contractor only, and with a 
separate permit and inspection. 


(6) The installation of electrical wiring 
by an electrical contractor under a permit 
issued to him, shall be performed by a 
licensed journeyman electrician in his di- 
rect employ. Proof of this is required upon 
request by the office of the Building Com- 
missioner. Permits issued for use by other 
than applicant is prohibited. 


Section 9-65 
When Permit Not Required 


(1) Amy person properly licensed here- 
under who, in the conduct of his business, 
regularly employs an electrical supervisor 
who has been licensed under this Code shall 
not be required to secure permits for main- 
tenance work or for connecting appliances 
or other current consuming equipment to 
properly installed feeders, panels or bus- 
ways for which permits were secured for 
original installations; provided, said feed- 
ers are adequate for the equipment and 
also provided that the work is installed on 
property owned or occupied by the licensee. 


(2) No permit shall be required for the 
Manufacture of electrical equipment, in- 
cluding the required testing and/or repair 
of same. 


(3) No permit shall be required for the 
placing of distribution wires on the ex- 
terior of buildings or structures, or inside 
transformer vaults, provided such wires 
and equipment are the property of an elec- 
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trical utility company and are installed by 
employees of that company according to 
city rules and regulations. 


(4) No permit shall be required for the 
installation, alteration or repair of electri- 
cal equipment used for the operation of 
signals or the transmission of intelligence 
when installed, serviced and owned by a 
recognized public utility, except for the 
A.C. power supply and distribution panel. 


Section 9-66 
Permit, Inspection Fees 


All fees shall be paid in advance. Fees 
for electrical inspections shall be as fol- 
lows: 


(1) Permits: The fees for each electri- 
cal permit shall be $2.00. 


(2) The fee for each residential inspec- 
tion shall be $5.00. 


EXCEPTION: All installations or minor 
repairs of Fifty Dollars ($50.00) or less; 
the fee shall be $2.00. 


(3) Commercial or industrial inspection 
fees shall be computed on a basis of 2% 
of the selling price of the electrical instal- 
lation up to and including $5,000.00 plus 
1% of the selling price over $5,000.00, but 
not more than a maximum fee of $2,000.00 
nor less than $5.00 for each inspection per- 
formed. 


(4) Signs: $5.00 for each inspection. 


(5) Electrical safety inspections of exist- 
ing buildings, including a letter listing any 
corrections needed, shall be performed on 
receipt of a written request and by pay- 
ment of a fee of $15.00 for single residen- 
tial buildings or $15.00 per hour for other 
buildings. 


(6) Double Fee. Where work for which 
a permit is required by this Code is started 
or proceeded with, prior to obtaining said 
permit, the fees above specified shall be 
doubled, but the payment of such double 
fee shall not relieve any persons from fully 
complying with the requirements of this 
Code in the execution of the work nor 
from any other penalties prescribed herein. 


Section 9-67 
Inspection of Work Covered by Permit 


(1) No person, conducting or perform- 
ing work covered by a permit required by 
this chapter, shall fail to notify the City 
Electrician when said work has been com- 
pleted, nor shall any person conceal any 
portion of said work until it has been in- 
spected and approved by said City Elec- 
trician, If the work is found to be properly 
performed and safe, a Certificate of In- 
spection shall, if requested, be issued. The 
City Electrician shall have the authority 
to order any correction of work he may 
find necessary to comply with this Code. 
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Section 9-68 


Right of Entry; Correction of Unsafe 
Electrical Work 


(1) The City Electrician or the Electrical 
Inspector shall have the right and authority 
to enter any building or premises, during 


lectrical inspections or tests of wiring 
and/or equipment. 


(2) If any electrical wiring, cable, appli- 
nce or equipment shall be found to be 
unsafe to life and property, the City Elec- 
trician shall give written notice to the 
lowner or occupant of the building, struc- 
ture or premises upon or in which unsafe 
condition was found, to correct same within 
la time deemed reasonable by said City 
Electrician but not exceeding thirty (30) 
days from date of written notice. If cor- 
ection is not made, the utility company 
upplying current shall discontinue service 
pon receipt of written request from the 
City Electrician. 


(3) Upon final inspection and determina- 
jon that the electrical installation has 
een completed to comply with this Code 
land the rules adopted pursuant thereof, the 
ity Electrician shall issue the permit to 
he utilities to make a connection to the 
installation, 


(4) Current Supply: It shall be unlaw- 
ful for any power company or person fur- 
ishing electric current to make connection 
o and furnish electric current to any new 
x altered installation of electrical wiring, 
able, appliance or equipment until said 
company or person is given permission to 
o so by the City Electrician. Said City 
lectrician is hereby empowered to order 
he discontinuance of any electrical service 
onnected to any unsafe wiring, cable, ap- 
liance or equipment. 


(5) The City Electrician may permit a 
emporary electrical connection to unfinish- 
d installation where electricity is needed 
or operation of power tools used in con- 
truction,. 


(6) No building shall remain connected 
o an electrical supply when vacant and 
ot secured so as to prevent entrance of 
respassers or unauthorized personnel. 


Section 9-69 
Service Entrance Conductors 


(1) Service contact, unless underground, 
hall be at a point to be determined by 
he utility serving the building, but not 
less than twelve (12) feet above grade for 
esidential property, nor less than eighteen 
(18) feet above grade for commercial prop- 
rty, except that not less than eighteen 
(18) feet clearance must be maintained 
ver all roadways, alley, and commercial 
riveways and not less than fifteen (15) 
eet clearance must be maintained over 
esidential driveways. In_ controversial 
ases, the City Electrician shall determine 
he point of contact, 
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(2) Service entrance conductors installed 
underground shall be enclosed in threaded 
full-weight galvanized conduit, approved 
plastic conduit or approved duct, except 
conductor cable approved for direct burial 
services (such as type U.S.E. or U.R.D.) 
may be installed without protection at a 
depth of not less than twenty-four (24) 
inches unless the Electrical Inspector con- 
siders such installation would be hazardous. 
Such conductors must enter or emerge 
from the ground or building through pro- 
tective conduit, properly sealed to prevent 
the entrance of liquid or gases. Applica- 
tion must be made to the serving utility 
for permission to install any underground 
service. 


(3) Service conductors shall have ampa- 
city not less than the rating of the main 
service switch or the combined ratings 
when more than one service switch is 
permitted. 


EXCEPTION #1: Three-phase power 
service conductors shall be as specified in 
the N.E.C, 


EXCEPTION #2: A diversity factor, to 
be approved by the Inspector, may be used 
in multi-occupancy buildings. 


(4) Service conductors for any commer- 
cial or industrial building shall be enclosed 
in heavy wall, threaded galvanized or 
aluminum conduit or may be a_bus-duct 
assembly approved for service installations. 


(5) Service conductors for any residen- 
tial installation shall be enclosed in rigid 
galvanized, aluminum conduit or electric 
metallic tubing. 


(6) Metered service conductors from 
separate meters shall be in separate en- 
closures from the meter to service switch, 


(7) The electrical distribution panel for 
each occupancy of living quarters shall pro- 
vide approved space for not less than two 
(2) double pole (230 volt} circuits plus 
not less than eight (8) single pole (115 
volt) circuits, when the feeders are pro- 
tected at 70 amps. or less. The panel shall 
provide approved space for not less than 
three (3) double pole (230 volt) circuits 
plus not less than twelve (12) single pole 
(115 volt) circuits when feeders are pro- 
tected at more than seventy (70) amperes. 


(8) Multiple conductors, except where 
paralleled, shall not be connected to the 
load side of the meter sequence boxes, re- 
ceptacles or metering transformers in cabi- 
net. Approved junction boxes shall be 
installed for that purpose. 


Section 9-70 
Service Equipment 


(1) Service equipment shall be located 
not less than thirty-six (86) inches from 
any inside gas meter. 


(2) Service equipment shall be readily 
accessible and in plain sight. Bedrooms, 
toilets, closets, fruit cellars, etc., are not 
considered accessible, 
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(3) Service with a total ampacity of 
more than two hundred (200) amperes 
shall be installed in a separate room re- 
served for electrical service, metering, 
switch-gear and allied equipment. This 
room shall be a solid wall using non- 
een uatnNe materials with tight fitting 
loors. 


(4) Service rooms housing equipment 
totaling eight hundred (800) amperes or 
more shall be fire resistant with not less 
than a one hour fire rating including the 
door or doors. 


(5) Service disconnecting means, when 
of two hundred (200) amperes or less shall 
prevent access to live parts when in the 
“on” position. 


(6) A single set of overcurrent protec- 
tive devices and a disconnecting means 
shall be installed for each set of service 
entrance conductors, 


EXCEPTION #1: In a multi-occupancy 
building, the disconnecting means and over- 
current protection devices may consist of 
a single set for each separately metered 
occupancy when the number does not ex- 
ceed six (6), provided they are grouped at 
the point of entrance and suitably labeled 
to designate the occupancy supplied. 


EXCEPTION #2: Two (2) disconnecting 
devices and sets of over-current protective 
devices may be used with a four wire delta 
service to separate and provide protection 
for the service conductors. 


EXCEPTION #8: A single residence re- 
quiring service of more than one hundred 
(100) amperes capacity may not use more 
than two (2) disconnecting devices when 
mounted in a single enclosure. 


(7) All doors in primary vaults shall 
open out and shall be openable from the 
inside without the use of a key or any 
special knowledge or effort. These doors 
shall at all times be locked from the out- 
side to prevent the entrance of unqualified 
persons, 


(8) Any pipe or duct system foreign to 
the electrical installation shall not enter or 
pass through a transformer vault or switch 
room, 


(9) All electrical installations shall have 
the installer’s and/or contractor’s name 
permanently attached to the service en- 
trance panel and each circuit or feeder 
shall be properly and legibly indexed to 
indicate the occupancy served. The above 
shall be completed before a final inspection 
is called for. 


(10) Each residence with a floor area of 
520 square feet or more shall be provided 
with electrical service equipment and con- 
ductors having a minimum capacity of 100 
amperes, 3 wire single phase 240 volts, 
and shall provide at least two (2) major 
appliance circuits, three 20 ampere appli- 
ance circuits, and one (1) circuit for heat- 
ing plant operation in addition to normal 
lighting circuits. A residence of less than 
520 square feet area may be served by a 
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smaller service, at the option of the in- 
spector, but never less than three (3) wire 
single phase, 240 volts, 60 ampere capacity. 


Section 9-71 
Service Ground Conductors 


(1) Service ground conductors shall con- 
nect to the supply side of the water meter 
and main valve or to the point where the 
water extension enters the building, and 
shall not be smaller than No. 6. 


(2) Where a transformer is installed to 
supply a particular installation, the ser- 
vice, or system ground wire, may be in- 
stalled according to recommendations of 
the City Electrician. 


Section 9-72 
Commercial Buildings 


(1) Convenience outlets in commercial 
and industrial establishments, including 
professional offices, and beauty shops, shall 
be rated at not less than five (5) amperes 
per outlet, except no one circuit may sup- 
ply more than two (2) hair dryers. 


(2) Outdoor electric signs shall be sup- 
plied from separate circuits. 


(8) In commercial and industrial build- 
ing, all permanent wiring shall be in 
threaded rigid conduit or electrical metallic 
tubing, except buildings of wooden frame 
construction may be wired with flexible 
metallic conduit when a separate ground- 
ing conductor is installed with the cireuit 
or feeder conductors. 


(4) Any multiple dwelling, housing more 
than two (2) families shall be classified 
as commercial for the purpose of this Code. 


Section 9-73 
Emergency Lighting System 


The owner or operator of every theater, 
motion picture house, night club, private 
elub, dance hall, restaurant, department 
store, school, hotel, motel, multiple dwell- 
ing or any other place of assembly with a 
rated capacity of fifty (50) or more people 
when occupied after sunset or requiring 
electric lighting during daylight hours, 
shall provide and maintain an auxiliary 
lighting system, separate from the regular 
system and adequate to provide illumina- 
tion for orderly evacuation of the premises 
in the event of interruption of the normal 
lighting system, and shall maintain such 
system as set forth in Chapter 7, Article 
700, of the latest revised edition of the 
National Electrical Code, except that para- 
graph 700-9 and 700-10 shall not be con- 
oo as meeting the requirements of this 

ie. 


EXCEPTIONS: Hotels, motels and 
apartment buildings of three or less stories, 
shall be exempted from the requirements 
of this section. 
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Section 9-74 
General Wiring 


Definitions—Convenience Outlets— 
Duplex Receptacle 


(1) Any building used for more than one 
occupancy shall have each occupancy wired 
with separate circuits and the circuit pro- 
tection shall be accessible at all time to 
the occupant it serves. 


(2) Exposed wiring, including non- 
metallic cable, shall be enclosed in metal 
ia when less than 7 feet from the 
oor, 


(8) All lighting fixtures, which are bal- 
jlast or transformer operated, shall have 
each such ballast or transformer indi- 
vidually protected by an approved over- 
current device. 


(4) Lighting outlets in kitchens, toilets 
or bathrooms, shall be controlled by one 
or more wall switches. 


(6) Branch circuits that supply appli- 
ances or other convenience outlets shall not 
supply fixed lighting and shall be 20 amp. 
rated, with no more than 10 convenience 
outlets on any one branch circuit. 


EXCEPTION #1: All convenience out- 
lets in kitchens, dining rooms, breakfast 
rooms shall be rated at (5) five amperes 
per outlet and circuits installed accordingly. 


EXCEPTION #2: At least one outlet for 
each four (4) linear feet of work surface, 
with at least one outlet to serve each work 
surface of kitchen counter top area, these 
outlets to be 8 wire, 115/230 volt, 20 am- 
pere branch circuit, equipped with split- 
wired receptacles, These receptacles (de- 
vices) shall be 20 ampere rated, 


(6 On all new constructions, each 
porch, patio or balcony containing fifty 
(50) or more square feet of area that has 
direct access by doorway from the interior, 
shall have at least one switched, permanent 


(7) A separate 115 volt appliance cir- 
uit, supplying only one outlet rated at 


ot more than three (3) feet from the hot 
land cold water supply installed for the 
laundry machine. 


(8) Under-sink garbage disposal units 
hall be wired with a separate circuit ter- 
inating with an over-current running 
rotective device of the proper rating and 

plug-in receptacle. The disposal unit 
hall be connected through a three-wire 
ord and grounding type plug cap. 


(9) All new basements shall have two 
eneral purpose duplex receptacles installed 
n opposite walls. 


(10) Built-in cooking equipment such as 
vens and surface cooking units, shall be 
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wired and protected by fuses or circuit 
breakers, as separate, individual appliances. 


(11) An unswitched duplex convenience 
outlet shall be installed in each bathroom 
and half-bath. 


(12) One (1) duplex convenience outlet 
shall be installed in each attached garage. 


(18) Individual branch circuits shall be 
required for the following appliances and 
other similar individual loads: ranges, dish- 
washers, disposals, heating plants, water 
heaters, washing machines, air condition- 
ers, water pumps, and etc, 


(14) All dwelling occupancies shall have 
a weatherproof outlet at either front or 
rear entrance. 


EXCEPTION: If there are sliding patio 
doors, the weather proof outlet shall be 
installed adjacent to the area. 


(15) In all rooms including attached 
garages, bedrooms, hallways, stairways, 
kitchens, sink areas, storage areas, bath- 
rooms, corridors, laundry rooms, closets, 
dining rooms, etc., shall have permanent 
lighting wall switch controlled. 


EXCEPTION: In lieu of permanent 
lighting in bedrooms, living rooms, family 
rooms, library, dens, one-half of all con- 
venience outlets shall be wall switch con- 
trolled, 


(16) All spaces for which wall switch 
controls are required and which have more 
than one entrance shall be equipped with 
multiple-switch control at each principal 
entrance, 


17) One or more lighting outlets wall 
switch controlled shall be installed at all 
exterior entrances. 


(18) A. Any additions or remodeled or 
rebuilt parts of existing residential build- 
ings shall be wired in accordance with the 
electrical ordinance. 


B. Any unfinished habitable area shall 
be wired completely. 


Section 9-75 
Heating Plant Wiring 


(1) Motors on furnace equipment shall 
be individually protected and controlled by 
externally operated switches and wired in- 
dependently of other circuits. Disconnect- 
ing means shall be accessible and operable 
without removing any part of the heating 
plant or opening any doors. Heating equip- 
ment shall be so located that it cannot pre- 
vent access to electrical service equipment 
in case of fire. All furnace and boiler 
equipment shall be adequately protected by 
low-water cut-off and limit controls. Ex- 
posed wiring for all heating plants shall 
be protected by rigid conduit whenever in- 
stalled less than seven (7) feet from the 
floor, except that short lengths of flexible 
metal conduit may be used where flexibility 
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is essential, such as connecting motors or 
stack and plenum controls. The fuseholder 
and switch combination used for heating 
plants shall be installed not more than five 
(5) feet from the floor. 


(2) All roof top heating units, air han- 
dling units, air conditioning units, etc., 
shall have a 115 volt receptacle installed 
so that no unit is more than twenty-five 
(25) feet from the receptacle. 


(3) All electrical wiring serving air 
handling, heating, refrigeration equipment, 
etc., shall have an approved disconnecting 
means. The disconnecting means shall not 
be more than five (5) feet from equipment 
served and readily accessible, 


Section 9-76 
Savings Clause 


(1) Should any portion of this Ordinance 
or any portion of the Lansing Uniform 
Electrical Code adopted hereby be declared 
unconstitutional or illegal, such holding 
shall not be deemed to effect the validity 
of any other part or portion thereof. 


(2) All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed, 


DIVISION 4 


LICENSING AND INSPECTION OF 
NURSING HOMES AND HOMES 
FOR THE AGED 


Section 9-77 
Short Title 


This division shall be known as the 
“Nursing Home and Home for the Aged 
Ordinance for the City of Lansing.” 


Section 9-78 
Purpose 


In their interpretation and application, 
the provisions of this division shall be held 
to be the minimum requirements adopted 
for the promotion of the public safety, 
health, and general welfare of the people 
of the City of Lansing while receiving care 
in nursing homes, or in homes for the aged. 


Section 9-79 
Scope 


It is not intended by this division to 
repeal, abrogate, annul or in any way im- 
pair or interfere with existing provisions 
of other laws or ordinances except those 
specifically repealed by this division, The 
provisions of this division shall govern any 
nursing home or home for the aged where 
one or more persons are housed, as herein- 
after defined, and shall not include any 
relative, as defined in Act 139 of the P.A. 
of 1956, as amended. 
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Section 9-80 
Definitions 


(1) Homes for the Aged shall be defined 
as an establishment or institution other 
than a hospital, hotel or nursing home, 
which provides room and board to non- 
transient unemployed individuals sixty-five 
(65) years of age or older. 


(2) Nursing home shall be defined as 
an establishment or institution other than 
a hospital having as one of its functions 
the rendering of healing, curing, or nurs- 
ing care or supervision for periods of more 
than twenty-four (24) hours to individuals, 
regardless of age, afflicted with illness, in- 
jury, infirmity, abnormality, or mental de- 
ficiencies. 


(3) Person shall be defined as any in- 
dividual, corporation, co-partnership or as- 
sociation, and includes any receiver, trus- 
tee, assignee or similar representative 
thereof. 


(4) Hospital shall be as defined in Act 
189 of P.A. of 1956 of the State of Michi- 
gan, as amended, 


Section 9-81 
License Required 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
establish, maintain, operate or conduct a 
nursing home or home for the aged unless 
and until such person, shall have procured 
a license to operate said nursing home, or 
home for the aged, from the City Clerk 
of the City of Lansing. 


Section 9-82 
Duration of License 


License issued as provided in this divi- 
sion shall be renewed annually and shall 
in each case expire on the 30th day of 
April in each year, Licenses issued during 
the year and later than May Ist in any 
given year shall likewise expire on the 
30th day of April in any succeeding year. 


Section 9-83 
Application for License 


Application for license to operate a nurs- 
ing home or home for the aged, as herein 
defined, shall be made to the City Clerk 
of the City of Lansing. 


Section 9-84 
Processing of Application 


Upon receipt of said application, a cony 
shall be forwarded to the fire marshal, the 
building commissioner, and the director of 
the Ingham County Health Department. In 
addition to the information contained in 
said application, the fire marshal and/or 
the building commissioner and/or the di- 
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rector of the Ingham County Health De- 
partment shall have the right and author- 
ity to require such other pertinent informa- 
tion as may necessary for the safety, 
health and morals of the public. 


The director of the Ingham County 
‘Health Department shall make an investi- 


mursing home or home for the aged. If the 
director of public health determines that 
the person is fit and qualified and that the

The same procedure, as set forth in this 
ection, shall be followed by the fire mar- 
hal and the building commissioner, When 
Il three departments certify approval to 
he City Clerk, the City Clerk shall issue 
la license to the applicant. 


Section 9-85 
Application Blanks, Time to Apply 


Application blanks shall be furnished by 
he City Clerk of the City of Lansing. Ap- 
lication for the yearly license, in case of 
enewals, must be made at least sixty (60) 
ays before the current license, held by 
he applicant, shall expire. 


Section 9-86

Section 9-87 
Promulgation of Rules 


The director of the Ingham County 
ealth Department, the fire marshal and 
he building commissioner are hereby au- 
horized to make necessary rules and regu- 
lations to carry out the purpose of this 
ivision, to protect the public health, safety 
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and welfare and to insure the proper stand- 
ard of care for persons in nursing homes 
and homes for the aged, A copy of the 
rules and regulations shall be given to 
each licensee with the license. Copies shall 
be in file with the City Clerk and be avail- 
able to the public at all times. 


Section 9-88 
Standards 


The rules and regulations provided for 
herein shall be such as to guarantee that 
persons in nursing homes and homes for 
the aged have adequate sanitation facili- 
ties, rooms and equipment, medical and 
nursing care, proper food service, clean 
laundry and clothing, and said rules and 
regulations shall further provide for the 
standard of buildings and equipment of 
nursing homes and homes for the aged, of 
personnel to be employed in said homes, 
for a safe manner of handling narcotic 
drugs and for the maintenance of proper 
as records of each patient accommo- 
lated. 


The director of the Ingham County 
Health Department, the fire marshal, and 
the building commissioner are authorized 
to make distinction in the rules and regu- 
lations promulgated hereunder between 
nursing homes, and homes for the aged, 
and may provide that certain rules and 
regulations shall apply to only one, or 
both of the types of homes provided for in 
this division. 


Section 9-89 
Transfer of License 


Licenses issued as herein provided ghall 
not be transferable, as to person or place. 


Section 9-90 


Inspection; Right of Entry, Refusal 
of Entry 


The building commissioner, fire marshal 
and the director of the Ingham County 
Health Department, or their duly author- 
ized subordinates, may enter upon any 
premises for which a license is sought or 
for which a license has been issued, at 
any reasonable time, for the purpose of 
inspection and examination. Any licensee 
hereunder, who shall refuse the right of 
entry to any of the persons named in this 
division, shall forfeit the license issued, 


Section 9-91 
Revocation of License 


When the fire marshal, and/or building 
commissioner and/or director of the Ing- 
ham County Health Department shall deter- 
mine that the terms of this division are 
not being complied with, they shall have 
the authority to suspend or revoke the 
license herein provided for, and take what- 
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ever steps are necessary for the health, 
welfare and safety of the patient or 
patients. 


Section 9-92 
Appeal from Revocation 


Any licensee who shall have his license 
revoked, as provided in Section 9-91 of this 
division may, within five (5) days there- 
after, appeal to the Lansing City Council 
for a hearing before the Council, The de- 
cision of the Council shall be final, 


ARTICLE Il 
SWIMMING POOLS 


Section 9-93 
Definitions 


(1) Person is any person, firm, partner- 
ship, association, corporation, company, or 
organization of any kind. 


(2) Swimming pool is defined as a body 
of water in an artificial or semi-artificial 
receptacle or other container, used or in- 
tended to be used for private, public, or 
semi-publie swimming by adults or chil- 
dren, or both adults and children, whether 
or not any charge or fee is imposed upon 
such adults or children, operated or main- 
tained by any person, whether he be an 
owner, proprietor, possessor, lessee, tenant, 
licensee or renter, and shall include all 
structures, appurtenances, equipment, ap- 
pliances and other facilities appurtenant to 
and intended for the operation and mainte- 
nance of a swimming pool, and also all 
swimming pools operated and maintained 
in conjunction with or by motels, hotels, 
schools, clubs, fraternal organizations, so- 
cieties, community associations, cooperative 
or others. 


(3) Picket fence is defined as a fence 
made of upright pales or stakes. 


Section 9-94 


Enclosure of Swimming Pools; 
Specifications 


Every swimming pool shall be completely 
surrounded by a fence or wall not less 
than five (5) feet in height, which shall be 
so constructed as not to have openings, 
holes, or gaps larger than four (4) inches 
in any dimension except for doors and 
gates; and the body of such doors and 
gates shall likewise not have openings, 
holes or gaps larger than four (4) inches 
in any dimension; provided however, that 
it shall be permissible to erect and main- 
tain a picket fence, provided, that the hori- 
zontal dimension between the pickets shall 
not exceed four (4) inches. A dwelling 
house of accessory building may be used as 
part of such enclosure. All gates or doors 
opening through such enclosure shall be 
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equipped with a self-closing and _ self- 
latching device for keeping the gate or 
door securely closed at all times when not 
in actual use, except that the door of any 
dwelling which forms a part of the en- 
closure need not be so equipped. This re- 
quirement shaJl be applicable to all new 
swimming pools which have a depth of 
eighteen (18) inches or more of water at 
any point and shall apply to all existing 
pools which have a depth of eighteen (18) 
inches or more of water at any point. No 
person in possession of land within the 
city, either as owner, proprietor, possessor, 
lessee, tenant, licensee or renter upon 
which is situated a swimming pool having 
a depth of eighteen (18) inches or more 
of water at any point shall fail to provide 
and maintain such fence or wall as herein 
provided. 


Section 9-95 


Inspection; Right of Entry; Enforcement 
of Article Provisions 


The building commissioner, or his duly 
appointed agents, shall inspect or cause to 
be inspected swimming pools within the 
city at such times as he may deem neces- 
sary to carry out the intent of this article. 
The building commissioner, or his duly ap- 
pointed agents, are hereby authorized to 
enter upon any premises, private, semi- 
private, or public, at such times as he may 
deem necessary, to require the owner, pro- 
prietor, possessor, lessee, tenant, licensee 
or renter to comply with the requirements 
of this article, In the event of failure of 
compliance, after written notice of the 
requirements pursuant to this article, the 
building commissioner, or his duly ap- 
pointed agents, shall have the power to 
abate or cause a suspension of the use of 
such swimming pool and to cause the same 
to be drained until such time as the same 
is, in the opinion of the building commis- 
sioner, or his duly appointed agents, no 
longer a menace or hazard to health or 
safety, 


Section 9-96 
Penalty for Violation of Article Provisions 


Any person who fails to maintain the 
fence or wall surrounding a swimming 
Pool in accordance with the requirements 
of this article, or who fails to keep the 
gate or door in said fence or wall securely 
closed at all times when said gate or door 
is not in actual use so that the swimming 
pool is inaceessible to children, shall be 
pratched as provided in section 1-8 of this 
Code.

The following was contained as_ back- 
ground information in my communication 
to you, dated January 18, 1971, pertaining 
to the bus transportation problem: 


“Bus operations have been in difficulty 
over this Nation during the past ten years, 
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The problem we are witnessing is a result 
of more and more of the average American 
wage earners turning to automobile trans- 
portation rather than bus transportation. 
As a result, the urban transit industriec 
have experienced a disastrous drop in pat- 
ronage from a peak of 19 billion passengers 
in 1945 to below 6 billion revenue passen- 
gers at present. Lansing is no exception. 
For example, approximately 1,700 fewer 
Passengers were carried daily in 1970 than 
were carried in 1969. In the face of this 
declining use of bus transportation, the 
City of Lansing has not only attempted to 
provide bus transportation service to ites 
residents but it has also attempted to serve 
outlying areas, at great expense—since 
1965, the City of Lansing has invested al- 
most $600,000 in operations alone. It is 
obvious that the financial dilemna of the 
bus transportation system has also created 
a aes dilemna for this City’s General 
Fund. 


Each of us agrees that a more logical 
answer would be the formation of a Re- 
gional Transportation Authority comprised 
of Lansing, East Lansing and the town- 
ships of Meridian, Delta, Delhi, Lansing, 
Dewitt and Windsor, with each govern- 
mental unit contributing its proportionate 
share of the cost. This, however, requires 
State legislation which will take at least 
nine months to become effective.” 


I pointed out that meetings were held in 
my office on a proposal submitted by a 
Mr. Burl Metz, Attending were Mr. Metz, 
representatives of the transit union and 
Mr. Ledesma of the City’s Finance Depart- 
ment, on the overall matter. The proposal 
was discussed in great detail and tentative 
agreement was reached on _ necessary 
changes, together with the elimination of 
all part-time help, plus two full-time em- 
ployees, wage increases and certain econo- 
mies necessary in garage operations. Ques- 
tionable at that point were the gains or 
losses from the late mentioned $50,000 
Model Cities subsidy. 


I cautioned that there was no easy solu- 
tion to the bus transportation dilemma and 
recommended that representatives of the 
City Council, Office of the Mayor, Finance 
Department and Model Cities meet to ex- 
plore the problem in detail, Such a meet~ 
ing was held and Mr. Carl Buchanen, Capi- 
tol Area Transit, Inc., was requested to 
supply a breakdown of estimated incomes, 
and expenditures as of Wednesday, Janu- 
ary 27. These were supplied and were then 
re-checked previously to submittance by 
Mr. Ledesma of the Finance Department. 


In short, it was determined that if 12 
buses were operated on 5 routes—5 days 
a week, with employees working 9 hours a 
day straight time: 


1. Income monthly would approximate 
$24,756.00, including the General Fund 
subsidy of the City and that committed 
for 5 months by Model Cities. 


2. Expenditures monthly would approxi- 
mate $40,457.00. The monthly deficit 
would approximate $15,700.00. 
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nd cost of living allowances. Further, the 
leficit will increase in the summer months, 
hen income from the fare boxes drops 
ery substantially. Unknown, too, is 
hether or not the Model Cities contribu- 
ion will be available at the start of the 
ew school year in September. 


Two additional hinderances are involved: 


The City has for years provided free 
accounting for the various bus com- 
panies in the amount of $1,000 monthly 
and present finances no longer permit 
this $12,000 a year contribution above 
the regularly allowed $24,000; and, 


. It is calculated that $12,000 to $14,000 

is necessary immediately preceeding the 
time the buses are to roll again for in- 
surance, workmen’s compensation, fuel, 
etc. 


In _recent discussions with officials of 
he United States Department of Transpor- 
ation, I was advised that dollars are avail- 
ble for equipment, but not for operation. 
‘oo, the recent State proposal that one- 
alf cent of the automotive fuel tax be used 
‘or bus transportation systems in Michi- 
igan is, in my opinion, unlikely to be adopt- 
d by the Legislature in the year 1971. 
Also, no great contribution can be expect- 
“a at this time from surrounding town- 
ips. 


On the positive side, bus charter fees, 
rentals and storage may assist in cutting 
the deficit monthly by $3,000, or more. 
However, this is an unknown factor, 


The dilemma is that an_ estimated 
$200,000 to $250,000 is necessary now to 
put the bus system in operation and ser- 
vice Delta, Delhi, and_Meridian townships 
and the City of East Lansing, besides our 
lown needs, The alternatives are varied 
and I offer them to you for your considera- 
tion and policy decision: 


\—Put a special millage proposal on the 
April 5 ballot increasing the tax limita- 
tion, last adopted by the electorate, to 
subsidize the bus system for a period of 
one year only, This will permit time to 
request the Michigan Legislature to adopt 
legislation allowing for the establish- 
ment of a bus transportation authority 
consisting of Lansing, East Lansing, and 
townships of Delhi, Delta, Meridian, De- 
witt, Windsor and Lansing. In consider- 
ing this alternative, keep in mind that 
funds should be available for merchan- 
dising to increase the per daily rider use. 
For years the Greater Lansing Area has 
increased greatly in population, but bus 
use has decreased, resulting in  over- 
whelming costs per rider. The adoption 
of such a proposal will result in a direct 
subsidy of $66.00 to $83.00, annually for 
each and every rider. 


Put the buses and equipment in a state 
of “limbo” for 8 to 10 months, until an 
authority of surrounding governmental 
units can be established. This alternative 
has detrimental affects in: 
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1. That the authority may be eventually 
voted down by the surrounding areas, 
while the excellent equipment owned 
by the City of Lansing ends up de- 
preciated, 


2. The Michigan Legislature may not 
adopt legislation to permit the actual 
establishment, even if governmental 
units in the area were willing, of an 
authority. 


—-Sell the City’s buses and equipment out- 
right and after an authority is estab- 
lished, if ever, re-purchase new equip- 
ment with all surrounding governmental 
units sharing in the costs. 


—Sell the buses and equipment outright 
and use the present garage, office and 
land, which the City of Lansing has 
basically provided “free of charge’ to 
various bus companies, for a Central City 
Garage. The savings to the general tax- 
payer would be extremely high in the 
long run. 


—Consider operating the buses on a very 
limited basis with only two routes—one 
running East and West and one running 
North and South, with no routes operat- 
ing outside of the corporate limits of 
Lansing except for the East Lansing run. 
Union approval would have to be sought 
for this adjustment. 


Drastic? Certainly. But, these are try- 
ing times. The economy is down—unem- 
ployment is up. As I pointed out before, 
the City of Pontiac found it necessary to 
lay-off 21% of its employees; Detroit has 
vacated over 2,000 jobs; and Saginaw has 
been on a 4 day work week, 80 per cent 
pay. As of one week ago, the City of 
Grand Rapids commenced laying off general 
employees and members of the Police and 
Fire departments. 


In considering our own financial set- 
backs, I wish to advise that the recent 
strikes witnessed in our own community 
may very well cost the City approximately 
$300,000 in anticipated revenues; even 
though the 1970-71 budget contained funds 
allowing for a 7% increase for fire fighters, 
the State of Michigan upped the increase 
high enough to damage our financial posi- 
tion; and, new increases in employee hos- 
pitalization benefits and costs permitted 
again, by the State of Michigan, will add 
an additional $75,000 to $85,000 above an- 
ticipated revenues. 


Your decision is not easy. In fact, it 
is extremely difficult, I express my concern 
and wish you well in your sincere delibera- 
tions. I am certain your answer will be 
in the best interest of all concerned,

The following is an excerpt from my 
Second Annual State of the City Message, 
presented to you on January 4, 1971: 


“Another innovation, to combat the in- 
crease in crime is the participation of the 
Department in the operation of the newly 
established metropolitan narcotics squad. 
These group of specialists are comprised 
of police personnel from Lansing, East 
Lansing, Ingham County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment, Michigan State Police and Michigan 
State University. This unit is to be espe- 
cially commended for its work on narcotics 
and dangerous drug law enforcement. Cur- 
rent statistics reveal that this effort is 
already producing remarkable results. 


“Enforcement officers, however, cannot 
solve the drug problem alone, Repeatedly, 
authorities and the news media have dis- 
closed the detrimental and lasting affect 
the misuse of drugs is having on a per- 
centage of our Nation’s population. These 
have ranged from a youth being decapitated 
by a railroad train . . . to others who 
have died from overdoses of heroin .. . 
to serious infections caused by needles ... 
to those thousands of people whose minds 
and employment capabilities will for years, 
or forever, be lost to society, because of 
their inability to be appraised of the dan- 
gers, or to receive treatment and rehabili- 
tation once on the drug use habit. 


“The Greater Lansing Area is no excep- 
tion, It is known that as many as three 
thousand individuals in this area are in. 
volved in the abuse of drugs. It is known 
that the upward creep of the crime rate 
in our community and the surrounding 
area, is in no small part, due to the in- 
creased use of drugs. 


“True, there have been many sincere 
efforts attempted to come to grips with 
the drug problems during the past several 
years. These have largely not been as 
successful as they might have been due to 
the lack of area support and funds. It is 
my contention that a strong effort must 
be made to coordinate all of the programs 
in the Lansing community, which have a 
basis in the concern for the identification, 
control and treatment of drug abuse. To- 
ward this end, I will establish a committee 
to serve as the focal point for cooperative 
effort. To gain funds, the understanding 
and cooperation of the community will, 
also, be part of the work of this committee. 


“It is considered that unless dedicated 
efforts are begun through such a commit- 
tee, the tragedy of narcotic abuse will reach 
major proportions in our community. All 
the facilities of my office will be dedicated 
toward the success of this committee and 
its efforts,” :

—Attempt to draw together whatever 
present facilities exist in this and other 
communities to facilitate treatment for 
the addicted in order that there be uni- 
formity in purpose and eventual goals; 


—Explore all methods of funding on the 
local, state and federal levels in order 
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that adequate treatment may be offered 
to those addicted and successful efforts 
Sittsted toward prevention of addictions; 
an 


—Encourage the development of services 
to provide social and vocational rehabili- 
tation to former victims of addiction, the 
goal being that they can again become 
contributing members of society, 


In the establishment of this Committee, 
it is my intent that it take advantage of 
all of the freely offered experience and 
expertise developed by individuals and or- 
ganizations in the area, which have been 
working in the field of addiction, to co- 
operate with them in further development. 
I am convinced that through cooperative, 
joint effort, it will be possible to coordinate 
progress, research, methodology and fund- 
ing to the point that the Greater Lansing 
Area can lead the way toward eliminating 
addictions as an increasingly grave social 
problem, 


As a result, we can save human beings 
from physical and mental deterioration, 
social degradation, while aiding families 
involved, cutting crime rates, and bringing 
about safety for general society. 


To this end, I am requesting your whole- 
hearted support and that of all other con- 
cerned citizens and agencies,

Enclosed is the 1972-77 Capital Improve- 
ments Program for your adoption. The pro- 
gram was recommended to the Planning 
Board by the Capital Improvements Tech: 
nical Cordinating Committee. 


The Planning Board has reviewed the 
six-year Capital Improvements Program 
and recommends the program as submitted 
to the Mayor and City Council for approval. 
Specifically, the Mayor and City Council 
are encouraged to adopt the 1971-72 Capital 
Improvements Program for $1,663,450 bud- 
get appropriation. This amount is believed 
to reflect the minimum capital improve- 
ments expenditures necessary to sustain 
community growth and rehabilitation for 
the 1972 fiscal year. 


In accordance with Section 7.206 of the 
Charter for the City of Lansing, the Board 
has reviewed projected revenues and ex- 
Penditures for the next six years. It is 
the conclusion of the Board that there will 
be insufficient funds from the present tax 
sources to finance both the proposed operat- 
ing and capital improvements budgets. The 
Planning Board suggests that the Mayor 
and City Council consider the following 
recommendations for financing the proposed 
Improvements Program: 


1. Further bonding is not an equitable way 
to fund immediately needed capital im- 
provements projects and should not be 
persued because: The needs are imme- 
diate and bonding is too slow and the 
unfavorable length of time required to 
pay for the project through high inter- 
est debt service. Also, bonding leaves 
no margin for future need. 


2. The City immediately endorse the pro- 
posed State enabling legislation which 
would permit local governments to ex- 
pand their income tax programs because: 
The local income tax, although hit hard 
during major economic strikes is more 
equitable than property taxes since it 
distributes a greater share of the finan- 
cial burden among non-owners and non- 
residents as well as residents and own- 
ers, It is a dynamic tax which fluctuates 
with the economy. 
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8. Establish and/or increase user fees for 
services and facilities provided by the 
City. Current user fees must be re- 
evaluated to insure they reflect today’s 
market and costs. 


4. The City is obligated to meet its com- 
mitment to the citizens of Lansing. The 
recommended Capital Improvements is 
believed minimal by the City’s adminis- 
trative staff, and can be financed out of 
the estimated revenues. It then becomes 
not a question of whether the City can 
provide the necessary improvements, but 
rather to what extent the City wishes 
to commit itself to obtain these finan- 
cial limits, The requirement for $3.1 
million (1.6 million new improvements 
and $1.5 million debt service) for gen- 
eral fund capital improvements is not 
an unreasonable amout out of a proposed 
$20 million budget (approximately 15%). 


5. The recommended capital improvements 
program should be financed in one of 
two methods; 1) Adjust the proposed 
operating budget for 1971-1972; or 2) 
expand the tax revenues an appropriate 
amount to cover the entire proposed 
budget. 


The Planning Board will continue to re- 
view the 1972-77 Capital Improvements 
Program and submit supplemental informa- 
tion to the Mayor and City Council.

Furthermore the daily housing 
of forty children is far out of character 
with the residential neighborhood.

It is intended and resolved that the 
conditions and covenants provided in Sec- 
tion 8 hereof, shall be covenants running 
with the land and that they shall, in any 
event, and without regard to technical 
classification or designation, legal or other- 
wise, and except only as otherwise specific- 
ally provided in this Resolution be, to the 
fullest extent permitted by Law and equity, 
binding for the benefit and in favor of, and 
enforceable by, the Agency, its successors 
and assigns, and the United States (in the 
ease of the covenant provided in subdivision 
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(b) of Section 3 of this Resolution) against

On January 18, 1968, Robert Barner, In- 
dividually and as Assignee of Twenty-four 
Employees of the City of Lansing filed suit 
in the Ingham County Circuit Court against 
the City alleging $9,400.00 in under pay- 
ment. The dispute grows out of a contract 
between the City of Lansing and the Ameri- 
can Federation of State, County and Muni- 
cipal Employees, AFL-CIO, dated and 
signed July 21, 1966. 


This contract contains the following pro- 
visions relevant to this case: 


“SECTION 9. Overtime. 
A. General Provisions. 


Time and One-Half. Time worked in ex- 
cess of eight (8) hours per day or forty 
(40) hours per week, or on a holiday rec- 
ognized in this Agreement (in addition fc 
holiday pay therefor), shall be compensated 
for at the rate of one and one-half times 
the employee's regular hourly rate of pay 
exclusive of shift or premium pay. 
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Double-Time. Double-time will be paid 
for all hours worked on Sunday.” 


ARTICLE XI, Miscellaneous, Section 7 
reads as follows: 


“Headings in This Agreement, Effect of. 
The headings used in this Agreement nei- 
ther add to nor subtract from the meaning, 
but are for reference only.” 


Plaintiffs argued that the above quoted 
provisions clearly indicate that any work 
performed on a Sunday should be paid for 
at double time rate. It was the city’s posi- 
tion that the employees are eligible for 
double pay on a Sunday only if they have 
worked for 40 hours during the week. 


On December 16, 1969, the Ingham Coun- 
ty Circuit Court entered a judgment in 
favor of the city. Thereafter, a timely ap- 
peal was prepared to the Court of Appeals. 
On October 80, 1970, the Court of Appeals 
reversed the Circuit Court decision in favor 
of the plaintiffs. The decision required the 
City of Lansing to pay $7,932.94 plus in- 
terest to the plaintiffs. 


On November 19, 1970, the City filed an 
application for leave to appeal in the Su- 
preme Court of Michigan, which was denied 
on February 9, 1971. It is, therefore, the 
City’s obligation to pay $7,932.94 plus in- 
terest to the plaintiffs.

This proposed zoning change would not 
be consistent with the existing land use. 
The land use in this area consists of single 
and multiple family dwellings with the ex- 
ception of a service station located on the 
S.E. corner of the Logan-Ionia intersection. 
Although this is an older neighborhood, 
much of the housing is in fair to good con- 
dition. Commercial zoning of the site could 
adversely affect the residential homogenity 
of the neighborhood and its stability as a 
residential area. The Community Renewal 
Program Analysis recommends “Code En- 
forcement” with some “Rehabilitation” for 
this area. 
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This site is adjacent to the boundary 
(Logan Street) of the Central City Devel- 
opment Plan which was approved by the 
Planning Board and City Council. The 
Plan suggests that the area in the vicinity 
of the site (east of Logan) be developed 
with low-rise multiple dwellings. The 
Logan-Saginaw and Logan-Hillsdale inter- 
sections are proposed for commercial sites 
by this plan. These locations are similar 
to those recommended by the Generalized 
Land Use Master Plan. 


The vast residential area lying west of 
the site has many older and low-income 
residents who lack the means of transporta- 
tion to large commercial centers. 


It is not desirable to force pedestrians 
from this area to travel long distances and 
cross major intersections. The petitioner 
states that a neighborhood grocery on the 
subject site would be a convenience to 
older persons in the area. However, the 
Logan-Allegan intersection, which is three 
blocks south of the subject property, is the 
center of considerable amount of commer- 
cially zoned property. There is a neighbor- 
hood grocery among the commercial uses 
developed in this area. 


The above mentioned grocery store creates 
many traffic problems in this area due to 
lack of off-street parking and its location 
on a major north-south thoroughfare. In 
the opinion of the staff, similar traffie prob- 
lems would result if the subject site were 
used for commercial purposes. An increase 
in traffic on residentia] streets and street 
parking could result as well. 


The existing commercial building on this 
site contains a gross floor area of 1984 sq. 
ft. on the first floor alone. The standards 
in the new proposed zoning ordinance re- 
quires parking space for each 150 sq. ft. 
of usable floor space. This means at least 
13 spaces are required for this site. There 
is not adequate land area on the site to 
develop these spaces. The Board believes 
that parking is a critical short-coming of 
this site. 


It is further pointed out by the Planning 
Board that, conceivably, the necessity for 
development of Logan St. into a divided 
and enlarged cross town traffic artery would 
require the acquisition of this property for 
right of way purposes.

Subject to your approval the grant appli- 
cation accompanying this letter will be 
submitted to the Office of Highway Safety 
Planning, Department of State Police, State 
of Michigan. 


After review by that office, it will go to 
the U.S. Department of Transportation, 
Federal Highway Administration, National 
Highway Safety Bureau for further review 
and subsequent funding. The application is 
for revision and continuation of last years’ 
grant which has been operated since July 
1, 1969. This grant is being used to increase 
our Pedestrian Traffic Safety Program 
under the direction of Lieutenant Patrick 
E. Long. 


Last years’ grant made possible the pur- 
chase of a “Safety-Mobile”’ bus with asso- 
ciated audio-visual and office equipment. 
This bus will continue to receive much use 
as we move into the final grant year. It is 
pertinent to note here that with the con- 
clusion of the third year of the grant pro- 
gram on June 31, 1972, the City of Lansing 
will have received a total of $224,350.00 in 
federal funds for this project. These funds 
were matched on a 50/50 basis with in-kind 
contributions primarily salaries so that ad- 
ditional expenditures from the general fund 
has not been necessary in the past two years 
or in the coming grant year. With the addi- 
tional funds brought into the Police De- 
partment by this grant, Lieutenant Long’s 
School Safety staff and programs have been 
greatly increased and there now is begin- 
ning to appear a decrease in fatalities and 
total accidents involving youth. 


The Grant Application Review Committee 
has carefully reviewed the activities of the 
Police Department School Safety Bureau 
for the past two years as it has expanded 
its activities and recommends to the Board 
of Police Commissioners that they consider 
these grant activities a high priority func- 
tion and further that they consider seeking 
alternative methods of support of the pro- 
gram when the final grant period ends 
July 31, 1972. 


We find the revision and continuation 
grant application to be in proper order and 
recommend its submission.

HABITUAL OFFENDER: A minor who 
commits two (2) or more criminal acts. or 
four (4) or more moving traffic violations, 
within a twelve (12) month period.

(a) Whenever a minor shall be arrested 
or detained for the commission of any 
eriminal act within the City of Lan- 
sing, the parent of such minor shall be 
immediately notified by the Police De- 
partment advising the parent of such 
arrest or detention, the reason therefor 
and their responsibility under this or- 
dinance. 


(b) A record of such notifications shall be 
kept by the Lansing Police Department. 


Sec. 22B-3. 


(1) The parent of a habitual offender 
shall be deemed quilty of a misdemeanor. 


(2) It shall be unlawful for the parent 
of any minor to fail to exercise reasonable 
parental control which results in the minor 
committing any criminal act or to allow 
or encourage any minor to commit any 
criminal act or become delinquent, in ac- 
cordance with the Probate Code as it per- 
tains to juveniles.

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
March 16, 1971, recommended to the City 
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Council that the petition by the Mateer- 
Pentecost Development Company for an 
amendment to a community unit plan in 
the 2000 blk. of Forest Road (north side) 
be approved. 


The amendment proposes to reduce the 
density of the previously approved com- 
munity unit plan from 11 buildings with 
44 dwelling units, to 7 buildings with 28 
units. Off-street parking as shown on the 
submitted site plan consists of 66 spaces 
or 2 spaces per unit. The site contains 3.87 
acres, density is therefore approximately 7 
dwelling units per gross acre.

These approvals were contained 
in a resolution adopted on March 8, 1971, 
and a Cooperation Agreement dated Novem- 
ber 15, 1965, as amended on July 6, 1966. 


Section 402 of the Housing Act of 1954 
(PL-560, 83rd Congress) amending the 
Housing Act of 1937, as amended, provides 
that prior to the execution of an Annual 
Contributions Contract, the local Housing 
Commission shall notify the governing body 
of the locality of its estimate of the annual 
amount of payments in lieu of taxes which 
will be made for the project and of the 
amount of taxes which would be levied if 
the property were privately owned. 
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We estimate that the 1970 property taxes 
for this development if privately owned, 
would be $28,242.00, based on the 1970 tax 
rate.

The Lansing Housing Commission esti- 
mates that you will receive $3,356.00 per 
year in lieu of taxes for this development.

In accordance with the provisions of 
Section 8.2 of the City Charter, I am herein 
submitting my Second Annual Recommend- 
ed Budget for the Fiseal Year beginning 
July 1, 1971, The detail and supporting 
schedules covering recommended expendi- 
tures and revenues are attached to and are 
part of the basic document, as filed in the 
Office of the City Clerk. 


This Second Annual Recommended Bud- 
get is forwarded to you following the long- 
est and most detailed hearings and review, 
in recent history, of departmental requests, 
and of estimated income and expenditures. 
These were necessitated by unanticipated 
and non-controllable situations, which oc- 
cured during the past year and which have 
left your 1970-71 adopted budget in literal 
shambles, and have very badly affected the 
overall 1971-72 budget preparations. 


The “soft economy,’ coupled with major 
industrial strikes, and the substantial dol- 
lar losses resulting therefrom in State 
Shared Revenues and the City Income Tax, 
linked with large binding arbitration wage 
awards, major increases in hospitalization 
insurance and F.J.C.A. (Social Security) 
contributions, and fire department equip- 
ment losses, have created a financial prob- 
lem of extreme proportions. The net effect 
is that the City, through no fault of its 
own, is directly faced with great additional 
expenditures on one hand, and large reve- 
nue losses on the other, which total a 
minimum of $1,025,337!!! An explanation 
a these non-controllable losses is as fol- 
OWS : 


In the 1970-71 Budget, provisions were 
made for a 7 percent wage increase con- 
tingency for members of the Lansing Fire 
Department; thowever, under the Compul- 
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sory Arbitration Act of the State of Michi- 
gan, Fire-Fighters were given an increase 
of 13.5 percent, or $360,000 more than was 
budgeted. 


The unfortunate loss of a ladder truck 
in the North Lansing fire requires an outlay 
of $32,337 over and above the $56,163 which 
is expected to be covered by insurance. 


Fires of an extremely large nature have 
required an additional overtime outlay of 
$20,000. 


State of Michigan “shared revenues” are 
estimated to be down, from what was an- 
ticipated, by a minimum of $200,000. The 
State of Michigan “shared Income Tax” 
received this month totals only $52,321.33 
rather than the $135,000 anticipated. In 
part this is due to the recent automobile 
strike with its impact on income tax col- 
lections. In addition, the allocation reflects 
an adjustment for overpayments during 
1968 and 1969. These overpayments were 
disclosed by a reconciliation of those two 
year’s transactions completed by staffs of 
the Auditor General and Bureau of the 
Budget and the Departments of Adminis- 
tration and Treasury. 


As a result of the unusually soft economy 
being experienced Nationally, and the major 
industrial strikes just ended locally, $250,000 
is considered to be lost in Uniform Local 
Income Tax revenues—-and, these will not 
be recovered. 


Recently, the Carrier of the City em- 
Ployees hospital insurance has served notice 
of a $95,000 increase in premiums; and 


The United States Government has ad- 
vised that the City’s increased payment 
for F.I.C.A. (Social Security) for employees 
will approximate $68,000, more than the 
$292,000 which is already being contributed. 


In short, no city—Lansing or any other 
of our size—can be saddled in these troubled 
times of inflation with actual and known 
losses of $1,025,337 and still, in any way, 
expect to maintain the same low tax rate 
as was levied in the previous year. Dis- 
heartening, as the aforementioned, is the 
outlook for the economy; depressed and yet 
with predicted inflationary trends. This 
means that overall revenues are expected 
to be down by more than $325,000, in rela- 
tion to 1970-71 estimates, while costs will 
steadily increase. It is obvious that a 
realistic property tax increase is necessary, 
though very much unwanted, for the year 
1971-72, if we are to meet the unexpected 
and double-barreled revenue losses. 


The recommended budget provides for 
only $17,187,660 for all General City Oper- 
ations, and represents a drastic reduction 
of $1,653,179 in departmental appropriation 
requests. The total is $2,567 less than I 
recommended one year ago, and $570,298 
less than the Adjusted Budget of the City 
Council for the present Fiscal Year of 
1970-71, Almost without exception, each 
of the 35 departments is cut back below the 
appropriation level of last year’s Adjusted 
Budget. 
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Cut back in part, or in total, are various 
educationally oriented programs taken over 
by the Department of Parks and Recreation 
in the past from the Lansing School 
Board, including gym classes, performing 
arts, “after-school clubs,” story-telling, and 
square and round dancing instruction 
classes, and a number of others, As in my 
last recommended budget, I again propose 
the elimination of the Conservation Youth 
Corps, which you reinstated at a cost of 
$22,000 to assist 80 youngsters. An evalua- 
tion of this program discloses that there 
were twenty-three (23) Written Reprimands 
issued; thirteen (13) for Unexcused Ab- 
sence; nine (9) for Insubordination and 
one (1) for violation of safety rules. One 
discharge was issued, while three (3) more 
should have been according to the principle 
of “Progressive Discipline’ that is fol- 
fowed by this City. 


The Construction Wage Account is recom- 
mended to be slashed by $21,000; the Gen- 
eral Wage Account is cut by $20,000; Park 
Maintenance Wages by $8,300; Forestry 
Wages by $7,500; and Planting Wages by 
$6,000. 


Recommended for elimination is the so- 
called “Cadet Program” attached to the 
Fire Department at a requested cost of 
$6,000. Budget studies revealed that only 
one of the individuals would, if the oppor- 
tunity did present itself, join the Depart- 
ment. I deem this highly impractical at 
this time. 


In short, financial austerity has been 
exercised, as it relates to all departments. 
For example, the Planning Department has 
been cut back by $26,967; Personnel by 
$9,294; Probation by $15,000; Central 
Stores and Mailing by $28,300; Assessor by 
$10,828; Purchasing by $6,150; Sealer of 
Weights and Measures by $6,625 ; Relocation 
Redevelopment by $6,625; City Supported 
Activities by $222,182; Traffic by $1,025; 
and Public Service Department by $81,433. 


Eliminated in total is the Office of Pro- 
gram Coordinator. Involved is $29,200 and 
two (2) full-time positions, 


Slight built-in increases are recommend- 
ed for the City Attorney, Micro-Film, Ac- 
counting, Air Pollution Board, and the City 
Treasurer, The Fire Department increase 
totals $77,508; that of the Central City 
Garage is $149,672 and Data Processing, in 
accordance with your commitment to, and 
approval of this particular project in the 
past, totals $205,560. 


The largest single increase results from 
inescapable, fixed expenditures for general 
administrative employees, and policemen 
and firemen benefits, agreed to and pro- 
yided over the past years. These now total 
$3,864,400. This is an increase of $515,100 
over that appropriated by you for Fiscal 
1970-71. These ever-spiraling costs cover 
hospitalization, life insurance, F.I.C.A. 
(Social Security) Contributions and retire- 
ment pension costs. The City’s annual 
fixed retirement contributions alone now 
amount to $1,550,000; of this total, $1,050.- 
000 (up by $155,000 from 1970-71) must be 
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reserved and placed into the Policemen and 
Firemen Retirement Systems, and the bal- 
ance of $500,000 (up by $126,000 from 1970- 
71) must be contributed to the Employees’ 
Retirement System. A detailed “‘pie-graph” 
is attached to indicate other costs included 
in this budget account. 


Other increases, occurring as a result of 
various contracts negotiated over the past, 
include, Firemen’s Food Allowance, up to 
$35,100 from $25,750; Police Department 
allowances for clothing, shoes, boots, dry- 
cleaning, gun allowance, etc., totals $69,083. 


City employment presently stands at 
1,416 positions—this is a reduction of 68 
employees from one year ago, for a cut 
back of 4.5 percent. Please note, however, 
that the Demonstration Agency (Model 
Cities) has added 19 positions, during this 
same period, I recommend that the 32 pres- 
ent positions now being held in abeyance, 
due to the recent job moratorium, remain 
unfilled. This action alone will result in 
a savings of $446,752, minimum, I recom- 
mend further, that the job moratorium be 
extended to include 112 temporary and sea- 
sonal employees, ordinarily hired in the 
past. Not included would be those hired 
in conjunction with swimming, ice skating 
and others specifically provided for in this 
budget. This savings will exceed $90,000. 
Too, I urge, in behalf of a burdened tax- 
paying public, that the 30 seasonal laborers 
soon to be hired, for park preparation, be 
forestalled. 


The request by the Police Board for 14 
new civilian-type positions, with uniforms 
and equipment, at a cost of $103,941, is 
denied. 


Capital Improvements are not only a 
necessity, but a requirement, if Lansing is 
to move forward even in these trying and 
unsettled times. In the Capital Improve- 
ments Program, I am recommending an 
expenditure of $1,103,800, which is an in- 
crease of $202,900 over last year. In the 
interest of public health and safety, 
$250,000 is budgeted for the City’s portion 
of storm sewers, $40,000 for the comple- 
tion of the Master Sewer Plan, $90,000 for 
the Hillerest Drive Drain and $300,000 for 
the Weigman Drain projects. These alone 
will provide long overdue relief for well 
over 2,000 homes and a minimum of 8,000 
individuals. I look forward to the day 
when we totally eliminate the dreadful and 
unsanitary conditions of flooding base- 
ments and sewer backups. This part of 
the overall budget recommendations de- 
spite the large increase, is a major step 
forward, 


One of the outstanding services provided 
to City residents is that of ambulance runs 
in time of emergency. To continue this 
excellent service, I am recommending an 
expenditure of $20,000 for two (2) new 
ambulances to replace present ones; it is 
anticipated that the Federal Government 
will provide approximately $16,000 to com- 
plete the purchases. 


Presently, the scale for insurance runs 
from 0 to 10 with a “2 rating” being the 
lowest available for practical purposes ;

the lower the rating on the scale the lower 
the property insurance cost. Lansing has 
a “2 rating,” which is approximately the 
lowest in the Midwest. In comparison, East 
Lansing has an “8 rating,” while some 
surrounding areas hold a high “10 rating.” 
To Lansing homeowners and business firms 
our outstanding rating means an annual 
ne of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
ars. 


To insure the continuation of this im- 
portant rating, which is one of the lowest 
in the Midwest, I am recommending that 
$40,000 be expended, also, in the Capital 
Improvements Program for one additional 
new fire engine pumper. The engine will 
replace an outdated, 24 year old, under- 
eapacity piece of equipment. 


For our toddlers, whose love for animals 
is understandable, I am recommending that 
$9,000 be expended at Potter Park for the 
long talked about “Children’s Zoo.”’ This 
is in keeping with the program of the 
Friends of the Zoo Society and others who 
have expressed a willingness to greatly 
assist in funding. 


I am not recommending an expenditure 
of $80,000 as submitted by the Planning 
Department, for ‘“‘acquiring and rehabilitat- 
ing so-called non-conforming structures,” 
for later sale, theoretically, on the private 
market, 


As was pointed out, Lansing has gone 
through an unfortunate phase of unantici- 
pated and non-controllable situations, which 
have very seriously jeopardized its financial 
position, Basically, no Emergency Fund 
exists. I deem it highly essential and vital 
that such a fund be reestablished to meet 
unforeseen and non-predictable misfortunes 
which may strike the General Public. I 
recommend that a bare minimum of 
$300,000 be set aside in the Fiscal Year 
1971-72 to defray any costs which may 
occur at any time. 


The above-mentioned Emergency Fund 
requirement of $300,000, and the Estimated 
Revenue losses, which we must anticipate 
will be down by a minimum of $325,000 in 
1971-72 from last year, are the basic factors 
which increase my Recommended Budget 
over that of 1970-71. Prudent fiscal man- 
agement on your part in the year 1971-72 
can result in reestablishing a modest un- 
rt aaa surplus which does not now 
exist, 


In summary, I recommend the following 
fiscally responsible budget for 1971-72:

This represents an increased Budget 
Recommendation over last year. It repre- 
sents the lowest increase in 10 years, with 
the exception of one year. I would like to 
point out that from 1970 through 1972, my 
Budget Recommendations have only in- 
creased by $573,875 (an average of $286,937 
per year), as compared to the $1,795,741 
average inereases for the two previous 
years of 1968 and 1969, 


This total Recommended Budget of $20,- 
060,365 is $236,874 more than the Adjusted 
Budget of the City Council for the Fiscal 
Year 1970-71. The increase specifically is 
due to the already mentioned need for an 
Emergency Fund, anticipated losses in Esti- 
mated Revenues during the 1971-72 year, 
and those of last year. 


Accordingly, the 1971-72 tax rate per one 
thousand dollars of assessed valuation for 
the overall General Fund Operating Budget 
has been established at $10.36. To this 
must be added an additional $2.20 per one 
thousand dollars of assessed valuation for 
depositing in a segregated trust account to 
be used specifically for Voted Debt Retire- 
ment. The Voted Debt Retirement is an- 
other fixed cost and is $1,470,205 for 1971- 
72, alone. This represents a total tax rate 
of $12.56 per thousand for an increase of 
$2.14. 


Too, I strongly recommend that the one 
(1) percent Tax Collection Fee, previously 
imposed on taxpayers be eliminated. 


My Recommended Budget is consistent 
with overall economic conditions and realis- 
tic future needs of the City. If it were not 
for revenue losses beyond human control, 
the total dollar tax need would be estab- 
lished at $1.1 million (minimum) less than 
the present budget level. This almost coin- 
cides, too, with the estimated annual reve- 
nue return the City of Lansing could ex- 
pect if the Federal Tax Sharing Plan now 
before the United States Congress were to 
be adopted. The Federal Tax Sharing Plan 
would annually return an_ estimated 
$1,025,735 to our community—certainly it 
would require the realignment of priorities 
at the Federal level, but it could eliminate 
major local tax increases. I recommend 
that this proposal be supported by you in 
resolution form.

Each year more than one million service- 
men and women complete their military 
service in the Armed Forces and return to 
civilian life. Perhaps one-fourth will re- 
turn to school. but most will enter the Na- 
tion’s civilian employment market. Many 
of these young men and women completing 
military service will be seeking their first 
significant job. Others who have recently 
served may be seeking better opportunities. 


This is a crucial period especially for the 
Vietnam-era veteran. Most are in the 20-24 
age group where the labor market is par- 
ticularly tight. About 30 percent are mar- 
ried; many of them with more than one 
dependent. Many in this group do not 
have enough money to participate in long- 
range training programs or to attend col- 
lege. They must seek work. Others who 
have been in military pursuits which trained 
them solely for combat missions, do not 
have, directly, marketable skills and find 
themselves handicapped by the lack of job- 
related experience. Still others, perhaps 
the greatest number, want to utilize tech- 
nical skills acquired in the Armed Forces 
but do not always know where to turn 
for professional counseling, placement as- 
sistance, and jobs. And, there are also 
those returning veterans with special] prob- 
lems— the nearly 20 percent with less than 
a high school education and 10 percent who 
belong to minority groups. 


Lansing and the Greater Lansing Area 
have their share of veterans returned or 
returning. There is a need to widen em- 
ployment opportunities for them and to 
improve ways of channeling them into job 
training or job counseling programs offered 
throughout this or any other area. 


President Richard Nixon has requested 
assistance from my office in a Jobs For 
Veterans program in the Greater Lansing 
Area. Working in conjunction with the 
Michigan Employment Securities Commis- 
sion and the United States Department of 
Labor, I am: 
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A.) Proclaiming 1971 as “Jobs For Veter- 
ans Year In Lansing,” (see attached), 
the intent being to focus upon the need 
for employment of these returning ser- 
vicemen and women with all public 
and private employers in the Greater 
Lansing Area, and 


B.) In the very near future, apointing a 
Jobs for Veterans Task Force, the tar- 
get being to improve employment op- 
portunities for all veterans, with a spe- 
cial emphasis on the problem of the 
disadvantaged veteran. 


There will be no effort to impose quotas 
or solicit pledges from employers to hire 
specific numbers of veterans. What I will 
seek is a true, local commitment to assure 
that the returning serviceman gets a fair 
shake in the labor market; to mobilize the 
area’s conscience and energies in behalf 
of the veteran and to foster action programs 
in this and surrounding communities to 
open job opportunities for all who have 
served. 


I am pleased to report that the Michigan 
Employment Securities Commission is now 
creating a special Veteran’s Empolyment 
Unit for the Greater Lansing Area which 
is to be the first of its kind outside of the 
Detroit Area. In conjunction, it is creat- 
ing a Job Bank, which will involve the 
taking of job orders from throughout Cen- 
tral Michigan and then by key punch and 
magnetic tapes will distribute these coor- 
dinated requests to local MESC offices with- 
in 24 hours. A Control Center will assure 
that no duplications will be involved, The 
Jobs For Veterans Task Force certainly 
will be requested to work closely with the 
Michigan Employment Securities Commis- 
sion,

As I prepare to respond to the accusa- 
tions contained in your letter of March 
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28th, I cannot help but refiect on your ap- 
parent inability to relate to people on a 
high level of integrity. 


In an attempt to reduce my response to 
your level of understanding, I shall func- 
tion in accordance with your game plan. 
T shail, therefore, release this communica- 
tion to the media prior to delivering it to 
you for this seems to be the way you prefer 
to function. 


Mr. Mayor, you are on a witch hunt. 


I am aware of, and I hope the citizens of 
Lansing will soon come to recognize your 
apparent need for publicity regardless of 
consequences, I would predict that if you 
were given a choice of personal publicity 
or service to the community, you would 
undoubtedly choose personal publicity. 


Lansing is presently under consideration 
for inclusion in the Model Cities Planned 
Variations concept. This concept could 
conceivably produce $10,000,000 a year in 
federal revenue to this community. It is 
difficult for me to understand how our con- 
gressional delegation can be working so 
diligently to have Lansing selected when 
our own Mayor constantly participates in 
actions that could jeopardize the City’s 
designation; unless, of course, it is your 
desire to shut off these sources of federal 
funding so that you could justify an even 
larger tax increase for the people of Lan- 
sing. 


Let me now attempt to deal point by 
point with your letter. This is difficult to 
do since the letter does not follow a logical 
sequence in its shot gun approach and also 
because it borders on the incoherent. 


There seems to be twelve main points to 
deal with. I shall deal with them in order. 


1. My delay in answering your letter of 
February 19, 1971. 


This letter was not mailed to my home 
address but instead, for reasons I fail to 
understand, was sent to the City Demon- 
stration Agency, where it was placed on 
the Model Cities Director’s desk who was 
on vacation. I did not see the letter until 
ig? a in March. I responded by March 
15, 1971. 


2. The ability of the Mayor to ignore 
Model Cities. 


I am not entirely clear here whether you 
are complaining or bragging. 


You indicate that Model Cities has a 
staff of 19 persons and the Mayor’s office 
has a staff of four. Model Cities adminis- 
ters a direct budget of $1,873,000 ($98,578 
per employee). Your department adminis- 
ters a direct budget of $64,300 ($16,070 per 
employee). If this is an indication that 
the Mayor’s department is overstaffed, I 
would be inclined to agree with you. 


You complain about the number of meet- 
ings you have taken part in. Let me re- 
mind you that you became a candidate for 
Mayor by choice—you were not obligated 
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to seek the office. If you feel incapable of 
dealing with the responsibilities of the 
office, let me remind you that resignations 
are still permissible. 


8. Your delay on Model Cities appoint- 
ments. 


Your attempt to justify your delay by 
claiming you made the appointments within 
five days after the signing of the contract 
appears to be an attempt on your part to 
cover up your inefficiency. 


Here is the truth. 


Lansing was issued a HUD Letter to 
Proceed in late 1968. The Model Cities 
Director was hired and the City began to 
set up the Model Cities organization. Dur- 
ing late March and early April of 1969 the 
Model Cities Policy Board was formed and 
we were prepared to proceed with the plan- 
ning activity. Late in April, you were re- 
quested to make these task force appoint- 
ments, You failed to do so, by your own 
admission, until July 7, 1969, a delay of 
more than two months. 


4, Resolution of the Policy Board. 


Here you quote from a resolution of the 
Policy Board in which the Board would 
recommend a candidate for the position of 
Model Cities Director and the Director 
would then be appointed by the City Coun- 
cil. This resolution then further provided 
for the Board’s recommending task force 
appointments to the City Council. 


You indicated the City Attorney ruled 
this resolution was not legal. 


I cannot believe that you are not aware 
that the Ctiy Council subsequently required 
their confirmation on the appointment of 
the CDA Director and the appointment of 
task force members was made the respon- 
sibility of the Policy Board. 


The resolution you castigate actually no 
longer exists. 


5. An apparent slight to Model Cities. 


It is interesting to learn that the blame 
for your failure to include Model Cities 
representatives on tours of the model neigh- 
borhood has been shifted to the federal 
government, It would have been nice if 
this information had been communicated 
to us at the time rather than waiting a 
year for the response. 


6. Conflict of Interest. 


I do not agree that a conflict of interest 
existed in regard to the Communication 
Skills Academy for there was no personal 
gain involved but merely an offer to pro- 
vide service to the citizens of this com- 
munity. If you were really concerned with 
conflict of interest you could have raised 
this question at any point along the ap- 
proval process. Instead you chose to wait 
until after the contract had been approved 
by City Council, apparently so that you 
could benefit from the additional publicity. 
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7. Model Cities Salaries. 


Mode! Cities salaries have been estab- 
lished through proper personnel procedures 
of the City. Work in City departments 
varies and consequently the comparison 
which you attempt cannot be properly made 
because of differences in the responsibili- 
ties and abilities required. 


Let me apply your peculiar logic to an- 
other situation. The Governor of the State 
of Michigan heads an organization that ad- 
ministers to a population of many million 
for which he receives a salary of $40,000. 
The Mayor of the City of Lansing answers 
to a population of 180,000 for which he 
receives a salary of $25,000. Following the 
logic in your letter, the Mayor of the City 
of Lansing is overpaid. 


8. Quotation from the Contract for Plan- 
ning Grant. 


It is good to know you have seen the 
quotation from the contract which says: 


(1) No member of the agency’s goy- 
erning body or of the governing body 
of the locality and, (2) no official or 
employee of the Agency or of the 
locality or any other person who exer- 
cises any functions or responsibilities 
in connection with the Program, (a) 
may be admitted, directly or indirectly, 
to any share or any part of this Con- 
tract or to any benefit to arise from 
the same... .” 


I am pleased to see you understand this 
portion of the contract for we have not, at 
any time, proposed a contract where any 
person would receive any benefit. 


Since you demonstrate familiarity with 
the HUD contract and HUD guidelines, I 
am certain you are also aware that HUD 
did in fact, anticipate that CDA employees 
and Model Cities citizens would in some 
instances be participating on the boards of 
directors of the operating agencies. 


If you are not familiar with this guide- 
line, let me draw your attention to CDA 
Letter No. 10 D. 


“b, Membership on Operating Boards. 
Not more than one CDA staff member 
and not more than one member of the 
central policy body of the citizen par- 
ticipation structure shall serve as a 
board member of any operating agency. 
Not more than one-third (1/8) of the 
board members of an operating agency 
shall be appointed by the CDA staff or 
the central policy board of the CP 
structure, (Additional Model Neighbor- 
hood residents may be appointed by 
other means.) These restrictions also 
apply to elected or formerly appointed 
members of neighborhood councils or 
other groups which, under the city’s 
citizen participation system, are sype- 
cifically authorized or invited to de- 
velop recommendations on or review 
Comprehensive City Demonstration pro- 
grams as a whole, or develop recom- 
mendations on or review allocation of 
resources on a program-wide basis.” 
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To put it simply, Model Cities Policy Board 
members, CDA employees and Model Cities 
citizens can and do serve on the boards of 
operating agencies, 


9. Your request for certain information 
relative to the Westside News. 


Your requests for information relative to 
the Westside News have been received by 
the CDA office. Since it is not our present 
intention to seek approval of this project, 
we concluded that the information was no 
longer pertinent. 


10. Direction of Employees, 


I am well aware of the responsibility of 
the Policy Board and the line of supervision 
for the City Demonstration Agency staff. 
I have not attempted to give direction to 
the staff. I have on occasion requested that 
certain policies be implemented. 


11. Structure of the Policy Board. 


The Policy Board has been structured by 
Ordinance adopted by City Council and I 
am not about to question the wisdom of 
or the legality of the Council in that action. 
It is sufficient for me that the City Council 
has been in active participation and the 
program has been functioning for two 
years under this Ordinance. 


In regard to Mr. Froh’s membership on 
the Policy Board, again, I must remind 
you that Mr. Froh was appointed to the 
Board by the City Council and I have no 
responsibility in this matter. 


12. Your charge of fraud, 


Here is another example of an apparent 
desire for personal publicity. You would 
have people believe that Model Cities has 
falsified some data. 


I am sure that you understand that the 
application to which you make reference 
was prepared in April, 1968. 


The Model Cities Director was not hired 
until December, 1968, and the Policy Board 
did not become operational until April in 
1969. 


The application to which you make refer- 
ence was prepared by the City of Lan- 
sing. What you are suggesting is that the 
City of Lansing, as represented by City 
Council, did prepare a fraudulent applica- 
tion. 


Let me now deal with the specific data 
to which you make reference. Since I had 
no part in the preparation of the applica- 
tion, I can only refer to the application 
for my information. 


The 1968 application did not state as you 
indicate in your letter, “. . . the City of 
Lansing as being in a deplorable health 
condition with 147 infant deaths per 1,000 
live births.” 


The 1968 application did say, ‘‘This stady 
found that in housing described as poor, the 
infant mortality rate was 147 per thousand 
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or six simes higher than the State aver- 
age.” 


In the statistical tables in that same 
application the City-wide infant mortality 
rate per thousand live births was listed 
as 20.7, where the infant deaths per thou- 
sand live births in the model neighborhood 
was listed as 30.4. 


How do you justify your accusations 
when faced with these facts? 


You have further been quoted as indicat- 
ing that you are considering calling for a 
grand jury to investigate fraud. 


Just in case you do not understand the 
proper powers and limitations of your office 
—You may petition for one... if a crime 
has been committed by an unknown person 
or persons, You also can go to the prose- 
cutor and ask for a warrant of criminal 
fraud if you desire. If you feel fraud has 
been committed you should take such 
action, 


You also quote from a communication 
from a MSU professor. 


Now really Mr. Graves, I cannot possibly 
accept responsibility for material generated 
by the University. 


Let me now arrive at the two specific 
questions to which you have requested a 
reply. 


“(1) Who in the City of Lansing was 
responsible for directing the activities lead- 
ing up to and the preparation of the 1968 
Grant Application for Model Cities?” 


Mr. Mayor, since I was not involved in 
the Model Cities operations until approxi- 
mately one year after the application to 
which you refer was prepared, I cannot 
possibly answer that question. I would 
suggest that you check within the City 
structure to determine how the City pre- 
pared the application filed in 1968. 


(2) Please substantiate, in detail, the 
basis for the Infant Mortality Rate of 147 
used in the Grant Application in 1968.” 


I cannot substantiate the data that you 
quote for the following reasons: 


(1) You have improperly quoted the 
data. 


(2) When you determine who prepared 
the application for the City, you may then 
be able to verify the data source. 


I can state positively that the data from 
the statistical profile accompanying our 
application for funds for the First Year 
Action Plan were correct and were accepted 
by the Housing and Urban Development 
Department.

The Mayor’s Metro Committee on Traffic 
Safety has been operating at full strength 
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for more than one year. Progress is being 
made, but certainly there is much more to 
be accomplished. 


Statistics from the Ingham County Sher- 
iff’s Department reveals the following for 
ae fe two months of 1971 as compared 
o 1970: 


(1) Total accidents are up 40, from 387 
to 427; 


(2) Property damage accidents are up 12, 
from 296 to 308; 


(3) Personal injury aecidents are up 29, 
from 89 to 118; and 


(4) Persons injured are up 238, from 146 
to 169. 


The total cost of accidents for the first 
two months of 1971, based on the formula 
‘i the National Safety Council, is as fol- 
OWS:

This is an increase of $59,820.00. 


The Lansing Police Department reports 
that accidents for the year are down, but 
those of the month of February reveal: 


(1) Fg accidents are up 29, from 599 
5 ei 


(2) Property damage accidents are up 
28, from 468 to 496; and 


(8) Personal injury accidents are up 3, 
from 129 to 182. 


Pedestrian accidents jumped 7, from 8 
to 15. 


The cost of property damage accidents 
through February for 1971, totals $323,850 
and personal injury accidents totals 
$592,200, 


The figures for March will be forth- 
coming at the upcoming monthly meeting. 
However, it is evident that accidents are 
costly to property and person. Commencing 
this week, 16 motorcycles of the Traffic 
Division will patrol City streets. Likewise, 
with warming weather, motorists will be 
traveling more and possibly at higher 
speeds. In conjunction, more youngsters 
will soon be greeting the weather with ad- 
ditional time at outside play. The com- 
bination usually results in problems, There- 
fore, it is imperative that a “crackdown” 
on speeding be fully supported by the 
citizenry, and I openly request it—cer- 
tainly, those who are apprehended in viola- 
tion may express their discomfort, but, in 
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the long run, the whole City will be better 
for it.

Dear Mr. Mayor Pro-Tem and 
Council Members: 


Annually the Federal Government draws 
substantial tax dollars from local indus- 
tries, businesses and residents for the sup- 
port of the Nation and untold numbers of 
programs. Some of the programs, to be 
_ are vital—but, others are question- 
able. 


In 1969, all units of government in these 
United States—Federal, State and locai— 
collected $223 billion in taxes. The 50 
States and the thousands of cities, counties 
and townships operated on 85 percent of 
this total, while the Federal Government, 
in comparison, operated alone on 65 per- 
cent. Of the $136 billion collected in Fed- 
eral, State and local income taxes all over 
the Nation, only $ percent was collected 
to operate the governmental agencies of 
all the States and local units of govern- 
ment. The Federal Government usurped 91 
Percent. 


Cities and their surrounding govern- 
mental units are in great financial need 
if pressing problems are to be met—and, 
it is here at the local level that the prob- 
lems of today exist. Local government can 
no longer exist on the regressive and out- 
dated property tax and the local uniform, 
limited income tax, because of the mount- 
ing problems and costs on one hand and 
the burdened tax base as structured. 


I feel it is imperative that the Federal 
Government rearrange its priorities and 
refund tax dollars back to local units of 
government, This proposal would help pro- 
vide the needed funds which are abso- 
lutely essential if local governments are to 
exist; such a proposal would eliminate the 
need for some of the huge and costly fed- 
eral bureaucracy, which currently operates ; 
and, such a program will permit local 
leaders to determine the needs of their 
communities and to make proper usage 
of such funds. 


Basically, too, this was the consensus 
of opinion of a number of other local offi- 
cials meeting last week with Governor 
Willaim G. Milliken. 
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Under the proposal being discussed, Lan- 
sing’s first annual return would amount to 
$1,954,871; that of East Lansing would be 
$235,249; Mason would be $36,853; and 
Ingham County $1,045,785. 


In the State of the City Message for- 
warded to you in early January, I pointed 
out the financial difficulties being faced by 
city after city, not only in Michigan, but 
in all states of the Union. In my Annual 
Budget Recommendations Message sent to 
you recently, I urged your support of the 
Special Federal Tax Sharing Plan now be- 
ing discussed in the Nation’s Capitol. I 
again request your support in this matter.

The Lansing Planning Board and the 
Community Renewal Program Coordinating 
Committee have reviewed and approved the 
submission of an amendatory application 
to the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development for the City’s Community Re- 
newal Program (Mich.

The two elements of this amendatory ap- 
plication include: 1) expansion of the scale 
of activity and budget; and 2) expansion 
of the time required to complete the CRP 
studies. 


The first element reflects the more in- 
formation made available through the ini- 
tial efforts of the current CRP regarding 
the housing problems in the community and 
current estimates of information sources 
required to carry out the existing CRP.

$10,000. This $10,000 City cost will consist 
of existing staff committed to CRP studies. 


The second element of the aplication is a 
request to extend the time requirements 
from April 1972 to October 1972. This is 
necessary because of the delays in accom- 
plishing the CRP objectives resulting from 
the time expended for forming a regional 
housing consortium and the operation delay 
in the HUD office movement from Chicago 
to Detroit.

April 6, 1971, reeommended that the peti- 
tion by Better Properties, Inc., to rezone 
property at the Northwest corner of South 
Cedar Street and Miller Road from E-2 
Drive-in Shop and D-M Multiple Dwelling 
Districts to F Commercial District be 
denied, 


At present, the subject property is not in 
use, and the abandoned buildings contribute 
to the overall blighted character of the en- 
tire triangular-shaped block. The redevel- 
opment of these blighted areas is a difficult 
problem which requires sound land use 
planning and careful control of development 
activities, 


While the Board believes that the re- 
zoning of this property may be reasonable, 
the proposed zoning and development plan 
has several drawbacks. First, the plan in- 
cludes 4,000 square feet of usuable floor 
area in the commercial shops. Using the 
parking ratio of one space for each 110 
feet of fioor area, 36 parking spaces would 
be required. The plan allows for only 27, 
or 25% less than required. 


Secondly, the proposed plan is based upon 
the existing 66 feet right-of-way of Miller 
Road. However, revisions to the Master 
Plan designate Miller as a major arterial 
which would have a minimum right-of-way 
of 100 feet. The Capital Improvements Pro- 
gram calls for the widening of the road by 
1977, and the Traffic Department advises 
that five lanes (including a center turn 
lane) will be needed, This future widening 
will necessitate acquiring 17 feet of addi- 
tional right-of-way on both sides of Miller 
in areas already platted. As a result, the 
subject property would lose approximately 
16% of its existing land area. 


Finally, the Board believes that the site 
is too small for the type of use proposed, 
and this is reflected in the parking shortage. 
The inclusion of the service station will, 
furthermore, add to the traffic problems at 
an intersection already seriously congested. 
In general, the proposed plan attempts to 
overload the site. particularly in view of 
the plans to widen Miller Road, and the 
Board cannot recommend any reasonable 
commercial use which would not face the 
Same problems. 


The Board believes that a new approach 
to the development of the property should 
be taken wherein additional land would be 
assembled and multiple dwellings erected 
on the total package with access from Kay- 
north Road only. In this way, traffic con- 
gestion could be reduced instead of in- 
creased, the residential properties across 
Miller Road would not face commercial 
development, and the multiple dwelling 
would provide a buffer between the exist- 
ing commercial operations and single fam- 
ily residences.

A Consumers Power Company right-of-way 
lies immediately south of the lots in ques- 
tion. To the south of this right-of-way, a 
large parcel of property presently zoned 
“C-2” family lies to the rear of the site. 


Because of the ususual depth of these 
lots, 60 ft. x 220 ft., there would be an 
unusual amount of land remaining in an 
undeveloped state if these lots were used 
for single family purposes, Allowing du- 
plexes to be constructed on this parcel 
would provide for maximum utilization of 
lots of unusual depth. 


Since there already is a certain amount 
of “C-2” family zoning to the north and 
south of the property in question, a prece- 
dent would not be created by granting this 
petition.

This proposed zoning change would not 
be contrary to the established land use pat- 
tern which is predominantly single family 
residential. The “B” Residential District 
permits churches, libraries, public centers 
and uses allowed in the “A” District. Com- 
munity service type uses such as the pro- 
posed church rarely cause adverse effects 
on surrounding property. 


The new proposed zoning ordinance would 
require one parking space for each six 
seats or ten linear feet of pews in the main 
unit of worship. The proposed church will 
have a seating capacity of approximately 
300. The new ordinance would require 50 
parking spaces. The plot plan submitted 
indicates that sixty-four (64) parking 
spaces ten feet wide and twenty feet long 
could be accommodated on the site. The 
plot plan was the basis of the “J” Parking 
recommendation by the Planning Board. 


A standard requirement of the new ordi- 
nance is that church sites be located so as 
to have one property line abutting a road 
designated as a major or minor arterial and 
that all ingress and egress to the site be di- 
rectly onto said major thoroughfare or a 
marginal access service drive thereof. The 
plot plan shows two service drives with 
ingress and egress on Washington Avenue 
which is a minor arterial. 


The land occupied by the Hilliard Drain 
could provide for public access to the rear 
of the church site. Such a street would 
allow the development of land in the area 
which could not otherwise be developed with 
single-family homes. The Board believes 
that the proposed church would not adverse- 
ly effect the future development of the area 
around the Hilliard Drain.

denied. 


Each lot is approximately 10,000 square 
feet. There are 13 lots involved in the re- 
zoning request. All of these lots front on 
Coolidge Road. 


Coolidge Road is a residential collector 
street with comparatively high traffic vol- 
umes. The Master Plans for the cities of 
Lansing and East Lansing project Coolidge 
Road as either a major or minor arterial. 
The Board felt that the creation of a higher 
density residential area would impose addi- 
tional traffic on an already heavily traveled 
arterial. 


Predominate land use in the immediate 
vicinity is single family homes and the 
Board was of the opinion that the character 
of the area should be retained as a single 
family district. 


Vacant land lies to the east of the prop- 
erties in question and this is located within 
the corporate limits of the City of East 
Lansing. The East Lansing Planning De- 
partment, after being contacted by the 
Lansing Planning Department, communi- 
cated that they had no objection to the 
proposed rezoning. 


Eight individuals from the Frandor Hills 
and Frandor Hills No. 1 Subdivisions spoke 
in opposition to the rezoning request. There 
were also several letters stating opposition 
to ‘‘C-2” family zoning in this area. 


The recommendation of the Planning 
Board that this petition be denied was by 
unanimous vote. 


A petition containing nine (9) names was 
presented in opposition.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
April 6, 1971, recommended that the peti- 
tion by Boron Oil Company to rezone prop- 
erty at the northeast corner of South Penn- 
sylvania Avenue and East Kalamazoo Street 
from D-M Multiple Dwelling District to 
E-2 Drive-in Shop District be denied. 
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In March 1969, Boron Oil Company filed 
an identical petition on this property which 
the City Council denied (7-1) on October 
20, 1969. The Board sees no significant 
change in the area since that time and can 
find no reason to recommend approval now. 


At present there are three other gaso- 
line service stations located at this inter- 
section, and the construction of a fourth 
offers no major benefit to the residents of 
the local area or the city. The economic 
viability of the proposed station is also 
questionable. Only one of the three exist- 
ing stations (on the southeast corner) has 
been in continuous operation since built. 
The two stations on the west side of Penn- 
sylvania have changed hands several times 
and have other stood vacant, sometimes as 
long as several months. 


The existing stations already exert severe 
blighting influences on the surrounding 
properties, and additional traffic conflicts 
are bound to result regardless of any addi- 
tional roadway which may be provided. 


The granting of this petition, in the 
Board’s opinion. can only add to the in- 
stability of the neighborhood and encourage 
further demands for rezoning, particularly 
along Kalamazoo Street. 


This recommendation was by unanimous 
vote.

The Board also believed that the develop- 
ment of the property into single family 
residences would be highly incompatable 
with pre-established land use patterns, The 
change of the westerly portion of this prop-

The Planning Department analysis and 
report on this petition also recommended 
approval of the rezoning.

The Planning Board at its meeting on 
April 6, 1971 recommended that the petition 
by Lester G. Murphy be denied as filed and 
that the property be rezoned “DM:1’ Mul- 
tiple Dwelling District. 


The petitioner proposes to continue the 
existing four family use on the property. 
A similar request was made for the property 
north of the site at 621 North Walnut. 
Council rezoned this parcel to “DM” in 
1964, and did not concur with the recom- 
mendation of the Planning Board. This 
zoning established a precedent for multiple 
zoning in the area. Multiple land use is 
established by the illegal conversions in the 
area such as exist on the subject site. 


The subject site is 10,890 sq. ft. in area. 
The possibility that the site will be rede- 
veloped with a higher density is a cause 
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for concern. A high density development 
could hinder the redevelopment of other 
parcels in this block. The Board believes 
that redevelopment in large parcels should 
be encouraged as opposed to isolated and 
uncoordinated development of small parcels. 


This area is designated for two story 
townhouse type multiple dwellings by the 
Central City Development Plan. The plan 
indicates a desired density of 8 to 20 dwell- 
ing units per acre. In view of the Central 
City Plan, “DM:1” multiple dwelling dis- 
trict is the zoning classification recom- 
mended for the site, The requested zoning 
would be contrary to the Central City Plan 
and would allow development at a density 
out of character with the surrounding prop- 
erty. The Central City Plan which was ap- 
proved by the Planning Board and adopted 
by the Council as official policy, is repre- 
sentative of a master plan for the central 
city area.

The Planning Board at the April 6th 
meeting recommended that the request by 
the Granger Construction Company for 
Chris Baryames, Charles Baryames, and 
Dr. Samuel O. Mallory to reduce the re- 
quired off-street parking for the proposed 
commercial shopping center located at the 
southwest corner of Waverly and Holmes 
Road be granted. 


The site under consideration is zoned 
“F” commercial, is vacant, and contains 
approximately 10 acres. 


Land use in the vicinity consists of an 
apartment complex to the west, single fam- 
ily to the south and east, and a proposed 
townhouse complex to the north. There are 
presently two service stations off the north- 
east corner of the property. 


The site under consideration was rezoned 
to “F’ commercial by action of the City 
Council on June 14, 1965 with the condition 
that, when development occurred, there be 
provided a 4:1 parking ratio (4 sq. ft. of 
parking. for each 1 sq. ft. of commercial 
floor space). E 


APRIL 12, 1971 


The Board has researched this matter as 
it relates to the proposed Zoning Code and 
other developed centers in the Lansing 
area and Detroit area, and the following is 
a summary of this research. 


Vilican Leman proposed ordinance re- 
quires that useable floor space divided by 
90 should indicate required number of park- 
ing spaces. Comparison with available 
knowledge about local and Detroit area 
centers indicates that this is about 20% 
high. A number of centers are operating 
successfully that have parking spaces equiv- 
alent to useable space divided by 110. 


Therefore—the standard requirement of 
the Planning office in designing shopping 
centers will be useable area divided by 110. 


Floor area. Useable—(for the purpose of 
computing parking) ; is that area used for 
or intended to be used for sale of mer- 
chandise or services, or for use to serve 
patrons, clients or customers. Such floor 
area which is used or intended te be used 
principally for the storage or processing of 
merchandise, hallways, stairways and ele- 
vator shafts or for utilities or sanitary fa- 
cilities, shall be excluded from the compu- 
tation of ‘useable floor area.” Measurement 
of useable floor area shall be the sum of 
the horizontal areas of the several floors 
of the building, measured from the interior 
face of the exterior walls. 


Summary of Research and Analysis— 
Fourteen local shopping centers were ex- 
amined. Nine were found to have less than 
the amount required by the Vilican Leman 
formula (use + 90). Eighteen Detroit area 
centers were selected at random for com- 
parison. Nine failed to measure up to the 
formula proposed. 


Looking closer at the Lansing area, field 
observation revealed that those centers that 
had twenty percent or more less than the 
Vilican proposal were not hampered in their 
operation. Those that had more than the 
Vilican proposed minimum were in the 
main, centers that had excess land yet to 
be developed into useable floor space. 


Based on the foregoing analysis and re- 
port, the Board would submit the following 
example for computing the off-street park- 
ing for this proposed center. 


Leasable Floor Area 104,262 


Less 25% of leasable floor area = 78,197 
usable floor space. 


78,197 + 110 = 711 parking spaces re- 
quired, 


The Plan submitted indicated 752 parking 
spaces or an excess of 41 spaces over the 
proposed minimum requirements. 


The Board believes that the request to 
reduce the off-street parking as shown on 
the site plan submitted is justified, and 
would further recommend that the points 
of ingress and egress along Waverly Road 
be resolved prior to construction. We refer 
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here to the possible conflict points with 
Glenbrook Drive. 


The Planning Board recommend that the 
reduction in parking be granted, in accord 
with the site plan submitted. 


This recommendation was by unanimous 
vote.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding a new subsection (27) 
to Section 27-1, amend Section 27-6, repeal 
Section 27-18 and add new Section 27-18, 
amend Section 27-19 by deleting subsection 
(8) and adding new subsections (8), (11) 
and (12) and by amending Section 27-22 
of Article I of Chapter 27, to read as 
follows: 


Sec. 27-1. Definitions. 


As used in this chapter the following 
terms shall have the meanings ascribed to 
them, respectively: 


(1) Sanitary sewage shall mean the 
liquid or water-carried waste discharged 
from the sanitary conveniences of dwellings 
(including apartment houses and hotels), 
office buildings, factories or institutions. 


(2) Storm water shall mean that part 
of the rainfall or melted snow which 
reaches the sewers as runoff from natural 
land surface, building roofs or pavements, 
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or as ground water infiltration or uneon- 
taminated industrial wastes. 


(3) Industrial wastes shall mean liquid 
wastes, solids or semi-solids from industrial 
processes as distinct from sanitary sewage. 


(4) Uncontaminated industrial wastes 
shall mean waste water which has not come 
into contact with any substances used in 
or incidental to industrial processing opera- 
tions. 


(5) Sewage shall mean any combination 
of sanitary sewage, storm water, industrial 
wastes and uncontaminated  indusirial 
wastes, or any of them, 


_ (6) Sewerage works shall mean all facili- 
ties for collecting, pumping, treating and 
disposing of sewage. 


(1) Sewage treatment plant shal] mean 
any arrangement of devices and structures 
used for treating sewage. 


(8) Private sewage disposal system shall 
mean any septic tank, cesspool or other 
facilities intended or used for the disposal 
of sanitary sewage. 


(9) Sewer shall mean any pipe, tile, tube 
or conduit for carrying sewage. 


(10) Sanitary sewer shal] mean a sewer 
which carries sanitary sewage and indus- 
trial waste or either of them and to which 
storm water is not intentionally admitted. 


(11) Storm sewer or storm drain shall 
mean a sewer which carries storm water 
and uncontaminated industrial wastes, or 
either of them. 


(12) Combined sewer shall mean a sewer 
receiving sewage. 


(13) Public sewer shall mean a sewer in 
which all owners of abutting property have 
equal rights and which is controlled by 
public authority. 


(14) Building drain shall mean that part 
of the lowest horizontal piping of a drain- 
age system which receives the discharge 
from soil, waste and other drain pipes in- 
side the walls of the building and conveys 
it to the building sewer. 


(16) Building sewer shall mean the 
sewer that connects the building drain to 
the public sewer or other place of dis- 
posal and conveys the sewage of but one 
building. 


(16) Natural outlet shall mean any 
water course, pond, ditch, lake or any other 
body of water, either surface or ground. 


(17) Watercourse shal] mean an open 
channel, either natural or artificial, in 
which a flow of water occurs, either con- 
tinuously or intermittently. 


(18)* Garbage shall mean solid wastes 
from the preparation, cooking, and_ dis- 
pensing of food, and from the handling, 
storage, processing and sale of produce. 
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(19) Properly shredded garbage shall 
mean garbage that has been cut or shredded 
to such a degree that all particles will be 
carried freely under flow conditions nor- 
mally prevailing in public sewers, with no 
particle greater than one-half of an inch 
in any dimension. 


(20) B.O.D. (denoting biochemical oxy- 
gen demand) shall mean the quantity of 
oxygen utilized in the biochemical oxida- 
tion of organic matter under standard 
laboratory procedure in five days at twenty 
degrees centigrade, expressed in parts by 
million by weight. 


(21) pH shall mean the logarithm of 
the reciprocal of the weight of hydrogen- 
ions in grams per liter of solution. 


22) Suspended solids shal] mean the 
solids that either float on the surface of, 
or are suspended in water, sewage or 
other liquids, and which are removable by 
laboratory filtering. 


(22.1) Precipitable solids are those solids 
precipitated out of solution when the pH 
of this industrial wastes or sewage is ad- 
justed to 7.0 at a temperature of twenty 
degrees (20°) C. 


(23) S.W.R.C, shal) mean the state water 
resources commission. 


(24) Plumbing board shall mean the ap- 
pointed board of plumbing of the city. 


(25) Health department shal] mean the 
official department of health of Ingham 
County, 


, (26) Shall is mandatory. May is permis- 
sive. 


(27) MG/L shall mean milligrams per 
litter. 


Sec, 27-6. Private sewage disposal—When 
required. 


Where a public sanitary sewer or com- 
bined sewer is not available under the pro- 
visions of Section 27-5, the building sewer 
chall be connected with a private disposal 
system constructed in compliance with 
state law and the regulations and orders of 
the City Council. The plumbing in the 
building should provide for a sanitary 
sewer to the side or front of the building 
where the public sanitary sewer will most 
likely be provided in the future, 


Sec, 27-18. Certain waste waters to be 
discharged only into storm sewers. 


No person shal] discharge or cause to be 
discharged into any storm sewer or natural 
or artificial water course, waters or wastes 
other than storm water or uncontaminated 
industrial wastes as heretofore defined, ex- 
cept upon special agreement with the 
Director of Public Service who may seek 
review by the appropriate agency of the 
State of Michigan. : 


Sec. 27-19. Wastes which may not be 
discharged into public sewer, 
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Except as hereinafter provided, no per- 
son shall discharge or cause to be dis- 
charged any of the following described 
waters or wastes into any public sewer: 


(1) Any liquid or vapor having a tem- 
perature higher than one hundred and 
fifty degrees Fahrenheit, or lower 
than thirty degrees Fahrenheit. 


(2) Any water or waste which may con- 
tain more than one hundred parts per 
million, by weight, of fat, oil or 
grease, 


(3) Any gasoline, benzene, naphtha, fuel 
oil, or other flammable or explosive 
liquid, solid or gas. 


(4) Any garbage which has not been 
properly shredded. 


(5) Any ashes, cinders, sand, mud, straw, 
shavings, metal, glass, rags, feathers, 
tar, plastics, wood, wood pulp, paunch 
manure, or any solid or viscous sub- 
stance capable of causing obstruction 
to the flow in sewers or other inter- 
ference with the proper operation of 
the sewerage works. 


(6) Any waters or wastes having a pH 
lower than five-point-five or higher 
than ten-point-five having any other 
corrosive property capable of causing 
damage or hazards to the structures, 
equipment or personnel of the sewer- 
age works. 


(7) Any waters or wastes containing a 
toxic or poisonous substance in suf- 
ficient quantity to injure or inter- 
fere with any sewage treatment proc- 
ess, constitute a hazard to humans 
or animals, fish or aquatic life or 
create any hazard in any receiving 
waters or in the sewage treatment 
plant, 


(8) Any waste flow or batch discharge in 
excess of: 


6 MG/L of zine as Zn 
2 MG/L of total chromium as Cr 
1 MG/L of copper as Cu 
1.5 MG/L of cadmium as Cd 
1 MG/L of cyanide as Cn 
1.5 MG/L of nickel as Ni 
-02 MG/L of phenol. 


(9) Any waters of wastes containing sus- 
pended solids of such character or 
quantity that unusual attention or 
expense is required to handle such 
Materials at the sewage treatment 
plant. 


(10) Any noxious or malodorous gas or 
substance capable of creating a public 
nuisance, 


(11) Any excessive discoloration, such’ as, 
but not limited to, dye wastes and 
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vegetable tanning solution, or any 
unusual chemical oxygen demand, 
chlorides, sulfates, or chlorine re- 
quirements in such quantities as to 
constitute a significant load on the 
sewage treatment works. 


(12) Any radioactive wastes or isotopes of 
such half-life or concentration as may 
exceed limits established by state or 
federal regulations. 


Sec, 27-22. Approval of discharge of cer- 
tain wastes, methods of treatment. 


The admission into the public sewers of 
any waters or wastes having (a) a five day 
B.O.D. greater than three hundred parts 
permillion by weight, or (b) containing 
more than three hundred and fifty parts per 
million by weight of suspended solids, or 
(c) containing more than one thousand 
parts per million by weight of precipitable 
solids, or (d) having a chlorine demand of 
more than fifteen parts per million by 
weight, or (e) containing any quantity or 
substance having a characteristic described 
in Section 27-19, or (f) having a daily 
average flow greater than two per cent of 
the average daily sewage flow of the city, 
or (g) containing more than 10 MG/L of 
iron as Fe, or (h) containing a total phos- 
phate content of 40 MG/L, shall be sub- 
ject to the review and approval of the 
Director of Public Service of the city. 
Where necessary in the opinion of the 
Director of Public Service, the owner shal] 
provide, at his expense, such preliminary 
treatment as may be necessary to (a) re- 
duce the B.O.D. to three hundred parts per 
million, the suspended solids to three hun- 
dred and fifty parts per million, precipit- 
able solids to one thousand parts per mil- 
lion and the chlorine demands to fifteen 
parts per million by weight, or (b} reduce 
objectionable characteristics or constituents 
to within the maximum limits provided for 
in Section 27-19, or (c) control the quan- 
tities and rates of discharge of such waters 
or wastes, Plans, specifications and any 
other pertinent information relating to pro- 
posed preliminary treatment facilities shall 
be submitted for approval of the director 
of public service and no construction of 
such facilities shall be commenced until 
such approvals are obtained in writing.

In accordance with provisions of Section 
8.3 of the City Charter, the City Council, 
acting as a Committee of the Whole, has 
analyzed and reviewed budget recommenda- 
tions for the fiscal year, 1971-1972. 


We now submit the budget recommended 
by the City Council together with support- 
ing schedules and information. The budget 
will be available as a public record for in- 
spection, in the office of the City Clerk until 
May 10, 1971, the date on which a public 
hearing wil be held. 


The Council will adopt a budget for the 
ensuing fiscal year and make an appropria- 
tion of the money needed therefore as pre- 
seribed by law on May 17, 1971. 


The Council has recommended a budget 
requiring ® tax levy of $12.80 per thousand 
dollars of assessed valuation. $10.59 of the 
levy is for the carrying out of City opera- 
tions and the balance of $2.21 is for re- 
tirement of debts incurred as the result of 
bond issues voted upon by the citizens. 


It is well to note here that last year’s 
levy of $10.42 would have been $10.80 with- 
out including the one percent collection fee 
which has been eliminated for fiscal 1971-72. 
This indicates therefore a net increase in 
the levy of only two mills. 


Anticipated revenue for the coming fiscal 
year should remain relatively constant with 
the notable exceptions of losses in munici- 
pal income tax receipts due to a softening 
of the economy, considerable loss due to a 
decrease in interest rates for City held 
funds, and a decrease in State-shared reve- 
nues due to the 1970 census information 
which indicates that Lansing’s population 
has expanded at a slower rate than the rest 
of the State. 
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In carefully considering the needs of the 
City in our deliberations, we have made 
plans for the following: 


1) Assured maintenance of the present level 
of service from the Police and Fire De- 
partments. 


2) A modest four percent increase in wages 
for City employees. 


8) Continuation of the summer recreation 
program although sharply reducing ex- 
penditures in other parks and recreation 
activities. 


4) Maintenance of capital improvements at 
reasonable levels. 


5) Elimination of the one percent tax col- 
lection fee. 


The Capital Improvements Program 
makes necessary a recommendation of 
$1,105,000 from the general fund for storm 
and sanitary sewer construction, various 
parks and recreation improvements and 
other items including: 


680,000 Storm and sanitary sewers 
151,000 Parks and recreation projects 


85,000 Fire fighting equipment includ- 
ing: 


$20,000 for the City’s share of 2 
$32,000 federal grant program to 
replace two ambulances. 


$40,000 for a new pumping en- 
gine. 


$25,000 for a new fire station 
site in the southwest section of 
the City. 


(It should be remembered here 
that $30,000 was expended re- 
cently for replacement of a lad- 
der truck destroyed in fighting 
the north Lansing fire.) 


$ 14,500 was appropriated for the City’s 
share for the coming year of an 
eventual three-year $98,500 fed- 
eral grant program for a new 
and improved police communica- 
tion system. 


$ 50,000 matching City funds for federal- 
ly supported municipal develop- 
ment activities. 


$125,000 for data Processing and Key- 
punch equipment. 


Responsible fiscal management makes it 
absolutely necessary for the City to have 
an emergency fund, In attempting to keep 
the tax levy at its lowest possible rate, the 
Council has reviewed all capital improve- 
ments appropriations ; and has found it pos- 
Pace to place $285,000 in the emergency 
‘und, 


There are a number of causes for the 
necessary increase in the tax levy. City 
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operations during 1971-72 are closely re- 
lated to 1970-71 during which there was 
a considerable decrease in revenue from the 
municipal income tax due to the prolonged 
labor difficulties experienced in the Lansing 
area. Of overriding significance was the 
compulsory arbitration fire department 
wage settlement that was much larger than 
had been anticipated. An examination of 
the built-in increase over which the City 
has absolutely no control indicates a total 
of nearly a million dollars that must be 
considered in the coming year’s budget. 
These increases are as follows:

On Thursday, April 22, a meeting was 
held in my office to discuss a proposal made 
by the Capitol Area Economic Opportunity 
Council. In attendance were representatives 
of the Lansing Police Department and 
Robert J. Williams and Mrs, Dorothy Payne 
of the Capitol Area Economie Opportunity 
Council. 


Officially a request was made by the Capi- 
tol Area Economic Opportunity Council to 
fully operate the City’s Comstock Park, 
under guidance of the Parks Department, 
this summer and possibly the balance of 
1971 and part of 1972. The goals are to 
get youth involved in programs, so that they 
will be able to have skills usuable in their 
respective neighborhoods. Mr. Williams 
feels that Comstock Park is ideal for use 
as a Pilot Program in training, cultural 
enrichment, education and self-discipline. 


If the request is aproved, Mr. Williams 
proposes to use volunteers from Michigan 
State University and Neighborhood Youth 
Corps personnel as Training Leaders. In- 
volved would also be the Fine Arts Council, 
the Michigan State University Drama Club 
and the Judo and Karate Clubs. Exhibits 
planned are art and photo. Family Plan- 
ning lectures are to be included. Costs for 
these and other programs will be borne by 
the Capitol] Area Economic Opportunity 
Council. Present programs may be con- 
tinued at this organization’s expense. These 
include basketball, football, general play- 
ground programs, softball, tetherball and 
a golf school center. It is likely that the 
winter skating program and sliding hill will 
be included during the winter months. 


The present Annual Operation costs 
of Comstock Park approximates $13,115.

The Planning Board at its meeting of 
April 20, 1971, recommended that the vaca- 
tion of Pennsylvania Court be denied. This 
recommendation received the unanimous 
support of the Planning Board. 


This is a petition by Apco Incorporated, 
Quality Bilt Incorporated, Omicom Corpor- 
ation, Grafik Arts Incorporated, and the 
Walter Neller Company to vacate a portion 
of the street known as Pennsylvania Court 
within the City of Lansing. 


The proposed vacation and eventual block- 
ing off of Pennsylvania Court would neces- 
sitate making two additional curb cuts al- 
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lowing access to Pennsylvania Avenue. It 
was the intent of the access road at the 
origin of the plat to keep curb cuts on 
Pennsylvania Avenue at a minimum. Con- 
sidering the traffic generating potential of 
the state’s MESC office building, and the 
limited parking available to the various 
commercial uses, the feasibility of such an 
access road at the present time must be 
questioned. 


The recommendations developing out of 
the meeting of the interested parties did 
not arrive at specific solutions, but rather 
mentioned the following broad suggestions: 


1. Relocation of the facility 
2. Decentralization of operations 


3. Mandatory bi-weekly appointments 


4, Provision of sufficient parking under 
authorized supervision. 


5. Other administrative reorganization 


Of the five suggestions made, only one 
points to a relatively clear-cut approach, 
that of moving the state office building else- 
where. This does not appear to be a real- 
istic solution, however, since indications are 
that the building has been leased to 1975. 
What is needed at this time, is a short 
run solution to alleviate the parking and 
traffic congestion problems of the businesses 
on Pennsylvania Court, The vacation of 
public right-of-way as requested in the 
petition would seem to lessen the problem 
(recognizing that the vacated portion of the 
street would have to be blocked off at the 
north end). Upon careful analysis of this 
proposal, however, the mere elimination of 
through traffic on Pennsylvania Court by 
the creation of a physical barrier to ve- 
hicles, would not necessarily mean that the 
parking or the congestion would be sig- 
nificantly reduced. Individuals could con- 
ceivably park in available spaces in front 
of the private businesses and simply walk 
to the Michigan Employment Securities 
Commission building. At peak periods of 
use, the residential areas on the west side 
of Pennsylvania Avenue presently experi- 
ence parking and traffie congestion difficul- 
ties brought about by the MESC facility. 
This would seem to point up the fact that 
mere physical barriers (i.e. Pennsylvania 
Avenue) do not represent sufficient obsta- 
cles to the utilization of parking which is 
the closest to the facility. In view of this, 
the vacation and separation of Pennsylvania 
Court would seem to do little toward solv- 
ing the parking problem of the businesses 
in question. 


The point should also be mentioned that 
the blocking off of Pennsylvania Court 
would necessitate two additional curb cuts 
onto Pennsylvania Avenue. These cuts 
would be required immediately north and 
south of the point where the right-of-way 
is to be blocked off. The placement of these 
curb cuts, however, would further reduce 
the parking available by approximately 
three spaces per cut. Such action, it is 
felt, would only serve to complicate the 
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situation further by creating more obsta- 
cles for effective traffic circulation and re- 
ducing the total parking space available 
within Pennsylvania Court. 


In order to facilitate a workable parking 
and circulation arrangement which is ac- 
ceptable to both parties, a City representa- 
tive from the appropriate department should 
be delegated to formulate such a procedure. 
It is felt that in this way the good faith 
of the various City departments will be 
demonstrated in a realistic attempt to de- 
velop a plausible solution. As described, 
the complexities of this situation make it 
extremely difficult to establish a clear cut 
answer to the parking problems of Penn- 
sylvania Court, Responsible City Govern- 
ment, however, must be diligent enough to 
respond to the needs of its citizens. 


The Board would therefore recommend 
that the property owners in question, in 
conjunction with a City Hall representa- 
tive, collectively attempt to provide more 
parking space than now exists. The lot 
immediately to the south of the state office 
building has extensive vacant land to the 
rear of the property (lot 6). Perhaps an 
agreement could be arranged for leasing 
a portion of this vacant land for parking 
purposes. Negotiations could also be ef- 
fected with the New York Central Railroad 
Company for use of the property to the 
rear of the state facility. Such an attempt, 
it is believed, coupled with certain admini- 
strative reorganizations by the Michigan 
Employment Securities Commission, would 
do more towards alleviating the existing 
problem than the vacation of a portion of 
Pennsylvania Court.

Master Plan Recommendation—the 1960 
Comprehensive Master Plan for the City 
of Lansing stresses an aggresive attitude 
toward acquiring riverfront property which 
lies within the 50 year flood plain. As 
stated within the Master Plan; 


“In the Lansing area there is considerable 
flood plain land adjacent to the Red Cedar 
and Grand Rivers that desirably should be 
acquired as reservations with parts devel- 
oped for park purposes. This land, in time, 
can be converted into a regional park, with 
special facilities and the various parts tied 
together and given access by parkways— 
representing an asset to the community 
rather than a liability.” 


The 1960 Master Plan proposed that the 
recommended riverfront open-space acreage 
should be in the vicinity of 190 acres. Ac- 
cording to the Parks and Recreation De- 
partment, the present riverfront property 
intended for park and open space purposes 
is approximately 77.6 acres. In view of 
this, it would seem that the feasibility of 
acquiring this property would appear very 
favorable. 


Although the lots currently contain four 
buildings and a large parking area that are 
presently being used for very worthwhile 
purposes, it would be advantageous at this 
time for the City to seriously think about 
acquiring these properties. The opportu- 
nity for riverfront acquisition does not pre- 
sent itself regularly and represents an oc- 
easion for the City to take advantage of one 
of its most valuable natural resources— 
namely, riverfront property. 


The point should be made that the sale 
of this property by the county to a private 
individual or individuals would put addi- 
tional land on the City tax rolls. Such pri- 
vate interests, however, have not tradition-~ 
ally been interested in the scenic or recrea- 
tional qualities of the majority of Lan- 
sing’s natural resources, It is felt that this 
type of attitude will not be drastically dif. 
ferent if these properties fall into private 
ownership. 


The Board recommends favorably on the 
acquisition of 101 and 107 East Willow 
Street. The Board would further recom- 
mend that the Council proceed rapidly to 
open negotiations with Ingham County since 
the initial communication from the county 
requested a response from the City within 
thirty days. Those thirty days have already 
elapsed.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
April 20, 1971 recommended to the City 
Council that the petition by Ervin Spahr, 
for the Lansing School District, to rezone 
property at 407, 411 West Lenawee, and 500 
South Walnut from “D-1’ Professional 
Office District to “J” Parking District be 
granted. The property under consideration 
is adjacent to an existing off-street parking 
area owned and developed by the Board of 
Education. Therefore the land under con- 
sideration would merely serve as an exten- 
sion of the existing parking facilities. 


This section of Lansing contains older 
houses on various size, narrow lots with 
antiquated grid street pattern, poor provi- 
sions for off street parking and one way 
streets which damage any remains of resi- 
dential character. The situation is further 
agravated by the substantial rezoning of 
property to “D’’ apartment district and 
“f)-1” professional office district. This has 
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led to wide scale conversions of homes to 
apartments and offices, the mixing of vari- 
ous residential types with offices, and an 
overwhelming increase in the number of 
people. 


The burden of providing parking for the 
Kalamazoo Street School which was con- 
verted to administrative offices will be aided 
by the use of the site. This burden is cur- 
rently being shared by the public streets 
and private drives. The school offices which 
are located on property zoned “A” one 
family have resulted in a severe increase in 
the demand for parking in the area. In 
the opinion of the staff this proposed park- 
ing use will be an asset to the area in view 
of the prevailing conditions. 


This site is within an area which will be 
controlled by a Central Zone Plan which 
will be prepared by the Building Division 
of the State of Michigan with consultation 
with the authorities of the City of Lansing. 
Until this master plan is completed, the 
Central City Plan of Lansing shall be rep- 
resentative of this plan. The Central City 
Plan calls for office use on this site. In the 
opinion of the board, the proposed rezoning 
is compatible with the Central City Plan. 


The Board set forth the following screen- 
ing requirements for the site: landscaping 
and screening to be provided along the 
north and east property line consisting of 
low evergreen plantings, consistant with the 
set-back on Lot 12 to the west, except at 
ingress and egress points, 


The Board further amended the screening 
requirements for Lot 2, Block 146 to the 
following: the screening requirements for 
Lot 2, Block 146, be amended to be com- 
patible with previous requirements for this 
parking complex namely a 5 ft. 6 inch high 
redwod louvered fence be provided along 
the south line of Lot 2, and that low ever- 
green plantings be provided along the east 
line except at ingress and egress points.

PROPOSED CHANGE IN TRAFFIC PAT- 
TERN AT INTERSECTION OF LINCOLN 
AND PENNSYLVANIA TO IMPROVE 
SAFETY. 


The intersection of Lincoln at Pennsyl- 
vania is located at the north end of the 
overpass over the Penn Central RR. To get 
the proper vertical clearance over the rail- 
road tracks resulted in a vertical curve with 
rather steep approaches. This condition has 
created a problem at Lincoln due to the 
relatively short sight distance of northbound 
downgrade of vehicles on Pennsylvania. 
The result has been confusion, congestion 
and mis-judgment resulting in right angle 
accidents. Another type of accident is 
eaused by vehicles northbound on Pennsyl- 
vania turning right into Lincoln and strik- 
ing vehicles waiting on the north side of 
Lincoln to enter Pennsylvania. This is due 
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to the inability to establish an adequate 
radius for this turn and also due to the 
narow width of Lincoln. (See 5-year Colli- 
sion Diagram). 


A 12-hour 6 A.M.-6 P.M. manual count 
was made at this intersection showing all 
vehicular movements on Tuesday, March 
30, 1971. (See attached Volume Flow Map). 


It was thought at one time that widening 
Lincoln might be a solution but an analy- 
sis of this indicated that lack of sight dis- 
tance and conflicts would still be a problem. 
This is also an impossible location for a 
trafic signal. 


The Traffic Board sees a logical solution 
to this problem and recommends that it be 
implemented to improve the safety and 
efficiency of vehicle-movements in this area. 
This recommendation, which is submitted 
for City Council’s consideration is to: 


DESIGNATE LINCOLN ONE-WAY EAST- 
BOUND FROM PENNSYLVANIA TO 
ALPHA, and 


DESIGNATE TISDALE ONE-WAY WEST- 
BOUND FROM ALPHA TO PENNSYL- 
NIA. 


The benefits of this proposal are many: 


Sight distance would be increased by one 
block.

In my communication, dated April 4, 
1971, it was pointed out that total vehicle 
accidents had increased for the month of 
February compared to the same period of 
one year ago. This matter was of great 
concern to the Mayor’s Metropolitan Com- 
mittee on Traffic Safety. 


The report received by the Committee 
from the Traffic Bureau of the Lansing 
Police Department on Thursday, April 29, 
1971, covering the month of March, as com- 


pared to March. 1970, showed a change in 
the accident trend. Total accidents were 
down 44 from 595 to 551—for the year they 
had decreased 118, or from 2,002 to 1,889. 
Personal injury accidents were down for the 
month of March by 42 or from 153 to 111— 
for the year the decrease stood at 60, down 
from 464 to 404. Persons injured during 
the month of March were down 61, from 
237 to 176—for the year the number of 
persons injured had decreased by 97, from 
7056 to 608. It is interesting to note that 
while accidents had decreased, arrests had 
increased. For example, arrests for haz- 
ardous moving violations were up this year 
over one year ago by 460 for an increase 
of 2,496 compared to 2,036; arrests for 
operator license violations were up by 26 or 
250 compared to 224; and, drunk driving 
arrests were up from 18 to 42 for an in- 
crease of 24. A correlation seems to exist 
between increased arrests and decreased 
accidents, 


The cost of accidents during the month 
of March, 1971, totaled $335,580 (property 
damage accidents totaled $135,780 and per- 
sonal injury accidents totaled $199,800). 


Accidents have almost become a way of 
life for people in the United States. This 
is unfortunate, for even one accident is 
“one too many.” The Greater Lansing area 
is doing much to promote safety and to cut 
the accident rate. Most of the program 
has good reception. In many instances, 
however, drivers object to enforcement of 
all traffic laws when it “directly hits home.” 
This is the time that law enforcement offi- 
cials need every bit of support the public, 
including elected officials, can muster. I 
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trust that your continued support of en- 
forcement will not waiver.

ORDINANCE NO. 265 
COMMUNITY ANTENNA TELEVISION 


An ordinance of the City of Lansing to 
regulate corporations, associations, partner- 
ships, persons or person engaged in the 
business of providing community antenna 
television system service in the City of Lan- 
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sing by owning, controlling, operating and 
managing community antenna television 
systems; to provide for the control and 
regulation of such business; to provide for 
the issuance of franchise and collection of 
fees therefor, and to provide for penalties 
for the violation of the provisions hereof. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. Short title—This Ordinance 
shall be known as the “Lansing CATV 
Code” and may be cited as such, and will be 
referred to herein as “this CATV Code.” 


Section 2. Declaration of Purpose-~The 
purpose of this CATV Code is to provide 
fair regulation of community antenna ser- 
vice in the City of Lansing in the interest 
of the public, to promote and encourage 
adequate, economical and efficient commu- 
nity antenna television service to the resi- 
dents of the City of Lansing, to promote 
and to encourage harmony between com- 
munity antenna television companies and 
their subscribers and to provide for the 
furnishing of community antenna television 
system service to the residents of the City 
of Lansing without unjust discrimination, 
undue preferences or advantages. 


Section 3. Definitions. — The following 
words, when used in this CATV Code, shall 
have the following meanings, unless other- 
wise clearly apparent from the context: 


(a) The word “person” means and in- 
cludes one or more individuals, firms, cor- 
porations, associations, partnerships or or- 
ganizations of any kind, and combination 
thereof. 


(b) The words “community antenna tele- 
vision service” shall mean the business of 
receiving and amplifying the signals broad- 
cast by one or more television stations (in- 
cluding FM radio broadcast signals as in- 
eidental thereto) and redistributing such 
signals by wire, cable or other means to 
members of the public located in the City 
of Lansing who subscribe to such service. 


(ce) The words “community antenna tele- 
vision system” shall mean any facility, in- 
cluding the necessary antennae, fixtures, 
wire or cable distribution network and 
equipment thereto belonging, or used in 
connection therewith, employed in the busi- 
ness of providing community antenna tele- 
vision service; except such definition shall 
not include any system which serves only 
the residents of one or more apartment 
dwellings under common ownership, control 
or management, and commercial establish- 
ments located on the premises of such 
dwellings. 


(d) The words “community antenna tele- 
vision company” shall mean any person 
which owns, controls, operates or manages 
a community antenna television system for 
the purpose of providing community anten- 
na television service to members of the 
public located in the City of Lansing; ex- 
cept that such definition shall not include 
(i) a telephone, telegraph or electric utility 
in a case where it merely leases or rents

to a community antenna television company 
utility pole contact space for the placing 
thereon of wire or cable facilities used in 
the distribution to television signals to the 
subscribers of such community antenna tele- 
vision company or (ii) a telephone or tele- 
graph utility regulated by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission or Federal Com- 
munications Commission in a case where it 
merely provides communication channel ser- 
vice under published tariffs to a community 
antenna television company for the distri- 
bution of television signals to the sub- 
scribers of such company. 


(e) The word “Council” shall mean the 
City Council of the City of Lansing. 


Section 4. Franchise required—(2) No 
person shall construct, install, maintain or 
operate a community antenna television 
system in the City of Lansing nor shall any 
person provide a community antenna tele- 
vision service or acquire ownership or con- 
trol of a community antenna television 
company in the City of Lansing without 
such person having first obtained a fran- 
chise therefor from the City of Lansing. 


(b) No person shall use, occupy or trav- 
erse the city streets, alleys, lanes, avenues, 
boulevards, sidewalks, bridges, viaducts, 
rights-of-way or any other public place or 
public way in the City of Lansing, or any 
extensions thereof or additions thereto, 
whether on, above, or under the surface 
of the ground, for the purposes of install- 
ing, constructing, maintaining or operat- 
ing a comunity antenna television system 
or facilities therefor or for the purpose of 
furnishing a community antenna television 
service without such person having first 
obtained a franchise therefor from the City 
of Lansing. 


Section 5. Franchise; application; con- 
tents; fee; issuance; transfer. — (a) The 
Application for such franchise to install, 
construct, maintain or operate a commu- 
nity antenna television system in the City 
of Lansing or to furnish a community an- 
tenna television service therein shall be 
made in writing to the Council in such 
form as may be prescribed, shall include 
a description and map of the territory 
within the City of Lansing in which the 
community antenna television system is to 
be installed, constructed, maintained or 
operated or community antenna television 
service is to be provided, shall be accom- 
panied by a showing of the Applicant’s 
legal, financial, technical and other quali- 
fications to be a franchisee hereunder, shall 
eontain (1) in establishing legal qualifica- 
tions, if other than a single individual, a 
certified copy of the partnership agreement, 
articles of association, or articles of incor- 
poration, as the case may be, and also, if 
a foreign corporation, a certified copy of 
its authorization to do business in the State 
of Michigan, (2) in establishing financial 
qualifications, a copy of Applicant’s current 
balance sheet as of a date not more than 
sixty (60) days prior to the date of the 
application shall be furnished; if a loan or 
other credit arrangement is to be consum- 
mated to finance the establishment and 
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operation of the proposed facilities, full 
particulars relative thereto should be dis- 
closed, including the identity of the creditor, 
(3) in establishing technical] qualifications, 
a statement of the arrangements to ensure 
the rendition of good service, including 
the type and kind of facilities to be em- 
ployed, the technical standards to be fol- 
lowed, the maintenance and repair facilities 
to be used, the number and description of 
technical personnel, including copies of any 
contracts, agreements or arrangements re- 
lating to any of the above, (4) a statement 
as to the location of the antenna site or 
sites and the location of any places of busi- 
ness in the City of Lansing, (5) a state- 
ment as to any affiliated corporations or 
business organizations engaged in provid- 
ing community antenna television service or 
interlocking directorships or ownerships 
held by any owners, officers or directors of 
Applicant with any other business engaged 
in providing community antenna television 
service, and shall be accompanied by a fee 
of Five Thousand ($5,000) Dollars. 


(b) Upon the filing of such an application 
and the payment of the fee as prescribed, 
the Council] shall consider the application 
and may request such additional informa- 
tion as it may deem necessary to establish 
the legal, financial, technical and other 
qualifications of the Applicant to provide 
a community antenna television service in 
the City of Lansing. 


(c) Tf the Council determines that the 
Applicant possesses the necessary qualifi- 
eations, legal, financial, technical and other- 
wise, to reasonably assure applicant’s abil- 
ity to satisfactorily install, construct, main- 
tain or operate a community antenna tele- 
vision system or to furnish a community an- 
tenna television service to the public in 
the City of Lansing, the Council shall] issue 
Applicant a non-exclusive franchise there- 
for in the City of Lansing. 


(d) In determining whether such a fran- 
chise shall issue, the Council shall take into 
consideration, among other things, the suit- 
ability of the applicant, the financial re- 
sponsibility of the applicant, and the ability 
of applicant to perform efficiently the ser- 
vice for which the franchise is requested, 
including the prior experience, if any, of 
the Applicant in providing community an- 
tenna television systems or furnishing com- 
munity antenna television service. 


(e) No franchise granted hereunder may 
be transfered or assigned unless such trans- 
action is first approved by the Council after 
a written application therefor containing 
the same information as to transferee as 
would be required of an original applicant. 


Section 6. Franchise; non-exclusive; 
term; form.—Any franchise issued pursuant 
to this CATV Code shall be a non-exclu- 
sive franchise for a term of years, not to 
exceed twenty-five (25) years, as the Coun- 
cil may aprove and shall be issued in the 
form to be determined by the Council. 


Section 7. Franchise; fees; reporting; 
records.—(a) During the term of any fran- 
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chise granted pursuant to this CATV Code, 
the person granted such franchise shall pay 
to the City of Lansing an annual franchise 
fee in an amount equal to One Dollar Fifty 
Cents ($1.50) per subscriber service drop 
(the extension wiring between the commu- 
nity antenna television company’s distribu- 
tion facilities and the community antenna 
television service subscriber’s building) in 
service. 


(b) Such franchise fee shall be paid an- 
nually during the existence of the fran- 
chise on or before a date thirty (30) days 
subsequent to each anniversary date of 
said franchise at the office of the Lansing 
City Treasurer during his regular business 
hours. If the City Treasurer’s office is 
closed on said thirtieth day, then payment 
may be made during his regular business 
hours on the next following day on which 
his office is open for business. 


(c) The franchise fee as hereinbefore set 
forth shall be compuied by averaging the 
monthly averages of the subscriber service 
drops in service for the annual period. 
Each payment of the annual franchise fee 
shall be accompanied by a statement setting 
forth in detail the computation of said 
franchise fee, including the averages by 
months of the subscriber service drops in 
service and certified under oath by the fran- 
chise grantee or an officer thereof. 


(d) In any year during the existence of 
a franchise hereunder, when the franchise 
grantee has no subscriber service drops in 
service, such person shall pay as a franchise 
fee for such year an amount of One Thou- 
sand Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500), pro- 
vided, however, that the franchise fee pro- 
vided in this subsection shall be due only if 
construction has not commenced within 
twelve (12) months after the date of the 
grant of a franchise pursuant to this CATV 
Code, and further, shall not apply during 
the period construction is in actual prog- 
ress or may delayed by circumstances be- 
yond the control of the franchise grantee. 


(e) The City shall have the right to in- 
spect at all times the customer records of 
any person granted a franchise hereunder 
from which its franchise fee payments are 
eomputed and the right of audit and re- 
computation of any and all franchise fees 
paid. No acceptance of any payment shall 
be construed as a release or as an accord 
and satisfaction of any claim the City may 
have for further or additional sums pay- 
able as a franchise fee under this CATV 
Code or for the performance of any other 
obligation hereunder. 


Section 8. Construction of facilities; 
right to use streets; restrictions; disposal; 
duties.—(a) A franchise granted pursuant 
to this CATV Code shall confer upon the 
grantee named therein the non-exclusive 
right to erect, install, construct, recon- 
struct, replace, remove, repair, maintain 
and operate in or upon, under, above, across 
and from the streets, avenues, highways, 
sidewalks, bridges and other public ways, 
easements, and rights-of-way, as existing 
as of the date of the grant of said franchise 
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and all subsequent extensions thereof and 
additions thereto, in and belonging to the 
City of Lansing, all necessary towers, poles, 
wires, cables, coaxial cables, transformers, 
amplifiers, underground conduits, manholes 
and other television and/or radio conductors 
and fixtures for the installation, construc- 
tion, maintenance and operation of a com- 
munity antenna television system (includ- 
ing audio, video and FM radio signals) or 
the furnishing of a community antenna 
television service. 


(b) Prior to the erection or installation 
of any towers, poles, guys, anchors, under- 
ground conduits, manholes or fixtures for 
use in connection with the installation, con- 
struciton, maintenance or operation of a 
community antenna television system under 
a franchise granted pursuant to this CATV 
Code, the grantee of a franchise hereunder 
desiring to erect or install such facilities 
for use in connection with its community 
antenna television system shall first sub- 
mit to Department of Public Service for 
approval a concise description of the facili- 
ties proposed to be erected or installed, in- 
eluding engineering drawings, if required, 
together with a map indicating the proposed 
location of such facilities. No erection or 
installation of any tower, pole, guy, anchor, 
underground conduit, manhole, or fixture 
for use in a community antenna television 
system shall be commenced by any person 
until approval therefor has been received 
from the Department of Public Service, pro- 
vided further, that such approval shall not 
be unreasonably withheld. 


(ec) Any person accepting a franchise 
pursuant to this CATV Code and erecting 
or installing towers or poles shall, upon 
written request by the City of Lansing, 
grant the City of Lansing reasonable at- 
tachment space or spaces upon such towers 
or poles without a rental charge for the 
attachment of wire or cable owned and used 
by the City of Lansing, provided however, 
that the City of Lansing shall pay any costs 
ineurred by such person in providing at- 
tachment space or spaces to the said City, 
including all necessary costs of rearrange- 
ment of such person’s wires, cables or 
equipment and tower or pole replacement 
cost for a larger tower or pole, if required. 


(d) Upon the expiration, termination or 
revocation of any franchise granted pur- 
suant to this CATV Code, or should any 
person wish otherwise to dispose of any 
tower or pole erected or installed for use 
in connection with a comunity antenna 
television system, the City of Lansing re- 
tains the first right and option to purchase 
in place such towers or poles as it may 
require for their fair value based upon re- 
production cost less observed depreciation. 
Further, upon the expiration, termination 
or revocation of any franchise granted pur- 
suant to this CATV Code, title to all under- 
ground conduit and manholes erected or 
installed for use in a community antenna 
television system under the rights confered 
in this CATV Code shall pass to the City 
of Lansing under its control over its 
streets, alleys and public rights of way to 
protect them from things injurious and 
dangerous to the public. 
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(e) In areas or portions of the City of 
Lansing where transmission or distribution 
facilities of either or both public utilities 
providing telephone service or electric ser- 
vice are underground, or may be placed 
underground, then any person granted a 
franchise pursuant to this CATV Code shall 
likewise install, construct, maintain and 
operate its transmission and distribution 
facilities in like manner underground to 
the maximum extent feasible and permitted 
by existing technology and conditions, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Department of 
Public Service as hereinbefore provided in 
subparagraph (b) hereof. 


(£) All construction, installation, main- 
tenance and operation of any community 
antenna television system or of any facili- 
ties employed in connection therewith shall 
be in compliance with the provisions of the 
National Electrical Safety Code as prepared 
by the National Bureau of Standards, the 
National Electrical Code of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters, the Bell Tele- 
phone System’s Code of Pole Line Construc- 
tion, any standards issued by the Federal 
Communications Commission or other fed- 
eral or state regulatory agencies in rela- 
tion thereto, and applicable regulations of 
the Lansing Board of Water and Light. 
Every community antenna television sys- 
tem installed, constructed, maintained or 
operated in the City of Lansing shall be 
so designed, constructed, installed, main- 
tained and operated as not to endanger or 
interfere with the safety of persons or prop- 
erty in the City of Lansing. 


(g) Any opening or obstruction in, dis- 
turbance of or damage to the streets, alleys, 
public rights of way or public place by any 
person in the exercise of any right granted 
pursuant to this CATV Code shall be prop- 
erly guarded by adequate barriers, lights, 
signals and warnings as to prevent danger 
to any person or vehicle using such streets, 
alleys or public rights of way and shail 
be properly and promptly repaired, all in 
a manner specified and approved by the 
Department of Publie Service, at such per- 
son’s expense. 


(bh) Any person owning or maintaining 
a community antenna television system or 
facilities therefor in or on the streets, 
alleys, public rights of way or public places 
in the City of Lansing shall, at its expense 
and without reimbursement from the City, 
upon request of the City of Lansing, pro- 
tect, support, temporarily disconnect, relo- 
cate or remove from the street, alley, pub- 
lic right of way or public place, any prop- 
erty of such person when required by rea- 
son of traffic conditions, public safety, 
street vacation, freeway or street construc- 
tion, change or establishment of street 
grade, installation of sewers, drains, water 
pipes, power lines, signal lines, tracks, the 
construction or change of the transmissions 
or distribution facilities of any telephone 
or electric public utility or other public 
improvements. Any such person shall also, 
at the request of any private party holding 
an appropriate permit issued by the City 
of Lansing, temporarily raise or lower its 
community antenna television tranmission 
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or distribution wires or cables to permit the 
moying of any building or other structure, 
provided that the actual expense of such 
temporary raising or lowering shall be paid 
in full by the party requesting the same. 


(i) If any person shall fail to commence, 
pursue or complete any work required by 
law or by the provisions of the CATV Code 
as hereinbefore set forth to be done in 
any street, alley, public right of way or 
public place as designated by the Depart- 
ment of Public Service or the City of Lan- 
sing, the Department of Public Service may 
cause such work to be done and such person 
shall pay to the City of Lansing the cost 
thereof within thirty (30) days of the re- 
ceipt of an itemized statement of such cost. 


Section 9. Service; standard of. — Any 
community antenna television company 
granted a franchise pursuant to this CATV 
Code shall furnish reasonably adequate ser- 
vice and facilities to the public and its 
community antenna television system shall 
be installed, constructed, maintain and 
operated in accordance with the accepted 
standards of the industry, in conformity 
with the state of the art and any standards 
of operation or maintenance for a commu- 
nity antenna television system which may 
be established or issued by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. It is the inten- 
tion of the Council that any person granted 
a franchise to furnish a community anten- 
na television service to the public within 
the City of Lansing shall possess the finan- 
cial and technical qualifications necessary 
to provide a community antenna television 
system which will assure its subscribers 
of high quality service. 


Section 10. Rates; discrimination; filing 
schedules; maximum rates; increase in 
rates, procedures.—(a) No community an- 
tenna television company shall make any 
unjust or unreasonable discrimination in 
rates, charges, classifications, promotions, 
practices, regulations, facilities or services 
for or in connection with like services, nor 
subject any person to any prejudice or dis- 
advantage in any respect whatsoever; pro- 
vided, however, that this shall not be 
deemed to prohibit the establishment of a 
graded scale of charges and classification 
of rates to which any subscriber coming 
within such classification shall be entitled. 


(b) No rate or charge for community an- 
tenna television service provided in the City 
of Lansing shall be effective, nor shall any 
community antenna television company ad- 
vertise, collect, or receive any rate or charge 
for its service, until it shall have filed a 
complete schedule of rates and charges with 
the Lansing City Clerk. 


(c) Notwithstanding the above, and until 
altered or amended as hereinafter provided, 
the rates and charges for community an- 
tenna television service provided in the 
City of Lansing shall be not more than the 
following maximums : 


(1) Installation charges: 


Initial TV installation, or TV 
and FM installation, residen- 
tial or commercial] $20.00 
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Additional installation at same 
location, each $ 5.00 


Disconnection of Service 


(2) Monthly rates: 


no charge 


First TV or TV and FM outlet, 
residential or commercial $ 5.00 


Additional outlets, each $ 2.50 
Additional FM outlets only, each $ .50 


(d) No community antenna television 
company may increase any rate or charge 
for community antenna television service 
contained in its filed schedule, or alter any 
classification, contract, rule, regulation or 
practice as to result in any increase in its 
schedule of rates or charges for such ser- 
vice without first filing such new increased 
rate or charge or alteration in its classifi- 
cation, contract rule, regulation or practice 
with the Lansing City Clerk at least thirty 
(30) days before such proposed increase or 
increases in rates or charges is proposed 
to become effective, accompanied by a notice 
and proof of publication thereof for at least 
one (1) insertion in a newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation in the City of Lansing, 
which said notice shal] state the increase 
or increases proposed. Provided, further 
that whenever there is filed with the Lan- 
sing City Clerk any new increase or in- 
creases in the schedule of rates or charges 
for community antenna service, the Coun- 
cil may, by motion, suspend such new in- 
crease or increases in rates or charges for 
an additional period of not to exceed thirty 
(30) days beyond the date it would other- 
wise go into effect to permit review of such 
new proposed increase or increases. After 
the expiration of such further period the 
new proposed increase or increases in the 
schedule of rates and charges for commu- 
nity antenna television service will go into 
effect unless withdrawn or modified by the 
community antenna television company pro- 
posing same, 


Section 11. Service; provision of to City, 
Schools; public emergencies. — (a) Every 
community antenna television company fur- 
nishing service within the City of Lansing 
shall, without charge for installation or 
service, provide one installation of its com- 
munity antenna television service to each 
department of the City of Lansing and each 
fire and police station in the City and may, 
without charge, provide community anten- 
na television service to each public and pa- 
rochial school within the City, provided, 
that such services provided without charge 
shall not be included in determining the 
number of subscriber service drops in ser- 
vice for computation of the franchise fee 
as hereinbefore provided. 


(b) Every community antenna television 
company providing service within the City 
of Lansing shall make its community an- 
tenna system available, without charge, to 
the City of Lansing, the County of Ingham, 
the State of Michigan, the United States of 
America and/or Civil Defense Agencies for 
the prompt communication to subscribers 
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and the public within the City of Lansing 
any information resulting from war, threat 
of war, natural catastrophe, riot or insur- 
rection necessary to save or protect life 
or property. 


Section 12. Indemnity; proof of insur- 
ance; effective date of franchise.—(a) Every 
community television company shall within 
thirty (30) days of the grant of a franchise 
to it pursuant to this CATV Code file with 
the Lansing City Clerk, and at all times 
thereafter maintain in full force and effect 
for the term of the franchise, at its ex- 
pense, a corporate surety bond, or such 
other surety arangement as the Council 
may approve, in the amount of $100,000.00, 
conditioned upon the faithful performance 
by such community antenna television com- 
pany of its obligations under its franchise 
as herein set forth, and upon the further 
condition that if such community antenna 
television company shall fail to comply with 
any one or more provision of this CATV 
Code, there shall be recoverable jointly and 
severally from the principal and surety of 
such bond any damages or loss suffered 
by the City as a result thereof, including 
the full amount of any compensation, in- 
demnification, or cost of removal of any 
property of such community antenna tele- 
vision company as provided in this CATV 
Code plus attorney’s fees and costs, up to 
the full amount of the bond, said condi- 
tion to be a continuing obligation for the 
duration of any franchise granted under 
this CATV Code and any renewal thereof 
and thereafter until such community anten- 
na television company has liquidated all of 
its obligations with the City of Lansing 
which may have arisen under the franchise 
or from the exercise of any privilege or 
right granted thereby. Any bond provided 
under this section shall provide that at 
least thirty (30) days prior notice of any 
intention not to renew, to cancel or to make 
a material change therein shall be filed 
with the Lansing City Clerk. Nothing 
herein shall be construed to excuse faithful 
performance by any community antenna 
television company or in any way to limit 
its Mability for damages or otherwise. 


(b) Any community television company 
within thirty (80) days of the grant of a 
franchise pursuant to this CATV Code 
shall file with the Lansing City Clerk, in 
addition to the bond as hereinbefore set 
forth, (1) an indemnity agreement to in- 
demnify, defend and save the City harmless 
from and against any or all claims, suits, 
actions or liability for damages which may 
arise in any way from the grant of a fran- 
chise to such community antenna company, 
or its operation thereunder in the City of 
Lansing, including all expenses incurred 
by the City of Lansing in defending itself 
against any claim, action or suit. (2) proof 
of a general comprehensive liability insur- 
ance policy issued by a company licensed 
to do business in Michigan, protecting the 
City, its officers, boards, commissions, 
agents and employees against liability for 
loss or damage for personal injury, death 
and property damage, occasioned by the 
installation, construction, maintenance or 
operation of a community antenna televi- 
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sion system in the City of Lansing with 
minimum liability limits of $200,000 for 
personal injury or death of any one person 
and $500,000 for personal injury or death 
of two or more persons in any one occur- 
rence, and $500,000.00 for damages to prop- 
erty resulting from any one occurrence and 
said policy shall contain a provision that a 
written notice of cancellation, or material 
ehange or reduction in coverage shall be 
given the Lansing City Clerk at least thirty 
(30) days in advance of the effective date 
thereof, and (3) proof of adequate insur- 
ance as required by the Michigan Work- 
men’s Compensation Law applicable to it. 


(c) No franchise hereunder shall be effec- 
tive until the provisions of (a) and (b) 
above have been fully complied with and 
failure to file with the Lansing City Clerk 
within thirty (30) days the bond, indemnity 
agreement, proof of a general comprehen- 
sive liability insurance policy and proof of 
adequate workmen’s compensation insur- 
ance, or any of them, as required by (a) 
and (b) above shall render the franchise 
null and void without notice or further 
proceedings. 


Section 13. Termination or revocation or 
surrender of franchise.—(a) Any franchise 
granted pursuant to this CATV Code will 
be terminated and cancelled without further 
proceedings one hundred twenty (120) days 
after the appointment of a receiver or 
trustee to take over and conduct the busi- 
ness of a community antenna television 
eompany, whether in receivership, reorgani- 
zation, bankruptcy or other action or pro- 
ceedings unless such receivership or trustee- 
ship shal] have been vacated prior to the 
expiration of such period, provided, how- 
ever, that such receiver or trustee may 
apply for a transfer or assignment of such 
franchise as hereinbefore provided in Sec- 
tion 5. (e) hereof within sixty (60) days 
of the appointment of such receiver or 
trustee, if duly approved by the Court hav- 
ing jurisdiction in the premises, and pro- 
vided further, in case of a foreclosure or 
other judicial sale of the plant, property 
or facilities of a community antenna tele- 
vision company, with or without the ap- 
pointment of a receiver or trustess, includ- 
ing or excluding the franchise granted 
under this CATV Code, such farnchise as 
granted will be terminated and cancelled 
without further proceedings upon thirty 
(30) days written notice of termination 
served upon the community antenna com- 
pany and the purchaser thereof, unless 
within such thirty (30) day period the pur- 
chaser shall apply to the City of Lansing 
for a transfer or assignment to it of the 
same as hereinbefore provided in Section 
5. (e) hereof, 


(b) Any franchise granted pursuant to 
this CATV Code may be revoked prior to 
its expiration by the Council where the com- 
munity antenna television company has 
failed substantially to comply with any 
provision or requirement of this CATV Code 
after having been given a written notice 
containing full particulars as to the pro- 
vision or requirement with which compli- 
ance is claimed deficient and allowing such 
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television antenna company sixty (60) days 
to remedy its compliance therewith. At 
the expiration of such sixty (60) days such 
franchise will be deemed terminated and 
revoked unless such community antenna 
television company shall request a hearing 
before the Council upon its claimed failure 
to substantially comply with any provision 
or requirement of this CATV Code, which 
hearing shall be public with the community 
antenna company being permitted to fully 
participate therein including the right to 
introduce testimony and exhibits and to 
examine and cross-examine witnesses. The 
hearing shall be stenographically taken and 
at the conclusion thereof the Council, if 
it finds that the community antenna tele- 
vision company has not substantially com- 
plied with any provision or requirements of 
this CATV Code may terminate and revoke 
the franchise. Such community antenna 
television company shall have the same 
rights of an appeal from an adverse deci- 
sion as are granted by the statutes of Michi- 
gan for appeals from the actions of admini- 
strative agencies. 


(c) Any person granted a franchise pur- 
suant to this CATV Code may surrender 
it by written notice of intent to surender 
its franchise filed with the Lansing City 
Clerk not less than sixty (60) days prior 
to the surrender date. On the surrender 
date specified in such notice of intent to 
surrender, all rights, privileges and au- 
thority under said franchise shall terminate, 
provided, however, that said person shall 
have a period of six (6) months thereafter 
to remove towers, poles, wires, cables, fix- 
tures or other facilities from the streets, 
alleys, public rights of way or publie places 
in or upon which it is located. At the ex- 
piration of such six (6) month period any 
property not removed by such person shall 
become the property of the City of Lansing 
to do with as it may choose. Any cost to 
the City of Lansing in removing said prop- 
erty from the streets, alleys, public rights 
of way or public places shall be a claim 
against such person under the performance 
bond required under Section 12.(a) of this 
CATV Code. 


Section 14. Commencement of construc- 
tion; priority of use.—(a) Any person 
granted a franchise pursuant to this CATV 
Code shall commence construction or instal- 
lation of its community antenna television 
system within twelve (12) months after 
the date of its grant by the Council and 
shall commence providing community an- 
tenna television service to subscribers no 
later than nine (9) months after the com- 
mencement of construction. 


(b) Any right or privilege granted to any 
person under this CATV Code to use or 
occupy any street, alley, public right of way 
or public place shall be subordinate to any 
prior lawful occupancy of such property. 
Nothing in this CATV Code shall be con- 
strued as in any way limiting the City of 
Lansing in the lawful exercise of the police 
power and the grant of a franchise to any 
person as provided in this CATV Code shall 
confer no right, privilege or exemption not 
specifically presented herein. 
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Section 15. Surrender of other fran- 
chises.—By the application for and accept- 
ance of a franchise pursuant to this CATV 
Code, a community antenna television com- 
pany agrees that upon subsequent additions 
of areas to the City of Lansing either by 
annexation, consolidation or otherwise, any 
and all franchises and/or licenses held by it 
to provide a community antenna television 
service or to install, construct, maintain or 
operate a community antenna television 
system in such areas shall be surrendered 
and any rights or privileges in streets, 
alleys, public rights of way or public places 
to install, construct, maintain or operate 
a community antenna television system or 
to furnish a community antenna television 
service in such areas as may be subse- 
quently added to the City of Lansing by an- 
nexation, consolidation or otherwise, shall 
thereafter be subject to and authorized by 
this CATV Code. 


Section 16. Reports.—Every community 
antenna television company shall file an- 
nually with the Department of Public Ser- 
vice a current map or maps showing the 
exact location of the transmission and dis- 
tribution facilities and equipment in the 
City of Lansing used by it in providing 
community antenna television service, and 
further, shall prepare and furnish the City 
of Lansing on written request therefor, at 
such times and in such form as may be 
prescribed, such reports as to its operations, 
facilities, and activities as may be reason- 
ably necessary to enable the City of Lan- 
sing to perform its obligations, functions 
and duties under this CATV Code. 


Section 17. Rights of City.—Any fran- 
chise granted under this CATV Code is 
made subject to all applicable provisions 
of the Charter of the City of Lansing and 
Ordinances thereof, and specifically sub- 
ject to the rights and powers of the City 
of Lansing and limitations upon the com- 
munity antenna television company holding 
such franchise as are set forth in Sections 
15.5, 15.6, 15.7 and 15.8 of the Lansing City 
Charter, which are herein incorporated by 
reference, and such community antenna 
television company shall abide by and be 
bound by said rights, powers and limita- 
tions, and any franchise granted under this 
CATV Code constitutes and shall be con- 
sidered as a public utility franchise and 
a community antenna television company 
shall be deemed to be a public utility. 


Section 18. Miscellaneous provisions. — 
(a) Any person granted a franchise pursu- 
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ant to this CATV Code shall have no re- 
course whatsoever against the City of its 
officers, boards, commissions, agents or 
employees for any loss, cost, expense or 
damage arising out of any provision or 
requirement of this CATV Code or the en- 
forcement thereof. 


(b) No franchise granted pursuant to this 
CATV Code shall be given any value by 
any Court or other authority, public or 
private, in any proceeding of any nature 
or character whatsoever, wherein or where- 
by the City of Lansing shall be a party 
or affected therein or thereby. 


{c) Section headings as set forth in this 
CATV Code are for convenience only and 
shall not be a part of this CATV Code nor 
be used to construe any provision hereof 
more broadly or narrowly than its text 
would indicate. 


Section 19. Penalties—Any person vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this CATV 
Code shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
punished by a fine of not more than Five 
Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, or by imprison- 
ment for a period of not more than ninety 
(90) days, or by both fine and imprison- 
ment. For the purpose of this CATV Code 
each day of violation of Section 4 and Sec- 
tion 10 shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 20. Separability.—If any section, 
subsection, sentence, clause, phrase or por- 
tion of this CATV Code is for any reason 
held invalid or unconstitutional, such por- 
tion shall be deemed a separate, distinct and 
independent provision and such holding 
shall not affect the validity of the remain- 
ing portions thereof.

The Planning Board at the May bth 
meeting recommended that the petition by 
R. N. Kieppe to rezone property at 1601 
East Willoughby Road from ‘“‘H” light in- 
dustrial district and ‘“‘A-1” family district 
to “F” commercial district be denied as 
filed, and that; the subject property be re- 
zoned from “H” light industria] district and 
“A-1" family residential district to. “DM- 
1” multiple dwelling district. 


MAY 10, 1971 


The site under consideration was rezoned 
to “H” light industrial by action of the 
City Council January 27, 1969. The appli- 
cant has indicated that experience shows 
that there is no demand for industrial use 
in this area, and the desire now is to de- 
velop a mobile home park. 


At the present time the City of Lansing 
does not have an ordinance to provide for 
the orderly development of a mobile home 
park. However, there is an ordinance pend- 
ing before the City Council which would 
set forth these previsions. A prerequisite 
for this type of development would be 
“DM-1” multiple zoning. In fact mobile 
home developments would be permitted use 
in the “DM-1” multi-family district, sub- 
ject to land area, and design standards. 


Field inspection reveals that the land 
surrounding this site is sparcely developed, 
with very little relationship to land use 
compatibility. The site itself is somewhat 
remote from the area, because of topo- 
graphic conditions, and the sparcely de- 
veloped land in the vicinity. 


The Board of Education indicates that 
any student population in this area is 
bussed to the North school located at Miller 
and Cedar. 


The Board is of the opinion that develop- 
ment of a mobile home park at this loca- 
tion would provide advantages to the area 
over any type of commercial or industrial 
development which is now permitted under 
the existing light industrial zoning. 


Development of this nature would be com- 
patible to much of the existnig develop- 
ment in the vicinity, in that it is residential 
in character. 


The site does have ease of access to a 
major arterial, therefore more intensive 
residential development will not have any 
serious traffic effects (relating to traffic and 
activity) on the adjacent single family de- 
velopment. 


Industrial or commercial development at 
this location could effectively reduce the 
area to a point that it would be economic- 
ally unfeasible to install public facilities to 
serve the existing and potential residential 
area to the east. This becomes more ap- 
parent since the land east of Aurelius Road 
and south of Willoughby Road is not with- 
in the City of Lansing, therefore, land use 
controls are very limited. 


The Board recommends “DM-1” multiple 
zoning based on the understanding that the 
Lansing City Council adopt the pending 
Mobile Home Ordinance, and following such 
adoption that the property in question be 
rezoned to “DM-1” multiple. The Board 
recommends this policy based on the fact 
that the site be used for mobile home de- 
velopment... - . .

2. That lighting be provided on the park- 
ing area at a minimum of 2/10 lumens 
per square foot so directed so as not to 
affect adjacent properties or passing 
motorists. 


3. That the Planning Board be given a 
Master Plan for future development of 
the medical center complex. 


This proposed request involves develop- 
ment of a parking area in the north 80 
feet of lots 9 and 10. These lots are zoned 
“D”’ apartment except for the north 50 feet 
which is zoned “B” residence. “‘D” apart- 
ment zoning allows parking, except within 
the required front yard. The requested “J” 
parking zoning for the north 50 feet would 
permit development of the total area into 
parking. 


The proposed new zoning ordinance has 
the following standards intended to mini- 
mize the adverse effects of parking areas 
on surrounding property. Each entrance 
and exit to and from any off street parking 
lot located in an area zoned for other than 
single family residential use shall be at 
least twenty five (25) feet distant from 
any adjacent property in any single family 
district. There shall be adequate ingress 
and egress by means of clearly defined 
drives. All ingress and egress shall be from 
major thoroughfares. There shall be a con- 
tinuous and obscuring wall not less than 4 
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ft. 6 in. on all sides which abut residential 
districts. 


Hospitals are subject to conditions simi- 
lar to the above standard in the existing 
zoning ordinance. There have been previ- 
ous rezoning requests for “J” parking zon- 
ing to serve the Medical Health Center. 
Lots 80, 81, 87, 88 and 89 of Oakland Addi- 
tion were rezoned and legally required to 
provide low dense evergreen plantings on 
the south line of Lot 89 and the west line 
of the other lots. These lots face residential 
areas. Field inspection revealed that the 
required low, dense evergreen plantings 
have not been provided. In the opinion of 
the Board, these parking areas are causing 
adverse and blighting effects on the sur- 
rounding properties. 


When Lots 9 and 10 were zoned “D” 
apartment to accommodate the Health Cen- 
ter, the north 50 ft, was excluded to pro- 
tect the residential area to the north, The 
Board believes the surrounding residential 
properties could be protected from adverse 
effects by requiring a berm, at least three 
feet in height, with low, dense evergreen 
plantings on the north property line of the 
site. There is adequate depth on the site 
to develop a safe, adequate double bay park- 
ing area (requiring approximately 60 ft.) 
and construct the proposed berm. 


The alleged parking needs of the Medical 
Center are accepted as fact. The Board 
supports the proposed zoning provided the 
berm is made a requirement. Otherwise, 
the Board would recommend “D” apart- 
ment zoning which prevents ‘legal’ parking 
in the front yard setback. Although “J” 
parking with a berm is preferable, con- 
sideration of previous failures of the appli- 
cant to develop required screening should 
be made. 


This recommendation was by unanimous 
vote. 


One person, representing the West Side 
Neighborhood Association, spoke in favor 
of a berm as screening. 


One person wrote in opposition to the 
rezoning.

The Planning Board at the May 4th meet- 
ing recommended that the petition by Lan- 
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sing City Council to rezone property at the 
northeast corner of Elm and Townsend 
Streets (Scott Park) from “A-1” single 
family district to “I”? heavy industry be 
granted. The property in question is de- 
seribed as follows: 


That part of the NW of Section 
21, T4N, R2W, City of Lansing, Ing- 
ham County, Michigan, commencing at 
the NW corner of said Section 21, run- 
ning thence on the section line S 
0°05’51”E 1118.75 feet to the North 
line of Olds Avenue (Platted Isaac 
Street), thence East 1886.76 feet on said 
North line to the Southwest corner of 
Block 188 of the Original Plat of the 
City of Lansing and the point of be- 
ginning of the following described par- 
cel: Running thence on the East line 
of Townsend Street S0°10’E 479.25 feet 
to a point 41.25 feet North of and 
measured perpendicular to the center- 
line of Elm Street, thence parallel with 
said centerline of Elm Street $89°40’20” 
E 333.15 feet, thence N0°54’W 148.05 
feet, thence N13°28’W 250.0 feet, thence 
North 90.0 feet to the North line of 
said Olds Avenue (now vacated), thence 
West 274.0 feet to the point of begin- 
ning, said described parcel containing 
3.376 acres of land more or less, 


Article V, Section 36-59, of the Lansing 
Zoning Code describes the purpose of a 
flood plain in the following manner: 


“Tt is the purpose of the flood plain con- 
trol to apply special regulations to the use 
of land in those areas of the city which are 
subject to predictable inundations at fre- 
quent intervals. 


Such regulations, while permitting rea- 
sonable economic use of such properties, 
will help protect the public health and re- 
duce financial burdens imposed on the com- 
munity, its governmental units and its in- 
dividuals by freguent and periodic floods 
and the overflow of lands, reserve such 
areas for the impoundment of water to 
better stabilize stream flow and to better 
maintain the proper ecological balance. All 
lands included in such flood plain control 
district shall be subject to the terms im- 
posed herein, in addition to the terms im- 
posed by any other zoning use district in 
which said lands should be located. (Ord. 
No. 161, 7-1-68).” 


The code further describes the 50 year 
frequency Flood under Section 36-60: 


“Fifty (50) year frequency flood: That 
portion of the flood plain of the Grand 
River, Red Cedar River and Sycamore Creek 
that would be inundated by the limits es- 
tablished for a hypothetical flood having a 
recurrence frequency of once in about fifty 
(50) years, as determined by the U.S. Corps 
of Engineers and the Michigan Water Re- 
sourees Commission.” 


It is not the intent and purpose of such 
flood plain restrictions to inhibit the eco- 
nomic use of private property, but rather 
to enhance the health and welfare of the 
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entire community. The withdrawal of this 
3% acre tract of land would put substan- 
tial burden on the integrity of the remain- 
ing flood plain in the immediate vicinity. 
The granting of this rezoning petition for 
industrial purpose would enable the prop- 
erty to be filled and built upon, thus negat- 
ing its use as flood plain land. However, 
the use of said property for parking pur- 
poses would not detract from flood plain 
purposes if substantial fill were not under- 
taken. Parking lots are permitted uses 
under Section 36-62 of the Zoning Code 
providing that they are allowed uses in the 
particular zoning district. In this case, 
the petitioners request for “J’? heavy in- 
dustry would include parking lots as an 
allowable use within the flood plain. 


The Board has been made aware of the 
fact that the sale of this property is con- 
tingent on obtaining the necessary indus- 
trial zoning for the General Motors Cor- 
poration. 


Since the voters of Lansing, and the 
City Council, have supported the sale of this 
parkland for industrial expansion, this pol- 
icy must be acknowledged as being in the 
best interest of the community. 


Although it is not always possible to 
specifically delineate the proposed land use 
inherent in a rezoning petition, it is neces- 
sary for a responsible planning function to 
ensure that such proposals do not conflict 
with the pre-established land use policies. 
As the establishment of a flood plain within 
a municipal area acknowledges a policy of 
determining land use priorities, the grant- 
ing of this petition must be done with the 
realization that the integrity of the re- 
maining flood plain must not be seriously 
impaired. 

A representative of the Lansing Citizens 
for Environmental Action presented a state- 
ment before the Board designating strong 
opposition to the rezoning of this land for 
heavy industrial purposes. 


This recommendation was approved by 
unanimous vote.

Zoning in the area is “F’’ commercial 
with the exception of the area approxi- 
mately 200 feet from the southern most 
part of the parcel which is zoned “A-1” 
single family along Brookdale Street.

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erty and the Howard Johnson motel and 
restaurant located adjacent to the subject 
property on the west along South Cedar 
Street.

Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board at the May 4th meet- 
ing recommended that the petition by Sher- 
wood Rosen to rezone property at 2200 
North East Street from “F’’ commercial 
and “J” parking district to “E’’ apartment 
district be granted. 


The applicant states that with the prop- 
erty zoned “J’ parking, the zoning is not 
consistent with the existing nor prior use 
of the property. A portion of the building 
on this site extends into the “J” parking 
to provide parking and a setback for com- 
mercial uses on the site. The existing build- 
ing was proposed to be removed and re- 
placed with a commercial structure. How- 
ever, the existing building is now being 
used for an office and one family residential. 


The proposed zoning would allow the peti- 
tioner to continue the existing use on the 
site. This does not preclude future rede- 
velopment of the site. In the “E’” apart- 
ment, the lot area requirement is 1000 sq. 
ft. per family. This would allow a 7 unit 
apartment on this site with a required 7 
parking spaces. The Board believes that 
the size of this site is inadequate for a high 
density apartment. 
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The North East Street Study, a proposed 
Master Plan revision, recommends indus- 
trial zoning on this site. The citizens and 
other interest in this area believe that in- 
dustrial expansion would involve develop- 
ment of this area for industrial purposes. 


There is residential development east and 
south of this site. Commercial development 
a this area is primarily located on Larch 

treet, 


The proposed zoning would tend to in- 
crease a blighting influence in the area. 
This is a transitional area where commer- 
cial and residential districts meet. There 
is industrial zoning nearby. These uses 
focus on US 127 which currently is Larch 
Street. However, US 127 is being developed 
into a modern expressway several miles 
east. When this development is completed, 
the nature of land use in the area of the 
site may change. 


There are other buildings in this block 
which are closer or as close to the right- 
of-way of North East Street as the subject 
building. These buildings do not project 
into a “J” parking zone however. The “J” 
parking zoning on the subject site was in- 
tended to relate to a commercial center 
and does not relate to existing use. This 
use does require parking but not in the 
ratio required for commercial activity. 


One person spoke in opposition to the 
present physical condition of the existing 
building.

The Planning Board at the May 4th meet- 
ing recommended that the petition to re- 
zone lots 79 and 80 of Eco Farms Subdivi- 
sion from ‘‘A-1” family residential to “‘B” 
residential and lot 78 of Eco Farms Sub- 
division from ‘‘A-1” family residential to 
“J” parking district be granted as modified 
in this report. 


The Planning Board initiated this peti- 
tion on behalf of Reverend Charles Tolbert 
of the Galilee Baptist Church. Previous rec- 
ommendations on this matter have caused 
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delays and much effort by the applicant to 
comply with all conditions. This petition 
represents the second filing of this case with 
the initial petition, (Z-91-69), filed in Au- 
gust of 1969. 


The three lot parcel measures 338 x 300 
feet and contains approximately 101,400 
square feet. 


The site is presently vacant, with land use 
in the vicinity being predominantly resi- 
dential in character. 


Zoning in the vicinity consists of ‘“A-1” 
family to the east, west and south of the 
site and a community unit plan develop- 
ment to the north (La Roy Froh public 
housing site). 


The initial request which included lots 
79 and 80 of Eco Farms Subdivision con- 
tained aproximately 1.6 acres. The combi- 
nation of parcels now involved in the peti- 
tion total approximately 2.3 acres. 


The staff when reviewing the initial re- 
quest recommended to the Planning Board 
that the petition be denied. The basis for 
this denial was the small site size with pos- 
sible overdevelopment. It was also pointed 
out that the adjacent streets were unpaved 
and narrow. 


The Planning Board did not coneur with 
the staff, and therefore recommended ap- 
proval providing the applicant acquire land 
for additional parking. 


There was neighborhood opposition to 
this proposal. However, the Planning Board 
was of the opinion that the development of 
a church with adequate land area would 
not seriously affect the adjoining property 
Se will provide a service to the neighbor- 

ood. 


It should be pointed out that the proposed 
zoning ordinance would not allow the con- 
struction of a church on this property be- 
cause of the restricted size and location 
of the site. 


Based on previous action regarding this 
property, the Planning Board would recom- 
mend that the property in question, being 
Lots 78, 79 and 80 of Eco Farms be rezoned 
as follows: 


Lot 78 and the south % of Lot 79, also 
the west 10 ft. of Lot 80 and the west 10 
ft. of the north 1% of Lot 79 be rezoned 
from “‘A-1” family residential district to 
“J” parking district and the balance of the 
property be rezoned from “A-1” family 
residential district to ‘“‘B-1” family residen- 
tial district. 


With screening of the parking areas to 
be provided as follows: 


A 8 ft. high rolled berm with evergreen 
plantings planted thereon be provided along 
and within a 20 ft. setback on Sidney St., 
except at ingress and egress points. 
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A 8 ft. high chain link fence with dense 
evergreen plantings of a mature height of 5 
ft. to 5 ft. 6 in. be provided along the south 
line of Lot 78 and along the west lines of 
Lots 78-79. and 80, except for a 20 ft. set- 
back on Reo Rd. and Sidney St. 


The Board is of the opinion that this 
recommendation will provide for adequate 
controls over the proposed development and 
future expansion, and the required screen- 
ing will preserve the residential character 
of the neighborhood. 


Two people spoke in opposition to the 
petition.

It is also possible 
to divide up this fund among two or more 
different uses. It is unlikely that the Court 
will approve simply turning the money over 
to the City or other governmental treasury 
for general fund purposes.

Now, Therefore Be It Resolved, that since 
the compulsory arbitration provisions of 
Act 312 are destructive of the process of 
collective bargaining throughout the public 
service and experience has demonstrated 
that arbitrators are not suited to mske de- 
cisions on the relative requirements for 
expenditures of publie funds and in fact 
have disregarded the ability of the govern- 
mental unit to meet such additional costs, 
and since; this intrusion by a non-elected, 
third party on the legislative authority of 
local governing bodies has impaired the 
ability of those bodies to carry out their 
sworn duties to their electors, the City 
Council of the City of Lansing, Michigan 
strongly recommends the demise of Act 312 
on July 1, 1972, as provided by the State 
Legislature’s original adoption of such Act.

In addition to the above appropriation, 
$1,470,205 has been provided for the 1971-72 
fiscal year’s General Obligation Debt Ser- 
vice. 


New Equipment and Capital Improve- 
ments individually classified as under the 
$5,000 level amount to $496,250. Capital 
Improvements include $90,000 for Hillcrest 
Drain, $300,000 for the Weigman Drain, 
$40,000 for continuing work on the Master 
Sewer Plan for the City, and $250,000 for 
the City’s portion of storm sewers to be 
petitioned for. Park development of $68,000 
includes $2,000 for playground equipment 
at Georgetown Park, $9,000 for a start on 
the Potter Park Children’s Zoo, $20,000 
for a field office site for Parks, $7,000 
necessary to complete the monkey island 
repair at Potter Park, $5,000 for River 
Improvement, $5,000 to complete the curb 
on Moores River Drive, $5,000 for Phase 1 
plans for the Aurelius Road Landfill prop- 
erty, and $15,000 for an access road to 
Hunter Park. $85,000 for the Fire Depart- 
ment includes $40,000 for a pumping en- 
gine, $25,000 towards a southwest site for 
a fire station, and the $20,000 City share 
of a federal grant for the purchase of two 
ambulances. 


$25,000 has been included to continue our 
orderly development of a comprehensive 
Data Processing system for the City, and 
$100,000 for a one time expense to prepare 
the North Grand Avenue Ramp site for a 
Data Processing facility. Also included is 
$14,500 for the balance of the City’s share 
of a federal grant to update the present 
police communications system, $50,000 for 
the City’s share of potential Urban Re- 
newal Areas, and $83,300 for the City’s 
share of the purchase of open space. 


This budget has been reworked to com- 
ply with Act 2, of the P. A. of 1968, which 
becomes effective for all cities in Michigan 
for all fiscal years beginning after Decem- 
ber 31, 1970. This change necessitated the 
breakdown of certain accounts into their 
component parts, however, the overall total 
for all functions remains the same. 


We recommend the adoption of the at- 
tached budget which became a public rec- 
ord on April 26, 1971, and upon which a 
public hearing was held on May 10, 1971.

If new area is included in the revised dis- 
trict area, persons living in or having a 
demonstrable and substantial interest in 
the newly included area may be appointed 
to the revised citizens’ district council in 
the same manner of selection as the origi- 
nal citizens’ district council.

The Planning Board at their May 18, 1971 
meeting recommended that the petition by 
Loretta Kalla to rezone property in the 3400 
block of Davidson Drive from “A” one 
family district to “C’? two family district 
be granted. 


The Planning Board believes that the re- 
quest for rezoning represents a logical ap- 
proach to the use of the subject property.

Regarding: CATV Franchise for City of 
Lansing 


Gentlemen: 


The recent consideration in City Council 
regarding the position to be taken by the 
City as to CATV franchises in Lansing, 
and regarding the position taken by the 
Board of Water and Light that it would 
only be willing to accommodate one (1) 
CATV system, was discussed at length at 
our last meeting of May 17, 1971. The fol- 
lowing motion was unanimously adopted by 
the Board of Water and Light: 
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“Following considerable discussion on the 
subject of CATV, Board Member Schuppert 
moved, supported by Board Member Walker, 
that the General Manager be directed to 
draft a letter to the Mayor and City Coun- 
cil; that the Board of Water and Light 
would recommend that specifications be 
drawn up; that bids be taken by the City 
Council; that Council then make the de- 
termination as to which bidder would be 
awarded a franchise for a CATV system; 
that the Board of Water and Light would 
then award a pole contact agreement to 
this one applicant, as it is the Board’s pres- 
ent policy to allow only one CATV contact 
on its poles.” 


As a result of our discussion, the Board 
of Water and Light would like to offer the 
following suggestion to the City Council 
for its consideration: 


It is suggested that the Council arrange 
for CATV franchising to be awarded on 
the basis of bids to be submitted by those 
bidders qualified by City Council. These 
bids to be based on specifications prepared 
by the City Purchasing Agent or some other 
agency designated by the City Council. 
Specifications to be approved by City Coun- 
cil before submission to possible bidders. 


From past observations, we are aware 
that the technology changes very rapidly 
in the CATV industry, therefore it would 
be difficult for the City Council to specify 
the exact type of equipment for applicants 
to use. However, certain general criteria 
can be furnished regard signal levels, per- 
formance of the amplification equipment, 
frequency responsive cable, etc. There are 
certain required spacings between commu- 
nications cables on our poles and these are 
covered by finite rules which are known to 
the Bell Telephone Company and to cable 
operators. 


We understand that the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission is presently promul- 
gating technical standards for cable sys- 
tems, including requirements as a minimum 
ehannel capacity, performance characteris- 
ties and criteria, etc. We would suggest 
that the City Council compare the propo- 
sals received with these criteria. 


Specifications should include, but not be 
limited to, the following: 


1. Maximum allowable connection fee. 
2. Maximum allowable rate to user. 

8. Minimum number of channels. 

4. Date to begin construction. 
5 


. Date when first 1000 subscribers will 
be connected. 


6. Service area to be covered. (City Coun- 
cil might want to divide the city into 
several areas, each served by whoever 
was best bidder for that area.) 


7. Minimum standards for construction 
(which would conform with Board of 
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Water and Light and Michigan Bell 
Telephone Company requirements). 


8. Type of reimbursement to the City for 
the franchise. 


9. Quality of service to be not less than 
the minimum requirements of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission. 


10. Any service that could be legally re- 
quested to be rendered free of charge 
to the City or any other public agency 
in the City. Bidders proposal to indi- 
cate number of channels available for 
public services such as, but not limited 
to, Public Service Department, Police 
Department, Fire Department, Board 
of Water and Light, and Board of Edu- 
cation for schools. 


11. Bonding, insurance and other contrac- 
tual protection against all liabilities to 
the City. 


12. Penalties on the CATV firm receiving 
a franchise in event of noncompliance 
or failure to perform in accordance 
with the specifications. 


13. Condition requiring the successful bid- 
der to enter into an agreement with the 
Board of Water and Light and Michi- 
gan Bell Telephone Company for the 
use of their overhead distribution poles. 
Such agreement to be in accordance 
with the requirements of the Board of 
Water and Light and Michigan Bell 
Telephone Company. 


It is the intention of the Board of Water 
and Light to enter into a pole attachment 
agreement with the successful party or 
parties as determined by the City Council. 
The Board feels there is a practical limit 
in the number of CATV firms it would be 
able to work with simultaneously and sug- 
gest to set this limit at four (4). Again, 
with the understanding that only one CATV 
firm would be franchised in any specific 
area of the City. 


An important consideration to the Board 
of Water and Light is that if the City Coun- 
cil awards a franchise to an operator that 
leases from the Bell System and the Bell 
System does not provide any pole attach- 
ment revenue to the Board, such CATV 
system would provide an obstacle to climb- 
ing, the inconvenience of having extra cable 
on the pole, etc., which would cause an 
additional $60,000 to $75,000 per year in our 
operating costs. We are of the opinion 
that we should be compensated for these 
additional costs. 


We feel that this approach to the prob- 
lem of granting CATV franchising in Lan- 
sing would be in the best interest of all 
parties concerned,

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding a subsection to Section 
36-5.1 of Chapter 86, Article I to be num- 
bered (7) and a new subsection to Section 
36-25.1 of Chapter 36, Article II to be 
numbered (6) to read as follows: 


Sec. 36-5.1. Building and land use regu- 
lations. 


(7) Approval Procedures for Planned De- 
velopments. 


The owner of any tract of land who elects 
to take advantage of the planned develop- 
ment provisions of this ordinance shall 
make applications in accordance with the 
provisions of this subsection. The approval 
provisions relevant to all planned develop- 
ment shall be administered by the Lansing 
Planning Board. Appeal from the decision 
of the Planning Board to the Council is 
herewith provided. 


(A) Procedure for application: 


The owner of a parcel or tract of land 
may apply to the Planning Board for ap- 
proval of a planned development provided 
that said parcel or tract meets the thresh- 
old conditions for planned developments in 
the particular zoning district. 


Pursuant to the above, the following ma- 
terials shall be submitted to the Planning 
Board: 


(1) A property survey of the exact area 
being requested. 


(2) Proof of ownership of the area to be 
included. 
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(8) A topographic map of the entire area 
at a contour interval of two feet (scale 
1” = 100’). 


(4) A preliminary plan containing the 
following information: 


(a) Proposed land uses and types of struc- 
tures. 


(b) Proposed vehicular and pedestrian cir- 
culation, 


(c) General location of open space. 


(d) General location of utilities, easements, 
and other facilities. 


(e) If the development is to be in stages, 
an indication as to order and timing of 
development, 


(B) Planning Board Review Procedure: 


Upon receipt of an application for 
planned development, the Planning Board 
shall review the application and shall ad- 
vise the applicant in writing as to the 
following: 


(1) That the proposal is in keeping with 
the intent and purposes of this ordinance, 
or 


(2) That the proposal fails to meet the 
standards set forth in the respective zoning 
district regulations, and 


(8) An identification of those standards 
to which the proposal does not conform in 
the opinion of the Planning Board together 
with any recommendations as to how the 
proposal could be modified to conform with 
the standards set forth in this section. 


(4) Additional plans and data to be sub- 
mitted with the forma] submission. 


(C) Formal Application Procedures: 


Upon receipt of written notification pro- 
vided for above, the applicant may file a 
formal application for approval of a 
Planned Unit Development. The application 
shall include the following: 


(1) Five (5) complete sets of develop- 
ment plans, one of which shall be a brown 
line reproducible copy showing the follow- 
ing: 


(a) A site plan showing the use relation- 
ship of all structures to each other, 
open space relationships, dimensions, 
parking areas, loading and unloading 
areas, and other facilities intended to 
serve the development. 


(b) A tabulation on the site plan indicat- 
ing the land area devoted to various 
Iand uses and the percentage of total 
land area occupied by buildings, streets, 
driveways, parking areas, sidewalks, 
recreation areas and landscaped areas. 
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(c) Landscape plan showing the proposed 
treatment of all open space and park- 
ing areas, cross sections where neces- 
sary to indicate special treatment of 
such parking areas and in particular 
to indicate screening applications. The 
landscape plan shall indicate proposed 
topographical changes, preferable at 
two-foot contour intervals. 


(d) Vehicular and pedestrian access pat- 
terns such as, curb cuts, driving lanes, 
on street and off-street parking areas 
with the number of parking spaces, 
pedestrian walks, malls and public 
transportation loading areas. The meth- 
ods to be employed for facilitating re- 
ceipt of goods and services to the site 
and in particular the manner of refuse 
disposal, 


(e) Typical dwelling unit floor plans to- 
gether with a tabulation of the various 
type dwelling units and their floor 
areas. 


(£) Architectural elevations of all build- 
ing types. 


(g) A preliminary plat where required by 
the Planning Board. 


(h) Copies of all proposed easements and 
dedications. 


(i) Schedule of proposed development and 
construction. 


(D) Final Approval Procedures and Pub- 
lic Hearing: 


(1) Within ninety (90) days of the filing 
of the formal application, the Planning 
Board shall hold a public hearing. Notice 
of public hearing shall be given in a news- 
paper of general circulation in the City 
of Lansing at least ten (10) days prior to 
the date of hearing. A written notice of 
the hearing together with a brief explana- 
tion of the planned unit development ap- 
plication shall be sent by United Mail to 
the owners of land within three hundred 
(300) feet of the subject property as they 
appear in the assessment rolls of the City 
of Lansing. 


(2) No building permit shall be issued 
until : 


(a) The Planning Board has approved the 
plan and each page and document has 
been initiated and dated by the Plan- 
ning Director. Any modifications made 
to the plan whether before or after 
final approval shall likewise be initialed 
by the above stated person, together 
with all persons owning an interest in 
the land. 


(b) Any necessary rezoning has been com- 
pleted. 


(c) All pre-conditions stipulated by the 
Planning Board have been fulfilled. 
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(E) Modifications: 


Request for modifications of any of the 
provisions of the approved Planned De- 
velopment shall be submitted in writing. 
The Planning Board shall make a determi- 
nation as to whether or not the modifica- 
tions involve a substantial change in the 
plan. In so doing, the Planing Board in 
making such determination will address 
itself to the following: 


(1) A change in the character of the 
development. 


(2) An increase in the intensity of the 
development. 


(8) An increase in land coverage by 
buildings and other structures. 


(4) A basic change in the street pat- 
tern and its points of intersection with 
existing public streets. 


(5) A reduction in approved open space 
or off-street parking. 


If the Board determines that the modifi- 
cation is substantial, it shall hold a public 
hearing in the manner required under sub- 
section (7)(D) before approving or dis- 
approving the proposed modification. 


See, 36-25.1. “‘D-M:1” districts — Per- 
mitted uses. 


(6) Mobile Home Developments subject to 
the following conditions: 


(a) Definitions: 


When used in this context. a Mobile 
Home Development is one which has or 
will be developed in accordance with the 
terms and conditions of this ordinance. A 
Mobile Home means a moveable or port~- 
able dwelling constructed to be towed on 
its own chassis, connected to utilities, and 
designed without a permanent foundation 
for year round living as a single family 
dwelling. 


No person shall use or permit the use of 
any mobile home as a residence on any 
site, lot, field, or tract of land contrary to 
the provisions of this section. 


(b) Land Area Requirements: 


No mobile home development shall be 
permitted on any tract which has less than 
fifteen (15) acres. 


(c) Application and Approval Proce- 
dures: 


Application for Mobile Home Develop- 
ments shall be made and will be considered 
in accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 86-5.1(7), “APPROVAL PROCE- 
DURES FOR PLANNED DEVELOP- 
MENTS.” 
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(d) Design Standards: 


The design and construction of Mobile 
Home Developments shall be governed by 
the following standards: 


(1) If the development is staged there 
shall be a minimum of fifty lots in the 
initial stage. The average lot size 
shall be at least four thousand (4000) 
square feet except that the minimum 
site shall not be Jess than three thou- 
sand five hundred (2500) square feet. 
Each lot shall front on a street and 
have its principal access thereto, 
which access shall also be paved. 


(2) Parking shall be provided on a basis 
of two spaces per lot. At least one 
space shall be provided on each lot. 
To provide the balance of the require- 
ment, common parking may be utilized 
provided it is within three hundred 
(300) feet of all lots it is intended 
to serve. All parking areas shall be 
clearly defined and hard-surfaced. 


(3) All mobile homes shall be parked on 
a reinforced concrete slab, said slab 
to be at least four (4) inches in depth 
and shall not be less than ten (10) 
feet in width or fifty (50) feet in 
length. The Building Inspector may 
alter the requirements of the area of 
the slab based upon the irregular de- 
sign of the mobile homes, or may alter 
the requirement of thickness based on 
soil conditions. 


(4) Private streets shall be paved to a 
minimum width as follows: 


Traffic Min. 
Use Width 


a. No parking on road 
(separate lot or on-site 
parking provided) 2wayroad 24 feet 


b. Parallel parking, 


1 side only lway road 20 feet 
c. Parallel parking, 
2 sides lway road 28 feet 


d, Parallel parking, 
2 sides 2wayroad 40 feet 


In addition, curbs shall be provided. 


(5) Wherever 2 development intersects 
a stub of a public street or wherever 
required as part of a comprehensive 
street pattern, a dedication or contin- 
uance of the street may be required 
upon recommendation by the Planning 
Board. 


(6) There shall be unobstructed open 
spaces between each two (2) mobiles 
homes of not less than fifteen (15) 
feet in any direction. 


(7) No mobile home shall be closer than 
twenty-five (25) feet to any public 
right-of-way or closer than fifteen 
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(8) 


(9) 


(10) 


(11) 


(12) 


(18) 


(15) feet to the curb line of any pri- 
vate street or thirty (30) feet to the 
perimeter of the development. 


Fences and/or greenbelts may be re- 
quired when recommended by the 
Planning Board. At least twenty-five 
(25) per cent of the development shall 
consist of greenbelts and open recrea- 
tion areas. This is exclusive of the 
four thousand (4,000) square feet av- 
erage site. 


Utility installations and connections 
shall be done in accordance with plans 
approved by the appropriate city agen- 
cies. Sewer, water, electricity, tele- 
phone, and fuel installations shall be 
placed under-ground and located in a 
uniform manner. The entire develop- 
ment shall be lighted so as to provide 
an average of 2/10 lumens of light per 
square foot over the entire develop- 
ment. 


No mobile home or accessory building 
shall be located more than five hun- 
dred (500) feet from a fire hydrant, 
such hydrant to be installed at no ex- 
pense to the City. No mobile home 
shall be located more than six hundred 
(600) feet from a fire alarm box con- 
nected to the municipal alarm sys- 
tem, such system to be installed at 
no expense to the City. 


Skirts of an approved and non-com- 
bustible material are required around 
each mobile home. 


Accessory buildings required for nor- 
mal operation of the Mobile Home 
development shall be permitted pro- 
vided said accessory buildings do not 
exceed a height of fifteen (16) feet 
and shall not be situated within 
twenty-five (25) feet of any perimeter 
lot line. Convenience buildings and/ 
or uses of a commercial nature in- 
eluding stores, mechanical dispensers, 
coin operated laundry and dry clean- 
ing agencies, and beauty shops, may 
be permitted on recommendation of 
the Planning Board, subject to the 
following restrictions: 


a. Such use, including the related 
parking shall not occupy more than 
ten (10) percent of the total site, 


b. All such uses shall be subordinate 
to the residential use and character 
of the park. 


ec, Shall be located, designed and in- 
tended to serve frequent trade or ser- 
vice needs of persons residing in the 
park. 


d. Shall present no visible evidence 
of their commercial character from 
any residential district outside the 
park. 


Mobile home placement and mobile 
home developments shall comply with 
all aplicable codes, ordinances and 
statutes.

Re: Rezoning of property located at the 
southeast corner of Oakland Avenue 
and Logan Street 


Gentlemen: 


You have requested this office to give a 
legal opinion as to the effect of action taken 
by the City Council with regard to rezon- 
ing petition Z-38-70. 


This application for rezoning was filed 
on August 24, 1970 and a public hearing 
was held on September 28, 1970. Following 
this public hearing, the Planning Board 
recommended denial of the petition. This 
recommendation was submitted to the Plan- 
ning Committee of the City Council which 
recommended that the property be rezoned 
from “B” One Family Residence District 
to “E-2” Drive-In Shop District. On Jan- 
uary 4, 1971, the City Council considered 
this rezoning and granted it by a vote of 
six to two. The Mayor of the City of Lan- 
sing, pursuant to the Charter, submitted a 
written veto of this rezoning. 


On January 11, 1971, the City Council 
again considered this matter and by a vote 
of six to two granted the petition for re- 
zoning. Immediately after granting the new 
zoning, the City Council resolved to rescind 
its action concerning this parcel and refer 
the matter back to the Committee on Plan- 
ning. This action was adopted by unani- 
mous vote. 


It is my opinion that the effect of the 
action by the City Council leaves the mat- 
ter of the Oakland-Logan rezoning in Com- 
mittee and that the property has not been 
rezoned by the action of the City Council. 
While generally an ordinance may not be 
repealed or amended except by another 
ordinance, it is clear in this particular case 
that no ordinance has been enacted as re- 
quired by the Charter. The enactment of 
an ordinance requires more than merely 
the affirmative vote of the Council. In this 
regard, references should be made to 5 
McQuillin, Municipal Corporations, $16.28: 


“There can be no valid ordinance until 
it is properly passed by a legally consti- 
tuted legislative body of a municipality, 
and ‘pass’ as applied to the enactment of 
local laws, comprehends all necessary 
steps to create the law. The passage of 
an ordinance requires that it be intro- 
duced, read and approved by the lawmak- 
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ing body of the city in a legal, official 
and formal session . . . The ordinance 
must be passed by the vote prescribed, 
and it must be published, posted or a 
notice of it otherwise given as required 
by law. An ordinance becomes valid and 
enforceable when all legal requirements 
prescribed for its passage, publication and 
effectiveness are observed.” 


It is very clear that in this case the 
ordinance establishing the zoning was not 
completely enacted prior to rescission by 
the City Council inasmuch as the ordinance 
was neither recorded nor published as re- 
quired under Chapter 6 of the Lansing City 
Charter. 


Numerous cases make it clear that a local 
legislative body has the inherent right to 
reconsider actions taken by it. with regard 
to ordinances as well as resolutions. In- 
deed, City Council Rule 36 provides that: 


“When a question has been once decided 
it shall be in order for any councilman 
to move the reconsideration thereof; but 
no motion for reconsideration shall be in 
order unless made on the same day the 
vote was taken, or at the next regular 
session of the council; . .. A motion to 
reconsider the vote by which any ordi- 
nance, motion or resolution shall have 
passed the council shall require the votes 
,of five councilmen.” 


In this case, the motion to reconsider was 
made at the next regular meeting after the 
ordinance originally passed and at the same 
meeting that the ordinance was passed over 
the Mayor’s veto, The motion to rescind 
was made by a member of the City Council 
and was passed unanimously. 


City Council Rule 48 provides that 
Mason’s Manual on Legislative Procedure 
shall govern in all cases with regard to 
parliamentary practice. Section 450 of 
Mason’s Manual provides: 


“Kivery legislative or administrative body 
has the inherent right to reconsider a vote 
on an action previously taken by it, with 
certain exceptions.” 


Mason’s suggests that a body cannot re- 
consider an action where vested rights have 
intervened or where the subject matter has 
passed beyond the control of the legislative 
body. This does not appear to be the case 
here. 


The right to reconsider actions including 
the passage of ordinances and other reso- 
lutions has been reaffirmed by numerous 
eases and sources such as MecQuillin, Mu- 
nicipal Corporation. See 37 Am, Jur. §150, 
Municipal Corporations, at page 762: 


“Tt is a general rule, subject to certain 
qualifications hereinafter noted, that a 
municipal council has the right to recon- 
sider its actions and , . rescind [an 
ordinance] that has been previously 
adopted, at any time before the rights 
of third parties have vested.” 
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There is nothing in the rules of the Lan- 
sing City Council or in Mason’s Legislative 
Manual or in numerous cases which indi- 
cate that the Lansing City Council could 
not rescind the votes taken by it with re- 
gard to this zoning. 


Once the motion to reconsider was made 
and passed, it had the effect of negating 
the previous affirmative votes on the zoning. 
According to section 468 of Mason’s: 


“When a vote is reconsidered that vote 
is cancelled as completely as though it 
had never been taken.” 


In summary, it is my opinion that the 
action of the City Council was proper and 
effective in rescinding their vote and in 
remanding this zoning to the Committee 
on Planning.

Right-of-way purchase for 
this widening would require approximately

On Tuesday, June 1, 1971, you requested, 
in behalf of the Metropolitan Lansing Mass 
Transportation Corporation, “‘some assist- 
ance in writing an amendment to the Four 
Month Demonstration Grant with the Bu- 
reau of Transportation of the State of 
Michigan.” Reluctantly, I agreed as our 
own office was several weeks behind in 
meeting its own requirements. 


To date. Robert Black, Administrative 
Assistant, has put in more than 16 hours 
on the project. Indications are that at 
least 10 full days will have to be used 
to rewrite the total application. This is 
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necessitated by the fact that the original 
application provided by the former Program 
Coordinator contained computations based 
on “guestimates,’” or, no basis figures, and 
not past performances and realistic ones, 
for the demonstration period. For example, 
a total ridership of 335,000 persons was 
predicted, with an anticipated income of 
$117,000-——past history indicates the rider- 
ship for the months of May, June, July and 
August could not exceed 150,000, and could 
very well be substantially less, For the 
month of May, just ended, ridership totaled 
only 41,179 (approximately 2,000 per day) 
for the 56,740 line miles covered by the 
bus system. Actual revenue was $14,415. 
The net operating loss for the first 5 weeks 
was $17,646. This certainly is a far cry 
from the projections of the former Program 
Cordinator. Too, the ridership curve in the 
past years shows the months of May, June, 
July and August to be the leanest of the 
whole year. It should be noted, also, that 
at the present time Model Cities students 
are being transported to and from school, 
which brings in a revenue of $1,000 per 
week. This can be expected to cease with 
the close of schools shortly. We estimate as 
an overall result that the City of Lansing 
can complete the demonstration period ap- 
proximately $40,000 to $60,000 in the red. 


It is not my intent to be an alarmist; 
nor am I atempting to be negative. I am 
desiring to be a realist in that tax dollars 
are involved. The question arises concern- 
ing from what source will dollars come 
from if the City faces large loses—such 
funds are not on hand. The State of Michi- 
gan, did on Friday, indicate it may pick-up 
or reimburse 75% of the Eligible Operating 
Joss. Certainly, this will assist. Can Model 
Cities be relied on to assist with additional 
dollars? The answer is unknown at this 
time. 


It is my conclusion that the months of 
May, June, July and August must have 
been selected for the demonstration to as- 
sure early approval of the Model Cities 
Mass Transportation Facilities Grant, under 
which the Federal Government will provide 
$248,767 to assist in purchasing 11 new 
air-conditioned transit buses, 2 new passen- 
ger vans, installation of new bus shelters, 
a radio base station and 8 mobile units. 
Again, the question arises as to the source 
for operating losses, should the City find 
itself in the red at some time in the future 
from the Model Cities system. The answer 
is unknown at this time. 


The original deadline established by the 
Bureau of Transportation of the State of 
Michigan for the amendments to the Dem- 
onstration Grant was established as June 
11. This has been extended to June 21, 
I am advised, because it will require: re- 
computing the total man hours involved in 
the project; recomputing the ridership and 
anticipated income; recomputing all other 
project costs, ie., route changes, parts, 
utilities, possible replacement of express 
lanes recommendation with advertising ; up- 
dating of operational features; rewriting 
of project justification, assurance of com- 
pliance and the City Council resolution ; 
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and the recomputing of personnel costs 
from June 21 to end of the project. In 
short, what took weeks to originally do 
must now be redone in days. A further 
report will be presented to you pertaining 
to this progress. 


Presently, the Metropolitan Lansing Mass 
Transportation Corporation is analyzing 
routes and is considering preparation for 
changes. This is commendable. The organi- 
zation is doing an excellent job under ad- 
verse conditions. 


Presently, the Downtown Merchants As- 
sociation is working toward a Ride and 
Shop plan. This is commendable. 


Both groups are working toward service 
and ridership gains, the goal being to in- 
crease bus revenues. A transfusion of dol- 
lars is vital. 


In closing, I quote from my last Annual 
Message (based on the Mayor’s Bus Trans- 
portation Committee Report of 1970) for- 
warded to you several months ago: 


“Another problem facing the City is 
that of bus transportation. It must be 
recognized that bus systems generally 
have been on the decline since the end 
of World War II. From a peak of 19 
billion annual passengers nationally in 
1945 to a record low of 6.5 billion revenue 
passengers in 1968. Public transporta- 
tion in the City of Lansing is no ex- 
ception to this pattern. Revenue rider- 
ship has drastically fallen off and at the 
same time equipment costs, operating ex- 
penses, wages and salaries have in- 
creased,” 


“Every effort has been made by the City 
to corerct this problem through in-depth 
research and various forms of subsidiza- 
tion. Since 1965, Lansing has invested 
well over $530,000 in operations alone. 
For the first 8 months of 1970, operat- 
ing expenses totaled $363,229.00 with total 
revenues amounting to only $308,482.90, 
for a deficit of $54,746.10. Obviously, 
some other forms of revenue must be 
found if this financial dilemma is to be 
solved. The City of Lansing can no 
longer afford to shoulder this burden 
alone, 


“A most logical answer would be the 
formation of a Regional Transportation 
Authority comprised of Lansing, East 
Lansing, Meridian Township, Lansing 
Township, Delta Township, Delhi Town- 
ship and Windsor Township with each 
governmental unit contributing its pro- 
portionate share of the cost. This, how- 
ever, requires State Legislation which 
would take at least 8 or 9 months to be 
passed.” 


Oncu again, I] am urging you to adopt a 
resolution to be forwarded to the Michigan 
Legislature incorporating strong support 
for permission to establish a Regional 
Transportation Authority. It is evident 
that unless surrounding governmental agen- 
cies, and the school districts, assist finan- 
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cially in an overall transportation system, 
it will soon be a thing of the past except 
for a certain, very limited, number of school 
youngsters and the Model Cities residents.

Dear Mr Mayor Pro-Tem and 
Council Members: 


Much of this site was petitioned to be 
rezoned in May of 1969, but was not ap- 
proved by the City. The purpose for the 
rezoning was to permit the construction of 
a gasoline service station at the location. 
It was not approved. On September 8, 1970, 
the Planning Board again denied a request 
for rezoning by 6 yeas and 1 abstention. 
Pursuant to Act 207, P.A. 1921, as 
amended, the Planning Board advised you to 
deny the petition. However, on Monday, 
January 4, 1971, you approved by a 6-2 
vote the rezoning request, from “B” (One 
Family Residence) to “E-2” (Drive-In 
Shop). 


Pursuant to Section 6.8 of the City Char- 
ter, I did, on January 6, 1971, submit to 
you my written veto of the rezoning. This 
veto was overridden by you on January 11. 
Following that action you rescinded your 
action and referred the rezoning back to 
the Committee on Planning. 


One gets the impression that this rezon- 
ing request has gotten more than its share 
of attention. Apparently, however, there 
seems to be much more to come. On June 
1, 1971, I received the attached communica- 
tion and legal opinion from the law firm 
of Abood, Abood and Abood, as signed by 
William E. Rheaume. The communication 
has been answered. However, it is inter- 
esting to note in the legal opinion for- 
warded to Shell Ofl Company, the following 
conclusion of Attorney-at-Law William E. 
Rheaume, who states as follows: 


« .. . it is my opinion that when 
the Lansing City Council overrode the 
Mayor’s veto and passed for a second 
time the rezoning of Petition Z-38-70, the 
Lansing City Council has passed an ordi- 
mance rezoning said property to E-2, 
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which is the present zoning classification 
of this property.” 


In short, the law firm of Abood, Abood 
and Abood is saying to an apparent client, 
Shell Oil Company, “go ahead and build a 
gasoline service station, and we will proceed 
with litigation, if necessary, to protect your 
money-making venture.” 


I am truly appalled by this overall ap- 
proach. I am highly concerned by the “big 
push,” now being displayed by the legal 
firm for its apparent client, which seems to 
be putting personal interests ahead of the 
recognized intent of the duly elected officials 
to reconsider the rezoning matter. I do not 
consider this a healthy condition for local 
government, 


Therefore, I am strongly urging you to 
request, as a body, that Councilman Joel 
I, Ferguson, and his Planning Committee, 
take every step necessary to bring this re- 
zoning matter back before the full City 
Council, in proper legal steps, for considera- 
tion. I am confident that this drawnout 
matter will meet defeat this time and 
properly lay to rest the expressed threat 
of litigation once and for all. The com- 
munity will be better off for it.

On Tuesday, June 1, 1971, you requested, 
in behalf of the Metropolitan Lansing Mass 
Transportation Corporation, assistance in 
writing an amendment to the Four Month 
Demonstration Project Grant with the Bu- 
reau of Transporation of the State of 
Michigan, 


Please find attached, an original and five 
copies of the completed subject amendment 
which has been written by Robert B. Black, 
Administrative Assistant, in collaboration 
with extensive assistance by Terry Linger, 
Director, Operations Division, Transporta- 
tion Bureau, Michigan Department of Com- 
merce and Henry Jolman, Manager of Bus 
Operations for the Transportation Corpora- 
tion. 


This extensive document outlines in de- 
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tail new operational improvements and the 

introduction of a unique “innovative tech- 

nique” which utilizes a cooperative multi- 

media approach to increasing transit rider- 

yee in the Greater Lansing Metropolitan 
rea. 


You will also note that among other 
things a more realistic ridership estimate of 
227,125 persons will use the bus system 
between June 21, 1971, through October 1, 
1971, which is the 15 week period of the 
amended demonstration project. Further, 
these riders will generate an estimated 
$79,494 during this same period of time. 


Throughout the duration of this amended 
demonstration project the City of Lansing 
will contribute $10,000.00 from the general 
fund to support operations together with 
a total of $20,024 from the Lansing City 
Demonstration Agency and $38,000 contrib- 
uted by the Bureau of Transportation, State 
of Michigan. A further commitment of 
$500.00 monthly has been received from 
the City of East Lansing. 


The implementation of this purposed im- 
proved transit system will provide daily 
public transportation during peak hours on 
a 15-minute headway. During the re- 
mainder of the day, 20-minute service will 
be available with evening service until 
10:00 p.m. on Monday and Friday only. 


This amended project period commencing 
on June 21, 1971, will consist of 73 days 
of actual service with two paid holidays 
on which no service will be rendered. For 
all practical purposes bus service consists 
of local area service on five routes, with 
general service hours from 6:00 a.m. to 
10:00 p.m. with 15 and 20 minute headways. 


In adition to this activity, my office has 
been instrumental in arranging a meeting 
of the Lansing Regional Transportation 
Authority on June 9, 1971, at which time 
a quorum of those present unanimously 
adopted a resolution to form a regional 
transportation authority. This organization 
which is now identified as “The Capitol 
Area Transportation Authority (CATA) 
intends to serve the areas of Lansing, East 
Lansing, Lansing Township Windsor Town- 
ship, DeWitt Township, Delhi Township, 
Meredian Township and Delta Township. 


Subsequent to this action I have person- 
ally written to the elected and administra- 
tive officials of the cities and townships in- 
volved requesting their adoption of a for- 
mal resolution to agree in concept to join 
and participate in the formation of a re- 
gional transportation authority. 


It is my privilege and pleasure to com- 
mend and congratulate herein all the in- 
terested and dedicated individuals of this 
city and community who are unselfishly 
devoting many hours of untiring efforts to 
providing a bus transportation system that 
is both dependable and responsible. 


Further, I am urging all the citizens of 
this fine Metropolitan Area to respond to 
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this exemplary cooperative effort by riding 
our buses wherever and whenever possible.

Over the years, the City of Lansing ac- 
quired 300 All-Purpose Firefighters Masks, 
Nationally published articles have outright 
condemned such masks. In response to the 
articles, and recommendations from the City 
Attorney, the Board of Fire Commissioners 
moved to eliminate the use of such equip- 
ment. This action, directed toward safety, 
requires immediate replacement with addi- 
tional new Scott Air Packs (face mask— 
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nose cup and case), Each of the 25 packs 
will cost $284.50 for a total expenditure of 
$7,112.50—of this amount, approximately 
$3,000 is required from a supplemental ap- 
propriation, the balance to be acquired 
from within the present budget. Therefore, 
I recommend your immediate consideration 
of the resolution submitted to you by the 
Finance Director so that an emergency pur- 
chase (copy attached) can be undertaken 
at the very earliest time.

In researching the procedures pertaining 
to the appointment of an Internal Auditor 
for the City of Lansing, I took note of the 
following conflict: 


1. On April 5, 1964, the voters of the City 
of Lansing amended the City Charter 
(Section 8-12) which states that the 
“administrative head of such department 
shall be the Internal Auditor. who shall 
be appointed by the council and serve 
at the pleasure of the council.” From 
this, it is apparent that the voters gave 
the power of apointment of the Internal 
Auditor to the City Council, and 


2. On December 7, 1964, or 8 months fol- 
lowing the Charter change by the elec- 
torate, the City Council adopted Ordi- 
nance No. 98 (Section 2-71 Code of Or- 
dinances), which states that the “In- 
ternal Auditor shall be appointed by the 
Mayor with the consent of the City 
Council, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the City Charter.”’ From this, 
it is apparent that the Council gave to 
the Mayor the power of appointing the 
Internal Auditor. 


It is obvious that a conflict exists between 
these two sections of law under which the 
City operates. Because the voters did in 
1964 give the power of appointment of this 
position to the City Council, I recommend 
that you amend Section 2-71 of the Code of 
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Ordinances to bring this in line with the 
provisions of the City Charter.

On June 23, 1971, the City of Lansing 
Negotiating Committee concluded its ninth 
and final session with members of the 
Fraternal Order of Police Negotiating Com- 
mittee. At this meeting, a memorandum 
of understanding regarding wages and 
other conditions of employment was pro- 
posed by the Fraternal Order of Police and 
concurred with by the City Negotiators. 
I attach a copy of said memorandum of 
this letter for the official record. 


On June 24, 1971, I received written 
verification of the Fraternal Order of 
Police memberships ratification of this 
memorandum of understanding. 


Basically, the agreement provides as 
follows: 


I-—The union security provision of the 
existing contract has been amended to 
provide for an agency shop, 


II—Thirty-one police officers with less 
than two years of service will receive no 
wage increase. 


III—Sixty-seven police officers with from 
two years up to four years of service will 
receive a $600 annual wage increase. 


IV—Sixty-nine police officers with four 
years or more of service will receive $1100 
annual wage increase bringing the salary 
for a full paid police officer to $12,000 an- 
nually. 


V—tTwenty-five Corporals and Detectives 
II-A will receive a wage increase of $969 
bringing their salary to $12,000 annually. 


ViI—Twenty-nine Sergeants and Detec- 
tives III will receive a wage increase of 
$1,000, bringing their salary to $13,090 an- 
nually. 


I recommend that the salaries of police 
personnel not covered by the F.O,P. agree- 
ment be increased as follows: 


A—Six Staff Sergeants IV be inereased 
$1,000 to a new salary of $18,695 annually. 


B—Seven Lieutenants V be inereased 
$1,000 to a new salary of $14,329 annually. 


C—Six Captains VI be increased $1,000 
to a new salary of $15,662 annually, 
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D—Two Deputy Police Chiefs IX-A be 
reclassified to Deputy Police Chief X in- 
creasing their existing $15,337 rate by 
$1841 to a new salary of $17,178 annually. 


E—One Asst. Police Chief XK be reclassi- 
fied to Asst. Police Chief X-A increasing 
the existing $16,517 rate by $1888 to a new 
salary of $18,406 annually. 


I recommend further that the Assistant 
Fire Chief IX position be reclassified to 
Assistant Fire Chief X increasing the 
existing $13,497 rate by $8068 to a new 
salary of $15,950 annually. 


I also recommend that the Fire Chief 
X-A position be reclassified to Fire Chief 
XI increasing the existing $18,405 rate by 
$1226 to a new salary of $19,631 annually. 


The total increased cost to the City of 
the ratified F.O.P. bargaining units agree- 
ment including concommittant costs ordered 
by the Fireman’s Compulsory Arbitration 
Award of 1970 comes to $528,000 including 
increased pension costs. The agreement 
represents a weighted average 8.2% wage 
increase, Other costs covering my recom- 
mendations for non-bargaining unit Police 
and Fire personnel amount to $11,888 in- 
cluding increased pension costs. A grand 
total cost package of $539,838.00. 


Your negotiating committee recommends 
City Council ratification of the memoran- 
dum of understanding negotiated with and 
ratified by the Fraternal Order of Police. 
An appropriate resolution has been placed 
on the agenda. 


May I take this opportunity to express 
my sincere thanks and commendation to 
all members of the City Negotiating Com- 
mittee and to all members of the Fraternal 
Order of Police Negotiating Committee for 
their patience, good will and conduct of the 
highest order exhibited during lengthy 
negotiations undertaken under extremely 
difficult conditions of inflationary pressures 
on the one hand and of the serious neces- 
sity to protect the financial integrity of 
the City and its taxpayers on the other. 
The parties have not agreed upon all of the 
issues; the parties do agree that allowing 
the matters to be resolved through the 
State Compulsory Arbitration process 
would be seriously detrimental to all con- 
cerned.

On May 24, 1971, you adopted a matter 
titled AGREEMENT PURSUANT TO SEC- 
TION 18(c) OF THE URBAN MASS 
TRANSPORTATION ACT OF 1964, AS 
AMENDED. This matter was related to 
the application for a Model Cities Mass 
Transportation Facilities Grant, under 
which the Federal Government was ex- 
pected to provide $248,767, from 1970-71 
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fiscal year funds, to assist the City of 
Lansing in purchasing 11 new, air-condi- 
tioned transit buses, 2 new passenger vans, 
installation of new bus shelters, a_ radio 
base station and 8 mobile units. In ac- 
cordance with the request from the Urban 
Mass Transportation Administration of the 
U. 8. Department of Transportation, the 
signed agreement was forwarded to Wash- 
ington, D. C., on June 4, 1971. 


This past week, however, considerable 
concern was apparently expressed by Model 
Cities that the agreement had not, in fact, 
been received by the U. S. Department of 
Transportation. Therefore, a long distance 
telephone call was placed June 23 to Jerry 
Fisher of the U. S. Department of Trans- 
portation for a clarification of the matter, 
and also, assure that the funds the City 
of Lansing expected to receive as of this 
month, were in no way to be jeopardized. 
Mr. Fisher advised of two things: (1) he 
apologized for the inefficiency of the 
“Washington bureaucracy” because the 
agreement forwarded by my office was on 
file, and (2) he advised that no commit- 
ment had been made to the former Pro- 
gram Coordinator that the City of Lansing 
would receive funds from the fiscal year 
1970-71. In fact, he stated that the City 
had been advised that “‘even if the applica- 
tion of the City of Lansing was perfect 
there was little opportunity, if any, that 
Lansing would be funded in the present 
fiscal year, because many other cities had 
a much higher priority.” 


Mr. Fisher, further advised, that the ap- 
plication of the City of Lansing will be 
held on file for consideration in the fiscal 
year 1971-72. I sincerely hope and trust 
that the City of Lansing will be given 
ad treatment in the upcoming Fiscal 

ear, 


I advise you of the above because some 
members of Council apparently are under 
the impression that the City of Lansing 
had some unofficial guarantee of funding. 
Such was a misunderstanding or misrepre- 
sentation, and Mr. Fisher has requested 
that the air be cleared.

RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE EXE- 
CUTION OF AMENDMENT NO. 1 TO 
ANNUAL CONTRIBUTIONS CONTRACT 
NO. D-19; AND THE ISSUANCE OF 
PROJECT LOAN NOTES 


Whereas, the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
(herein called the “Borrower” and/or the 
“Local Governing Body”) acting by and 
through the Lansing Housing Commission, 
(herein called the “Local Authority’) pro- 
poses @) to enter into an amendment to 
the existing Annual Contributions Contract 
(herein called the ‘‘Amendment’’) with the 
United States of America (herein called the 
“Government”’); and (2) to authorize the 
issuance of its notes as evidence of ad- 
vances to be made to the Local Authority 
pursuant to the Contract, as amended; all 
with respect to any “Project” as defined in 
the Contract, as amended, and which at 
any time now or hereafter is incorporated 
under the terms of such Contract, as 
amended. 


BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. The Amendment to the An- 
nual Contributions Contract is hereby ap- 
proved and accepted and the President or 
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Vice President is hereby authorized and 
directed to execute three counterparts of 
the Amendment on behalf of the Local 
Authority, and the Clerk of the Local Gov- 
erning Body is hereby authorized to im- 
press and attest the official seal of the 
Local Governing Body on each such coun- 
terpart and to forward such executed coun- 
terparts, or any of them, to the Govern- 
ment together with such other documents 
evidencing the approval and authorizing 
the execution thereof as may be required 
by the Government. 


Section 2. The President or Vice Presi- 
dent or Director of the Housing Com- 
mission is hereby authorized to file with 
the Government from time to time, as 
monies are required, requisitions together 
with the necessary supporting documents 
requesting advances to be made on account 
of the loan provided in the Contract, as 
amended, and the proper officers of the 
Local Authority shall prepare, execute and 
deliver to the Government Notes herein- 
after authorized and shall accept payment 
therefor from the Government in cash 
and/or exchange for other Notes of the 
Local Authority, and such persons are 
authorized to do and perform all other 
things and acts required to be done or 
performed in order to obtain such advances. 
Cash proceeds from the sale of all Notes 
shall be deposited and disbursed only in 
accordance with the provisions of the Con- 
tract, as amended. 


Section 3. (A) In order to provide monies 
to finance the Development Cost of each 
Project and to refund, renew, extend or 
substitute for any Project Loan Notes (in 
the Contract called ‘Advance Notes’) by 
this Resolution authorized to be issued (or 
any such Notes by any other resolution 
authorized to be issued and which are out- 
standing, or on deposit for delivery pending 
payment therefor, as of the date this Reso- 
lution becomes effective), or for any Project 
Notes (in the Contract called “Temporary 
Notes”) issued by the Borrower in antici- 
pation of the delivery of Project Loan 
Notes, there are hereby authorized to be 
issued, from time to time, Project Loan 
Notes of the Borrower in an aggregiate 
principal amount outstanding at any one 
time (whether authorized by this Resolution 
or any other resolution authorizing the is- 
suance of Project Loan Notes) equal to the 
Maximum Development Cost of all such 
Projects. 


(B) Each such Note shall bear interest 
and be payable in the form and manner 
prescribed by the Contract and this Resolu- 
tion; shall be signed in the name of the 
Borrower by the authorized official of the 
Local Governing Body; shall have the offi- 
cial seal of the Borrower impressed thereon 
and attested by the Clerk of the Local 
Governing Body. Each Project Loan Note 
shall be in substantially the form of Form 
No. HUD-9204-MICH, which form is in- 
corporated herein by reference and made 
a part hereof. Project Loan Notes shall be 
issued to finance the Development Cost of 
Non-Permanently Fnanced Projects. 


(C) Each Note issued with respect to any 
Project shall be secured by (1) a first 
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pledge of the annual contributions payable 
to the Loca] Authority and authorized to 
be pledged to such payment pursuant to the 
Contract and (?) by_a pledge of and lien 
on the Residual Receipts of such Project. 


(D) As additional security for the equal 
and ratable payment of the principal of 
and interest on each Note issued with 
respect to any Project, which is not per- 
menently financed together with each other 
Note issued with respect to such Project, 
the Borrower, to the fullest extent per- 
mitted by the Laws of the State, hereby 
pledges, mortgages, conveys and grants 
unto the the Government all property de- 
scribed in the Contract constituting such 
Project, including that certain real prop- 
erty relating to each such Project and more 
particularly described in the trust instru- 
ment or any amendment thereto as executed 
and recorded by the Borrower pursuant to 
the Contract. If the preceding sentence 
shall be adjudged by a court of competent 
jurisdiction to be invalid or ineffective it 
is the intention of the Local Authority to 
be fully obligated under the other provi- 
sions of this Resolution and that such 
judgment shall not impair or invalidate 
the obligation of the Local Authority to 
pay the principal of and interest on each 
Note from other funds of the Local Author- 
ity as herein provided. 


Section 4. Whenever the following terms, 
or any of them, are used in this Resolution, 
the same, unless the context shall indicate 
another or different meaning or intent, 
shall be construed, and are intended to 
have meanings as follows: 


(1) The term ‘Resolution’ shall mean this 
Resolution. 


(2) All other terms used in this Resolution 
and which are defined in the Contract 
shall have the respective meanings 
ascribed thereto in the Contract. 


Section 5. All resolutions or parts of 
resolutions heretofore adopted by the Bor- 
rower which authorize the issuance and/or 
delivery of Advance or Project Loan Notes 
pursuant to the Contract are hereby re- 
pealed: Provided, however, That such re- 
peal shall in no way affect the validity of 
Advance or Project Loan Notes issued pur- 
suant to said resolutions which are out- 
standing or on deposit for delivery pending 
payment therefor on the date this Resolu- 
tion becomes effective: Provided further, 
That the Project Loan Notes authorized by 
this Resolution shall be exchanged for any 
Advance Notes heretofore issued pursuant 
to any previous resolution,

For several years, the City of Lansing has 
participated in a neighborhood youth corps 
program (NYC-OEO) with the Capita) 
Area Economic Opportunity Office. 


During the past six months, the City of 
Lansing has contributed in-kind supervi- 
sory time, and has paid up to 8 hours a 
week worked in excess of 22 hours each 
week, for 3 to 5 enrollees working for the 
City. 
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These funds were paid, at Council direc- 
tion, from the Conservation Youth Corps 
account, No. 300315. However, last winter, 
$3,500.00 was transferred from this account 
to ice skating. 


Although we did not start a Lansing 
Youth Corps program this spring, since the 
Conservation Youth Corps Program was 
dropped from the 1971-72 Budget, the spring 
charges made against this account by the 
NYC-OEO Program have not only expended 
the balance of the account, but have run it 
into the red by $102.00. 


If the City Council wishes to continue 
to support this neighborhood youth corps 
program, it will be necessary to appropriate 
additional funds. If the Council does not 
wish to appropriate such funds to carry on 
the program, it will be necessary to termi- 
nate our cash participation in the program. 
We can, of course, continue on the in-kind 
supervisory level only, if the Capital Area 
Economic Development Committee concurs 
in such reduced participation. 


Your prompt attention to this matter will 
be appreciated.

On Wednesday, June 30, 1971, members 
of the City Council, together with City 
Clerk Theo Fulton and Building Commis- 
sioner Bernard Elliott, were issued Sum- 
mons by the Circuit Court for the County of 
Ingham, in regards to a civil action that 
has commenced against the City of Lansing 
by certain Plaintiffs, namely, Robert E. 
Park, Mary E. Park, Florence E. Purcell 
and Hannibal S. Abood. The Plaintiffs have 
requested the Court issue its Order to Show 
Cause to the Defendants, why a Writ of 
Mandamus should not be issued directing 
the Lansing Building Commissioner to issue 
a building permit for the construction of 
an automobile service station as prayed for 
in Zoning Petition Z-38-70 (commonly 
known as the Northwest corner of Logan 
and Oakland). 


This matter centers around a present re- 
quest for the rezoning of certain property 
for the purpose of constructing a gasoline 
service station. This request was originally 
opposed by a number of homeowners in the 
area and by representatives of St. Law- 
rence Hospital, Westminster Presbyterian 
Church and the Westside Association. 
Though the request was not approved by 
the Planning Board, the City Council did 
sanction the rezoning. Your action was 
vetoed by myself. On January il, 1971, 
you overrode my veto by the affirmative 
vote of 6 members. The Council then re- 
solved to rescind the rezoning and referred 
the matter back to the Committee on Plan- 
ning for further study. It is now the con- 
tention of the Plaintifis’ Attorney, William 
E. Rheaume, of the law firm of Abood, 
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Abood and Abood, that the property is le- 
gally rezoned and that his clients are pre- 
pared to construct a gasoline service station. 


In a communication to you, dated June 5, 
1971, I said the following: 


“T am truly appaled by this overall ap- 
proach, J am highly concerned by the “big 
push,” now being displayed by the legal 
firm for its apparent client, which seems to 
be putting personal interests ahead of the 
recognized intent of the duly elected offi- 
cials to reconsider the rezoning matter. I 
do not consider this a healthy condition for 
local government. 


Therefore, I am strongly urging you to 
request, as a body, that Councilman Joel I. 
Ferguson, and his Planning Committee, 
take every step necessary to bring this re- 
zoning matter back before the full City 
Council, in proper legal steps, for consider- 
ation. I am confident that this drawnout 
matter will meet defeat this time and prop- 
erly lay to rest the expressed threat of liti- 
gation onee and for all. The community 
will be better off for it.’ 


More and more, one thing is becomimg 
apparent—a number of the locations for 
automotive-service stations and other ve- 
hicle-oriented uses are causing difficulties 
in many ways. Presently in the City of 
Lansing, there are 245 gasoline service sta- 
tions and numerous certain other vehicle- 
oriented businesses, i.e., drive-in restau- 
rants, take-out food establishments, etc., 
which are resulting in complaints by resi- 
dents pertaining to vehicle noise, napkins 
and other paper blowing about, fumes, the 
burning of debris and other disturbances 
in the neighborhoods. Complaints have also 
been received about the fact that while re- 
zonings provide for new gasoline service 
stations and other vehicle-oriented business, 
on one hand, other business in the same 
field, are, on the other hand, in financial 
difficulty or closed. For example, within a 
1-mile radius of the Northwest corner of 
Oakland and Logan, the property previous- 
ly mentioned, there are 15 gasoline service 
stations with 10 additional ones closed. It 
is apparent that financial success is most 
difficult. 


It is my opinion that the people of Lan- 
sing deserve better treatment. The growing 
tide of complaints from residents of the 
neighborhoods that they are being swamped 
by vehicle-oriented business, needs aitten- 
tion, Therefore, I recommend the follow- 
ing: 


* That the City Council instruct the office 
of the City Attorney to research whether 
or not a 6-month moratorium or “freeze” 
on the construction of gasoline service 
stations, drive-in restaurants, ete., would 
be an improper use of the City’s rezoning 
authority: and 


* That you adopt a City Ordinance pro- 
hibiting building permits to be issued for 
a 6-month period, if the office of the City 
Attorney declares such action not to be 
improper use of the City’s rezoning au- 
thority. 
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An automatic repeal clause could termi- 
nate such an ordinance by a specific date. 
The establishment of this moratorium or 
“freeze” would permit the City to complete 
a study pertaining to the overall problem, 
then analize and receive recommendations 
from citizens, gasoline service station oper- 
ators, now in business, and representative 
of petroleum companies. If a comprehen- 
sive ordinance could not be agreed upon 
by the expiration date of the moratorium 
ordinance, the life of it could be extended. 


Certainly some land developers, major 
oil companies and others will disagree with 
this action—However, I am confident that 
the Lansing homeowners are of the opinion 
there is an over abundance of such types 
of business.

It is interesting to note that while the 
bus operation is far from being self sus- 
taining, ridership is continuing to increase 
and revenues are up during what might be 
termed a declining ridership period.

For all practical purposes we will con- 
tinue to operate 5 routes daily utilizing 
13 buses for line operations and offering 
15-minute headway service during peak 
hours and 20-minute headway the balance 
of the time, five days per week.

With continued ridership increase, both 
line and charter additional media exposure 
and other governmental unit participation, 
it is conceivable that a metropolitan au- 
thority could be operated successfully.

Such action shall include, 
but not be limited to, the following: em- 
ployment, upgrading, demotion, or trans- 
fer; recruitment or recruitment advertis- 
ing ; layoff or termination; rates of pay or 
other forms of compensation; and selec- 
tion for training, including apprenticeship. 
The Redeveloper agrees to post in conspic- 
uous places, available to employees and 
applicants for employment, notices to be 
provided by the Agency setting forth the 
provisions of this nondiscrimination clause. 


(b) The Redeveloper will, in all solicita- 
tions or advertisements for employees 
placed by or on behalf of the Redeveloper, 
state that all qualified applicants will re- 
ceive consideration for employment without 
regard to race, color, religion, sex or na- 
tional origin. 


(c) The redeveloper will send to each 
labor union or representative of workers 
with which the Redeveloper has a collective 
bargaining agreement or other contract or 
understanding, a notice, to be provided, 
advising the labor union or workers’ repre- 
sentative of the Redeveloper’s commitments 
under Section 202 of Executive Order 11246 
of September 24, 1965, and shall post copies 
of the notice in conspicuous places avail- 
able to employees and applicants for em- 
ployment. 


(d) The Redeveloper will comply with 
all provisions of Executive Order 11246 of 
September 24, 1965, and of the rules, regu- 
lations, and relevant orders of the Secretary 
of Labor. 


(e) The Redeveloper will furnish all in- 
formation and reports required by Execu- 
tive Order 11246 of September 24, 1965, and 
by the rules, regulations, and orders of the 
Secretary of Labor or the Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Development pursuant 
thereto, and will permit access to the Rede- 
veloper’s books, records, and accounts by 
the Agency, the Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development, and the Secretary of 
Labor for purposes of investigation to as- 
certain compliance with such rules, regu- 
lations, and orders. 


(£) In the event of the Redeveloper’s 
noncompliance with the nondiscrimination 
clauses of this Section, or with any of the 
said rules, regulations, or orders, the Agree- 
ment may be canceled, terminated, or sus- 
pended in whole or in part and the Rede- 
veloper may be declared ineligible for fur- 
ther Government contracts or federally as-

Order 11246 of September 24, 1965, so that 
such provisions will be binding upon each 
such contractor, subcontractor, or vender, 
as the case may be. The Redeveloper will 
take such action with respect to any con- 
struction contract, subcontract, or purchase 
order as the Agency of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development may direct 
as a means of enforcing such provisions, 
including sanctions for noncompliance:

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
July 6, 1971, recommended that the petition 
by Richard J. Abood, William E. Rheaume 
and Solomon Gamel by Abe Gamel, his at- 
torney, to rezone property at 3534-3536 and 
3538-3540 West Jolly Road from “C-2" 
Family Residential District to Community 
Unit Plan be denied. 


Section 36-7 of the Lansing Zoning Or- 
dinance provides for the adoption of a com- 
munity unit plan of not less than one acre 
upon submission to City Council a plan for 
“the use and development of all of the tract 
of land for residential and accessory com- 
mercial purposes or for the repair and al- 
teration of any existing housing develop- 
ment.”” The recommendation of the Plan- 
ning Board to City Council must be based 
on evidence that the proposed plan does not 
conflict with the following conditions: 


1. “that the property adjacent to the 
area included in the plan will not be ad- 
versely affected.” 


Inspection of the proposed site plan shows 
a stretch of eighteen parking spaces along 
the north end of the lot. These parking 
spaces directly abut the single family resi- 
dences to the north and would appear to 
directly conflict with this residential land 
use. The limited size of the site and the 
placement of the two four unit buildings 
inherently restrict the positioning of the 
parking to this unfortunate location. Bet- 
ter site design could reorientate and mini- 
mize the effects of such a long stretch of 
parking. Present site features do not meet 
this criteria however. 


2. “that the plan is consistent with the 
intent and purpose of this chapter to pro- 
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mote public health, safety, morals and gen- 
eral welfare.” 


The advantage of community unit plan- 
ning affords a unique method of treating 
a particular parcel of land so as to make 
the most of its individual features. In a 
strict sense, zoning restrictions are cast 
aside in order to facilitate a more imagina- 
tive housing concept. 


What this particular petitioner proposes, 
however, is neither imaginative in origin- 
ality, nor unique in application. It es- 
sentially takes the innovative concept of a 
community unit plan and uses it as a ve- 
hicle to circumvent the basic integrity of 
the zoning code. The staff feels that the 
basic violations of the community unit plan 
concept as contained in Section 36-7(2) of 
the Zoning Code are as follows: 


(a) The total of twelve dwelling units 
{eight units added to the existing four 
units) in relation to 1.15 acres of land 
is out of proportion to the existing 
densities in the adjament properties 
(predominately single family uses). It 
is not the intent of the community 
unit plan to encourage such adverse 
residential densities as exist in this 
case, 


(b) The community unit plan concept rec- 
ommends the use of earthwork and 
sereening wherever possible to reduce 
possible detrimental factors. Such 
screening procedures were not described 
or acknowledged in the petition sub- 
mitted. 


{c) No mention was made of a landscape to 
supplement the submitted site plan. 


(d) No mention or description was put 
forth describing the type, location or 
screening procedures utilized in locat- 
ing the solid refuse collection facilities.

by Carl Zemke to rezone property at 5946 
South Logan St. from “A-1” family resi-

trict be denied. The Planning Board fur- 
ther recommends that the property be 
rezoned from “A-1" family residential dis- 
trict to “‘C-2” family residential district. 


This would serve to eliminate a non- 
eonforming use and bring additional land 
use into conformance with the Logan Street 
Plan. The creation of “C-2” family zoning 
for this property would allow the greatest 
economic return for the owner and would 
represent the greatest benefit to the total 
community, 


The Board would also recommend that if 
the lots in question are developed for resi- 
dential use, then they should be oriented 
to face on Webster St. 


This is a deteriorating residential neigh- 
borhood which was annexed in 1964. A 
portion of the area is farmland undeveloped 
for urban use. Platting is inadequate as a 
result of poor subdivision practices. The 
area does not have public sewers and other 
public services. Non conforming commer- 
cial structures along Logan are in poor to 
fair condition. The CRP analysis of this 
area recommends code enforcement and re- 
habilitation to improve the residential en- 
vironment. 


Despite these conditions. the generalized 
land use Master Plan, the South Logan 
Street Plan and the new proposed zoning 
ordinance designate this area for residen- 
tial use. The proposed rezoning would be 
contrary to these plans. There is property 
just south of the subject site at 6070 S. 
Logan Street that was rezoned to “F’’ com- 
mercial in 1967 in conformance with the 
South Logan Street Plan, This area is also 
served by a commercial center north of the 
site as well as the non conforming estab- 
lishments. The proposed rezoning could 
create additional requests for strip develop- 
ment on Logan Street, contrary to the 
Logan Street Policy Plan. 


The existing non conforming commercial 
structures in this immediate area are not 
oriented to the traffic on S. Logan. For 
example, the water softener shop adjament 
to the site appears to rely on delivery to 
the customer. However, the proposd gas 
station would be oriented to traffic on S. 
Logan. Across the street from an elemen- 
tary school is not ideal for such a traffic 
oriented use. 


This area is designated for R-1C zoning 
in the new proposed zoning ordinance, This 
is a single family district which requires 
6,000 sq. ft. per lot. The subject site con- 
sists of two single family lots. The Board 
believes that these lots can be developed 
with single family residential use. Accord- 
ing to the Public Service Department, 
sewers and other public services will be 
installed in this area within a year thus 
ineeating the stability of this neighbor- 

ood. 


The City could further improve the resi- 
dential environment of this area by elimi- 
nating the non conforming uses in the area. 
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Act 208, 1949, the Neighborhood Area Plan- 
ning Act authorizes the City to eliminate 
non conforming uses. The South Logan 
Street Plan meets the requirement that 
there be a plan of the neighborhood. The 
purposes of this Act are declared to be 
public purposes within the meaning of state 
laws and charters relative to the power of 
eminent domain.

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
July 6, 1971 recommended to the City 
Council that the petition by M. L. Logue to 
rezone property at 606 and 616 West Shia- 
wassee Street from “D’ apartment district 
to “D-1” professional office district be 
denied. 


The site under consideration was con- 
sidered for office zoning by the Planning 
Board on January 6, 1970 who recommended 
to the City Council that the change be 
denied. This recommendation was based 
on the following: 


“The existing development on the site 
consists of a clinic, and a residential dwell- 
ing which was used as a doctor’s office. 
The clinic was built prior to the amend- 
ment to the zoning code which deleted 
clinics from the “D” apartment district and 
made them a permitted use in the “D-1” 
professional office district. Therefore, the 
clinic is actually a non conforming use. 
Actual development of the site commenced 
during the time the amendment was being 
considered. 


The site under consideration is located 
within the boundaries of the Central City 
Development Plan and is proposed for multi 
family development. 


At the present time, there are several 
requests in the vicinity for changes of zon- 
ing, all of which are contrary to the Cen- 
tral City Development Plan. There are 
strong pressures to implement these 
changes, and actually amend the Central 
City Development Plan. While this type of 
zoning provides an economic benefit to the 
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owner of such properties, it is creating a 
liability to the city as a whole. Indiscrimi- 
nate spot zoning of residential property 
generally creates parking and incompatible 
land use relationships; stimulating further 
requests for marginal development, declin- 
ing values in adjacent residential properties 
and weakens the market potential of logi- 
cal and desirable office areas. Indication, 
through public inquiries, reveals that other 
requests in the area will follow if the sub- 
ject property is rezoned.” 


The City Council concurred with the 
Planning Board on March 2, 1970, and 
denied the request for office zoning. 


The applicant has now come back to the 
City Council requesting an identical change 
(from “D” apartment to “D-1” professional 
office) indicating several reasons why the 
site should be rezoned. 


The following is a summary of the ap- 
plicant’s comments followed by the staff’s 
position : 


1. Applicant: The change is to allow 
owners of the property to comply with 
the City zoning ordinance. 


Board Position: Field inspection reveals 
that the single family home on the site is 
vacant, and that the professional building 
is occupied by the applicant’s office (Dr. 
Logue) and the balance of the building is 
utilized for apartment units. Therefore, the 
use of the land actually conforms to the 
existing zoning requirements, with the ex- 
ception of the doctor’s office which could 
be considered secondary to the main use. 
The next question then becomes whether or 
not it is advisable to jeopardize the validity 
of the entire Central City Plan to facilitate 
the expansion of a legal non conforming 
use. 


At the present time, a number of un.- 
coordinated office uses are occurring within 
the residential areas of the Central City. 
While this provides an economic benefit 
to the owner of such properties it is creat- 
ing a liability to the City as a whole. In- 
discriminate spot zoning of residential prop- 
erty generally creates parking and incom- 
patible land use relationships. 


Stimulating further requests for margi- 
nal development, declining values in adja- 
cent residential properties and weakening 
the market potential of logical and de- 
sirable office areas are further possible 
effects of indiscriminate spot zoning. 


2. Applicant: Benefit the City by allowing 
owner to have the residences remodeled, 
which will have a visual improvement 
and increase the taxable income to the 
City. 


Board Position: If this were an accepted 
philosophy of zoning the whole concept of 
uniform zoning by districts—to encourage 
the most appropriate use of land throughout 
the community would fail. 


3. Aplicant: Professional zoning can have 
only a beneficial affect on the area. 
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Board Position: Zoning attempts to es- 
tablish a logical land use relationship, one 
which separates dissimilar and unrelated 
uses. The Board is of the opinion that it 
would be more beneficial to preserve the 
residential character of this area, in ac- 
cord with the overall plan, than to intro- 
duee non residentia] development which will 
adversely affect living conditions and ac- 
tually deter future development in accord 
with the plan. 


4. Applicant: If there are high rise apart- 
ment complexes constructed in this area 
in the future, there will no doubt be 
many elderly people and many without 
ears, who will need close professional 
services, 


Board Position: The need for profes- 
sional servies in this area was considered 
when the overall Central City Plan was 
formulated, The areas proposed are within 
walking distance, and at the same time 
oriented in such a manner so as not to 
have any adverse affect on the existing or 
potential residential development in the 
vicinity. 


This in itself is a very strong indication 
that indiscriminate spot zoning will even- 
tually lead to and actually break down any 
comprehensive development plan. 


No one spoke in opposition to the amend- 
ment,

This meets the minimum area requirements 
of the zoning ordinance (6,400) and the 
proposed “new” zoning ordinance (7,200) 
for two family districts. 
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This is a sparsely developed area con- 
taining one and two family districts to the 
north and south of the site. The land to 
the west of the site is zoned “D-M:1” 
multiple dwelling district.

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
July 6, 1971 recommended to the City 
Council that the petition by the Auto 
Owners to rezone property at 327 S. Walnut 
Street from “D-1”" professional district to 
“E-2” auto service station district be de- 
nied because of insufficient votes to approve 
the petition. The Board voted five to one to 
approve the request, but this does not rep- 
resent an adequate number for granting 
the petition. 


The petitioner intends to relocate the 
existing gas station facility to 827 South 
Walnut and therefore needs a zoning dis- 
trict compatible with the desired use. It 
is the intention of the Auto-Owners In- 
surance Company to then expand its facili- 
ties to encompass the old gas station site. 

Because of the high volume of traffic in 
the downtown area, there is need for a ser- 
vice station facility to operate in this vi- 
cinity. The relocation of the existing facili- 
ty across Kalamazoo Street would seem 
acceptable from a land use standpoint, as 
long as adequate measures were taken to 
achieve high architectural standards and 
sufficient screening techniques. 


It is understood that Auto-Owners In- 
surance Company wishes to expand into the 
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vacated service station site. Since this prop- 
erty is currently zoned as a gasoline ser- 
vice station district, the property zoning 
classification must be initiated to change 
this site into a business district. It is per- 
haps advisable that this be done in con- 
junction with creating an ‘“E-2” auto ser- 
vice station district at 327 S. Walnut. 


Since this rezoning application lies with- 
in the Capitol Complex area and there is 
a high degree of interest to maintain land 
use compatibility, the Planning Board has 
the responsibility to consider any land use 
changes in this vicinity in association with 
the Building Division of the State of Michi- 
gan. This requirement is based on Act No. 
76, Public Acts of 1970. Communication 
from the Building Division indicated that 
they concur with the recommendation for 
approval as placed before the Board by the 
Planning Staff.

Net density 
figures were determined to be kept to a 
figure of 7.6 dwelling units per acre, com- 
prising a total buildable area of 20.6 acres. 
Much attention is given by the site plan 
arrangement to relationship of dwelling 
units to open space areas, Each unit 
seems well situated to allow the maximum 
amount of privacy possible as well as allow- 
ing ease of ingress and egress for vehicular 
traffic. The overall site design seems work- 
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able for residential purposes and also fol- 
lows the guidelines of the 1960 Compre- 
hensive Master Plan for the City of Lan- 
sing which recommends this area for resi- 
dential development. 


The proposed development includes 132 
single story apartment units, with an inter- 
mixture of 24 townhouse dwelling units.

The Planning Board, at their meeting of 
July 6, 1971, recommended that the peti- 
tion by the John Bean Division of the FMC 
Corporation to rezone property in the 1300- 
1400 blocks of Linval Street from “C” two- 
family district to “J” parking district, be 
granted. 


The razing of Christiancy School has left 
what is the equivalent of about half a city 
block. The surrounding residential area is 
largely in a declining state with the areas 
to the west and east rated as redevelop- 
ment areas by CRP and the areas to the 
south as code enforcement. Less than seven 
percent of the housing units in the area 
are rated as “good.” The property is within 
the Model Cities area. 


It appears that in future years the area 
north of Baker Street between Cedar Street 
and the Penn Central tracks will change 
from residential to industrial and related 
uses due to expansion pressures and the 
aging of existing dwellings. Taking the 
long-range view, therefore, the staff believes 
that this request is not unreasonable, par- 
ticularly in light of John Bean’s urgent 
need for parking. It is also pointed out 
that the property in question is indicated 
for industrial expansion on the Master Use 
Plan. 


The staff believes, however, that the exist- 
ing residences must be protected from possi- 
ble negative influences by the provision of 
suitable fencing and screening along the 
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east, west and south sides of the subject 
property and, in addition, by the proper 
treatment of the total surface area. 


The Board recommended that the petition 
be granted subject to the following re- 
quirements : 


1, Repair and completion of the existing 
chain link fence along the east, west and 
south property lines, and 


2. Reserving of five foot wide planting 
strip along the east, west and south prop- 
erty lines to be planted with dense ever- 
greens of a mature, maintained height of 
5 foot on 5 foot centers. 


3. Lighting of the parking lot to be pro- 
vided at the minimum of 2/10 lumens per 
square foot so directed on the parking area 
so as not to adversely affect adjacent prop- 
erties. 


4, Establishment of one entrance/exit 
point on the west side of the property oppo- 
site the end of Christiancy Street, An addi- 
tional entrance/exit point may be provided 
for emergency vehicles only. 


5. Planting of all areas not used for 
parking and entranceways with a suitable 
ground cover, in lieu of paving the entire 
lot. 


6. Paving of all parking areas and en- 
tranceways. 


7. Erection of posts and _ restraining 
chains bordering the parking area and en- 
tranceways so that auto traffic will be con- 
fined to those areas.

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
July 6, 1971 recommended to the City 
Council that the request for approval of a 
site plan revision by Walter Eyke for the 
Northwest corner of Pleasant Grove and 
Ferrol Street be approved subject to the 
conditions mentioned at the latter part of 
this communication. 
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The proposed site plan consists of four 
buildings and 36 units. The previously ap- 
proved plan for this site contained 36 
units. There is approximately 50 feet of 
yard area between any building and the 
nearest property line. The distance between 
abutting buildings (side yard) varies from 
25 to 100 feet. Air, light and view are 
provided for in the proposed plan. 


The new proposed zoning ordinance re- 
quires two parking spaces per unit in all 
residential districts. The existing zoning 
ordinance requires two spaces per unit in 
all multi family districts. There are 72 
parking spaces in the proposed plan. This 
meets the required ratio of 2:1. 


The parking is provided by four lots each 
containing 16 or 20 spaces. The lot loca- 
tions provide convenient accessible parking 
spaces to all units. The parking space di- 
mensions are 10 x 20 which meets all re- 
quirements of the existing and proposed 
ordinance. Drives and maneuvering lanes 
are 20 feet in width which meet the re- 
quirements of the existing and proposed 
ordinance. There are no turn around lanes 
at the end of any maneuvering lane. Such 
turn around lanes are important for cir- 
culation and safety in parking lots. In- 
corporation of turn around lanes would re- 
quire only a minor change in the site plan. 
The site plan also fails to designate the 
location of trash disposal facilities. This 
is also an important item which would re- 
quire a minor addition to the site plan. 


Open space is incorporated into this de- 
velopment in two forms. There is to be 
a vacant open area at the north end of the 
property. The center of the property is 
to be developed with large walkways and 
trees. In the opinion of the staff, the pro- 
visions for open space in this proposed de- 
velopment are satisfactory in size and locus. 


This proposed development will not have 
any adverse effects on surrounding prop- 
erty in the opinion of the staff. The pri- 
mary zoning classification in the area is 
community unit plan. The major land use 
change in this area since the previous site 
plan approval on this site has been the 
development of townhouses and multiple 
dwellings to the west and south of the 
site, 


The Planning Board recommends that the 
revised site plan be approved with amend- 
ments showing the location of waste dis- 
posal facilities and turn around lanes with- 
in the parking lots. And further, that a 
fencing and landscape plan be submitted 
and approved for the entire site prior to 
occupancy permits. 


A Public Hearing was held on this matter 
June i5, 1971, at which time the adjacent 
property owners objected to some degree, 
i made issue of the storm water prob- 
lems. 


The City Engineer has advised that the 
storm water problems can be resolved with 
proper drainage within the development of 
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this site. The applicant has been advised 
of this matter.

Re: Councilman Harold A. Moore—Conflict 
of Interest 


Gentlemen : 


Enclosed please find a letter by Albert J. 
Thorburn, the City’s Special Counsel for 
CATY, containing an opinion on conflict of 
interest of Councilman Harold A. Moore. 
This letter is hereby incorporated by refer- 
ence as if written under my signature. 


As City Attorney it is my duty to hereby 
advise you as follows, as more fully ap- 
pears in the attached letter: The CATV 
franchise application filed by L.V.O. Cable, 
Inc. has created a situation wherein Coun- 
cilman Moore as a member of the Council 
and as Manager of National Cable Co.— 
L.V.O. Cable, Ine, has a conflict of interest 
between his public position and his private 
employment. The fact that Mr. Moore ab- 
stains from formally voting on CATV mat- 
ters does not remove such conflict. The 
grant or denial of a CATV franchise and 
the continuing regulation by the Lansing 
City Council of CATV activities, services 
and facilities are of such character and 
have such direct and continuing economic 
impact upon the success or failure of the 
CATV enterprise that no Councilman should 
be retained or employed in a managerial 
position by any CATV company having or 
seeking a franchise within the City of Lan- 
sing subject to the jurisdiction and control 
of the City during the time that he is a 
member of the Lansing City Council. Any 
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publie officer or official occupying a position 
of regulation over the business or services 
of a private corporation employed or re- 
tained in 2 managerial position by such pri- 
vate business or corporation is in an imme- 
diate and continuing conflict of interest 
which can be resolved only by an election 
to retain either public office or private em- 
ployment. As stated by Judge Christiancy 
in People v. Township Board of Overyssel, 
11 Mich, 222: 


“The public were entitled to their best 
judgment, unbiased by their private in- 
terests, and by accepting the office they 
became bound to exercise such judgment, 
and to use their best exertion for the 
public good, regardless of their own.” 


As Councilman, Mr. Moore holds a posi- 
tion of public trust and, as such, should not 
only be free from any impropriety but also 
from the appearance of impropriety.

The following statement was read by 
Councilman Moore. 


July 19, 1971 


My Attorneys, and specifically LESTER 
N. TURNER of SINAS, DRAMIS, BRAKE 
& TURNER, have filed a legal response to 
the opinions of the City Attorneys which 
clearly demonstrates that there is no legal 
basis requiring my resignation from the 
City Council or from my private employer, 
NATIONAL CABLE COMPANY. 


Among other things, the opinion points 
out that the Michigan Legislature has rec- 
ognized that elected officials are frequently 
confronted with a conflict of interest ques- 
tion between their public office and their 
private employment, and realized that rules 
and regulations had to be adopted to gov- 
ern these situations. Thus in 1968 it passed 
the Conflict of Interest Law, which states 
in language that any layman can under- 
stand, that if there is a conflict of interest 
it is corrected and the public is protected 
by the public servant doing two things: 


First—Make a full disclosure of the facts ; 


Second—Refrain from participating in 
the official proceedings. 


This I have done even before the Statute 
was enacted and will continue to do so. 


The significant point is that the law 
under no circumstances requires the elected 
official to resign his public office or his pri- 
vate employment. 


The legal opinion, if you wish to call it 
that, of the City Attorneys, is in direct con- 
flict with the latest statute, passed in 1968, 
dealing wih Conflict of Interest. 
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Therefore, I shall not resign from my 
position on the City Council nor shall I re- 
sign from my position of private employ- 
ment, but I shall continue to serve in the 
best interest of the people of the City of 
Lansing. I shall continue the practice of 
not participating in the official and unoffi- 
cial matters concerning C.A.T.V. and I 
shall make additional disclosures if the fact 
and circumstances change.

Gentlemen: 


The Human Relations Committee unani- 
mously approved the amending of the Ordi- 
nance of the City of Lansing, Chapter 17, 
Human Relations. 


We are now recommending that the City 
Council take official action on the proposed 
amending of this ordinance, Chapter 17, to 
include the words, ‘sex and age’’ in the 
legal areas of prohibiting discrimination. 


The Federal and State legislation include 
sex and age discrimination in their Civil 
Rights Laws pertaining only to employ- 
ment. This change was initiated by The 
State Legislation No. 251 Public Acts of 
1955, as amended by Act 45 of Public Acts 
1963. The Human Relations Committee 
would accept these laws for the basis of 
their investigations. 


The State Senate Judiciary Committee 
now has pending before its Civil sub-com- 
mittee, a House Bill, No, 4189, which per- 
tains to sex discrimination in public ac- 
commodations. 


We feel that this amendment and the ad- 
dition of these words “sex” and “age” will 
provide for a broader scope in the function- 
ing of the Human Relations Committee.

Congressman Charles E, Chamberlain and 
U. S. Senator Robert P. Griffin have con- 
tacted my office advising that the U. S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment has approved $3 million in funding 
for Urban Renewal Project No. 2 for the 
City of Lansing. This is the first Annual 
Commitment of funding of an estimated 
$10 million total. The balance of the funds 
are expected to be forthcoming on an_an- 
nual basis over a period of the next three 
to four years. As you are aware, this $3 
million approval will enable the Urban Re- 
development Department to start the first 
execution of Urban Renewal Project No. 2. 


Urban Redevelopment Director Richard 
Zimmerman has informed me that his De- 
partment will, during the next 12 months, 
be, therefore, negotiating for the purchase 
of properties and the relocation of business 
and residents in the area bounded by Shia- 
wassee Street on the south, Saginaw Street 
on the north, North Washington Avenue on 
the west and the Grand River on the east. 
He expects to commence negotiations in ap- 
proximately two months. 


As you are aware, this project has been 
delayed approximately three years and has 
repeatedly brought questions from property 
owners regarding their future. The ap- 
proval for funding now permits property 
owners to make necessary plans and will 
permit an orderly change. Hopefully, in 
five or six years hence, the City of Lansing 
will have one of the most outstanding and 
functional central business areas in the 
State of Michigan, 


I recommend that letters of appreciation 
be forwarded by you to Congressman 
Chamberlain and Senator Griffin and to all 
the members of the Urban Redevelopment 
Board for their assistance in helping to 
bring this matter to a point of reality.

Whereas, The Wellington F. Roemer 
Insurance Agency Incorporated, through 
Transit Casualty Company of St. Louis, 
Missouri, a stock insurance company, had 
entered into a guaranteed Loss Ratio En- 
dorsement with the Lansing Metropolitan 
Regional Transportation Company; and 


Whereas, the premium period covered the 
dates of April 12, 1970 through May 3, 
1971; and 


Whereas, this was a “Retrospective Rat- 
ing” type policy under which the Company 
(Wellington F. Roemer Insurance Incorpor- 
ated) shall return to the named insured the 
difference between the guaranteed Loss 
Ratio premium and such premiums previ- 
ously paid to the Company, if the guaran- 
teed Loss Ratio premium is less than such 
premiums previously paid; and 


Whereas, these premium rebate monies 
(approximately $16,000) are owed to the 
General Fund of the City of Lansing to 
offset deficits for Capitol Area Transit, Inc, 
during the last fiscal year; and

On Monday, July 19, 1971, you approved 
by an 8-0 vote Contract PN-38 between the 
City Demonstration Agency (Model Cities) 
and the Michigan Indian Benefit Associa- 
tion. Under this contract $25,000 is to be 
expended as follows: $23,460 for three (8) 
employees, namely, a Director, a Social Aide 
and a Receptionist-Secretary. Of the total, 
another $540 is scheduled for consultants 
services and the remaining $1,000 for con- 
sumable supplies. 


The Scope of Services read as follows: 


In order to fulfill the project objectives, 
which are to increase the effective partici- 
pation of the American Indian in all areas 
of community activities, to increase em- 
ployment of Model Neighborhood Indians 
and to increase the usage of existing poten- 
tial community services the Contractor 
shall in a satisfactory and proper manner, 
as determined by the City Demonstration 
Agency, perform the following services. 


a. Will develop projects and secure funds 
in program areas unique to Model Neigh- 
borhood Indian population including the 
physical economic development and 
growth. 


b. Will provide information concerning 
job opportunities and/or employment 
availability to Model Neighborhood In- 
dians. 


ce. Will provide information and assistance 
in securing special services already avail- 
able to Model Neighborhood Indian 
population. 
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In the presentation, it was stated that 
there were more than 150 Indian families 
in the Model Cities area and more than 450 
Indian families in the overall City of Lan- 
sing. I have been advised, however, by 
Systems Research, Inc., that the 1970 cen- 
sus shows there are only 116 Indians in 
the Model Cities area which equates to ap- 
proximately 80 families, total. Systems 
Research, Inc., also advises that there are 
slightly more than 400 individual Indians 
in the whole City, 


In an attempt to determine the educa- 
tional level, unemployment level, economic 
standing, and other information relating to 
the 80 Indian families, I contacted a Mrs. 
Carol Bennett, 1036 N. Larch Street, inas- 
much as she assisted in making the original 
presentation for the $25,000 Indian Center. 
Mrs. Bennett informed me that the Michi- 
gan Indian Benefit Association is now just 
undertaking a survey to determine these 
factors. 


Because of the discrepancy in figures sub- 
mitted to you and to my office, and because 
of the actual lack of information pertain- 
ing to the need, I am hereby advising you 
I have on this date, in accordance with Sec- 
tion 6.8 of the City Charter, placed my veto 
of your action. I, hereby, suspend the opera- 
tion of your resolution for the above- 
mentioned reasons. I recommend that you 
reconsider this contract at a later date 
when accurate and detailed information is 
available to substantiate an expenditure as 
large as $25,000.

The passenger load figures are given for 
the two week period, which coincides with 
the report I understand is required by 
Model Cities and this avoids duplication of 
bus company clerical effort. Since there 
are a limited number of administrative 
people available to run the bus company, 
I deem it highly advisable to minimize the 
number and types of reports which may be 
required, 


The number of bus company employees 
(32) and administrative, driver mainte- 
nance and part-time payroll remains the 
same—$5,578.66. 


Operating expenses have shown no ap- 
preciable change from the $1,958.31 pre- 
viously reported and routes and headway 
service have remained constant. 


The Ride and Shop program recently in- 
stituted has not been functioning for a 
sufficient length of time, as yet, to make 
any significant impact on ridership. Mr. 
Charles White of the Downtown Business 
Division of the Greater Lansing Chamber 
of Commerce reports that he had 21 stores 
in the downtown Lansing area participat- 
ing in this program as of July 6, 1971. 


Operational improvements made during 
this period include putting 11 out of 18 
buses on the street with air-conditioning, 
placement of signs at Michigan and Wash- 
ington informing the public that the bus 
stop positions have been relocated, and 9 
additional bus stop signs were made avail- 
able to Meridian Township. 


Plans are being considered to alter the 
evening run schedules from Mall to Mall 
and utilize these hours to probe new poten- 
tial rider areas which should help increase 
patronage, 


Art Work is being finalized for the print- 
ing and distribution of 50,000 promotional 
folders which will include route maps and 
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general bus information such as Senior 
Citizen fares, charter availability, ‘Ride 
and Shop,” times of operation and the 
economic advantages of bus riding. 


Some controversy has apparently arisen 
over the present insurance costs of the bus 
company now on a fixed rate premium com- 
pared to former premiums which were based 
on a variable or “retrospective” formula 
utilizing revenue figures. 


For purposes of clarification, it must be 
first understood that obtaining any insur- 
ance was extremely difficult because of the 
demonstration project nature of the present 
operating company. Further, in_checking 
with the Wellington Roemer Insurance 
Agency, Incorporated, they report the fol- 
lowing audited earned premiums, without 
“retrospective adjustment,” were paid:

A written request has also been sent to 
the Roemer Agency for a run-down of the 
net premium costs involved which will be 
reflected in the next status report. 


Regarding the funding of our HUD Lan- 
sing Bus Proposal, it has been delayed 
until the DOT 1972 fiscal appropriations. 
However, the City Program Coordinator has 
been in touch with HUD, Washington and 
Congressman Chamberlain’s office request- 
ing a commitment from DOT either in the 
form of a letter of non-prejudice or a 
letter to proceed. A response should be 
forthcoming in the near future. 


Perhaps the most significant event that 
transpired this week at a meeting in my 
office on Wednesday, July 14, 1971, of the 
Regional Transportation Authority Study 
Committee, was the agreement by all mem- 
bers present that a Regional Transporta- 
tion Authority should be established. 


To this end, Chairman Joe Kiersey, di- 
rected Program Coordinator Walter Sowles 
and a Ad Hoc Committee consisting of 
Gordon Montgomery, Terry Linger, Frank 
Mossman and Robert Black to draw-up 
the necessary articles of incorporation. 


An _ investigation of the projected Re- 
gional Transportation Authority, reveals 
that Meridian Township is currently receiv- 
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ing almost double the number of bus 
service miles then the City of East Lansing, 
who is contributing $500.00 monthly to 
operations. In view of this situation, the 
appropriate Meridian Township Authority 
will be approached next week for their con- 
tribution of financial] assistance, at least 
comparable to East Lansing’s contribution. 


Another matter that surfaced this past 
week, was the necessity of printing new 
bus passes for the wives and children of 
employees of the company. This is a nego- 
tiated contract item under Article VII— 
Section 7 of the current contract with 
Amalgamated Transit Union Division 1039. 


A few complaints have been registered 
with this office about buses not making a 
complete route. This appears to be due to 
the short running times involved which 
does not permit sufficient recovery time. 
This matter has been discussed with Mr. 
Jolman who indicated he will have a full 
report and new recommendations for cor- 
recting the matter during the week of 
July 19, 1971. 


Also included in this periods bus com- 
pany expenses was $1,395.80 paid to 
McKesson/Graham for services rendered.

This is to advise that North Central Air- 
lines, Inc., has filed an application with 
the Civil Aeronautics Board to amend its 
Application of Public Convenience and 
Necessity, which in short, will provide daily, 
round trip service between Lansing and 
New York City. North Central proposes 
to operate DC-9 jet equipment, and other 
equipment as may be suitable and neces- 
sary to provide the air transportation, for 
which it has applied. 


As you recall, United Airlmes announced 
major cutbacks in service for the Lansing 
area on September 21, 1970, These cutbacks 
became effective on October 25 and slashed 
the number of flights serving Capitol City 
Airport from nine to three per day. The 
important Lansing-New York market pres- 
ently receives, therefore, only a single west- 
bound flight daily from United Airlines. 
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To date, this office has received no indica- 
tion whatsoever from United Airlines that 
this token service is to be upgraded and 
that the needs of this area will be met in 
a manner deemed necessary. The real 
significance of the North Central applica- 
tion is that it will correct a major defi- 
ciency now existing in the east-west ser- 
viee for the Greater Lansing Area. 


Lansing has a strong traffic generating 
potential, and, despite the past and present 
inadequate service of United Airlines, the 
Lansing-New York market generated over 
23,000 passengers in 1969. North Central 
authorities project that this will expand 
to over 36,000 by 1973 with the stimulation 
provided by the daily, round trip service, 
for which it has applied. 


North Central Airlines, Inc., proposes to 
operate on a non-stop basis between Detroit 
and New York City, and, under its applica- 
tion, will provide improved service to 17 
cities in Michigan, including our own. 
The application by North Centra! Airlines, 
Inc., has certain long-haul restrictions 
which will preclude it from operating 
Detroit-New York “turnaround service” 
and, therefore, it should not become a threat 
to present trunkline carriers, It is very 
doubtful that the granting of the requested 
authority could result in adverse financial 
impact on any other carrier. The beneficial 
effect to the Greater Lansing Area, how- 
ever, is overwhelmingly in favor of this 
application. 


North Central Airlines, Inc., has filed 
its application in accordance with Subpart 
M Rules of the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
or alternatively, for an expedited hearing. 
Because of the fact that North Central 
Airlines, Inc., is already certified for flights 
to the points in question, the ordinary and 
long, drawn out hearings will not be a 
hindrance to this application. As a result 
a decision could be forthcoming within a 
very short time. 


I strongly urge you to immediately adopt 
a resolution supporting the application of 
North Central Airlines, Inc., especially in 
view of the fact that such support for the 
application must necessarily be in the hands 
of the Civil Aeronautics Board, Washing- 
ton, D. C., no later than July 28. 


Your resolution should be directed to 
Ralph Wiser, Acting Chief Examiner, Civil 
Aeronautics Board, Washington, D. C. 
20428. Reference should be made to North 
Central’s New York-Detroit Nonstop Appli- 
cation, Docket 22863.

In October of 1969. my office together 
with the Inter-Faith Council on Religion 
and Race, and others, announced a program 
titled “Project Aid,” the goal being to 
secure emergency furniture items speedily 
for destitute families by means of a con- 
certed public appeal. In late 1970, this 
became a Model Cities project titled PN-15, 
with an appropriation of $20,000. This 
project was staffed and underway in early 
November of 1970. For the work period 
November, 1970, to March 8, 1971, the em- 
ployees picked up fewer than 100 house- 
hold items, which were distributed to 
slightly over 20 homes, though approxi- 
mately 5,000 miles was registered on the 
newly acquired pick-up truck. The esti- 
mated value of the items and the value 
fos by repair totaled approximately 

000. 


For the period April 25 through June 25, 
the record has improved substantially, As 
a result, Project Aid served a total of 207 
families with 865 items of household fur- 
nishings. On the average, each family 
served received about four (4) items of fur- 
niture with an average total delivered value 
of approximately $70.00. Unfortunately, the 
average cost for the service totaled $47.00 
per family served. On Monday, July 19, 
1971, you readopted the Contract PN-15 
(Project Aid) providing for $30,094. This 
is = eee increase over the past con- 
tract, 


Certainly, there is an unquestionable need 
on the part of some families for assistance. 
However, I am concerned about the large 
operational costs and question whether or 
not some religious organization might not 
do a better job if given a contract under 
a largely reduced dollar outlay. If this were 
possible, I would recommend this approach. 
If it is not, I recommend that you give 
close attention to Contract PN-15, the 
thought being that the service should be 
provided to those in need, but in a more 
efficient manner so as to lower the overall 
costs of this project,

(a) Board, as used in this article shall 
mean the Waterfront Development Board 
as established herein. 


(b) Waterfront Land, as used in this 
chapter shall mean all those properties 
lying within two hundred (200) feet of 
the established high water lines of the 
Grand River, the Sycamore Creek, or the 
Red Cedar River within the boundaries of 
the City of Lansing. 


Sec, $4A-2. Waterfront Development 
Board—Creation, Membership, Terms of 
Office, Election of Chairman, Compensation. 


A_ Waterfront Development Board is 
hereby established. The Board shall con- 
sist of eight members. Four members shall 
be appointed from the City at large, and 
one member each shall be appointed from 
the Planning Board, Public Service Board, 
Board of Water and Light, and the Park 
Board. Members shall be appointed by the 
Mayor and by and with the consent of 
City Council. 


In the first instance, the Mayor shall 
so arrange the terms so that the terms of 
one member at large and one member from 
a board shall expire in each year. There- 
after, all appointments shall be for four 
year terms. 


The chairman of the Board shall be 
annually elected by the members of the 
Board. All members of the Board shall 
serve without compensation. 


Sec. 34A-3. General Duties of Board, 
Scope. 
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The Waterfront Development Board shall 
serve as a policy making citizens board 
to the City Council in bringing about the 
orderly development of land fronting the 
rivers and streams within the corporate 
limits of the City of Lansing and the pre- 
vention, reduction and elimination of blight 
along the city’s waterways. In the per- 
formance thereof, the Board will be con- 
cerned with development of a land use 
master plan for the city’s waterfront, the 
planning and execution of development pro- 
grams on city-owned waterfront land not 
specifically controlled by other city agencies 
under provisions of the city charter, and 
with the control of private development 
of non-public waterfront land through re- 
view of all waterfront development pro- 
posals in cooperation with the Planning 
Department. 


Sec. 34A-4. Powers of the Board. 


The Waterfront Development Board shall 
have sign-off powers over all building per- 
mits issued by the city for construction on 
waterfront land. No building permit for 
construction on waterfront land shall be 
issued until the Board determines that the 
construction conforms with the waterfront 
land use master plan and that adequate 
measures will be taken by the builder to 
assure the esthetic development and/or 
preservation of the waterfront. 


Sec. 34A-5. Meetings, Rules of Proce- 
dure, Quorum. 


The Waterfront Development Board shall 
meet not less than once a month and may 
meet at such other times as the Board may 
determine. There shall be a fixed place of 
meeting and all meetings shall be open to 
the public. The Board shall adopt its own 
rules of procedure and keep a record of 
its proceedings showing the action of the 
Board and the vote of each member upon 
each question considered, The presence of 
five members shall be necessary to consti- 
tute a quorum, 


Sec. 34A-6. Conflict of Interest. 


No Board member shall have any inter- 
est whatsoever, direct or indirect, explicit 
or implicit, in any private waterfront de- 
velopment project for which he shall make 
a decision, contribute a judgment, or ap- 
prove any administrative action.

Subject: Status Report on Mass Transit 


This report will by necessity be nar- 
rative in form rather than statistical, Im- 
mediately upon becoming coordinator of 
mass transit activities, I became aware 
that proper statistics were not being 
gathered for reporting on our demonstra- 
tion grant. Consequently, much of the time 
relative to mass transit in this week has 
been spent on correcting our deficiencies. 
Following are some of the steps that have 
been taken. 


Early in the week, I met with represen- 
tatives of the Mayor’s office, Controller’s 
office, Bureau of Transportation, Bus Com- 
pany management, the Internal Auditor, 
and the Program Coordinator to identify 
our deficiencies in reporting. As a result 
of this meeting, it was agreed that the bus 
company management would accumulate 
certain data and information and make it 
available for reporting. The Controller’s 
office is to prepare a composite financial 
report on the format acceptable to the 
Bureau of Transportation covering the 
period of June 21, 1971 to July 16, 1971. 


The Board of Directors of the non-profit 
bus corporation have hired an accountant 
who will begin work on August 2, 1971. 
This accountant will immediately begin 
preparation of weekly financial reports 
starting with July 16. The financial data 
prepared by the new bus company ac- 
countant will include man-hour and rider- 
ship data as required by the Bureau of 
Transportation. 
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The meeting this week brought to our 
attention that our first demonstration grant 
with the Bureau of Transportation, which 
involved the expressways on Michigan Ave- 
nue, had never been audited and finally 
closed out. As a result of the meeting, the 
Internal Auditor and Mr. Larry Ledesma 
will audit the first demonstration and sub- 
mit their findings to the Bureau of Trans- 
portation. 


The Internal Auditor has been asked to 
record the actual ridership and revenue 
for the first 12 weeks of the demonstration 
period, and from this data, project the same 
information for the balance of the demon- 
stration period. 


The Internal Auditor has been asked to 
procure from Layton and Richardson, for- 
mer accountants for the non-profit bus cor- 
ae an explanation and clarification 
of:

The Controller’s office has been asked and 
has prepared a request for funds in the 
amount of $5,118. This request for funds 
from the Bureau of Transportation should 
have been filed by July 16, 1971. This over- 
sight has now been corrected. 


A resolution has been passed by the City 
Council authorizing the transfer of $3,360 
from Model Cities funds to the non-profit 
bus company account for additional operat- 
ing ia This transfer will soon be effec- 
tuated, 


City Attorney James Giddings, the Pro- 
gram Coordinator, and the writer met this 
week with representatives of the Attorney 
General’s office to discuss the possibility and 
feasibility of a transit authority. 


Representatives of an ad hoc committee, 
the committee established to consider a 
transportation authority, will be convened 
on Tuesday, August 8rd, to hear a report 
from Attorney James Giddings and to 
determine a course of action. 


An ad hoc committee has been assembled 
and charged with the responsibility of pre- 
Paring specifications for the buses that will 
be purchased from the Department of 
Transportation funds which we hope will 
soon be approved. This committee has met 
and his begun its deliberations on the de- 
velopment of specifications. Meetings were 
held with representatives of the Public 
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Service Department, the Bus Company man- 
agement, and the Program Coordinator to 
discuss the possible inclusion of additional 
equipment in our Department of Transpor- 
tation grant. 


Councilman May has participated in sev- 
eral of these meetings, and I wish to pub- 
licly express my appreciation for his as- 
sistance.

On July 28, Governor William G. Milli- 
ken signed the attached, Enrolled House 
Bill No. 4027. Basically, it provides that, 
upon the approval of the city governing 
body, the Board of Education of a school 
district situated in whole or in part in a 
city may certify to have one-half of the 
general school taxes on taxable property 
collected in July, or at the time regular 
city taxes are collected. 


The measure has some advantages and 
some disadvantages, The obvious advantage 
is that the general taxpayer can spread 
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his present December school tax payment 
into two payments—one-half in December 
and one-half in July. However, this ad- 
vantage to the taxpayer will exist only if 
the school district levies in this manner, 
or, one-half levy in December and one-half 
levy the following July. This would mean 
that the school district would have to post- 
pone badly needed revenues for approxi- 
mately six (6) months, and I doubt this is 
financially possible. 


To go the other route would be a dis- 
advantage to the taxpayer and could create 
some difficulties. For example: Assuming 
that taxpayers approve 21 mills for schools 
—voted operating millage—on August 10, 
1971, school taxes for Lansing taxpayers 
would approximate 20 million dollars this 
December ($664,748,425 assessed value x 
$1.58 ($27.58—1970 rate, plus additional 
4 mills in excess of 17 mills which expired). 
If the City collects one-half of school taxes 
in July of 1972 and if the total assessed 
value and school tax rate remain approxi- 
mately the same, the City Treasurer’s office 
would be collecting another 10 million dol- 
lars for schools next July, or a total of 
30 million dollars in a 9 month period from 
Lansing taxpayers, in addition to the regu- 
lar summer city tax. 


The net result, if improperly handled, 
could mean escrow account shortages on 
the part of home and business buyers. With 
this would go possible late payments and 
penalties, because it is doubted that present 
escrow accounts, as now handled by finance 
houses, could meet the payments. In short, 
finance houses would have to hike mortgage 
accounts for taxes several months in ad- 
vance of the actual tax levy. 


Such a policy would further accelerate 
the exodus of business and industry from 
the City to the suburbs because as in the 
case of General Motors (Oldsmobile and 
Fisher Body Divisions) in Lansing, they 
would be required to pay approximately 
$1,500,000 in school taxes in August each 
year, whereas the payment would not be 
made until the following February (or 6 
months later) if they were not located in 
the City. This is a big factor when con- 
sidered on a statewide basis, and also when 
one is aware that General Motors and all 
industries prize their working capital to 
the extent that they pay their taxes regu- 
larly on the last day before imposition of 
penalties. 


The cost of collecting the December 
County and School taxes this year is con- 
servatively estimated at $25,000 including 
printing of bills, postage, wages of office 
employees, etc. The City receives no pay- 
ment from the County and School districts 
for this service. While the same costs are 
already expended by the City in July in 
the collection of the City taxes, these costs 
would be somewhat greater and the entire 
collection procedure more complicated be- 
eause of the necessity of recapping and 
accounting separately the tax collections 
for 6 different school district rates within 
the City, as is presently done in December. 


The newly signed law does have rami- 
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fications. Therefore, I recommend that the 
School Liaison Committee of the City Coun- 
eil discuss this matter with school officials 
at the next regular meeting. If the school 
officials visualize no collection change, no 
additional plans on the part of the City 
and its property holders needs to take place. 
However, if the newly adopted law is to 
be used, considerable ground work will be 
necessary if the overall matter is to func- 
tion in an orderly fashion, with the least 
amount of difficulties to all concerned.

2. $4,000 to the Tri-County Council on 
Alcoholism and Addictions for expan- 
sion of badly needed alcoholism pro- 
grams; funds are to be specifically used 
for property for a Half-Way House for 
Women, as an instrument of rehabilita- 
tion for women with a drinking prob- 
lem. The State of Michigan will pro- 
vide salaries, fringe benefits, etc., for 
such a badly needed facility. 


8. $4,000 to the Lansing Housing Com- 
mission for health and other programs 
for the elderly in the City’s Senior Citi- 
zen Housing projects. 


4. $2,900 to the Community Mental Health 
Board, Clinton-Eaton-Ingham, for ex- 
pansion of the Ingham County Jail Drug 
Rehabilitation Program. The present 
program, though widely acclaimed, falls 
far short of meeting the needs of those

On July 29, 1971, President Richard M. 
Nixon announced that the City of Lansing 
was one of 20 cities selected to participate 
in the Planned Variation Demonstration. 
The new program is based on the objective, 
as stated by the President—‘‘to demon- 
strate what local Government can accom- 
plish in solving urban problems when given 
greater freedom from Federal regulations.” 


The Administration developed the new 
Planned Variation program which broadens 
the scope of the Model Cities program as 
a way to convert a portion of present Model 
Cities grants into a test of what can be 
accomplished under the revenue sharing ap- 
proach to intergovernmental relations. 


The new program involves a combina- 
tion of (1) assistant to provide increased 
managerial capacity (2) increased funding 
and (3) increased flexibility in the use of 
Federal funds: 


(1) All 20 cities will receive funds to 
build up the planning and management 
capacity of the local chief executive, The 
funds will strengthen the chief executive's 
role in managing local government. 


(2) The Department of Housing and 
Urban Development will set aside additional 
program funds so that the plans can be 
carried out on a city-wide basis. Cities will 
be able to use their “supplemental’’ funds 
to address priority needs which they them- 
selves have identified and which cannot be 
met through other Federal, State and local 
funding sources, 


(8) Along with the increased funding 
will go a greater discretion in the use of 
the funds. In addition there will be sig- 
nificantly less oversight and review of 
details for the cities selected. 


As of today, my office received the fol- 
lowing by telephone from George Romney, 
Secretary, United States Department of 
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Housing and Urban Development, and I 
quote: 


“Please to announce a Federal Grant of 
8.8 million dollars for the City of Lan- 
sing to be used in connection with the 
Planned Variation Demonstration, such 
grant to be available upon Federal deter- 
mination of the required base amount. 
This determination will be made within 
the next several days. 


Funds may be used for ascertaining com- 
munity wide needs and priority allocation 
of resources in concept with ‘Chief 
Executives Review and Comment Efforts,” 
and for direct use in alleviating problems 
of the slums and blighted areas through- 
out the City. 


Letter follows containing more detailed 
information on Planned Variation and 
steps necessary to obtain funds.” 


Certainly there are many unanswered 
questions relating to this new program. 
However, I am confident that cooperation 
by all involved can result in an upgrading 
of the community.

This is to advise you that our office re- 
ceived a letter on July 30, 1971, from Sena- 
tor Philip A. Hart regarding the Emergency 
Employment Act of 1971. 


Although Congress has yet to appropri- 
ate the $1 billion authorized by the Act 
for fiscal year 1972, the Secretary of Labor 
has announced a tentative allocation sched- 
ule under which the State of Michigan 
would receive $44,690,000. Further, under 
the provisions of the Public Service Em- 
ployment Program, the size of the grants 
given will depend at least partly on the 
unemployment rate of each municipality. 


It is Senator Hart’s suggestion, that all 
governmental units begin planning immedi- 
ately for the jobs to be filled in their juris- 
dictions. He advises that additional guide- 
lines are being developed and will be issued 
shortly to expedite the creation of jobs for 
the unemployed. A special assistance pro- 
gram has also been designed for areas for 
more than 6 percent unemployment and 
this would continue regardless of the 4.5 
percent national rate level. 


Hopefully, the total of our requirements 
will be compiled as rapidly as possible and 
aonownded to the proper Federal Authori- 
ies,

For some time, the merchants located to 
the north and south of the Michigan Em- 
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ployment Security Commission Office, on 
South Pennsylvania Avenue, have regis- 
tered complaints relating to the traffic prob- 
lem in their area. The complaints resulted 
from the fact that hundreds of unemploy- 
ment compensation claimants necessarily 
had to appear at that office for filing rea- 
sons, This was in the face of very limited 
parking and an unfortunate traffic pattern, 
which combined, created difficulties for the 
merchants in the area and the claimants. 
Councilman William Brenke gave this mat- 
ter his full attention. He recently requested 
this office to establish a meeting of all 
parties concerned. This meeting was held 
on Saturday, July 24, 1971, and in at- 
tendance, besides Councilman Brenke and 
myself, were: State Representative William 
R. Copeland (D-Wyandotte), Chairman, 
House Appropriations Committee and Mem- 
ber of the Capitol Improvements Commit- 
tee; William R. Ford, Director, and Fred 
Hanses, Branch Manager, Michigan Em- 
ployment Security Commission; William 
M. Hettiger, Director, Michigan Depart- 
ment of Administration ; J. William Hawes, 
State Property Manager; representatives of 
the businesses involved, and representatives 
of the Department of Public Service and 
Traffic Department of the City of Lansing. 


In an attempt to bring about an im- 
mediate short-range solution to the traffic 
and parking problem in the area, the 
following items were agreed upon: . 


1. Upon official request, the City of Lan- 
sing agreed to install an emergency 
curb cut to expedite the traffic flow ; 


2. The Traffic Department of the City of 
Lansing agreed to install the necessary 
traffic routing signs; 


8. The Michigan Employment Security 
Commission agreed to assign two secur- 
ity officers to the area, for certain rea- 
sons, including traffic control assistance ; 


4. The Michigan Employment Security 
Commission agreed, because of the very 
limited parking space available, to ob- 
tain a rental agreement from the 
Quality-Bilt Pool and Supply, Inc., for 
the back portion of their lot, or an 
area 65 ft. x 100 ft.; 


5. The Michigan Employment Security 
Commission agreed to obtain a rental 
agreement from Consumer Power Com- 
pany for a strip of land behind the 
M.E.S.C. building, or approximately an 
area of 51 ft. x 300 ft.; 


6. The Michigan Employment Security 
Commission agreed to transfer records 
and employees to the UAW Local 652 
Hall on Clare Street to handle the claims 
of more than 11,000 Oldsmobile and 
Fisher Body employees, during late July 
and mid-August. 


I am pleased to advise that all agreements 
on the part of the City of Lansing and the 
State of Michigan are now completed and 
in effect. As a result, much of the former 
problem has been eliminated. 
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I express my appreciation to Councilman 
Brenke for bringing this matter to our 
attention, and for his overall efforts, to 
the Traffic Department and the Department 
of Public Service of the City of Lansing, 
to the State of Michigan, and especially to 
State Representative William R. Copeland 
for his willingness to remain in the City 
of Lansing over the weekend and for his 
personal contribution, which was instru- 
mental in resolving the matter.

In March of this year the Traffic Engi- 
neer recommended that Gardner Junior 
High School be provided another access 
point to Jolly Road. Quoting from the 
Traffic Engineer’s report: 


The proposed operation will be Ora ex- 
tended one way south, the school drive 
one way west and the new roadway one 
way north with relocation of the traffic 
signal from Jolly and Ora to Jolly at 
or near Kessler. 


Also, the Public Service Board at their 
July meeting made the recommendation to 
the City Council that Dahlia Drive not be 
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vacated at this time. It was intended that 
the procedures for a proposed roadway for 
the school should be completed before any 
thought is given to vacating Dahlia Drive.

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
August 8, 1971, recommended to you that 
the petition by Francis Laverdiere to re- 
zone property at 738 North Cedar Street 
from “C-2” family to “H” light industrial 
district be denied. The petitioner wishes 
to erect a building for warehouse and office 
space for a painting business. 


Since the property under consideration 
is located within Cedar-Larch corridor, 
careful consideration must be given to any 
rezoning petition in this area. A previous 
report by the Lansing Planning Department 
dealt in depth with the Cedar-Larch cor- 
ridor. These suggestions and recommenda- 
tions are outlined in the following analysis. 


“The Master Plan designates this area 
for industrial land use. Industrial zoning 
and land uses are intermixed with one and 
two family dwelling units. The Cedar- 
Larch one way pair is a moderate speed 
arterial allowing direct but congested ac- 
cess to other directional arterials and the 
interstate freeway system. The department 
has completed a preliminary study regard- 
ing the entire Cedar-Larch corridor. This 
study analyzes the present land use rela- 
tionships and the future land use needs and 
concludes that this area would be more 
suitable for residential development and 
related commercial uses.” 


“Due to recent trends in traffic pattern 
influences on land use development, it is 
anticipated that Cedar Street will become 
a local street in the future. Studies are 
underway for major revision of the City’s 
Master Plan which propose a change in 
the Cedar-Larch traffic patterns so as to 
bring about a redevelopment involving resi- 
dential uses.” 


According to Urban Renewal Market 
Analysis for land utilization, a significant 
amount of industrial land is not needed and 
sufficient land throughout Lansing is pres- 
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ently zoned for industry. The staff feels 
that the creation of more industrial acreage 
by granting this petition could be com- 
pounding an existing problem. 


It is not recommended that the Planning 
Board rezone property within the Cedar- 
Larch corridor until definite land use pro- 
posals have been established for this area. 
Such rezonings would put a considerable 
hinderance on the formulation of these land 
use policies, 


Communication with the Model Cities 
Task Force indicated that they concurred 
with the Planning Board recommendation 
on this matter. 


No objections were made to the proposed 
petition.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
August 3, 1971, recommended to you that 
the petition by the Marathon Oil Company 
to rezone property at the southwest corner 
of Delta River and Grand River Avenue 
from “A” single family to ‘“E-2” Auto 
Service Station and “D-1’’ Professional 
Office district be denied. 


This proposed development would require 
grading to a level consistent with public 
right-of-ways, removal of a single family 
dwelling and a modification of Grand River 
Avenue. Grand River Avenue is now a 
boundary between the single family resi- 
dential uses to the south and non-residential 
uses to the north. The proposed develop- 
ment would establish a precedent for future 
non-residential use south of Grand River 
in this established neighborhood. 


The subject site would have to be graded 
to facilitate ingress and egress from Delta 
River Drive and Grand River Avenue. The 
site plan has points of ingress and egress 
on Delta River and Grand River creating 
four new curb cuts. The proposed drives 
are approximately thirty feet in width. 
The new proposed zoning ordinance re- 
quires such entrances and exits to be 
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twenty-five feet from an intersection. The 
proposed plan meets these specifications, 


It is proposed that a portion of the sub- 
ject site be dedicated to the city to facili- 
tate traffic improvements. These proposed 
improvements consist of a rumble strip and 
a left turn lane on Grand River Avenue. 
The rumble strip would abet left turns 
from Delta River onto Grand River and by 
diverting traffic lanes, increase the angle 
of visibility between eastbound traffic on 
Grand River and traffic on Delta River. 
The strip also would prevent left turns 
from Grand River onto the proposed site. 
Traffic conditions at this intersection would 
be improved by the proposed modifications. 


The Board believes that this is an estab- 
lished residential neighborhood with well 
defined boundaries. One purpose of zoning 
is to secure a reasonable development pat- 
tern by keeping similar and related uses 
together and separating dissimilar and un- 
related uses. The intensity and character 
of the development proposed would encroach 
on the residential character of the sur- 
rounding established development to the 
west and south principally through the in- 
erease of activity. There is sufficient va- 
cant property to the north of Grand River 
Avenue which would be more compatible 
with the uses proposed in the petition. Zon- 
ing districts on the north side of Grand 
River Avenue are on the whole, more non- 
residential in character than the area in 
question. It would not seem in the best 
interests of this existing residential neigh- 
borhood to allow the initial encroachment 
of non-residential land uses. 


The Board further finds that the intro- 
duction of a professional office zoning dis- 
trict at this portion of Grand River Ave- 
nue would contribute to further strip de- 
velopment. It must be kept in mind that 
the applicant (Marathon Oil Company) 
should not be granted an amendment on 
the basis that it will allow the present 
owner to gain a greater profit or income 
from his property. The compelling rea- 
sons for any zoning amendment must be 
substantially related to the public welfare 
and necessity. It is the Board’s position 
that this proposed amendment, has neither 
the concept of public welfare nor the in- 
tent of sound planning principles as the 
basis of its application. 


The Planning Board held a public hear- 
ing on July 6, 1971, regarding this petition. 
The applicant, however, requested that the 
Planning Board table the petition until the 
August 3, 1971, meeting. At the August 3 
meeting the petition was reheard and the 
Planning Board determined that Z-33-71 
should be denied. 


At the July 6, 1971, hearing eight per- 
sons spoke in opposition to the application. 
Several petitions containing numerous 
names were also presented in opposition. 


At the August 8, 1971, hearing six per- 
sons spoke in opposition but the audience 
contained 35 individuals who were there 
opposing the petition.

43 extended southerly to the south line of 
Lot No. 45, Delta Grand Subdivision from

This area of Grand River Avenue now 
acts as a boundary line between non- 
residential uses to the north and single 
and multi-family homes to the south. It 
should be noted that while the property 
adjacent to the subject property on the west 
is zoned “D-1” professional, apartment type 
dwellings have been developed on all of 
these properties with the exception of a 
spot zoning approximately one block west 
which is a party type store with an insur- 
ance office adjacent to it. 


A professional office on the proposed site 
would establish a continual change for 
future non-residential uses to the south in 
this area of Grand River—in an area that 
is established as a sound neighborhood, The 
proposed new zoning ordinance will place 
the apartment homes to the west in a con- 
forming zone and would not allow further 
non-residential uses in that area to the 
west now zoned “D-1” professional. It is 
the consensus of the Planning Board that 
any extention of “D-1” professional zoning 
in this area would not be in the best in- 
terest of the surrounding neighborhood. 
The petition would encourage further non- 
residential development that would be con- 
trary to basic planning principles, which 
is to secure a reasonable development pat- 
tern by keeping similar and related uses 
together and separating dissimilar and un- 
related uses, 


A short distance to the west in the area 
of Grand River and Waverly Road is prop- 
erty that is zoned which permits profes- 
sional office development and would be suit- 
able for this type use.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
August 3, 1971, recommended to you that 
the petition by Donald Strayer to rezone 
property at 616 and 620 North Walnut and 
329 West Saginaw Street from ‘C’? two- 
family district to “‘D-1” professional office 
district be denied. 


The site contains three single family 
homes and is proposed for multiple dwell- 
ing residential use by the Central City De- 
velopment Plan. The Board believes that 
spot zoning of residential property for office 
use generally creates parking problems and 
incompatible land use relationships. It 
further weakens the market potential of 
logical and desirable office areas. Such un- 
coordinated location of office uses in resi- 
dential areas are occurring in the central 
and inner city areas. While providing for 
greater economic benefit to the owners of 
these properties, it does not maintain or 
improve the residential living environment 
nor represent the most effective pattern of 
land development for the City. 


The Board is of the opinion that it would 
be more desirable to preserve the residen- 
tial character of this area rather than 
introduce non-residential development which 
will adversely affect future development in 
accord with the Central City Plan, which 
is the agreed upon public policy. When 
this plan was initially formulated, the need 
for professional services in the Central City 
area was considered and planned for ac- 
cordingly. The granting of this petition 
would violate the basic tenents of that pre- 
established policy and set a precedent for 
further rezoning attempts of this nature. 
The integrity of any land-use plan must 
rely on the logical guidance of private in- 
vestment, as well as public expenditures) 
toward the physical betterment of the en- 
tire community. 


Zoning provides the municipality with 
one of the basic tools for the achievement 
of such a plan and, therefore, must be used 
in conjunction with it.

During the week of August 9 through 
18, a great deal of time was reserved for 
meetings on bus specifications. On Tuesday 
morning, I met with the ad hoc specifica- 
tions committee for three hours and finished 
the draft specifications for the 45-passenger 
bus. Certain members of this committee 
had already spent several hours on this 
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project during the previous week. In the 
afternoon, we met again and finished the 
draft specifications for the 31-35 passenger 
bus, again the result of several hours of 
preparatory work, 


On Wednesday morning, I met with the 
ad hoc specifications committee again and 
heard a discussion by Robert Ethridge of 
GMC Truck and Coach Division as to the 
advantages of a 33-passenger bus over the 
smaller bus. 


On Wednesday afternoon, I accompanied 
Councilman Roger May, Walter Sowles and 
Ray Jusick (Board of Water and Light) to 
Washington, D. C. At our meeting with 
representatives of DOT, we learned that 
they are willing to consider eligible for 
funding our proposed bus garage on Mill 
Street, including two-thirds of the down 
payment already made by the City and in- 
cluding all equipment and _ installations 
needed in the garage. They are also will- 
ing to consider funding us for electric mini- 
buses on the Washington Mall loop, if we 
request it and have sufficient supporting 
data. This would be the first time that DOT 
has funded electric buses anywhere in the 
United States as part of a capital grant. 
They will even approve the higher money 
figure (between Diesel and Electric) and al- 
low us more time to make that decision 
without holding up the total grant. 


Because of our own amendments, the time 
table for DOT approval has been moved 
back to September. These additional amend-

(1) Food establishment shall mean any 
building, room or quarters within a struc- 
ture not hereafter defined as a food-service 
establishment, where any cooked or un- 
cooked article of food, ice, drink or any 
ingredient threof, used for or intended 
for human consumption is prepared, manu- 
factured, processed, wrapped, packed, stored 
or distributed, for wholesale or retail in 
Package or in bulk, or otherwise provided 
for the public in any way, with or without 
charge. This shal] include, but not be 
limited to: Meat and poultry processing 
plants, soft drink plants, food warehouses, 
grocery stores, bakeries, dairy plants, locker 
plants, canning and preserving plants, 
brining stations, roadside stands, flour 
mills, fish processors and markets, egg 
breaking plants, or other establishments 
where food manufacturing, processing or 
packaging is carried out. 


(2) Food-service establishment shall mean 
any fixed or mobile restaurant, coffee shop, 
cafeteria, short order cafe, luncheonette, 
grill, tearoom, sandwich shop, soda foun- 
tain, tavern, bar, cocktail lounge, night- 
club, drive-in, industrial feeding establish- 
ment, private organization serving the 
public, catering kitchen, delicatessen, com- 
missary or similar place in which food 
or drink is prepared for direct consump- 
tion through service on the premises or 
elsewhere, and any other eating or drink- 
ing establishment or operation where food 
is served or provided for the public. 


(3) Health authority shall mean the Di- 
rector of the Ingham County Health De- 
partment or his designated representative. 


(4) All other terms shall be as defined 
in the Ingham County Sanitary Code. 
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Sec. 15-8. Plan Review of Future Con- 
struction. 


When a_ food-service establishment or 
food establishment is hereafter construct- 
ed or extensively remodeled, or when an 
existing structure is converted for use as 
a food-service establishment, properly pre- 
pared plans and specifications for such 
construction, remodeling, or alteration, 
showing layout, arrangement, and con- 
struction materials of work areas, and the 
location, size, and type of fixed equipment 
and facilities, shall be submitted to the 
health authority for written approval before 
such work is begun. Compliance with all 
zoning, building, plumbing, electrical or 
other ordinance or code shall be determined 
by the appropriate local authority.

Sec. 15-4. Penalties. 


Any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be sub- 
ject to penalty under Section 1-8 of the 
general provisions of the City of Lansing 
Code.

Gentlemen : 


Mass transit planning meetings have been 
in progress every day, three or four meet- 
ings per day. I shall review the major ones 
in this report. 


On Tuesday afternoon, a meeting was 
held with the sale representatives of Mer- 
eedes-Benz. Three representatives of BOT, 
two representatives of the bus company 
management, and I were present. Later 
in the afternoon, a meeting was held con- 
cerning the proposed Washington Mall loop. 
The Urban Redevelopment Director and 
Planning Director briefed us on future 
plans for Washington Avenue. 


On Tuesday evening, the Model Cities 
planner, BOT staff members, a Board of 
Water and Light representative, and I 
planned new and expanded Model Cities 
loops to fit the new areas brought in by 
Planned Variations. We had to make plans 
for some necessary changes in the major 
line-haul routes, and we completed our 
recommendations for transit facilities on 
the Washington Mall loop. That meeting 
lasted until 1 a.m., but was extremely pro- 
ductive. 


On Wednesday morning, we met with 
sales representatives from Unibus Corp., 
and then another meeting on routes took 
place. The bus manager was given maps 
of the proposed routes and asked to drive 
these routes for distance and time data. 
In the afternoon we met with sales repre- 
sentative from Fixible Co. Later in the 
afternoon, I drove the Unibus and Flxette 
through major portions of the western and

southern areas of Lansing to get a “‘feel’’ 
for those buses. 


On Thursday, the BOT hosted a “bus ride 
to lunch.” Mayor Graves, Robert Black 
and Councilmen Brenke, Ferguson, May, 
and McKane were present along with repre- 
sentatives from the Metropolitan Lansing 
Mass Transportation Corporation, the Re- 
gional Transportation Committee, Model 
Cities, downtown businessmen, the bus 
company management, the press and BOT. 


On Thursday afternoon, a Bot represen- 
tative and the bus manager met with me. 
The bus manager presented his time/ 
distance data to us. On Friday morning, 
the BOT representative gave me the com- 
plete cost analysis of the Washington Mall 
loop and the Model Cities loops with recom- 
mendations as to numbers of vehicles and 
personnel. Based on this information, the 
Model Cities planner began work on spe- 
cific recommendations to the Model Cities 
staff. Also on Friday morning, I held a 
meeting with the Planning Director, the 
Urban Redevelopment Director, the Public 
Service Director, and the Traffic Engineer 
in order to discuss with them our recom- 
mended plans for the Washington Mall 
loop. We also discussed the place that this 
recommendation will have in a meeting 
with the Washington Avenue businessmen 
scheduled for Monday, August 23 at 4 p.m. 
The Buildings and Properties Committee is 
sponsoring this meeting. 


Draft specifications for a 45-passenger 
bus and for a 33-passenger bus have been 
typed and distributed to the BOT, our Pur- 
chasing Agent, and interested local busi- 
nessmen for their review and recommenda- 
tions, 


I hope that sufficient information will be 
available by next week to complete the 
amendment letter to DOT. Two more midi- 
bus manufacturers are expected to appear 
next Monday and Tuesday. 


In case you haven’t realized it by now, 
I am attempting to create a package of 
routes, vehicles and cost analyses which I 
can present to you fairly soon along with 
my recommendations and possible alterna- 
tives. It is an extremely complicated pic- 
ture with several potential pitfialls, but 
with proper knowledge of the alternatives 
available, I believe that the Council can 
make the most necessary and most desirable 
decisions. 


Not only is future planning important, 
we must also be very concerned with the 
present bus system. The Council’s Internal 
Auditor has been working with the Ac- 
counting Division and with the bus com- 
Ppany's new accountant in order to update 
financial and ridership information and also 
to project this information into the future. 
The following graphs summarize some of 
the facts compiled by the bus company’s 
accountant, 


Graph I shows five sets of information. 
First, it shows weekly gross revenues from 
line (in-town) haul operations from the 
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week ending May 7, 1971 to the week end- 
ing August 18, 1971. Second, it shows 
weekly (average) ridership based upon the 
weekly gross revenues divided by 35¢ for 
the same period of time. Third, it shows 
the regression line, a statistical computa- 
tion which, for all practical purposes, can 
be looked upon as the average of the peaks 
during the period, Fourth, the graph shows 
a projection for weekly gross revenues, 
weekly average ridership based upon an 
increase of 25% over August 18, 1971, base 
figures (see below), and a projection of the 
regression curve. The fifth set of informa- 
tion is the ridership estimates based upon 
the June 10, 1971, revision of budget and 
service levels, 


August 13, 1971 


Weekly Gross Revenues = 
$4,442.35 +- 25% = $5,797 


Weekly Average Ridership = 
12,6938 + 25% = 15,866 


Graph II shows the ridership for the 
Mall Route by time slots, 6 a.m. to 12 noon, 
12 noon to 7 p.m., and 7 p.m. to 10 p.m. 
as a percentage. 


Graph III shows the ridership for the 
North Lansing/Jolly-Cedar Route similarly 
as in Graph II. 


Graph IV shows revenue by route for 
the month of July. Total revenue for July 
was $18,687.55, 


The audits are not yet complete but 
should be ready for the bus corporation 
meeting on Tuesday, August 24. I shall 
distribute copies to you as soon as I re- 
ceive them,

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
August 17, 1971, recommended to you that 
the request to revise the Community Unit 
Plan for Hunter’s Ridge in the 3100 block 
of South Waverly Road be approved sub- 
ject to the following conditions: 


1. That a temporary, but improved, pedes- 
trian pathway for school children be 
provided from the initially constructed 
phases of the project to the existing 
stub of Bayview Drive on the north 
side of River’s Edge Subdivision. This 
access is to be maintained as the project 
develops. 


2. That left turn slots be constructed in 
boulevard medians at all locations 
where left turns into private streets 
are to be made and at the intersection 
of the two dedicated streets. 


8. That all private streets be constructed 
with a minimum pavement width of 
25 feet, and with minimum radii of 
20 feet at intersections (not including 
driveways). 


4, That construction of a swimming pool 
shall comply with all provisions of Act 
230, P.A. 1966, and applicable rules. 


5. All improvements are to be built to 
City of Lansing standards, including 
drive openings. 
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6. All lots are to be graded so that sur- 
face water will drain therefrom so as 
not to affect adjacent properties. 


7. That the open ditch bordering the 
southerly boundary (adjacent to River’s 
Edge) be protected and preserved un- 
til such time as Holmes Road is ex- 
tended and alternate provisions are 
made to handle the drainage. 


8. That the developer submit a plan of 
all proposed right-of-way plantings, 
complete with species, size, and spac- 
ing, to the City Forester and apply for 
a planting permit. 


9. That the dead-end private drive, indi- 
cated by the Fire Department, be ex- 
tended or provided with a cul-de-sac 
with a radius of 45 feet. 


10. That a 35-foot easement along the river 
bank shall be dedicated to the City of 
Lansing. However, the developer shall 
retain the right to develop a boat basin 
and use the same for private use and 
to have unencumbered access right to 
the river for this development. 


11. That the uses along this easement shall 
be of a type to be approved by the 
Planning Department. 


12, That the development be served with 
underground utilities. 


18. That all driveway parking areas be 
constructed with a minimum depth of 
23 feet (from edge of street pavement 
to front of garage). 


14, That the development be constructed 
in accordance with the approved plan. 


This revised plan represents a complete 
change from the originally approved plan 
and a significant departure from the tra- 
ditional apartment and townhouse ap- 
proaches to multiple-family dwellings. The 
mixture of types of units, the several com- 
binations of first floor arrangements and 
a wide variety of exterior treatments would 
seem to hold promise for avoiding the 
monotonous appearance of many multiple- 
family projects. In addition, the enclosing 
of half of the required parking spaces will 
provide some relief from the usual “sea of 
cars’ view in these projects. 


The Board has reviewed the proposed plan 
and finds it to be an innovative approach 
to multiple-family development which is 
new to the City of Lansing. This is par- 
ticularly true in that the units will be 
sold in the condominium style rather than 
rented. 


One person spoke expressing concern for 
adequate sewerage facilities but not spe- 
cifically objecting to the nature of the pro- 
posal, 


This recommendation was by unanimous 
approval.

The Planning Board at its regular meet- 
ing on August 17, 1971, unanimously 
approved the purchase of the McKinch 
property on Moffitt Street by the Parks 
Department. 


The basis for this recommendation origi- 
nated from a request by the Parks Board 
to the Planning Board to review the site 
for a park and District Field Office. Exten- 
sive research revealed that the Moffitt Street 
site is the most reasonable location for the 
City to place its district office. The factors 
supporting the Planning Board’s position 
include: 


The McKinch property is situated at 
approximately the center of the existing 
and potential service area which will mini- 
mize travel time and maximize work effec- 
tiveness, 


The price of the land is suitable for pur- 
chase, compared to the high values placed 
on other potential sites in this section of 
the city. 


The City’s Master Plan indicates this 
vicinity for a neighborhood park to serve 
surrounding residential development. 


The following criteria are recommended 
for guidance in approving purchase and 
use of the McKinch property for a Parks 
Department Field Office: 


1. Access to the Field Office must be by 
a service road extended from Hughes 
Road in the vicinity of the Maple Grove 
Center, across Consumers Power prop- 
erty to the office site. All Parks equip- 
ment is required to move along the ser- 
vice road to Hughes Road to Logan. The 
equipment is to be restricted on Hughes 
west of the service road intersection 
and all other local streets in the area. 


2. Orientation of the field office must be 
in the southerly three acres portion of 
the parcel adjacent to Consumers Power 
property. This allows the area immedi- 
ately adjacent Moffitt Street and Denoli 
Park Subdivision to be developed with 
neighborhood park facilities utilizing 
the retention basin, 


8. Design of the Field Office and acces- 
sory buildings will be such that an in- 
ternal circulation and storage pattern 
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will be developed. No access will be per- 
mitted through the park area to Moffitt 
Street, although a gate should be in- 
stalled to allow access to the park for 
only maintenance equipment. 


4. Sereening or fencing other than chain 
link must be installed around the office 
facility. The screening must protect the 
storage yard and contents from damage 
and vandalism. Also the visual impact 
of the storage yard is to be minimized 
as much as possible. Screening and 
landscaping should be compatible with 
vegetation scheme either natural or 
planted. It is suggested that new build- 
ings be constructed in such manner as 
to be functional in terms of recreation 
activities in the park, eg., to serve 
as back stops for tennis courts. 


5. The service road to the office facility 
must be paved and screened from the 
adjacent uses over its entire length 
with trees which relate to the landscape 
plan and design of the facility. 


6. The Park Department must file for a 
special use permit in compliance with 
the City’s Zoning Code. The Planning 
Board reserves the right to review final 
site layout and landscape plan to in- 
sure the above five recommendations 
are followed. Also, this is deemed neces- 
sary to promote this area for residential 
developing and living similar to neigh- 
borhoods without field offices located in 
their park areas. It is suggested that 
preliminary site plans and _ screening 
plans be completed prior to closing the 
option to purchase.

The Planning Board at the August 17, 
1971, meeting recommended to you that the 
petition by the General Motors Corpora- 
tion to rezone the 1000 block of Middle, 
Riverview and West Streets and the 300 
and 400 blocks of Albert Street from “B” 
residential district to “I” heavy industrial 
district be granted, subject to two provi- 
sions which are mentioned in the fifth 
paragraph, 
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The subject property includes public 
right of way which has been petitioned to 
be vacated (ROW-3-71). There are occu- 
pied and unoccupied dwellings on the site 
which have access on the subject right- 
of-way. 


The area north of the site is zoned “B” 
residential and is developed with single 
family homes, These properties could be 
protected from adverse effects from the 
proposed zoning with proper screening. 
The property to the east of the site is zoned 
“J” heavy industrial. In the opinion of 
the Board the proposed zoning is logical 
in relation to existing land use and de- 
velopment trends in the area. 


The Master Plan designates this area for 
industrial use. Zoning in this area has been 
approved on an overall concept, however, 
spot zoning has been discouraged. 


The petitioner proposes to use the sub- 
ject property as the site for a railroad car 
storage area. This use would be permitted 
in industrial district. 


The Planning Board recommends grant- 
ing of this petition subject to the follow- 
ing provisions: 


1. That all property lines which abut resi- 
dential districts (north and west) be 
screened and fenced. Type of fencing 
and screening to be approved by the 
a Board upon development of the 
and. 


2. That the petitioner be encouraged to ac- 
quire all property south of Olds Avenue 
to the westerly edge of the petitioned 
property. 


At the public hearing held on August 3, 
1971, seven persons spoke in opposition to 
the proposed petition. The consensus of this 
opposition was that the General Motors Cor- 
poration should acquire property for indus- 
trial use in a manner which does not isolate 
pockets of residential land use, The con- 
cern was that the people living in this area 
of industrial expansion are never made 
aware of the intentions of the General 
Motors Corporation until such time as prop- 
erty acquisition is imminent. It was stated 
that property acquisition should be done 
so as not to isolate single family homes 
away from the residential community. It 
was also felt that a timetable for expan- 
sion should be communicated to the people 
living in the area so they would be aware 
of General Motor’s intentions. 


At the Board meeting on the 17th of 
August, one person requested permission 
to speak on this subject and subsequently 
expressed the same concerns as mentioned 
above. The Planning Board concurred with 
the sentiments expressed by these persons 
and submits a recommendation to the 
Mayor and City Council that General 
Motors be encouraged to acquire all prop- 
erty south of Olds Avenue to the westerly 
edge of the petitioned property. 
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This recommendation is by a vote of six 
yeas and one abstention.

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
August 17, 1971, recommended to you that 
the petition by Michael Shaheen to rezone 
property at 3901, 4001-4101 South Logan 
Street from ‘“A-1” family residential dis- 
trict and “D-1” professional office district 
to “F”’ commercial district ge granted, sub- 
ject to the conditions enumerated in this 
communication. 


The property under consideration is 
located within the boundaries of the South 
Logan Street zoning and land use policy 
plan, This strip indicates that this area 
should be developed in a residential nature 
10-20 dwelling units per acre. 


The basic reasons for the above considera- 
tion were: 


1. The adjacent lands to this site are de- 
veloped in a residential character, and 
it is most desirable to stabilize and re- 
tain this character. 


2. Multi-family development was believed 
to be most desirable in this area as it 
would tend to encourage assemblage of 
land, (the property is divided into sev- 
eral large tracts) and development of 
the land in a multi-family nature would 
provide a logical transition between the 
existing single family development and 
the adverse influences of the Logan 
Street commercial development. 


8. It was further felt that more intense 
residential use of the land would provide 
some incentive for development. 


4, Strong emphasis was made in the Logan 
Street policy plan of the existing and 
potential commercial development. It 
was found that there are sufficient com- 
mercial uses to service the population 
within the Logan Street market area. 


Previous zoning and land use changes in 
this area have had a definite affect on the 
Property in question, changes have occurred 
contrary to the Master Plan. most of which 
is strip commercial in nature, however, 
there are also spot zones included.

These changes have established a prece- 
dent, and actually put City government in 
a very weak position of guiding and direct- 
ing balanced community growth. 


Along with this application a request has 
been subsequently made by the applicant’s 
attorney to delete that portion of the prop- 
erty on the north from the initial applica- 
tion which is owned by Guy and Wayne 
Lowery, said property is now zoned “D-1” 
professional office district. 


The Board position would be that this 
parcel should be retained for office develop- 
ment if the subject property is considered 
for commercial development. It would pro- 
vide a proper transition between the exist- 
ing residential development and the pro- 
posed commercial development. 


The Board therefore,, recommends that 
this petition be granted subject to the fol- 
lowing condition: 


Submission of complete design plans for 
review and approval, which includes spe- 
cific descriptions of buffer adjacent to resi- 
dential development (i.e., the following 
items) : 


Landscape plans for the entire site. 
b. Location of buildings. 
c. Location of points of ingress and egress. 
d. Location of storage areas. 
e. Location of display area. 


f. Types of identification signs and loca- 
tions. 


At the public hearing on July 6, 1971, 
one person questioned the compatibility of 
this request with the Logan Street Policy 
Plan. The Planning Board stated that the 
Logan Street Plan would be taken into 
consideration.

Whereas, the Emergency Employment Act 
of 1971 is a matching funds program with 
90% federal and 10% local; and 


Whereas, the State of Michigan at the

ORDINANCE NO. 276 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY ADDING A NEW SEC- 
TION TO BE NUMBERED 9-55.1. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amend- 
ed by adding a new section to be numbered 
9-55.1 to read as follows: 


Sec. 9-55.1. Central Business District 


(1) General. No sign shall hereafter be 
erected, constructed, enlarged, altered, re- 
paired, moved, used or maintained within 
the central business district except as pro- 
vided in this section. 


(2) Application. The provisions of this 
section have application only to signs 
within the central business district, They 
are not, however, meant to be the exclu- 
sive regulation of signs within that area. 
The provisions of other sections of the Lan- 
sing Uniform Sign Code and the provisions 
of all other applicable ordinances of the 
City of Lansing shall apply except when 
the same are in direct conflict with the 
provisions of this section and in such case 
the provisions of this section shall control, 
except as otherwise provided in Section 
9-27 (1). 


(3) Definition. As herein used the term 
“central business district’ shall mean those 
areas zoned “K’’ (Apartment), ‘“E-1’ 
{Drive-in Shop), “F’? (Commercial), “‘F-17’ 
(Commercial), “‘G’ (Business), “H’’ (Light 
Industry and “J” (Parking), situated 
within that part of the City of Lansing 
described as commencing at the intersection 
of the center line of Saginaw Street and 
Capitol Avenue, then east along the center 
line of Saginaw Street to the west shore- 
line of the Grand River, then south along 
the west shoreline of the Grand River to 
the center line of Kalamazoo Street, then 
west along the center line of Kalamazoo 
Street to the center line of Cherry Street, 
then south along the center line of Cherry 
Street to the center line of Lenawee Street, 
then west along the center line of Lenawee 
Street to the rear property lines fronting 
Grand Avenue, then south along the rear 
property lines to the center line of Hills- 
dale Street, then west along the center line 
of Hillsdale Street to the rear property line 
fronting South Washington Avenue, then 
south along the rear property line to the 
center line of St. Joseph Street, then west 
along the center line of St. Joseph Street 
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to the rear property line fronting South 
Walnut Street, then north along the rear 
property line to the center line of West 
Kalamazoo Street, then east along the cen- 
ter line of West Kalamazoo Street to the 
center line of South Walnut Street, then 
north along the center line of South Walnut 
Street to the center line of Allegan Street, 
then east along the center line of Allegan 
Street to the center line of South Capitol 
Avenue, then north along the center line 
of South Capitol Avenue to the center line 
of Ottawa Street, then west along the cen- 
ter line of Ottawa Street to the center line 
of Seymour Street, then north along the 
center line of Seymour Street to the cen- 
ter line of West Genesee Street, then east 
along the center line of West Genesee Street 
to the center line of North Capitol Ave- 
nue, then north along the center line of 
North Capitol Avenue to the center line of 
Saginaw Street, to the point of beginning. 


(4) Definition, As herein used, the term 
“Washington Square” shall mean that por- 
tion of the street previously known as 
Washington Avenue in the City of Lansing 
bounded on the north by Shiawassee Street 
and on the south by Lenawee Street as re- 
solved by the City Council of Lansing on 
October 26, 1970. 


(6) Roof Signs. 


(a) General. Except as provided in sec- 
tion 9-55.1 (15), a roof sign shall be limited 
in copy content to the identification of the 
building upon which such sign is erected 
or the advertisement of the name of the 
business located within such building or 
the major product or service of such busi- 
ness. Each roof sign shall not exceed 30% 
of the square footage of the largest face of 
the building as measured from grade to 
roof top and end to end. The copy area 
of the sign, the spacing and/or the com- 
bination of letters shall not exceed 40% 
of the total sign area, computation to be 
made as provided in section 9-55.1 (7) (c), 
provided, however, that in no case shall the 
total area of the sign exceed 900 square 
feet. 


(b) Washington Square Limitation. The 
bottom of each roof sign on any building 
fronting on Washington Square shall be a 
minimum of 60 feet above the grade level 
and shall otherwise meet the requirements 
of roof signs within the central business 
district. 


(c) Sign Supports. The support members 
of roof signs shall appear to be free of any 
extra bracing, angle iron, guy wires, cables 
and the like. The support shall appear to 
be an architectural and integral part of 
the building. Supporting columns of round, 
square or shaped steel members may be 
used if required bracing, visible to the 
public, is covered. 


(d) Off Premise Signs. Off premise roof 
signs shall conform to the requirements of 
section 9-55.1 (15). 


(6) Parapet Panel Signs and Parapet 
Skeleton Signs. Parapet panel signs and 
parapet skeleton signs shall not be per- 
mitted within the central business district. 


AUGUST 30, 1971 


(7) Wall Signs. 


(a) General, Except as provided in sec- 
tions 9-55.1 (7) (b) and 9-55.1 (15), a wall 
sign shall be limited in content to the ad- 
vertisement of the name of the business 
located within the building upon which 
such sign is erected or the major product 
or service of such business and such sign 
shall only be permitted when the business 
advertised has at least nine lineal feet 
frontage of street floor occupancy. 


(b) General, A wall sign identifying the 
name of the building upon which such sign 
is located shall be permitted but only when 
the general or main entrance to the build- 
ing has at least nine lineal feet of front- 
age on the street floor. 


(c) Height and Area. A wall sign shall 
be a minimum of ten feet above grade level. 
The total background area (that is, the 
area of the sign upon which the copy is 
Placed) shall not exceed 30% of the facade 
of the building upon which the sign is 
located, The total copy area of such sign 
(that is, the actual area of the sign copy 
applied to any background), the spacing 
and/or combination of letters shall not ex- 
ceed 40% of the total sign area computed 
by straight lines drawn closest to copy 
extremities encompassing individual letters 
or words. 


(d) Location. A wall sign shall not ex- 
tend above the top of the wall upon which 
it is erected or beyond the ends of such 
wall. No wall sign shall be attached to 
any building in such a manner as to ob- 
struct any door, window, fire escape or 
ventilating system. 


(e) Off Premise Signs. Off premise wall 
signs shall conform to the requirements 
of section 9-56.1 (15). 


(f) Painted Wall Signs. Signs painted 
directly upon a wall surface of a building 
are prohibited. 


(8) Parapet Wall Type Signs. 


{a) Definition. As herein used the term 
“parapet wall type signs” shall mean a 
sign which is in any manner completely 
affixed to the face of any exterior wall of 
the building or structure and which is 
limited in copy content to the identifica- 
tion of the building or structure upon 
which it is located. 


(b) Material. Parapet wall type signs 
shall be constructed of non-combustible or 
approved plastic materials. 


(c) Area. Parapet wall type signs shall 
not exceed 900 square feet. 


(d) Height and Location. A parapet 
wall sign shall be erected so that the ends 
of the sign do not extend beyond the ends 
of the wall upon which such sign is erected 
and so that the top of the sign projects 
neither above the top of the wall nor more 
than 3 feet below the top of the wall. 
Additionally, a parapet wall sign on a 
building face parallel to and fronting on 
Washington Square shall be erected so 
that the bottom of the sign is a minimum 
of 60 feet above grade level. 
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(e) Maximum Projection. Maximum pro- 
jection of a parapet wall type sign shall be 
42 inches from the face of the building 
to the outer edge of the sign. 


(f) Sign Supports. The supporting mem- 
bers of the parapet wall type sign shall 
appear to be free of any extra bracing, 
angle iron, guy wires, cables and the like. 
The supports shall appear to be an archi- 
tectural and integral part of the building. 
Supporting columns of round, square or 
shaped steel members may be erected if 
required bracing, visible to the public, is 
minimized or covered. 


(g) Permit Fee. The permit fee for a 
parapet wall type sign shall be five (5) 
cents per square foot but not less than 
five dollars ($5.00) in any case. 


(9) Projecting Signs. 


(a) General. Except a sprovided in sec- 
tion 9-55.1 (9) (b) and section 9-55,1 (15), 
a projecting sign shall be limited in copy 
content to the advertisement of the business 
located within the building upon which 
such sign is erected or the major product 
or service of such business and such sign 
shall only be permitted when the business 
advertised has at least 50 lineal feet front- 
age of street floor occupancy. 


(b) General. A projecting sign identify- 
ing the name of the building upon which 
it is located shall be permitted but only 
when the general or main entrance to the 
building has at least 50 lineal feet of front- 
age on the street, 


(c) Other Signs. There shall be no 
sign(s) attached to a projecting sign or a 
projecting sign structure after the original 
installation of the projecting sign or pro- 
jecting sign structure, 


(d) Height and Area. A projecting sign 
shall be erected so that the bottom thereof 
is a minimum of 10 feet above the side- 
walk level (except that a projecting sign 
on a building face parallel to and fronting 
on Washington Square shall be erected so 
that the bottom thereof is a minimum 
18’6” above the sidewalk level) and so that 
the top thereof does not project more than 
4 feet above the top of the wall on which 
it is erected. A projecting sign shall not 
exceed an area of 100 square feet. 


(e) Maximum Projection. The inner edge 
of a projecting sign shall be not more than 
18 inches from the wall of the building or 
support upon which it is erected and the 
outer edge shall not be more than 14 feet 
from the wall of such building or such sup- 
port (except that the outer edge of a pro- 
jecting sign located on a building face 
parallel to and fronting on Washington 
Square shall be not more than 7 feet from 
the wall of such building or such support) 
and in no case shall the outer edge of the 
sign project beyond a point within 2 feet 
of the curb line. 


(f) Location. A_ projecting sign shall 
be located so that the sign is a minimum 
of 15 feet from the side property lines. 


(g) Sign Supports. The supporting mem- 
bers of a projecting sign shall appear to 
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be free of any extra bracing, angle iron, 
guy wires, cables and the like. The sup- 
ports shall appear to be an architectural 
and integral part of the building. Support- 
ing columns of round, square or shaped 
steel members may be erected if required 
bracing, visible to the public, is minimized 
or covered, 


(h) Off Premise Signs. Off premise pro- 
jecting signs are prohibited. 


(10) Ground Signs. 


(a) General. Except as provided in sec- 
tion 9-15.1 (15) ground signs shall be 
limited in copy content to the advertise- 
ment of the name of the business located 
upon the premises upon which such sign is 
erected or the major product or service of 
such business and shall only be permitted, 
except as provided in sections 9-55.1 (10) 
(b) and 9-55.1 (10) (c), when the business 
advertised has a 20 foot setback from the 
front property line and a minimum of 50 
lineal feet frontage of street floor occu- 
pancy, 


_ (b) General, If the business advertised 
is on a corner location and has a 15 foot 
setback from the front property line and 
has a minimum of 50 lineal feet frontage 
of street floor occupancy, a ground sign 
shall be permitted, 


(c) General. If the business advertised 
is located at a 20 foot setback from the 
front property line but does not occupy 50 
lineal feet frontage of street floor occu- 
pancy, whether or not such business occu- 
pies a corner location, a ground sign not 
exceeding 100 square feet shall be per- 
mitted. Provided, however, that in such 
ease the sign shall be erected perpendicular 
to the street line and the edge of the sign 
furthest from the street shall not be more 
than two feet from the support upon which 
it is erected and the edge of the sign closest 
to the street shall not project beyond a 
point within two feet of the curb line. 


({d) There shall be no sign(s) attached 
to a ground sign or a ground sign structure 
after the original installation of the ground 
sign or ground sign structure. 


(e) There shall be no ground signs on 
properties fronting on Washington Square. 


(f) Off Premise Signs. Off premise 
ground signs shall conform to the require- 
ments of section 9-55.1 (15). 


(11) Marquee Signs. 


(a) General. Except as provided in sec- 
tion 9-55.1 (11) (b), a marquee sign shall 
be limited to the advertisement of the busi- 
ness located within the building upon which 
such sign is erected or the major product 
or service of such business and shall only 
be permitted when such business has at 
least 50 lineal feet frontage of street floor 
occupancy. 


(b) General. A marquee sign identify- 
ing the name of the building upon which it 
is located shall be permitted but only when 
the general or main entrance to the build- 
ing has at least 50 lineal feet of frontage 
on the street floor. 
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(c) Height and Area. The total sign 
area of a marquee sign shall not exceed 
80% of the marquee facade. The copy area 
of the sign, the spacing and/or combina- 
tion of letters shall not exceed 40% of the 
total sign area, computation to be made 
as provided in section 9-55.1 (7) (c). 


(d) Maximum Projection. A marquee 
sign shall not extend more than 12 inches 
from the face of the marquee but in no 
case more than 2 feet from a curb line. 


(e) Washington Square Limitations. 
Skeleton letters shall not be placed upon 
the roof of a marquee on any building face 
parallel to and fronting on Washington 
Square. 


(f) Off-Premise Signs. Off-premise mar- 
quee signs are prohibited. 


(12) Under Marquee Signs. 


(a) Definition. As herein used, the term 
“under marquee sign” shall mean a sign 
that is attached to the underside of a mar- 
quee. For purposes of this definition, the 
term ‘“‘marquee” shall include projections 
over private as well as public property. 


(b) Material. An under marquee sign 
shall be constructed of non-combustible 
material provided, however, that the facing, 
letters, figures and decorations thereof may 
be constructed of approved plastic material. 


(c) Height and Location. An under mar- 
quee sign may be hung from a marquee 
protruding over public or private property 
if it is at least 8 feet at the lowest level 
above the ground and if the lower edge of 
the sign does not exceed a maximum of 
18 inches below the bottom of the marquee. 


(d) Location. The sign shall be perpen- 
dicular to the building, centered on the 
marquee, with the top of the sign being 
flush with the bottom of the marquee. The 
outer edges of the sign shall be a minimum 
of 12 inches from the building face and a 
minimum of 12 inches from the inside of 
the marquee face. 


(e) Off Premise Signs. Off premise under 
marquee signs are prohibited. 


(£) Limitation. Copy content of an un- 
der marquee sign shall be limited to the 
advertisement of the name of the business 
located within the building upon which such 
sign is erected or the major product or 
service of such business or to the identifica- 
tion of the name of such building. 


(g) Permit Fee. The permit fee for un- 
der marquee signs shall be five ($5.00) 
dollars plus five (5) cents per square foot 
of area. 


(13) Temporary Signs. 


(a) General. Temporary signs shall be 
permitted within the central business dis- 
trict. 


(b) Public Information Signs. Public 
information signs and other similar signs 
shall be authorized only in connection with 
public information booths located within 
the public right-of-way. 
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(c) Banners over Public Rights-of-Way. 
Banners that project over public rights-of- 
way shall be permitted only upon obtaining 
permission of the City Council. 


(14) Directional Signs. 


(a) Definition. As herein used, the term 
“directional sign” shall mean a sign that 
is designed to guide or direct pedestrian or 
vehicular traffic. 


(b) General. Direction signs shall be 
permitted if the sign contains no advertis- 
ing matter, and the area does not exceed 
3 square feet, and the bottom of the sign 
is at least 7 feet above the sidewalk level. 


(15) Off-Premise Signs. 


(a) Definition. As herein used, the term 
“off-premise sign’? shall mean a sign that 
contains a message unrelated to a business 
or profession conducted or to a commodity, 
service or entertainment, sold or offered 
upon the premises upon which such sign is 
located. 


(b) General. The following off-premise 
signs shall be permitted: Roof signs, wall 
signs and ground signs. 


(c) Off-premise wall signs shall be per- 
mitted within the central business district 
except that they shall not be erected on 
the face of any building parallel to and 
fronting Washington Square. 


(d) Off-premise ground and roof signs 
shall be permitted within the central busi- 
ness district, except that they shall not be 
erected on properties fronting on Washing- 
ton Square, 


(e) Materials. Off-premise signs, includ- 
ing their uprights, supports and braces, 
shall be constructed of non-combustible or 
approved plastic materials. 


(£) Sign Supports. The supporting mem- 
bers of off-premise signs shall appear to 
be free of any extra bracing, angle iron, 
guy wires, cables and the like. The sup- 
ports shall appear to be an architectural 
and integral part of the building. Support- 
ing columns of round, square or shaped- 
steel members may be erected if required 
bracing, visible to the public, is minimized 
or covered. 


(g) Area. Off-premise signs shall con- 
tain an area of not less than 300 square 
feet and not more than 900 square feet. 


(bh) Location. There shall be no more 
than one off-premise sign per block on each 
side of the street, and there shall be 150 
feet of spacing between locations, which 
measurement shall be made from the center 
of the street from one location to another. 


(i) General, Except to the extent that 
the provisions of this subsection 9-55.1 
(15) expressly impose requirements in direct 
conflict, all off premise signs shall conform 
to the requirements set forth in this sec- 
tion and to the provisions of other sections 
of the Lansing Uniform Sign Code and 
other applicable ordinances of the City of 
Lansing as provided in section 9-55.1 (2). 


(16) Number of Signs Permitted. 
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(a) General, Except where more restric- 
tive limitations are imposed by the pro- 
visions of section 9-55.1 (15), the number 
and combination of signs within the cen- 
tral business district shall be governed by 
this subsection 9-55.1 (16). 


(b) Roof Signs. One or more roof signs 
may be erected. 


{c) Building Identification Signs. There 
shall be only one parapet wall-type sign 
erected on any one face of any building, 
and there shall be only one wall sign or 
projecting sign identifying the name of the 
building upon which such sign is erected. 


(d) Advertisement Signs. Other than 
roof signs, all signs erected for the purpose 
of advertising the name of the business 
located within the building upon which 
such sign is erected or the major product 
or service of such business shall be limited 
in number and combination to the follow- 
ing: 

(1) Exeept as provided in section 9-55.1 

(16) (d) (2), any interior business occu- 

pancy of at least 50 lineal feet frontage 

of street floor occupancy may have two 
signs on any building face of any type 
otherwise permitted except that two pro- 

jecting signs or two ground signs or a 

combination thereof shall not be erected 

in or within the same building face. 


(2) Only one sign otherwise permitted 
shall be erected on any building face 
fronting on and parallel to Washington 
Square, 


(3) Any business occupancy of less 
than 50 lineal feet frontage of street floor 
occupancy shall have but one sign other- 
wise permitted except that if the busi- 
ness is located in a building at least at 
a 20 foot setback, a ground sign other- 
wise permitted may be erected as a sec- 
ond sign but in no case shall two ground 
signs be permitted. 


(4) Any corner business occupancy of 
at least 50 lineal feet frontage of street 
floor occupancy may erect a projecting 
sign on the corner of the building closest 
to the two intersecting streets but such 
sign shall be considered as erected on 
each abutting wall and shall only be per- 
mitted if no other projecting sign is 
then located or thereafter erected on 
either abutting wall, except that if one 
of the abutting walls faces and is paral- 
lel to Washington Square, the corner pro- 
jecting sign shall not be considered as 
erected on such wall for purposes of sec- 
tion 9-55.1 (16) (d) (2). 


(17) Ilumination, 


(a) Incandescent Lamps. No exposed 
incandescent lamps shall be permitted of 
greater intensity than 40 watts for the 
illumination of signs, 


(b) Neon IMumination. No sign shall 
have exposed neon tubing when any por- 
tion of such sign is located within an area 
Ey grade level to 50 feet above grade 
evel, 
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Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed.

Re: Demolition of 529 W. Lenawee— 
Property Owned by John Vlahakis 


Gentlemen: 


Since September, 1967 the Building De- 
partment has been in contact with the 
owners of 529 W. Lenawee Street in order 
to have that building comply with the Code. 
On September 14, 1970, a notice was sent 
to Marietta and Paul Harry DeRose to the 
effect that, unless something was done to 
correct this building, demolition procedures 
would be started within 15 days from the 
date of the letter. On September 22, 1970, 
another letter was sent to Paul DeRose by 
the Building Department notifying him to 
appear before the hearing officer on Septem- 
ber 30, 1970, regarding the demolition of 
the building. On March 29, 1971, the Coun- 
cil passed a resolution authorizing the 
Building Commissioner to demolish 529 W. 
Lenawee. A copy of this resolution was 
sent, by certified mail, to the owner, Paul 
H. DeRose. It should be noted that there 
was no response to any of the notices sent 
by the city. On July 8, 1971, the building 
was finally demolished, in accordance with 
the City Ordinance. As a result of the 
demolition a new water connection had to 
be installed at the adjacent house located 
at 525 W. Lenawee. 


On January 13, 1971, in the middle of 
the demolition proceedings, John Vlahakis 
purchased the property in question. The 
new owner was not advised of the demoli- 
tion proceedings pending until some time 
in July when he drove by his property and 
found it to be demolished. . 
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It is the obligation of the city to notify 
the owner of the demolition proceedings and 
this was obviously not done in this case. 
However, John Vlahakis had been in nego- 
tiations to purchase this property for some 
time and, therefore, was informally aware 
that the building did not come up to code 
standards and was considered for demoli- 
tion. 


Inasmuch as there appears to be negli- 
gence both on the part of the city and 
on the part of the new owner, I recommend 
that the attached agreement be authorized, 
which, in essence, provides that the demo- 
lition costs shall be equally shared by John 
Viahakis and the City of Lansing, with 
the city picking up the bill for the water 
connection, which is $108.28. The cost for 
demolition of the premises in question is 
$690.00.

In the State of the City Message for- 
warded to you earlier in January, I pointed 
out the financial difficulties being faced by 
city after city, not only in Michigan, but 
in every State of the Union. In my Annual 
Budget Recommendation Message, I urged 
your support of the Special Federal Tax 
Sharing Plan, which was then being dis- 
cussed in the Nation’s Capitol. 


In the first week of April, following a 
meeting with Governor William G. Milliken, 
I discussed with you the need and potential 
of state revenue sharing and requested your 
support of this matter. I again request your 
support of Federal revenue sharing and 
state revenue sharing. Such support should 
be formally adopted as soon as possible. 
I am specifically requesting your immedi- 
ate action, because at the federal level, 
revenue sharing is temporarily stymied and 
is in dire need of outward assistance, while 
at the state level a limited revenue sharing 
bill has been adopted by the House of Rep- 
resentatives. Since its future in the Senate 
is clouded, support is a necessity. 


Certainly the revenue sharing bill adopted 
by the House of Representatives is a far 
ery from the originally anticipated $917,000 
for the City of Lansing, or for the $657,000 
later discussed—however, it does provide 
for the City of Lansing to receive $499,875 
annually and provides a new financial ap- 
proach so badly needed, not only in this 
State, but by other states. Truly, cities are 
the creation of State Government. In fact, 
even the United States Constitution makes 
no mention specifically of cities. Yet, de- 
spite the realization and admission that the 
major problems are in the cities, you must 
be well aware of the fact that cities basi- 
cally have only two sources of taxation, 
namely, the outdated and outworn property 
tax and the only recently adopted Uniform 
Income Tax. The rest are usurped by Fed- 
eral and State governmental bodies. Now, 
and at long last, a major revenue change 
seems possible, The proposals of Governor 
William G. Milliken, have to some extent, 
been adopted by the one State legislative 
body. Your formal adoption of a resolution 
in support can very well aid its adoption 
by the State Senate. Some persons may 
oppose the measure on the grounds that 
the legislation provides “‘too little, too late,” 
but I am of the opinion that it is an over- 
due step in the right direction, and provides 
a new foundation for the building of better 
cities, Your support is essential.

Garage Sales are increasing in the City 
of Lansing at a very rapid rate. For exam- 
ple, 38 garage-type sales were advertised 
in the August 26, 1971, edition of The State 
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Journal alone. The benefit derived from 
such sales is an obvious one; any individual 
with an excess of usable items, and who 
chooses not to have these distributed 
through a charitable organization, can sell 
them to any willing buyer who has the need 
for the items. 


However, more and more, individuals 
conducting such Garage Sales are posting 
trees, telephone poles and light poles with 
signs of all makes and sizes to the detri- 
ment of various maintenance and repair 
crews, and the trim and orderly appearance 
of the City, Further, many of the signs 
are, also, left to blow into the City streets, 
thereby, creating a problem of clean-up. 
Too, indications are that some Garage Sales 
are not of a temporary one or two day 
nature, but that they are, more or less, a 
continuing type business. 


Certainly, the last thing this City should 
recommend is the elimination of Garage 
Sales. They do have a benefit and should 
be permitted to continue. However, it is 
apparent that something must be done in 
regard to Garage Sales, 


Therefore, I recommend that an ordi- 
nance, incorporating the following, be 
adopted by you, which will, on one hand, 
permit the continuation of Garage Sales, 
while, on the other, will assure that per- 
sons sponsoring such sales will be aware 
that certain requirements must be met, in 
the interest of the overall City: 


That individuals intending to sponsor a 
Garage-Type Sale he first required to ob- 
tain a permit from the Office of the City 
Clerk for a One Dollar ($1.00) fee, the 
receipt for which will constitute the permit; 


That the applicant(s) be required to sign 
a statement that he or she have not con- 
ducted a Garage-Type Sale within the past 
six (6) months and that the goods to be 
offered for sale have been in his or her 
possession for twelve (12) months, or more; 
and further 


That applicants be advised that it is 
illegal to post notices of the Garage-Type 
Sales on trees, telephone poles, etc., between 
the sidewalk and curb, and that any legally 
posted signs be retrieved, wherever they 
may be, by the sponsor within twelve (12) 
hours of the completion of any Garage- 
Type Sale. 


The ordinance would not affect any per- 
son with a used merchandise license, nor 
should it govern auctions, inasmuch as 
these are already covered by present City 
ordinance. 


In the interest of the overall City, I trust 
this will meet your approval.

At their meeting of September 7, 1971, 
the Planning Board affirmed their request 
to rezone property in the 4700 block of 
Collins Road from ‘“D-1” professional office 
district and “F’’ commercial district to 
“A” one-family district. 


This request was initiated by the Plan- 
ning Board in response to changing con- 
ditions in the area of the subject property. 
Recently the Board became aware of a 
new proposal to construct apartment units 
on the subject property. Under the exist- 
ing zoning ordinance apartments may be 
built on the property at the density allowed 
in the “D” apartment district. The ‘D” 
district density permits the most dense resi- 
dential development allowed in the city, 


During the analysis of the original re- 
zoning petition the Board formed the 
opinion that residential use of the land 
was not desirable. This was based on 
isolation of the parcel from an urban kind 
of environment and the natural suitability 
of the parcel for highway interchange ser- 
vice uses and other uses which seek ready 
highway access, 
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In reviewing this change, the Board con- 
tinues to be of this opinion and maintains 
that apartments should not be allowed to 
preempt land more suited to a higher use 
in this case. It should be noted here that 
considerable apartment development is un- 
der way or proposed immediately across 
1-496 from the subject property. The Kas- 
suba project will eventually contain 1380 
units, and two additional projects totaling 
409 units have been submitted for prelimi- 
nary review. Thus, nearly 1800 units can 
be anticipated in the immediate vicinity. 


Due to the nature of the present zoning 
ordinance, preservation of this property 
for the desired land uses requires that the 
zoning be changed to “A” residential dis- 
trict. This could be viewed as a “holding” 
action until the proposed zoning ordinance 
is adopted. The new ordinance designates 
this area as “Q-1” office building district. 
This district would allow a wide variety of 
office uses and studios as well as medical 
facilities, restaurants, utility offices, pub- 
licly owned buildings and other similar 
uses, 


In the meantime, should development pro- 
posals for suitable uses be presented, the 
Board would be willing to initiate the neces- 
sary rezoning petition. For this reason the 
Board believes that this present upgrading 
of the property does not deny the property 
owner’s reasonable use of the property but 
rather preserves the land for its best use.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
September 7, 1971, recommended that the 
property fronting on Dunckel Road (a por- 
tion of the Meadow Brook Trace Develop- 
ment) be zoned as follows: 


1. The property petitioned for be rezoned 
to “F’”? commercial, and 


2, That the west 330 feet of Lot No. 8 of 
the Preliminary Plat of Beaujardin Sub- 
division be retained in the “F’’ commer- 
cial zoning classification, and 
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8. That the balance of Lot No. 8 of the 
Preliminary Plat of Beaujardin Subdivi- 
sion be rezoned to “B” residential dis- 
trict. 


The applicant presently has commercial 
zoning on a parcel of property to the east 
of the subject parcel. Soil conditions on 
this site, however, prohibit construction of 
any large buildings without extreme costs. 
The applicant has, therefore, requested that 
consideration be given for commercial zon- 
ing on the adjacent property to the west. 


At the present time, there is a 15 acre 
parce] zoned “‘F’’ commercial on the north- 
east corner of the property. This parcel is 
not a portion of the Community Unit Plan 
zoning district as related to the Meadow 
Brook Trace Development. This commer- 
cial property is, however, an integral part 
of the overall design plan for this develop- 
ment. Any addition to the existing com- 
mercial zoning (15 acres) must be viewed 
critically in regards to creating commercial 
“over zoning” for the entire area in ques- 
tion. Areas adjacent to expressway inter- 
changes are traditionally prime locations 
for development of unplanned, auto-oriented 
commercial ventures, It is hoped that land- 
use controls are sufficient in this instance 
to precent such occurrences. 


This petition does not represent a request 
for additional commercial land use, but 
rather a relocation of the use from one 
parcel to another. The staff does not feel 
that the addition of more commercially 
zoned property in this area would be in the 
best interests of sound planning principles. 
The first proposal appears adequate to serve 
the general area in question. Therefore, it 
would seem advisable to rezone the parcel 
under consideration to “F’? commercial, 
but not to increase the total amount of com- 
mercial acreage on the site itself. This 
would entail rezoning a portion of the old 
commercial property back to “B” residence 
district. 


The Board also encourages investigation 
of the idea of constructing a church on 
that part of Lot No. 8 which is located in 
the “B” district. It is recommended, how- 
ever, that the school site be retained in the 
interior of the total development so as to 
constitute a more efficient service area.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
September 7, 1971, recommended that the 
property at 521 North Seymour be rezoned 
from “D-1” professional office district to 
*“D—” apartment district. 


The Planning Board has forwarded this 
recommendation in order to provide the 
opportunity to re-evaluate the granting of 
petition Z-14-71 which reversed the Board 
and changed the zoning on the subject 
property from “D” apartment district to 
“D-1” professional office district. Petition 
Z-14-70 was filed February 18, 1970, and 
the public hearing was held April 7, 1970. 
At this meeting the Board recommended 
that the petition be denied based on its 
nonconformance with the Central City De- 
velopment Plan and its lack of relation- 
ship to the surrounding zones and land 
uses. The following two paragraphs are 
quoted from the report from the Board to 
the City Council. 


The request under consideration would 
promote an intermixture of unrelated 
uses and could deter the improvement or 
development of adjacent properties in 
accord with the existing zoning regula- 
tions. 


Office development, professional busi- 
ness, along with business services, are re- 
lated primarily to nonresidential uses. 
The concentration of major office facili- 
ties within the urban renewal project 
area represents a functional relationship 
to commercial activities and other office 
facilities in the north end of the CBD. 
Improved environmental and parking fa- 
cilities within the area strengthen its 
potential and development will be real- 
ized if the potential is promoted. Several 
smaller areas are indicated north of the 
Capitol complex and west and south of 
the CBD. These areas reflect existing 
and/or logical development potentials. At 
the present time a number of uncoordi- 
nated office uses are occurring within the 
residential areas of the Central City. 
While this provides an economic bene- 
fit to the owner of such properties, it is 
creating a liability to the city as a whole. 
Indiscriminate spot zoning of residen- 
tial property generally creates parking 
and incompatible land use relationships ; 
stimulating further requests for marginal 
development, declining values in adjacent 
residential properties and weakens the 
market potential of logical and desirable 
office areas. 


The Board maintains that the above in- 
formation remains valid at this time, and 
further, that the granting of the original 
Petition set a precedent which has since 
encouraged additional petitions lacking con- 
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formance with the Central City Develop- 
ment Plan. 


A critical issue here is the viability of 
the Central City Plan. If the credibility 
of the Plan is destroyed, then a valuable 
tool for shaping the development of the 
heart of the city will be lost. Such a prob- 
lem also threatens the Doxiadis Study in 
that it seeks to refine and update the Cen- 
tral City Plan. On this point it should be 
noted that several rezoning petitions are 
being held in the Council Committee on 
Planning pending the findings of the Doxi- 
adis Study. 


As a major policy statement by the City 
of Lansing, the Plan takes into account 
the existing urben situation and the pro- 
jected needs and desired relationships for 
the Central City area. Deviation from this 
plan then violates the confidence of others 
using it for guidance and constitutes a spe- 
cial privilege for the person requesting a 
change. In this particular case a previously 
stable residential block has now been in- 
filtrated with an office zoning. While this 
may at first appear to be a rather minor 
and harmless change, several important 
factors will now come into play. 


First, the entire rear yard area will have 
to be used for parking automobiles, neces- 
sitating paving. This parking area will 
now intrude on the rear yards of the resi- 
dential properties abutting it on all three 
sides, reducing the livability of these pri- 
vate spaces. Second, additional traffic de- 
mands will be placed on this residential 
block by the employees, suppliers and 
clients of the proposed offices, Third, a 
significant precedent will have been set by 
altering the residential nature of the block, 
and as a result the deteriorating residen- 
tial qualities can naturally lead to further 
requests for similar rezoning for which 
denial will be extremely difficult to justify. 
Fourth, regardless of the impact upon the 
immediately surrounding area, this rezon- 
ing will encourage more land speculation 
in this vicinity, and increase pressure for 
uncoordinated land use changes based on 
whim rather than on a well thought out 
end controllable plan for the City’s overall 
development and improvement, 


The Board believes that the Council’s 
approval of Z-14-70 might well hold serious 
long-range implications for the desired or- 
derly development of the vital Central City 
area and that the situation deserves re- 
examination.

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
September 7, 1971, recommended that the 
petition by Bruce J. Maguire to rezone 
property at 5843 South Logan Street from 
“A” single family district to “F’ commer- 
cial district be denied. 


In 1966 the property in question (then 
owned by John J. Richards) was under 
consideration for rezoning to ‘‘F’’ commer- 
cial district (Z-133-66). The Planning 
Board at that time denied that petition 
and recommended the following: 


The Planning Board recommends to the 
City Council that the petition as filed be 
denied and the properties be zoned “C”’ 
two family. 


The Committee believes that this will al- 
low reasonable use of the land and estab- 
lish a trend along the area of Logan Street 
that could otherwise develop in strip com- 
mercial, 


1. The Master Land Use Plan indicates 
this area as residential. 


2. The change would adversely affect ad- 
jacent residential properties principally 
through the increase of traffic and ac- 
tivity. 


8. Lansing’s Master Plan definitely recom- 
mends discouraging strip commercial de- 
velopment along Logan Street. 


4. The commercial use that now exists on 
the property can continue under the 
nonconforming status. 


5. The change would be contrary to the 
established land use pattern of the area 
which is predominantly residential. 


6. The change may adversely affect prop- 
erty values in the vicinity and may deter 
the improvement of adjacent properties 
in accord with the existing regulations. 


On September 7, 1966, the Planning 
Board submitted their recommendation for 
denial to the Mayor and City Council. A 
public hearing was held on this petition 
and it was subsequently referred to the 
Planning Commitee. At this time, petition 
Z-133-66 is still in the Planning Committee 
of Council and no action has yet been 
taken. That petition is therefore assumed 
to be a dead issue and not approved. 


The petition now before the Planning 
Board (Z-46-71) is by a different owner, 
but the conditions are essentially the same— 
i.e. surrounding land use, zoning, site size. 
In addition to these factors, four points 
ean be stressed: 
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1. The Logan Street Policy Plan recom- 
mends this area for low density residen- 
tial development. 


2. The proposed zoning ordinance also 
recommends this area for low density 
residential land use. 


3. The Service Station Study, now before 
the Planning Board, mentions that the 
size of a service station site should 
range from 120 ft. x 120 ft. to 170 ft. x 
175 ft. The property now under con- 
sideration measures 110 ft, x 113 ft, 
which is below the recommended dimen- 
Slons. 


4, There are three sites zoned for auto 
service station use on the corner of 
Logan Street and Jolly Road.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
September 7, 1971, recommended that the 
petition by Ethel Trayer to rezone property 
at 245 Mosely Avenue from ‘‘A”’ one-family 
residential district to “‘D-M’’ multiple dwell- 
ing district be denied. 


The subject property is located in the 
northern part of the city. Land use and 
zoning in the area is predominantly single 
family. The applicant has requested “‘D-M” 
multiple dwelling, a district which allows 
a density of approximately 29 dwelling 
units per acre. The change would be com- 
pletely out of character with the existing 
land use patterns, and thus would consti- 
tute a grant of a special privilege to an 
individual as contrasted to the general wel- 
fare, There are no substantial reasons why 
this property cannot be used in accordance 
with the existing zoning. 


The petitioner states that in 1949 this 
dwelling was constructed as a three-family 
dwelling, however, the Building Depart- 
ment’s records do not show this to be the 
case. The petitioner also states that there 
have been other rezonings in this area, but 
again, the Planning Department records 
do not show any change in the zoning. The 
applicant filed an identical petition in 1967

which was denied at that time. The Board 
sees no change in the surrounding area 
which would now warrant granting of 
this petition.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
September 7, 1971, recommended to you 
that the petition by Joseph and Bernice 
Kobus to rezone property at 3409 South 
Logan Street from “F’ commercial and 
“J” parking districts to “‘E-2” auto service 
station and “F’ commercial districts be 
denied and that the south 120 feet of the 
east 80 feet be zoned “F’? commercial and 
the balance of the property be zoned “J” 
parking. 


Since there are already three existing gas 
stations on this four corner intersection, it 
becomes a question of rationalizing whether 
an additional service station facility will 
have a relationship to either of the two 
following points: 


1. Will an additional station have detri- 
mental affects on the adjacent commer- 
sial land uses? 


2. Will an additional station have a detri- 
mental affect on the traffic conditions 
at the Logan-Holmes intersection ? 


These questions can have no specific an- 
swers because of the impossibility of pre- 
dicting the outcome if a gasoline station 
is built, It can be said, however, that ser- 
vice stations produce a high volume of 
turning movements. Studies made in Michi- 
gan and Ohio show that about 38% of the 
vehicles entering service stations crossed 
the flow of oncoming traffic to do so. A 
recent study by the Board concerning ser- 
vice stations found that the increase from 
three service stations on a corner to four 
increases the points of traffic conflict by 
26% when all stations have two access 
points on each street as is the case here. 
The Board believes that the placement of a 
service station on this corner would fur- 
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ther impede the flow of traffic and further 
de-emphasize the intent of major arterials, 
whose main purpose is that of moving 
traffic, 


In regard to the adjacent land uses, it 
ean be stated that a gasoline service station 
would obviously not conflict with surround- 
ing land use patterns. The basis for deny- 
ing the additional stations on particular 
intersections are the consistent and rational 
applications of land use plans, zoning ordi- 
nances and other controls on the estab- 
lished development pattern of an area. The 
land use plans and ordinances in this case 
would be the Logan Street Plan and the 
proposed zoning ordinance, both of which 
recommend this corner for commercial use 
(exclusive of auto service stations). The 
Planning Board, through the comprehensive 
Planning process, considers the economic 
and population growth which can support 
various types of facilities and activities. 
This overall package sets forth standards 
and locational criteria for placement of the 
different categories of land uses so as to 
ereate harmonious land arrangements. Ac- 
companying the Master Plan are sets of 
regulatory controls which must be similarly 
applied to categorical land use operations. 
For example, the retail operations such as 
grocery stores, service stations, drive-ins 
and other commercial activities should be 
regulated by a logical framework using the 
several components of a Master Plan such 
as economic and population information 
for guiding specific users of land such as 
service stations. 


The Board believes that the relocation 
of the bar to the southeast portion of the 
property will improve sight distances at 
the Logan-Holmes intersection. Therefore, 
as stated previously, the Board recommends 
this southeast corner be zoned “F’” com- 
mercial and the balance of the property 
zoned “J”? parking. 


It is further pointed out that the Board 
believes that dual use of the entire site for 
a bar and a service station would not be 
desirable since adequate off-street parking 
could not be provided, and that the site plan 
submitted does not reflect an efficient park- 
ing arrangement. 


No one spoke in opposition to the peti- 
tion.

Much has happened in Lansing mass 
transit since my last report. We have con- 
tinued to have meetings and other com- 
munications with sales representatives 
from various manufacturers.

The question of extending some type of 
Washington Mall south of Michigan Avenue 
spurred the creation of a group of ten men 
who are seeking solutions to short-range 
and long-range problems on South Wash- 
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ington. The most immediate goal is $4,500 
for a feasibility study which can provide us 
with a comprehensive plan for the avenue. 
This group is chaired by Councilman Roger 
May and is composed of five representatives 
from City Hall—(Raymond Guernsey, Rich- 
ard Zimmerman, Al Hayes, Roger May, and 
myself), and five representatives from the 
Downtown Business Division. Mayor Graves 
is an ex-officio member. We meet at a 
downtown restaurant every Monday morn- 
ing at 7 a.m. 


The bus grant amendment was mailed to 
Washington, D. C., on Tuesday, September 
14th, and is being processed for approval. 
More questions were raised by UMTA, and 
the answers have been prepared by the Pro- 
gram Coordinator. Hopefully, the grant 
will be approved by the end of this month. 


The newly hired bus company accountant 
has been compiling financial and ridership 
data. He and BOT technicians have dis- 
covered several unauthorized expenditures 
in the bus company which have added to 
the cost of operation. In an attempt to 
keep the deficit as low as possible, the 
MLMTC Board of Directors has taken sev- 
eral drastic steps, including the bus man- 
ager’s termination of services, the elimina- 
tion of the dispatcher’s position, and the 
elevation of the current dispatcher to ‘‘act- 
ing” manager, the reduction in salary of 
the bus company’s secretary-clerk, the lay- 
ing off of one No. 1 mechanic, the reduc- 
tion in wages of two No. 2 mechanics, in- 
creased control of parts purchasing, elimi- 
nation of all night runs except the Meridian 
Mall route, the termination of the adver- 
tising services of McKesson-Graham, a 
review of all pending claims and obliga- 
tions, and further changes in the schedul- 
ing of buses on all routes, I want to em- 
phasize the fact that Mr. Knight McKesson 
has made an outstanding effort to promote 
bus transportation in Lansing. 


In a further attempt to raise revenues 
and in answer to petitions and telephone 
calls, I recommended that the MLMTC 
board institute special runs for secondary 
school students on a trial basis. Special 
runs were instituted in northern Lansing 
to service Sexton, Eastern, Pattengill and 
Otto. The permanent southwest route was 
changed slightly to accommodate students 
going to Sexton and Hill so as to require 
no additional drivers and buses. The trial 
period for the temporary runs ends on 
Friday, September 24. If the routes are not 
self-supporting by that date, they will be 
pulled out of service. 


Assuming that the Council approves the 
Articles of Incorporation for the Capital 
Area Transportation Authority, the Author- 
ity should be in operation by January 1, 
1972. It is my opinion that the Authority 
should be given sufficient time to organize 
effecively. Some of he problems which we 
experienced this summer can be traced to a 
hasty beginning in the spring. Time is 
needed for the appointment of board mem- 
bers, and these people then need time to 
appoint effective permanent staff personnel 
and to establish their own policies. Time 
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is also required for the contracting with 
local governmental units in the area. In 
the City’s application for EEA funds, we 
have requested salaries for the CATA execu- 
tive director, accountant and secretary. We 
should wait for these funds to become avail- 
able. I recommend that the Council ask the 
present MLMTC board to continue in opera- 
tion until the CATA can organize efficiently 
and well. 


The labor agreement with the bus drivers 
is being extended to January 1, 1972, with 
the same terms included as were present 
in the agreement which technically lapsed 
on September 3. 


The degree of community commitment to 
bus transportation is still very much in 
doubt. On the other hand, as I look into 
the future, I see a tremendous need for 
effective mass transit on a metropolitan 
scale; therefore, I believe that we must do 
everything that we can to support the 
MLMTC and later the CATA.

I 
tried to present a very realistic picture to 
the public, At 4:00 p.m., the Program Co- 
ordinator and I met with the Transporta- 
tion and Highways Committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. I gave a report on the 
bus system, including present operations 
and future plans. We also answered several 
questions asked by members of the com- 
mittee, 
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On Friday, the acting bus manager de- 
cided to extend the trial period for special 
school runs one more week subject to the 
MLMTC board’s approval on September 28. 
The total number of student riders makes 
the runs almost self-sufficient. Perhaps one 
more week will bring them over the line. 


I am happy to report that the average 
daily ridership total rose to 3,371 last week 
with a high of 3,581 on Tuesday. There is 
still reason for optimism.

Several points of interest came to light 
at the September 23rd meeting of the 
Mayor’s Metropolitan Committee on Traffic 
Safety, which I am, in turn, presenting to 
you for informational purposes, 


In 1970, Michigan had one of the most 
outstanding records in the Nation in reduc- 
ing highway fatalities and accounted for 
one-third of the national reduction. As a 
result, Michigan will ‘go under a micro- 
scope” by officials from the National High- 
way Safety Administration, who will con- 
duct indepth studies to determine the rea- 
sons for success or failure of various pro- 
grams, and to see if guidelines can be 
established in traffic safety for use in other 
states. 


One of the several counties to be studied 
will be Ingham. In the meeting of Sep- 
tember 28, all represented enforcement 
agencies (State Police, Ingham County 
Sheriff’s Department, East Lansing Police 
Department and the Lansing Police Depart- 
ment) all pledged total willingness to co- 
operate, as did the representatives from the 
Greater Lansing Safety Council, the Lan- 
sing Traffic Department, the Michigan De- 
partment of State Highways, the Ingham 
County Road Commission and the Olds- 
mobile Division of General Motors Corpora- 
tion. 


In my Annual Message, dated January 4, 
1971, I pointed out that “safety was a way 
of life in the City of Lansing.” In part, 
I pointed out the following: 


The past year’s School Safety Bureau 
activities of the Police Department were 
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greatly accelerated through the grant which 
provided for the temporary addition of a 
sergeant and three patrolmen to the author- 
ized staff of a lieutenant and a patrolman. 
The additional manpower allowed more 
schools to be visited and with greater fre- 
quency, During the initial grant project 
year, members of the School Safety Bureau 
recorded 2,271 school visits and presented 
1,388 safety programs to audiences totaling 
117,181 persons. School visits included in- 
struction in proper pedestrian safety prac- 
tices to students and to students serving as 
Safety Patrol crossing guards. 


The continuation year plan includes re- 
taining the six-man staff, continuing initial 
year program, implementing new pro- 
grams, extending audience coverage, in- 
creasing the number of presentations, and 
experimenting with new equipment con- 
cepts to supplement existing programs or 
to develop new programs. In _ addition, 
office equipment which is essential to the 
program, visual aid equipment, and a 
“Safety-Mobile” bus will enable project 
personnel to present safety programs at 
schools and locations where people gather 
and are receptive to safety instruction, but 
where necessary facilities such as shelter, 
seating and electrical power for using 
equipment to make presentations do not 
exist, 

The “Safety-Mobile” is a specially de- 
signed vehicle that provides for the needs 
described above. It is thirty-five feet, ten 
inches in length, has a seating capacity 
of 35 persons, has a 15 kilowatt generator, 
has a 7.5 kilowatt heat pump and a cooling 
system for air conditioning, has carpeting, 
and is equipped with audio visual equip- 
ment to aid in presenting safety programs. 
An electronic student response system has 
been installed in the bus. During the sum- 
mer, the ‘‘Safety-Mobile” will be used to 
present safety programs at parks and play- 
grounds. A City Parks Department Sum- 
mer Recreation Program, conducted at 59 
selected parks and playgrounds, attracts a 
large potential audience of school age chil- 
dren. The “‘Safety-Mobile,” manned by two 
officers assigned to the grand project, will 
give a minimum of three performances per 
day (Monday through Friday) at the play- 
grounds where the recreation programs are 
taking place. Safety programs will be pre- 
sented through the use of film slides, movies 
and video tape recordings. 


Police Department safety activities and 
those of the Traffic Department, coupled 
with those of the Mayor’s Metropolitan 
Traffic Safety Committee, the construction 
of overpasses, Fire Department fire preven- 
tion programs and the Greater Lansing 
Safety Council activities, gave Lansing the 
unique recognition in 1970 by the National 
Safety Council of being the city doing the 
most for safety of its size in the country 
and the third city of all sizes in this im- 
portant life saving endeavor. 


The above-mentioned, coupled with many 
other activities, has provided surprising re- 
sults for the first 8 months of 1971, 


In the City of Lansing, total accidents 
were down 367 for the same period in 1970, 
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property damage accidents were down 234, 
personal injury accidents were down 129, 
and persons injured were down 233, while 
fatal accidents were down from 12 to 8. 
It is interesting to note that arrests for 
hazardous moving violations, were down 
from 8,275 in 1970, to 2,811 in 1971 for a 
drop of 464, but drunk driver arrests were 
up from 23 to 36, 


In the City of East Lansing, total acci- 
dents were down from 843 last year to 781 
in 1971, property damage accidents were 
down from 573 to 651, personal injury ac- 
idents were down from 270 to 230, and 
persons injured were down from 388 to 
827, while fatalities dropped from 2 to 1. 
It is interesting to note, however, that 
accidents involving motorcycles were up 
from 42 to 50. 


In the County, fatal accidents dropped 
from 14 in number in 1970, to 8 for 1971. 
The cost of accidents dropped from $1,480- 
860 to $1,324,430, or $156,430 for the first 
8 months of the year. 


For the months of June, July and August 
of this year, the Michigan State Police, 
East Lansing Post (First District—Ingham 
County area) checked 13,207 vehicles 
through the much desired ‘check lane 
operation” and had the following results: 
vehicles passed totaled 4,094 or 31% of the 
grand total; vehicles rejected totaled 9,113 
or 69% of the grand total. The major 
reasons for rejections, in order of occur- 
rence, continue to be: lighting equipment, 
both washers and wipers, brakes, and tires. 
This procedure should be expanded and I 
urge your support formally, with a reso- 
lution of commendation to the Michigan 
State Police and one of support to the 
Michigan Legislature. 


Accident prevention and the saving of 
life and property is not an easy task, It re- 
quires full cooperation of the general pub- 
lic, safety organizations, law enforcement 
officials and many others. It covers a wide 
spectrum from education to prevention; I 
extend plaudits to all ranging from police 
activities to the Safety Patrols volunteer- 
ing at our schools. The record is a tribute 
to their activities.

Attached please find a copy of the Articles 
of Incorporation of the Capital Area Trans- 
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port Authority (CATA), which I am recom- 
mending to you for approval on behalf of 
the Mayor’s ad hoc committee of the Re- 
gional Transportation Authority. 


You will note that this public authority 
is being formed under the provisions of 
Act 65 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 
1968. This act provides that the Authority 
shall be governed by a Transit Board which 
shall consist of one (1) member from each 
participating political subdivision. Addi- 
tional representation on the Board is pro- 
vided as follows: 


One (1) additional member for each 
political subdivision with a population 
in excess of 35,000 plus one (1) addi- 
tional member for each 50,000 persons 
or fraction thereof. 


This means that the City of Lansing will 
have four (4) appointed members to the 
Transit Board plus the Mayor of the City 
of Lansing or his designee as an ex officio 
non-voting member of the Board. 


My original recommendation that a 
Metropolitan Transportation Authority be 
formed was forwarded to you in my last 
Annual Message as a result of the Mayor’s 
Bus Transportation Committee Report 
which was completed in February of 1970. 


It is indeed gratifying to see many 
months of effort by numerous dedicated in- 
dividuals culminating in the creation of a 
metropolitan wide organization that will be 
mutually beneficial to everyone concerned.

The Planning Board at their meeting on

J. Buckel for the operation of a nursery 
school at 908 North Capitol Avenue be 
granted. 


The property meets the requirements in 
regards to providing sufficient play area 
for the nursery school operation. The zon- 
ing code requires a minimum of 5,000 square 
feet, which is exceeded by the 5,280 square 
foot play area provided on the site. 


Parking on the site seems adequate for 
the use proposed. The ‘“‘D-M’’ zoning dis- 
trict requires two spaces per dwelling unit, 
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and with on-street parking provided on 
Capitol Avenue, the parking for the site 
should be suitable. The applicant intends 
to stagger the drop-off and pick-up of the 
children so as not to create a traffic hazard 
on the site. The major drawback in con- 
versions of single family homes to com- 
mercial uses is the lack of off-street park- 
ing for the facility. In this case, however, 
there will be a minimal amount of parking 
required for the nursery school operation 
and congestion should not arise. 


The land use patterns in the area are 
multiple family and professional office uses. 
A nursery school, operated during the day- 
light hours, should not constitute a harm- 
ful effect on the surrounding neighborhood. 
That is, providing that the play area is 
fenced properly to protect it from park- 
ing and surrounding residences. (See fenc- 
ing proposed on the site plan submitted). 


Two persons spoke in favor and two were 
opposed to the petition at the public hear- 
ing on September 21, 1971.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
September 21, 1971, recommended to the 
City Council that the petition by Jack and 
Irene Jackard to divide property located 
at 912-918 North Seymour Street be denied. 


The total property under consideration 
measures 99 feet by 165 feet and the appli- 
cant proposes to divide it into three 33 foot 
wide parcels. At the time of filing, the 
applicant intended to move an_ existing 
house onto the middle lot of the three, the 
other two lots heing already built upon. 
Shortly after filing, however, the house was 
demolished and the applicant abandoned 
his plan, at least temporarily. 


Since the applicant may look for another 
house to move onto the property, the Plan- 
ning Board carried out evaluation of the 
petition. The Board is of the opinion that 
the proposal would contribute to over- 
development of the land and would actu- 
ally reduce light, air, and view for the ad- 
jacent properties. In addition, it is doubt- 
ful that yard requirements could be com- 
plied with on all three parcels, 
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Driveways also present a problem. At 
present there is only one point of ingress 
and egress for the two dwellings already 
on the property. Therefore, if further de- 
velopment of the land occurred, it would 
be necessary to provide additional access 
and parking which would in effect reduce 
the buildable area of the lot created. 


The Board believes this lot division is in 
keeping with neither the spirit or the in- 
tent of the Zoning Ordinance and Subdivi- 
sion Regulations and that the granting of 
the request would constitute a dangerous 
precedent,

On Monday, September 27, 1971, the 
above captioned petition for rezoning came 
up for a final action before the City Coun- 
ceil, The vote was 4 to 4 with the Mayor 
easting a “‘yes’’ vote to break the tie, 
therefore, the final vote was 5 to 4 in favor 
of the zoning. 


The question was then raised as to the 
legality of the zoning in view of ordinance, 
Section 36-15, which states in part as fol- 
lows: 


“In case, however, the planning board 
disapproves the change, or a protest against 
such changes duly signed and acknowl- 
edged by the owners of twenty per cent 
(20%) or more of the frontage proposed 
to be altered, or by the owners of twenty 
per cent (20%) or more of the frontage 
immediately in the rear thereof, or by the 
owners of twenty per cent (20%) of the 
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frontage directly opposite the frontage pro- 
posed to be altered or by the owners of 
twenty per cent (20%) of the frontage 
within three hundred (800’) feet and on 
the same side of the street as the frontage 
proposed to be altered, such amendment 
shall not be passed except by three-fourths 
(4) vote of all members of the city coun- 
cil, 


It appears from the records and the 
planning committee’s report that the plan- 
ning board voted in favor of the zoning. 
Therefore, the question is: ‘Were there 
any petitions against this rezoning filed 
and, if so, do these petitions fall within 
the categories as outlined in Section 36-15 
of the Lansing City Code?” 


Attached please find a certificate by Theo 
Fulton, City Clerk, indicating that no peti- 
tions were filed in protest of zoning 
Z-24-71. You are therefore advised that, 
under the City Charter and the ordinances, 
five votes are sufficient to grant the zon- 
ing petition; accordingly the property was 
rezoned at the Council meeting of Sep- 
tember 27, 1971. 


It should be noted that petitions were 
submitted in opposition to zoning Z-91-69, 
which encompassed the same property as 
the current zoning Z-24-71.

Gentlemen: 


The most exciting news concerning mass 
transit this past week was Secretary 
Volpe’s announcement that our application 
for a Federal bus grant was approved. We 
are most grateful to the staff personnel 
in UMTA who responded so favorably to 
our application. 
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On Wednesday evening, the Model Cities 
Policy Board voted to grant $42,725 to 
cover the MLMTC’s operational deficit ex- 
pected by the end of the year. The money 
will be forthcoming in three monthly in- 
stallments. 


The original EEA application has been 
approved and includes salaries for the 
Capital Area Transportation Authority’s 
executive director, accountant, and secre- 
tary. A supplemental application is being 
filed for the salaries of five bus drivers 
and one bus mechanic. 


The five-month demonstration period 
ended on October 1. Last Monday after- 
noon, the Council expressed concern about 
the future of the MLMTC and CATA and 
therefore requested a full-scale briefing 
for today. The Program Coordinator and 
the Internal Auditor have been compiling 
the data, some new and some already avail- 
able to you in past reports. Each of you 
will receive a packet of material, and to- 
gether you will hear a “flip-chart” presen- 
tation. I hope that this will meet with 
your approval. The consensus of opinion 
among you seems to be that you want a 
bus system in Lansing but only if the 
City’s financial support is minimal. We 
have tried to make our plans within that 
criteria. 


Last week’s total average daily ridership 
was 3210 with a high of 3328 riders on 
Wednesday. The average daily student 
ridership was 202 with a high of 231 on 
Tuesday. The MLMTC Board of Directors 
has asked the schoo] district to guarantee 
revenues corresponding to 215 riders so as 
to insure that the school runs will be self- 
sufficient each week. 


The ten-man group concerned with South 
Washington Square now calls itself the 
Washington Square Coalition. I can as- 
sure you that you will be hearing a great 
deal more from this group in the near 
future. 


Considering the increased ridership and 
the grants for equipment and salaries, 
there is cause for new optimism. An un- 
qualified expression of support for mass 
transit by the Council would be a tremend- 
ous “shot in the arm” for the bus system.

This is to advise that in a meeting held 
on Wednesday, September 29, with officials 
of United Airlines plans were announced 
to increase service to the Capitol City Air- 
port from 3 to 4 flights a day beginning 
October 31, to improve connections be- 
tween the Greater Lansing Area and the 
East Coast and Southern States. Richard 
F. Dorsey, Vice President of Marketing 
for the Midwest Division of United Air- 
lines, said flight patterns indicated a need 
for additional service. 


United Airlines will add a 6:00 p.m, de- 
parture for Cleveland which will continue 
to the East Coast. A fourth daily arrival 
will also be added to the Lansing schedule 
to provide service from the East. The 
schedule, effective October 81, will give 
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Lansing 2 flights each to Chicago’s O’Hare 
International Airport and to Cleveland’s 
Hopkins Airport. Each destination will 
have a morning and afternoon departure. 
There will be 2 afternoon arrivals from 
Cleveland and a morning and evening ar- 
rival from Chicago, United Airlines will 
use 787’s style aircraft (91 passengers) 
for all flights. 


In the past several years, Group Inclu- 
sive Tours (40 or more passengers) have 
become popular. In the past, various 
groups traveling under the tour rates (80% 
reduction in fares) have had to travel to 
Detroit to take advantage of the savings.

The chairman of the board shall be an- 
nually elected by the members of the board. 
All members of the board shall serve with- 
out compensation. 


In addition, there is hereby created an 
advisory committee to the board. This 
committee shall consist of one member each 
from the Board of Water and Light, Plan- 
ning Board, Public Service Board and Park 
Board. Each board shall select its own 
member to serve on the advisory com- 
mittee.

This office has been approached by Mr. 
Walter Sowles, Program Coordinator, City 
of Lansing, as to how flexible the safety 
inspections of existing buildings are in 
comparison to new construction of dwell- 
ings, as spelled out by the Uniform Build- 
ing Code. 


The Uniform Building Code definitely 
states that the building official shall en- 
force all building construction as per the 
Uniform Building Code, however, it also 
gives the building official latitude to cope 
with existing buildings which are built 
prior to adoption of the Building Code, or 
one for which a legal building permit has 
been issued. 


The Building Department would, there- 
fore, not be required to impose new con- 
struction criteria on the resident home- 
owner. This same latitude would allow us 
to work with the Rehab City project to the 
extent that we would not have to impose 
all new construction requirements on Re- 
habed structures. 
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It is very conceivable, that by causing 
existing dwellings to meet new building 
standards, a hardship could be imposed on 
the owner due to the fact that in most 
eases it would be impossible, impractical, 
and financially unfeasible. 


Therefore, it is the desire of the building 
official that, any existing dwelling inspect- 
ed have a determination as to the condition 
of the building and premises, in order to 
safeguard the health and safety of the oc- 
cupants and the general public, and a 
better and more attractive community in 
which to live and work. 


The following items are conditions, or 
items which are required for each dwelling. 


1. Water heating facilities. 
Bathroom with facilities. 
Hot and cold water lines. 


Garbage and rubbish disposal facilities.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
October 5, 1971, recommended that the ap- 
plication for a special use permit by the 
City of Lansing Parks and Recreation De- 
partment to allow the operation of a South 
Lansing District maintenance and office 
facility on the property known as 1815 
Moffitt Street be granted in accordance 
with Section 36-42 (1) of the Zoning Ordi- 
nance subject to the following conditions: 


1. Orientation of the Field Office must be 
in the southerly three acre portion of 
the parcel and adjacent to Consumer 
Power’s property. This allows the area 
immediately adjacent Moffit Street and 
Denali Park Subdivision to be develop- 
ed with neighborhood park facilities. 


2. Design of the Field Office and accessory 
buildings will be such that an internal 
circulation and storage pattern will be 
developed. No access will be permitted 
through the park area to Moffit Street, 
although a gate may be installed to al- 
low access to the park for maintenance 
equipment only. 


3. Screening or fencing other than chain 
link must be installed around the office 
facility, The screening should protect 
the storage yard and contents from 
damage and vandalism. Also, the visual 
impact of the storage yard is to be 
minimized as much as possible. Screen- 
ing and landscaping should be com- 
patible with the vegetation scheme 
either natural or planted. It is sug- 
gested that new buildings be constructed 
in such a manner as to be functional 
in terms of recreation activities in the 
park, e.g., to serve as back stops for 
tennis courts. 


4, It is further understood based on testi- 
mony by the Parks Director at the pub- 
lic hearing (October 5, 1971) that the 
northerly portion consisting of 2.5 acres 
will be reserved for a park. 


The primary reason for constructing this 
office-garage facility is to minimize travel 
times and maximize work effectiveness for 
the southwest portion of the city. This 
property is situated at approximately the 
center of the existing and potential service 
area, Several parcels were considered in 
the area bounded by Jolly, Waverly, I-96 
and South Washington. Comparison be- 
tween these sites and the property under 
consideration reveals an unsatisfactory re- 
lationship between funds available and the 
cost of purchase. 


The Parks Department has purchased a 
parcel of property which fronts on Hughes 
Road and intends to use it to provide access 
to the subject property. A service road 
will be constructed from the property 
across the Consumers Power right-of-way 
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and into the proposed development. Because 
of the large amount of open space connect- 
ed with this right-of-way it is not believed 
that any adverse conditions will be created 
by having access out to Hughes Road. 


Additionally, because of the predominance 
of single family development in the area, 
care should be taken to adequately screen 
and fence the garage facilities from the 
surrounding land uses. This area is pro- 
jected for low density development, and 
therefore, care should be taken so as not 
to encroach on this residential use. 


The use of a portion of this property for 
park purposes for the surrounding neigh- 
borhood should prove an asset. Although 
the demand for such a facility does not 
exist at the present time, as the area de- 
velops the park will be utilized on a more 
frequent basis. 


An attorney for an adjacent property 
owner requested information from the ap- 
plicant, but no one spoke in opposition to 
the request.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
October 5, 1971, recommended that the peti- 
tion by Geert D. Mulder and Sons to rezone 
property on the south side of Forest Road 
in the 2600-2700 blocks, also known as Tam- 
many Hills Subdivision, from Community 
Unit Plan to “C” Two-family District be 
granted with the stipulation that the proj- 
ect density not exceed 5.0 dwelling units 
Le acre as reflected in the preliminary 
plat. 


The subject property was rezoned from 
“A” Qne-family District to Community 
Unit Plan District in 1969 by Nathan Scha- 
fer (Z-102-69) for a townhouse complex 
at a density of 5.0 units per acre. This 
project was never built and the Mulder or- 
ganization acquired the property. Since the 
CUP District requires that only the ap- 
proved plan (Z-102-69) be built or that 
the plan be officially amended, Mulder elect- 
ed to rezone to “C” Two-family District 
which is more in keeping with the duplex 
type of development he proposes. The Plan- 
ning Staff encouraged this approach since 
it is believed to allow more flexibility and 
ease of development for the proprietor. 


The Board recently held a hearing and 
tentatively approved the preliminary plat 
which provided for 81 duplex lots and eight 
single family lots. The plat included a 
small park site which Mulder intends to 
deed to the city, however, the exact size of 
this park had not been finally determined. 
The Parks Department stated that they 
would not accept the site at its original 
size nor would they pay the price Mulder 
was asking for lots to add to the proposed 
site. 


In an attempt to arbitrate the differences 
of opinion between the Parks Department 
and the developer, it was found that by 
making minor changes in lot lines and 
shifting of the location of some units the 
desired land could be made available for 
recreation purposes and the basic criteria 
of five families per acre for the project 
could be maintained. 


In view of the fact that the property was 
previously zoned for townhouse units, the 
Board sees no rationale for denial of a 
petition for duplex zoning. The residents 
of the Forest View Community held a meet- 
ing with representatives of the Mulder 
organization on August 10, 1971, and at 
that time the development plans were com- 
pletely explained to those in attendance. 
There was no objection to the project with 
the exception of a four-unit building which 
had been proposed to front on Forest Road. 
Mulder agreed to eliminate this building 
and construct two duplexes instead. 


Two persons were present to seek addi- 
tional information from the applicant.

Council that the amended petition by Jack 
C. Pentecost to rezone property on the 
northwest corner of Jolly Road and 1-496 
from A one family district to D-M:1 mul- 
tiple dwelling district be granted. 


The property adjacent to the subject site 
on the west is being developed with multi- 
ple family townhouses and apartments un- 
der the Community Unit Plan section of 
the Ordinance. These plans were approved 
subject to several conditions which included 
density controls, building types, landscap- 
ing, platting of the land to insure necessary 
public right of way and other conditions 
that were pertinent to this type of develop- 
ment. The staff encouraged an integrated 
plan which would have included the subject 
site. Such coordination between the prop- 
erty owners did not evolve. 


The Planning Board recommended that 
the initial request for D-M multiple zon- 
ing on this site be denied. The Board en- 
couraged the idea of a Community Unit 
Plan which addresses itself to the fol- 
lowing : 


1. The CUP submission is consistent with 
the Board’s adopted policy. 


2, That the gross density not exceed 12 
dwelling units per acre. 


8. That the applicant work out details of 
housing types and site plan standards 
with the Planning Department, and 


4. That prior to formal submission of the 
required plans the Board shall give its 
approval to the details worked out be- 
tween the Planning Department and the 
petitioner, 


The D-M:1 district requested allows mul- 
tiple dwellings and group houses at a gross 
density of 14 units per acre subject to re- 
view and approval of the site plan by the 
Planning Board. This would insure a com- 
patible land use relationship with develop- 
ment of the site to the west. In the opinion 
of the staff, D-M:1 zoning places the site 
on the same basis as the Community Unit 
Plan development to the west, and in ac- 
cord with the Forest View Master Plan. 
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The petitioner proposes to develop 90 
apartment units in eight buildings at a 
gross density of 10.85. The petitioner has 
submitted a site paln and is presently work- 
ing out details of housing types and site 
plan standards with the staff. Preliminary 
review of the site plan by the staff has re- 
vealed that some modifications will be re- 
quired, before issuance of building permits 
Final approval of said site plan shall be 
required by the Planning Board. 


No one spoke in opposition to the peti- 
tion.

Gentlemen: 


Since my last report two weeks ago, we 
have been finalizing specifications for buses 
and bus garage equipment. We are hoping 
that we can send the first package of spe- 
cifications and bid processing data to 
UMTA within the next two weeks for ap- 
proval. More time is needed for electric 
bus specifications. I am attempting to 
involve local designers and businessmen in 
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that process, using the Washington Square 
Coalition as a vehicle for planning. A few 
of us from government and business may 
be flying to Boyertown, Pennsylvania, at 
the end of the week to see Battronic’s elec- 
tric bus plant. 


Due to the fact that it is almost impos- 
sible to obtain ridership figures on Mon- 
day for the previous Friday, I shall begin 
reporting daily ridership figures from Fri- 
day of one week through Thursday of the 
next week. You may remember that the 
last reported daily average was 3,210. From 
Friday, October 1 through Thursday, Octo- 
ber 7, the average daily ridership was 3,469 
with a high of 8,632 riders on Monday, 
October 4, From Friday, October 8 through 
Thursday, October 15, the average daily 
ridership was 8,255 with a high of 3,416 
riders on Friday, October 8. The bus com- 
pany accountant reports that this slight 
decline was expected and probably will 
hold fairly steady through the first week 
of November when we can expect another 
increase, This pattern corresponds closely 
to the typical buying patterns in retail 
business for this time of year. (Attached 
you will find a summary sheet of rider- 
ship figures which I requested from the 
MLMTC’s accountant.) 


On Monday, October 11, the MLMTC 
Board of Directors authorized the bus man- 
ager to lease a fork-lift hoist for special 
bus maintenance. The closest one avail- 
able is in Grand Rapids for a cost of $625 
per month plus $50 shipping charges. At 
my request, the Internal Auditor and the 
Purchasing Agent searched the Lansing 
area and found a local company which will 
allow the bus company to use its facilities 
temporarily. 


The special maintenance in question only 
needs to be done once a month per bus.

At the time my Budget Recommendations 
for Fiscal Year 1971-72 were submitted to 
you seven months ago, a number of un- 
knowns were involved. At that time, for 
example, Police Department salary and 
wage increases, through negotiation, were 
yet to be settled. Tied into these results, 
too, were Fire Department pay increases 
based on an order of the State of Michigan. 
These matters were not resolved either 
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when you adopted the City Council’s Bud- 
get. The eventual cost of the salary and 
wage settlement totaled approximately 
$472,300. 


When this total became a reality, I 
requested the Mayor’s Budget Review Com- 
mittee to meet to reallocate priorities and 
to balance the 1971-72 Budget within cur- 
rent appropriation levels and within the 
structure of Estimated Revenues for the 
Fiscal Year, As a result, you have before 
you for consideration a report from the 
Acting Finance Director, accompanied by 
an Appropriation Transfer Request. In 
short, $392,300.00 must be transferred from 
various accounts to cover the financing of 
the Police and Fire Departments wage set- 
tlements. Some of the total represents 
funds saved through purchases, while some 
represents actual postponements of in- 
tended improvements. 


The Mayor’s Budget Review Committee 
has worked long and hard on this matter. 
It is their recommendation, and mine, that 
you adopt the Appropriation Transfer Re- 
quest. This action will maintain the fiscal 
integrity of the City of Lansing and as- 
sure our ability to issue bonds for future 
vital projects, including the multi-million 
dollar issue necessary for the Sewage Dis- 
posal Plant, as ordered by the State of 
Michigan. 


Too, I wish to advise that since you 
adopted the Budget for Fiscal 1971-72, the 
U. S. Congress has enacted into law, in- 
creases in the F.I.C.A, tax (Social Secur- 
ity), which directly effects the City of 
Lansing. The newly enacted law, which 
takes effect January 1, 1972, increases the 
taxable level and rate from 5.2 per cent 
of $7800, or a maximum of $405.60 per 
year, by both the employee and employer, 
to 5.4 per cent of $10,200, or $550.80 maxi- 
mum for each. The City of Lansing, there- 
fore, can count on paying the maximum in 
most instances. Since this new law was 
not in effect at the time the Budget for 
Fiscal Year 1971-72 was adopted, I urge 
your careful consideration of any new ex- 
penditure, I urge that the $300,000 Emer- 
gency Fund recommended to, and adopted 
by you, be zealously guarded and that aus- 
terity be your guide. On that basis, we 
can together achieve our goals and meet 
the needs of the City of Lansing.

The Lansing Planning Board, at its regu- 
lar meeting on September 21, 1971, com- 
pleted its review and unanimously adopted 
the “Service Station Study’ prepared for 
the Board by the Planning Staff. 


Due to the concern by petroleum indus- 
try representatives, decision makers and 
planners, the study investigated many 
facets of service station location. A grow- 
ing community sentiment against the pres- 
ent patterns of service station locations 
which have resulted from the random place- 
ment of poorly maintained and economi- 
cally unsuccessful stations set the frame- 
work of the report. 
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The report addressed itself to the con- 
cerns involving the effect of service sta- 
tions on adjacent property and the capa- 
bility to limit the number of stations al- 
lowed at street intersections where stations 
already exist. Residential property values, 
as described in the study, are adversely 
affected by lower assessment, higher in- 
surance and difficult financing for loans 
and mortgages when located adjacent to 
a service station or similar land use. 


The study recommendations are recorded 
on pages 30 and 31 of the report and re- 
flect interim policies which should be 
adopted until specific site and location 
criteria can be developed. Those recom- 
mendations concerning the formation of a 
committee of local and industry represen- 
tatives are currently being undertaken by 
the Michigan Society of Planning Officials 
with the involvement of Lansing’s Plan- 
ning Board staff.

During recent years the dollars spent for 
capital improvements in the City have been 
diminishing. Not only has the amount of 
money budgeted for capital improvements 
as a percent of the total budget been de- 
elining, but the actual expenditures have 
been below the amounts budgeted. 


It has been pointed out in the past six 
years that trends were clearly indicating 
that the operating budget would be ab- 
sorbing all the City’s revenues unless 
strong policy steps were taken to avert the 
situation, Of course, everyone must realize 
that the wage price spiral and the economic 
downswing that the nation is currently 
facing has brought us to this crisis point. 
The Lansing Planning Board, by unani- 
mous vote of those present, moved to 
bring to the City Council and particularly 
to the Finance Committee’s attention, that 
crucial problems are being created by cut- 
ting drastically the capital improvement 
funds for this fiscal year. 


Perhaps alternate policies might very 
well be discussed by the Council, Boards, 
and Departments of the City prior to line 
item pruning as recommended by the Bud- 
get Review Committee, 
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Simply put, the City cannot afford to 
operate without providing for normal 
growth that is continuing to develop within 
the City. Efforts must be particularly 
focused, as pointed out in past capital 
improvement recommendations, on rebuild- 
ing the inner city and providing for rea- 
sonable development at the City’s fringe. 
Some serious reductions in the already 
small capital improvements budgeted funds, 
will not only limit the ability of the City 
to obtain State and Federal funds to aug- 
ment capital improvement projects, but 
will also have serious affects, in the long 
run, on the City’s ability to maintain its 
bonding stature. 


The Planning Board urges the Council to 
seriously review alternate policy steps to 
providing increased operating funds for 
the fire and police operating budgets, and 
not raid the already inadequate capital im- 
provements budget.

I am proud to be able to report to you 
a continuing decline in Lansing traffic ac- 
cidents for the month of September. We 
are presently leading the Nation in the 
rate of decrease in traffic accidents, 


The following information was announced 
at the October 21st meeting the the Mayor’s 
Metropolitan Committee on Traffic Safety. 


In the City of Lansing, total accidents 
for the first nine months of 1971 were down 
403 from the same period in 1970. Prop- 
erty damage accidents were down 260, 
personal injury accidents were down 139, 
and persons injured were down 239, while 
fatal accidents were down from 12 to 8. 


Comparing this month with September, 
1970, total accidents are down 7%, prop- 
erty damage accidents are down to 379, as 
compared with 405 for a year ago. Arrests 
for hazardous moving violations have de- 
ereased from 3,238 to 2,924. This later 
indicates that drivers are concerned, They 
are driving with better care and caution. 
This is significant. 


It is tragic to note that the costs of ac- 
cidents to date this year in Lansing is 
over $4.5 million dollars, 


Accident prevention and the saving of 
life and property is not an easy task. It 
requires full cooperation of the general 
public, safety organizations, law enforce- 
ment officials, and many others. Our prog- 
ress in this field has been impressive. If 
every citizen will continue to exercise per- 
sonal responsibility and show individual 
concern, we can continue to make progress 
in this vitally important field.

Gentlemen : 


At this point, we are awaiting the con- 
tract from UMTA. When we receive and 
sign the contract, we shall be able to send 
our specifications to UMTA for approval. 
We have specifications for all garage equip- 
ment except a few small items. The speci- 
fications for all buses are in final draft 
form and will be presented to the ad hoc 
specifications committee on Thursday, No- 
vember 4, for review. Thus far, the speci- 
fications for the electric buses are primarily 
performance specifications which still gives 
us some latitude on the exterior design. 


On Thursday, October 21, a group of us, 
representing both City Hall and downtown 
businesses, met with the president of Elec- 
tric Fuel Propulsion, Inc., of Ferdale. On 
Monday, October 25, we met with the presi- 
dent and vice-president of Electrobus Divi- 
sion, Tork Link Corporation of Studio City, 
California, and also with representatives 
from the Industrial Battery Division of 
Gould, Inc. Electrobus is studying Lan- 
sing’s needs and has already sent an inital 
proposal to us which we received today. 


The acting bus manager has made two 
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changes in the bus schedule during the past 
two weeks. First, he extended the Pleasant 
Grove run west to Deerfield and south 
through Churchill Downs. Secondly, he 
changed the North Lansing-South Washing- 
ton-South Cedar route from 20-minute ser- 
vice to 40-minute service. Thus, he was 
able to expand the southbound leg in North 
Lansing to include North, Illinois, Taft, 
and Otto Streets, The bus drivers now can 
stay on schedule, and one bus has been freed 
for the manager’s next suggested change. 
He would like to reduce the South Pennsyl- 
vania route from 20-minute service to 40- 
minute service, thereby freeing two more 
buses. These three buses could then be 
used to provide service to the Airport-North 
Logan-Willow area and to the East Sagi- 
naw-Abbott Road-East Grand River area. 
He will be going to the MLMTC board of 
directors for permission to initiate this last 
change, The manager is not satisfied with 
40-minutes service but feels that increased 
geographic exposure is vital if it can be 
done without increasing costs. 


From Friday, October 15 through Thurs- 
day, October 21, the average daily ridership 
was 3,422 with a high of 8,643 riders on 
Friday, October 15. The average daily stu- 
dent ridership was 238 with an average 
daily revenue of $83.37. $75.00 is required 
to make the student runs self-supporting. 


From Friday, October 22 through Thurs- 
day, October 28, the average daily ridership 
was 3,235 with a high of 3,483 on Thursday, 
October 28. This lower average can be ex- 
plained partially by the hard rain on Fri- 
day, October 22 and by Veteran’s Day on 
Monday, October 25. The average daily 
student ridership was 235 with an average 
daily revenue of $82.28. 


Regarding the Capitol Area Transporta- 
tion Authority, I stated in a previous letter 
to you that the board of directors should 
be appointed as soon as possible. The Ar- 
ticles of Incorporation were approved by 
this Council on October 4. The Mayor has 
indicated his willingness to accept recom- 
mendations from the Council. I have offered 
two names and I hope that several other 
councilmen will do likewise. We are await- 
ing recommendations from Model Cities at 
this time for the two positions which they 
have requested, We must act quickly if we 
expect CATA to assume responsibilities on 
January 1, 1972. In reference to both the 
DOT grant and the CATA, this Council will 
be compelled to make some hard decisions 
in the next two months.

On Tuesday, November 2, 1971, five (5) 
members of the council, along with myself, 
visited Saginaw, Michigan to view an elec- 
tion conducted on the Votomatic punch card 
voting system. 


As you know, and I’m sure are aware of, 
due to the registration of the 18 to 20 year 
olds, this means we will have to have more 
voting machines. I gave a figure of forty 
(40) additional machines, this was based on 
figures taken from the new census as to the 
18 to 20 year olds that could register, As 
to date we have 2,300 registered and I’m 
sure you are well aware that as we ap- 
proach August and November 1972 elec- 
tions, there will be registration drives, The 
“Front Lash’? movement are now working 
in the high schools and I am visited fre- 
quently by them to set up additional regis- 
tration places. 


By being conservative it could be we 
could get along with twenty-five (25) addi- 
tional machines, which would be approxi- 
mately $50,000.00. This is not the big prob- 
lem. Storage space is the problem. At the 
present time we could not put another ma- 
chine in the warehouse at 817 W. Holmes 
Road, corner of S. Washington Avenue and 
Holmes Road, We would have to remodel 
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the present building or purchase, or rent, 
another building. 


Another factor is the trucking and mov- 
ing costs. At the present we pay from 
$1,200 to $1,800 and with additional ma- 
chines the cost would go up. Twice this 
year the price has raised during our con- 
tract term, which we have no contro] over, 
due to a union clause, I spoke to the City 
Clerk in Flint, Michigan yesterday and he 
said this was one place where they had 
saved considerable, because as you know 
Flint is larger than Lansing, and they have 
over two hundred (200) machines and the 
trucking cost was getting so high and stor- 
age was also a problem for them. 


It would be my recommendation that we 
consider making the change to the Voto 
matic punch card voting system. From a 
timing standpoint, this would be the ideal 
time to implement a change in our voting 
system. Staff training and thorough voter 
education could be achieved before our next 
election. 


We would be getting the newest voto- 
matic device at a reduced rate and trade 
our present voting machines for better than 
60% of the total contract price there could 
never be a more economical time. There 
will be a time soon when the trade-in value 
on our present AVM machines will be much 
less or they will not be taken in at all. 


Your favorable consideration will be ap- 
preciated.

In the opinion of 
the Board, preliminary approval of this 
subdivision, which will place two-family 
dwellings on and near Jolly Road in the 
vicinity of the site, creates a precedent for 
this type of development.

The ad hoc specifications committee met 
on Thursday, November 4, to review the 
specifications for garage and bus equip- 
ment. Fortunately, six members of the new 
CATA board of directors were present, in- 
cluding the first two men appointed by the 
Mayor. The contract has arrived from 
UMTA and is ready for the Mayor’s sig- 
nature, 


On Tuesday, November 9, the Mayor Pro 
Tem, the Internal Auditor, the Public Ser- 
vice Director, the Purchasing Agent, and 
I are attending a symposium on electric 
vehicles in Atlantic City, Claud Erickson, 
General Manager of the Board of Water 
and Light, will be presenting a paper on 
Lansing’s proposed electric bus system for 
Washington Square. On Wednesday, we 
shall visit Battronic’s electric truck and bus 
plant in Boyertown, Pennsylvania. 


The MLMTC Board of Directors approved 
of the acting bus manager’s newest recom- 
mendations which I described in my last 
letter, namely, the reduction of service on 
South Pennsylvania from 20-minute service 
to 40-minute service and the creation of 
two new routes, the Airport route and the 
East Saginaw route. 


From Friday, October 29 through Thurs- 
day, November 4, the average daily rider- 
ship was 3,270 with a high of 3,484 on 
Friday, October 29. The average daily stu- 
dent ridership was 234 with an average 
daily revenue of $81.92. 


Today I am recommending to you that 
we pass a resolution making Lester Hopkins 
the Project Manager for our DOT grant. 
I am also recommending that James Dow- 
sett be given the task of creating and main- 
taining the proper accounting procedures 
for the DOT grant. I hope that this meets 
with your approval. 


The Capital Area Transportation Author- 
ity’s board of directors will be holding its 
first meeting on Friday, November 12 in 
the Council Conference Room at 3 p.m. We 
are preparing data and suggested guide- 
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lines for action so that the newly appointed 
members will understand fully the present 
situation and possible future alternatives 
for action. Having said it publicly in Coun- 
cil meetings, I now say it for the record: 
Lansing is fortunate in having a Mayor and 
Executive Assistant who had the foresight 
and concern for mass transit that drove 
them to forge a regional transportation 
system which is so desperately needed and 
so hetistantly supported.

This administration is interested in a 
formal resolution being adopted by the City 
Council directed to the State of Michigan 
requesting that the State remove its park- 
ing facilities from Ferris Park and return 
it to park conditions. Parking for State of 
Michigan employees presently using a por- 
tion of Ferris Park can be provided to the 
West of the present State Capitol Complex. 


The history of Ferris Park is as follows: 


The City of Lansing developed Ferris 
Park into a play area from a cow pasture, 
by permission of the State, in 1921. From 
1921 until fall, 1964, the City of Lansing 
performed all maintenance services in re- 
gard to said park. 
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In the fall of 1964, the State took the 
land back on the premise that it was needed 
for parking in conjunction with the Capi- 
tol Complex Development. The implication 
was that this move was temporary and that 
the land would revert back to the City in 
due time. This, of course, has not occurred. 


There are legal records of the involved 
agreement. The only factual evidence would 
be found in the City Council Proceedings 
of 1921 and 1964. 


Mr. Charles Hayden of the Department 
of Parks and Recreation can produce more 
information regarding Ferris Park, if need 
be. 


The return of the Ferris Park would once 
again provide a green area, and be an over- 
all improvement of the Northwest corner 
of West Shiawassee and North Walnut 
Streets. 


If the requested resolution is imple- 
mented, I suggest that copies be forwarded 
to our local legislators, Senator Philip O. 
Pittenger, Representative Earl Nelson and 
Representative Fred Stackable, and also to 
the Speaker of the House, William Ryan, 
State Representatives William Copeland, 
and Thomas Sharp, and, also, to Senators 
Garland Lane and Harry DeMaso.

For more than one year, the owners of 
THE OLDS PLAZA, P.R.D., Inc., have had 
underway a financial feasibility study to 
determine the viability of additions and re- 
modeling, 


As a result, the owners have been spend- 
ing substantial numbers of dollars repair- 
ing and remodeling the present hotel facili- 
ties. This program includes redecorating 
and refurnishing of all rooms, including 
new drapes, rugs, televisions, furniture and 
push button telephones. In addition to the 
room restorations, this phase includes low- 
ering of hallway ceilings, installing new 
hallway lighting, new hallway carpeting 
and wallpaper in hallways and other public 
areas, 


The construction phase represents the ac- 
quiring of land and facilities east of the 
present hotel at 111 W. Michigan and 113 
W. Michigan. In addition will be construc- 
tion to house an expanded ballroom and 
convention exhibit space. Above the ball- 
room will be a tower block accommodating 
176 new rooms. A swimming pool and 
restaurant facilities are planned as a future 
phase for the roof area. 
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The long-range objective of PRD, Ince,, 
is to successfully complete the above- 
mentioned renovation and construction pro- 
gram and develop the hotel to a profitable 
operating level to serve the people and the 
businesses of the Lansing community. The 
central location of the Olds Plaza with the 
large, expanded public ballroom, and ex- 
hibit area, should provide a unique appeal 
to large conventions, business groups, and 
civic organizations, therefore, making it a 
focal point not only for commercial groups, 
but civic gatherings and community action 
groups as well. 


In a recent communication from J. James 
Ruttman, Managing Director, I am advised 
that the plans of P.R.D., Inc., call for the 
completion of the building addition by 
August of 1978. Since larger-sized hotel 
facilities are presently lacking in this loca- 
tion a number of organizations have already 
booked conventions at The Olds Plaza on 
the assumption that the construction will 
be completed on schedule. The management 
does recognize, however, the possibility that 
unforeseen circumstances may delay the 
completion date. Therefore, they do re- 
quest an opportunity to meet with you and 
representatives of the Civic Center to dis- 
cuss rental space, if such an unfortunate 
event occurs. 


Furthermore, P.R.D., Inc. requests an 
opportunity to meet with you, and other 
representatives of the City, to discuss the 
possibility of having the Building Authority 
construct an underground parking facility, 
under Michigan Avenue, between Washing- 
ton and Capitol Avenues, This underground 
parking facility is anticipated to contain 
83 spaces, and The Olds Plaza Hotel re- 
quests the opportunity to lease the space in 
total. Studies contracted for by P.R.D., Inc. 
show the construction cost will be recovered 
in full by the City of Lansing during and 
under the terms of a lease agreement by 
the P.R.D., Ine., and the City of Lansing 
with the agreement to terminate in the year 
2000, At that date, title to the parking 
facility will be vested in the City of Lan- 
sing. In short, the City’s low bonding rate 
would make such a facility feasible. This 
would not be so under a privately financed 
program. 


I am advised that it is not the intention 
of P.R.D., Inc., to in any way jeopardize 
the ten-story motel planned for the Anchor 
Block of Urban Redevelopment Project No. 
1. It is intended to compliment that facili- 
ty. In fact, some discussion between repre- 
sentatives of P.R.D., Inc., and LARC have 
already been undertaken. It is my under- 
standing that there will be a combined in- 
tention to make Lansing one of the top 
convention cities in the whole Midwest. 
Should that program become a reality, mil- 
lions of dollars will be left in this commu- 
nity by conventioners far in excess of what 
we can visaulize today. The benefits will 
be great to the downtown business district 
and to hundreds of employees of all levels, 
including sales personnel, waitresses, bar- 
bers, and other general wage earners. The 
approach might very well provide a strong 
foundation upon which to build what could 
be the finest downtown business district 
in the Nation, 
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I trust you will bring together represen- 
tatives of P.R.D., Inc., LARC, and repre- 
sentatives of the Traffic Department, De- 
partment of Public Service, Finance, and 
the Civic Center for the purpose of hearing 
and researching the above ideas as a basis 
for making a sound decision.

Thank you for forwarding to me the copy 
of the Resolution adopted by the Board of 
the Metropolitan Lansing Mass Transporta- 
tion Corporation on Tuesday, November 2, 
1971, pertaining to the need of the Capitol 
Area Transportation Authority, the mem- 
bership appointments and the gigantic tasks 
ahead. On Monday, November 1, the eve- 
ning before your Board adopted the Reso- 
lution, the City Council firmed-up its policy 
regarding Model Cities Policy Board mem- 
bership on the Authority. As a result, I 
immediately forwarded my recommenda- 
tions to the City Council of our four repre- 
sentatives to serve on the Capitol Area 
Transportation Authority. A copy of that 
communication is attached. 


Too, I very warmly express my very 
sincere thanks to you and all of the other 
members of the Metropolitan Lansing Mass 
Transportation Corporation for so gener- 
ously serving as an interim agency to pro-~ 
vide bus service, until a metropolitan-wide 
transportation authority can be officially 
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ereated and actually put into operation. I 
do imagine that the accumulated losses in 
excess of $75,000 suffered by the bus opera- 
tion during the first 5 months of the Dem- 
onstration Period must be somewhat frus- 
trating to you and other members of the 
Metropolitan Lansing Mass Transportation 
Corporation, especially in view of the fact 
that many people had looked forward to 
a break-even type of operation; however, 
the large financial losses do not overshadow 
the fine efforts made by yourself, and others, 
to “keep the buses rolling.” 


Like you, I look forward to the Authority 
operating the bus service system. In fact, 
I consider it extermely unfortunate that 
such operation did not come into existance 
in the late 1950’s or mid-1960’s. I pointed 
out the difficulties the bus transportation 
system was having in the ’60’s, while I was 
serving as City Treasurer for the City of 
Lansing, but little if any attention was paid 
to those warnings; it seemed as if some 
people thought the problem would go away 
if it were ignored. BUT -—- the problem 
didn’t resolve itself, it got progressively 
worse, 


As you are aware, I decided to face the 
issue head-on shortly after I became Mayor 
—On Augst 21, 1969, I appointed a Metro- 
politan Transportation Study Committee. 
The Report was presented to myself on 
February 27, 1970. My original charge to 
the Committee is found on pages one and 
two of that report—the numerous recom- 
mendations of the Committee, including 
“the formation of an Areawide Transit Au- 
thority,” are found on pages two through 
five (see attached). The Report was given 
wide distribution in the Greater Lansing 
Area—a transportation representative from 
the City of Kalamazoo considerede it “‘ex- 
cellent and far better” than their own 
which had cost $25,000 to complete. Mean- 
while, the Greater Lansing Area was con- 
spicuous by its silence—both responses and 
action were extremely limited. Therefore, 
in April, 1970, my office called together 
representatives of Lansing, East Lansing 
and the townships of Lansing, Delhi, Delta, 
Meridian, DeWitt and Windsor, the purpose 
being to strive toward an Areawide Transit 
Authority. 


In my Annual State-of-the-City Message, 
dated January 4, 1971, I again called for 
an Areawide Transit Authority. On Jan- 
uary 81, 1971, I forwarded a 5 page, de- 
tailed report to the then Mayor Pro-Tem 
Louis F. Adado, and other members of the 
City Council, regarding the problems on 
hand because of bus transportation. The 
major recommendation calling for a 50 cent 
levy per one thousand dollars of assessed 
value for bus operation was turned aside 
in favor of having the operation tempor- 
arily handled by the Metropolitan Lansing 
Mass Transportation Corporation, Now, at 
long last, we are on the verge of an 
Authority. 


As you know, bus operations have been in 
difficulty in our Nation during the past 10 
to 15 years. The problems we are witness- 
ing are a result of more and more of the 
average American wage earners turning to 
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automobile transportation rather than bus 
transportation, As a result, the urban tran- 
sit industries have experienced a disastrous 
drop in patronage from peak of 19 billion 
passengers in 1945 to below 6 billion reve- 
nue passengers at present. Our area is no 
execption. For example, approximately 
1,700 fewer passengers were carried daily 
in 1970 than were carried in 1969, and 
approximately 200 fewer passengers were 
carried in 1971 than in 1970. In the face 
of this declining use, the City of Lansing 
has invested more than $600,000 in opera- 
tions alone, since 1965, to serve its resi- 
dents and the outlying areas. The expense 
has created a financial dilemna for the 
City’s General Fund. 


Recently, much has been said about the 
$616,000 to be granted by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation; basically, these 
funds are for equipment. Our most impor- 
tant need is operating money—money to 
meet employee payrolls, and cost of fringe 
benefits. The fare-boxes alone cannot meet 
these mounting costs—the solution is to 
have all participating governmental units 
in the area contribute funds to meet the 
expected financial losses of the future bus 
operations, 


Yes, an Areawide Transit Authority is 
the solution. Certainly, it has been a long 
time coming, but it now seems to almost 
be a reality, I trust now that nothing lies 
ahead to jeopardize that operation.

On Thursday, November 18, a represen- 
tative from UMTA will arrive in Lansing 
to discuss the specifications for the bus 
garage and related equipment. It is hoped 
that these specifications will be ready im- 
mediately for approval by the City’s spe- 
cifications committee. 


The Atlantic City symposium on electric 
vehicles was very worthwhile. We observed 
many forms of electric cars and trucks and 
had discussions with the representatives 
from Tork-Link’s Electrobus Division and

from Battronic Corporation. Our tour of 
Battronic’s factory was extremely interest- 
ing. Every member of our party drove the 
company’s electric bus on the streets of 
Boyertown, Pennsylvania, It is an impres- 
sive vehicle and is very easy to drive, al- 
though we did suggest a few alterations. 


From Friday, November 5, through Thurs- 
day, November 11, the average daily rider- 
ship was 3,443 with a high of 3,714 on 
Thursday, November 11. The average daily 
student ridership was 225 with an average 
daily revenue of $78.75. 


The big news of the week regarding mass 
transit was the organizational meeting of 
the Capital Area Transportation Authority 
which took place on Friday. At my request, 
the Program Coordinator made a “flip- 
chart” presentation to the members of the 
new board. He covered all major aspects 
of past and present operations and finances 
and also made some projections into the 
future, including many recommended tasks 
to be performed before January 1. Also, at 
my request, the Internal Auditor and the 
Director of Finance prepared the neces- 
sary specific financial data for use by the 
CATA’s new finance committee. 


Dehli Supervisor, Joseph P. Kiersey, 
was elected chairman. Frank Mossman, 
Professor of Transportation at Michigan 
State University and a representative to 
CATA from East Lansing, was elected first 
vice-chairman. Robert W. Hoelzle, Traffic 
Manager at Oldsmobile and a representa- 
tive to CATA from Lansing, was elected 
second vice-chairman, The personnel com- 
mittee is headed by Arthur T. Carney, East 
Lansing Assistant City Manager, Eugene 
Loyd of Lansing and William Carlyon of 
Meridian Township are also members of 
the personnel committee, Gordon Mont- 
gomery, Manager of the local J. C. Penney 
store and a representative to CATA from 
Lansing, is the chairman of the finance and 
legislation committee, Irvan R. Lootens of 
Delta Township and Mrs. Joy Wooten of 
Lansing are also members of this commit- 
tee. Bud Rutter, assistant vice-president 
of Hacker Realty and a representative from 
Lansing Township, now chairs the traffic 
management committee, Frank Mossman 
and Robert Hoelzle are the other members 
of this committee. 


The board members agreed to meet every 
Thursday at noon until the organizational 
tasks are completed. Committee meetings 
will take place between these weekly meet- 
ings. These board meetings will take place 
in the Council Conference Room until the 
board can move into its offices at the new 
bus garage. After seeing these people work 
together this first time, I am even more 
optimistic about the ultimate outcome of 
mass transit in metropolion Lansing.

The UMTA representative who visited 
Lansing last Thursday took back to Wash- 
ington, D. C., a number of specifications 
pertaining to the bus garage and garage 
equipment.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
November 16, 1971, recommended to you 
that the request for a special use permit 
to build in the flood plain of the Red Cedar 
River on property located at 3335 East 
Michigan Avenue be granted. 


The petitioner intends to construct a 
portable banking facility on this site and 
remove the existing temporary building. 


Field inspection reveals extensive com- 
mercial development around the subject site 
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on East Michigan Avenue, The type of 
structure proposed (portable bank facility) 
would not significantly reduce the impound- 
ment capacity of the flood plain or reduce 
the flow of flood waters. The geographic 
location of this site places it in the ex- 
treme northern portion of the Red Cedar 
River flood plain. The effects of a flood of 
the 50 year frequency variety would not be 
as consequential as on a site more centrally 
located in the flood plain area. 


Communication with the staff of the 
Michigan Water Resources Commission in- 
dicates that they have no objection to the 
proposed use, based on the fact that the site 
is so removed from the main channel of the 
river. The petitioner will receive a letter 
from the Water Resource Agency stipulat- 
ing that the proposed use will be permitted. 


Communication from the Public Service 
Department indicates that they have no ob- 
jection to the proposed use, 


It should be pointed out that approval of 
this special use permit would apply only 
to the portable, temporary building as indi- 
eated on the petition. Any additional] con- 
struction at a later date would require fur- 
ther approval from the Planning Board 
and City Council. 


No one spoke in opposition to this peti- 
tion. 


This recommendation was by unanimous 
vote.

The Planning Board, at their meeting of 
July 6, 1971, recommended to you that the 
petition by the John Bean Division of the 
FMC Corporation to rezone property in the 
1300-1400 blocks of Linval Street from ‘“‘C’’ 
Two Family District to “J’? Parking Dis- 
trict be granted. Since that time, however, 
the John Bean Division has requested that 
their original petition be amended to in- 
elude rezoning to “I’? Heavy Industry in- 
stead of “J”. Parking District. 


A Public hearing was held on this re- 
quest on November 2, 1971, at which time 
the applicant did not reveal any proposed 
extensive use of the property. However, 
their desire is to seek the type of zoning 
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which will allow some flexibility for any 
future expansion. 


On November 9, 1971, the Planning Staff 
met at the site with Mr. John Sellek of the 
John Bean Division, 


At that time Mr. Sellek indicated their 
need for some flexibility regarding any 
future industrial expansion, and their im- 
mediate plans for expanding employee 
parking, 


It was also pointed out by the John Bean 
personnel that they have at this time 
fenced the property in such a manner that 
all employee traffic is encouraged to use 
either Christiancy, Linval or Lyons Avenue 
for access to the off-street parking areas. 


The Board indicated their agreement to 
this arrangement of traffic flow, since it 
provides relief to Linval and Bailey Streets, 
which are very narrow streets with shallow 
front yard development. Lyons Avenue re- 
flects a similar type development, however, 
being an established route has relieved the 
objection. 


The entire area under consideration is 
indicated on the Master Plan as an area 
for industrial expansion, with caution to 
protect any adjoining residential develop- 
ment. The Board believes that if the fol- 
lowing position is taken on this request 
within the means available that it will in 
fact protect the adjacent residential de- 
velopment and provide for a reasonable 
development and improvement of the John 
Bean property. 


The Planning Board, therefore, recom- 
mended that: 


The west 20 feet of the south 60 feet, the 
south 20 feet and the east 20 feet of the 
south 100 feet of out lot “A” be zoned “J” 
parking, also the south 20 feet of Lot 28 
be zoned “J”? Parking, and that the balance 
of the entire site be zoned “I’’ Heavy In- 
dustrial District, subject to the following: 


1. That the existing chain link fence 
around the property be retained and 
kept in repair, 


2. That the “J” Parking Area be improved 
as a buffer strip with landscaping and 
planting plans approved by the Planning 
Department. The improvement of this 
buffer strip will not be required until 
such time that the property is utilized 
for either off-street parking or indus- 
trial expansion to within 50 feet of the 
south property line of out lot “A.” 


8. That the fence along the east lines of 
lots 28, 29, and 33 be improved with 
interwoven redwood slats. 


4. That the redwood fence constructed 
along the south line of Lot 28 be re- 
located 15 to 20 feet to the north (this 
was suggested by the applicant) which 
would provide relief to the residential 
dwelling on Lot 27. 
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This recommendation was by unanimous 
vote. 


At the public hearing held on Novem- 
ber 2, 1971, four persons spoke in opposi- 
tion to the proposed petition.

As you may have read in the newspaper, 
the downtown shoppers and businessmen 
have had the privilege of riding a gasoline- 
powered “cable car’? up and down Washing- 
ton Square, This same type of vehicle could 
be converted to battery power by Electric 
Fuel Propulsion, Inc. of Ferndale. The 
body is manufactured in California and was 
driven to Lansing last week for our perusal. 
I hope that every member of the Council 
will take the time to ride the cable car 
today and also the battery-powered automo- 
bile that will arrive today from Ferndale. 


On Wednesday, November 24, the City’s 
specifications committee approved all speci- 
fications for the bus garage, garage equip- 
ment, and buses. The committee approved 
a change in the midi-buses for the Model 
Cities bus loops, namely, that these buses 
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will be propane-powered rather than gaso- 
line-powered, UMTA had already approved 
this change by telephone. A few minor 
changes suggested by UMTA are now being 
incorporated into these specifications before 
final submission to UMTA. 


From Friday, November 19 through 
Wednesday, November 24, the average daily 
ridership was 8,255 with a high of 38,501 
on Monday, November 22. The average 
daily student ridership was 249 with an 
average daily revenue of $87.05.

It is proposed to change al] 10-hour on- 
street parking meters to original 1-hour 
parking meters. When part of Lot No. 2 
was taken for the Oliver elderly apartment 
site and surface lots on the two ramp sites 
were closed we put 10-hour meters on the 
streets in this area to accommodate the dis- 
placed monthly parkers. With the opening 
of the two ramps there is no longer any 
need for all day parking on the streets. 
About 175 10-hour meters will be changed 
to 1-hour meters, 


OFF-STREET PARKING CHANGES 


As Urban Redevelopment sites were 
cleared many of these sites were used as 
temporary parking lots. An agreement was 
entered into between the Municipal Parking 
System and Urban Redevelopment whereby 
the GROSS REVENUE from the operation 
of these lots would be split 50/50 between 
the Parking System and UR. With the 
opening of the two new ramps the Parking 
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System has no further need for these UR 
lots which, if continued in use, would be 
competing with the parking ramps and thus 
depriving the Parking System of much 
needed revenue, UR will close these lots.

Further, the Parking System will be freed 
of the financial burden of maintaining 
these UR lots which burden it had to assum 
under the agreement. Many of these lots 
are being operated on gravel surface which 
is contrary to the provision of the City Code 
which requires that parking areas be hard 
surfaced. Snow and ice removal on these 
lots and sidewalks adjacent to these lots 
present serious problems for the Parking 
System. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


While we realize there will be many peo- 
ple who will not like these changes, it 
must be pointed out that for the good of the 
Parking System they must be done and 
done in connection with the opening of the 
Parking Ramps on Monday, January 3, 
1972, To postpone the change will make it 
that much more difficult to do later and will 
have financial repercussions on the Park- 
ing System that will cause serious problems 
in the future. 


The Committee strongly recommends that 


these changes be approved and put into 
effect on Monday, January 3, 1972.

This request is covered by Section 24-2 (a) 
which provides as follows: 


“(a) No person shall engage in the busi- 
ness of hawking, peddling or vending at 
retail any goods, wares, merchandise, drugs, 
fruits, vegetables, foodstuffs and services 
from door to door or upon the streets, alleys 
and public places, or to any hotel or room- 
ing house on foot or with a pushcart or 
other vehicle or conveyance, either by sam- 
ple or by taking orders therefor for de- 
livery at the time or in the future without 
first having obtained a license therefor as 
in this chapter provided.” 


Section 24-4 of the Lansing City Code 
requires also a bond in the amount of

Annually, this city expends thousands of 
dollars for general ice skating rinks, which 
overall have a very limited use, and, which 
greatly are dependent upon the uncontrol- 
lable weather conditions for actual exist- 
ence. As a result, the use ranges from 2 
weeks to 2 months, and not always con- 
tinuously. For those many, many Dersons 
interested in longer periods of general skat- 
ing, figure skating, or hockey, the rinks do 
not meet the needs, 


Hockey alone is becoming one of the 
Nation’s great sports. It is one of great 
interest and participation. Yet, for the 
hundreds of youngsters in our own area, 
no artificial ice-rink facility exists, with the 
exception of that at Michigan State Uni- 
versity and it is limited for use. In fact, 
youngsters in our area find the facility 
sometimes available only from 6:00 a.m. to 
8:00 a.m. on Saturdays, and from 5:30 p.m, 
to 11:00 p.m. on some of the weekdays. 
But, even then, the youngsters participate. 


On a number of occasions, youngsters 
from our area find it necessary to travel to 
other cities for “ice time” and at a cost of 
$30.00 to $40.00 per hour. And, they still 
participate! 


Artificial ice-rink facilities now exist in 
Alpena, Ann Arbor, Dearborn, Detroit, 
Flint, Jackson, Port Huron, Sault Ste. 
Marie and in other communities. Presently, 
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Flint has approximately 1,700 youngsters, 

according to recent reports from hockey 

enthusiasts, in organized hockey alone. 

Youth hockey in various cities range from 

8 years of age to 18, generally, though some 

oo teams with ages ranging from 
to 8. 


One of Michigan’s most recent park shel- 
ters is the new facility at Alpena, The 
structure is 210 ft, long with a clear span 
of 110 feet built with laminated wood 
arches and wood deck to avoid the probelms 
of condensation. The gable roof is enclosed 
at the ends. However, there are no side 
walls. The building is lighted for hockey 
games, but, there is no heating. This proj- 
ect does not include toilets or other service 
areas, as they are housed in an existing 
service building. 


The shelter is located in a city park ad- 
jacent to the lake. During the summer, it 
will be used for pienies and group programs 
such as band concerts, In the winter, the 
artificial ice will permit a skating season 
of five months or more. The artificial ice 
equipment has the capacity to hold the ice 
even though the building is not enclosed. 


The construction cost of the “big roof” 
will be approximately $170,000 including 
the refrigeration piping in the floor. The 
final contract sum with P.H.I. Construction 
Company of Lansing has not been estab- 
lished. The compressor equipment from 
Beltz of Grosse Pointe will be about $40,000 
using a pair of second hand compressors. 
Driveways, fences, and fees bring the total 
cost to an estimated $240,000. 


We investigated several rinks for operat- 
ing costs and income, They vary greatly 
depending on the enthusiasm of the man- 
agement and accounting procedures of the 
city, 


The operating costs are in the range 
of $48,000 per year including utilities, oper- 
ating personnel, and some maintenance. 
Management is assumed to be from other 
departments. 


The income can amount to $60,000. This 
figure is probably optimistic because most 
publie rinks are not aggressively “merchan- 
dized.” A rink used 80 hours a week at 
50¢ per hour for six months can generate 
an income of $45,000 at the gate. Spectator 
admissions and concessions can add $15,000 
income. The city of Alpena will probably 
subsidize the rink operation to reduce the 
cost of skating to the public. 


In short, it seems reasonable that the 
City of Lansing should at least give consid- 
eration to the possibilities of providing 
some sort of artificial ice-rink facility. The 
type, cost and funding certainly are all 
unknowns, insofar as our city is concerned. 
I am of the opinion that these matters 
should be studied in detail before one can 
say “we can provide an artificial ice-rink 
facility” or ‘‘we cannot provide one.” How- 
ever, I feel such a facility certainly should 
be our aim. 


Therefore, he advised that I will within 
two weeks establish an Artificial Ice Skat- 
ing Rink Study Committee for the purpose 
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of researching the possibilities of such a 
facility. Membership on the committee will 
not be ilmited to residents of the City of 
Lansing alone. I am of the opinion, too, 
that the membership should include a rep- 
resentative from both the City Council and 
the Park Board or Department. You will 
be kept advised of the progress of the com- 
mittee, and its efforts.

Attached is a communication from Clifton 
R. Wharton, Jr., President of Michigan 
State University, which was received by 
my office on December 1, 1971. Basically it 
pertains to the cross-campus highway route 
and expresses a willingness to join into any 
area-wide transeportation study if such is 
to be undertaken. Included is the basic 
resolution offered by Trustee Don Stevens, 
which refers to such a study, and which 
was adopted on November 19, 1971, by the 
Board of Trustees of the University. 


I very warmly offer the cooperation of 
the City of Lansing in regard to such a 
study, and will ask other governmenta! 
agencies in the area to do likewise. How- 
ever, I do readily admit that such a study 
will, to a great extent, be a repeat per- 
formance of much of what has already been 
done over the past years. For example, 
highway, road and street need studies have 
been underway in the State of Michigan 
since 1946. These very detailed studies have 
been periodically done since that time and 
have involved hundreds of engineers, sur- 
veyors, economists, legislators, attorneys, 
nationally recognized consultants, and other 
staff, including representatives from Michi- 
gan State University, the University of 
Michigan, and the Michigan State Police. 
Involved have been personnel from the 
State of Michigan, each of the 83 counties 
of Michigan and every city, including our 
own, As a matter of fact, such studies have 
been required by law since the mid-1950’s, 
and after that by the U.S. Government. As 
a side note, I point out that the Michigan 
studies were the fore-runners for the Na- 
tion. 


Previous to such studies, highway, road 
and street expenditures, bridge construction, 
snow removal, bonding, accounting and rev- 
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enue distribution was done on a basis of 
“political clout’? in many instances, These 
matters, _and_ others, were drastically 
changed for the better by P.A. of 1951, 
which directly resulted from the 1946-48 
studies, and the amendments to that act to 
date, and other public acts which naturally 
were to follow, as a result of the continu- 
ous studies undertaken since 1954, 


In regard to bus transportation studies, 
the recently completed one as done by the 
Mayor’s Bus Transportation Study Com- 
mittee was heralded by a number of author- 
ities as the finest of its kind. Copies were 
immediately provided to all area_govern- 
ments, the State of Michigan, the U.S. De- 
partment of Transportation, and to numer- 
ous other governmental agencies upon re- 
quest. Too, Michigan State University was 
provided copies. That excellent study paved 
the way for the area transportation author- 
ity, which is expected to take over the bus 
operations in this area shortly. It, also, 
points out the great financial difficulties 
faced by bus operations everywhere since 
the late 1940's. 


More than one year ago, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation decided to under- 
take a nation-wide preliminary study of all 
transportation needs, including land and 
air. Governor William G. Milliken assigned 
my office the task of providing imput for 
the Greater Lansing Area; in turn, I as- 
signed this matter for detail to the Tri- 
County Planning Commission. It has been 
excellent in its efforts. 


Therefore, I am not certain what the 
Board of Trustees has in mind when it 
refers to another “area-wide transportation 
study.” Study after study has already been 
done, and others are being done to update 
past efforts. Their results are in programs, 
and have been for years, while others are 
being put into action. However, it does be- 
hoove us to cooperate and assist the Board 
of Trustees in their efforts to determine 
what has transpired in the past and to 
assist them in their attempts to make better 
decisions in the future. To this, I pledge 
my assistance.

The 
third class shall consist of those two (2) 
at large representatives who shall have re- 
ceived the greatest and second greatest 
number of votes cast in the at large elec- 
tion.

Sec. 2-91. Director; powers, duties. 


The general powers and duties of the 
policy board are as outlined in the Program 
Guide, Model Neighborhoods in Demonstra- 
tion Cities, the Demonstration Cities and 
Metropolitan Development Act of 1966; the 
Model Cities Application as approved and 
granted by the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development; and the egreements 
between the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development and the City of Lan- 
sing.

You have asked for an opinion as to 
whether the city police may ticket auto- 
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mobiles parked in front yards, in violation 
of the Zoning Code, 


Sec. 36-5.1 (6) of the City Code provides 
in part as follows: 

“|, . no vehicle shall be parked in the 
required front yard except that land-going 
motor vehicles may be parked on a regu- 
larly constructed driveway.” 


The ordinance prohibits parking on front 
lawns and has been traditionally enforced 
by the Building Department as a part of 
the Zoning Code. 


Sec. 31-170 of the Code provides in part 
as follows: 


“Whenever any motor vehicle without 
driver is found parked or stopped in viola~ 
tion of any of the restrictions imposed by 
ordinance of this city, or by state law, 
the officer . . . finding such vehicle . . . 
shall conspicuously affix to such vehicle a 
notice in writing, ...” 


Therefore, the city police department may 
ticket cars parked in front yards in viola- 
tion of the Zoning Code.

In accordance with your resolution of 
March 22, 1971, the Board of Public Service 
submits herewith, preliminary plans and 
cost estimates for replacing the Michigan 
Avenue Bridge. 


The Board recommends that the existing 
bridge be replaced with a structure that 
provides for five (5) traffic lanes, giving a 
total curb to curb width of 74 feet, with a 
10 foot median, plus sidewalks of 13 feet 
each, This would provide for an additional 
traffic lane of adequate width if it became 
necessary in the future. The estimated cost 
is $709,000.00. 


The Board further recommends that con- 
struction of a temporary support for the 
utilities should be authorized at an early 
date for completion by July 1, 1972. The 
relocation of all utilities would take place 
between July 1 and December 30, of 1972, 
and construction of the new bridge could 
be started on January 1, 1973, with a mini- 
mum completion time of six months. This 
would require the closing of Michigan Ave- 
nue. 


The Board is of the opinion that the 
recommended plan will provide a bridge 
that will adequately serve existing and an- 
ticipated traffic, with provision for future 
expansion, at the least possible cost, and 
with a minimum disruption of traffic.

Early Thursday, December 9, 1971, the 
Chamber of Commerce of Greater Lansing 
advised my office that the Board of Direc- 
tors of that organization has gone on record 
in supporting our bid for annexation of 
Capital City Airport. Certainly, this news 
was most welcomed and I urge you to 
formally commend the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Greater Lansing for its action 
and for its strong desire to see air trans- 
portation forge ahead through updated 
planning and attention. 


In supporting the bid of the City of 
Lansing for annexation of Capital City 
Airport, the action by the Board of Direc- 
tors culminated four months of intensive 
research into the airport’s problems. Among 
the items noted in the report of the Cham- 
ber’s Aviation Committee to the Board of 
Directors were improved police and fire 
protection, reduced street maintenance costs 
and the City’s ability to assist with light- 
ing and water services. In short, the Board 
of Directors determined that sufficient ad- 
vantages would accrue to the Airport and 
thereby to the public to justify supporting 
the City’s petition for annexation. 


Following the positive action of the Board 
of Directors of the Chamber of Commerce 
of Greater Lansing, a communication was 
transmitted to the Capital Region Airport 
Authority, and signed by Albert C. Boyd, 
Executive Vice-President.

During the past few months an inten- 
sive study has been conducted by the Plan- 
ning Department Staff and Planning Board 
concerning the problems of sound alike 
and duplicate street names. As a result of 
this study it has been determined that the 
major reasons for eliminating the problems 
associated with street names are: 


1. Eliminating the difficulty for emergency 
services such as fire, ambulance, police, 
doctor or cabs in arriving at the correct 
address. 


2. Reduce the expense of delivery services 
in routing and re-routing packages. 


3. Inerease the efficiency for quick mail 
delivery, 


4, Decrease frequency in loss of letters and 
goods, 


5. Where applicable, eliminate unfavorable 
impressions on visitors to the community 
if they have difficulty in finding their 
Personal or business destination because 
of multiple streets with same names. 


6. The City of Lansing is in the process 
of developing an automated information 
system to increase the effectiveness and 
function of departments in city govern- 
ment, This performance can be seriously 
hampered because of street name con- 
fusion in the processing of records which 
are coded, filed and indexed by street 
name and number, such as voter regis- 
tration, income and assessment tax files 
and planning files. Cost to the city in 
terms of locational error correction and 
eventual recycling of correct informa- 
tion can be substantial. 


For the previously stated reasons for 
solving the street name problems, imple- 
mentation of the following policies are con- 
sidered to be essential. 


1. That all street mame changes recom- 
mended in Appendix A to the Street 
Duplication Study dated November, 1971, 
be implemented. 


2. Adopt the policy of eliminating all 
duplicate street names, sound alike 
street names, confusing street name suf- 
fixes, and streets with two or more 
names by January 1 of each successive 
year in which the problem will be dis- 
covered upon concurrent recommenda- 
tion of the Department of Public Ser- 
vice, Traffic Department, and the Plan- 
ning Department in consultation with 
Tri-County Regional Planning Commis- 
sion, 


3. Adopt the policy of changing all dupli- 
cate street names, sound alike street 
names, confusing street name suffixes, 
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and streets with two or more names in 
annexed areas, within one (1) year after 
date of annexation upon concurrent 
recommendation of the Department of 
Public Service, Traffic Department and 
the Planning Department in consulta- 
tion with Tri-County Regional Planning 
Commission. 


4, Adopt the policy of requiring the re- 
view of all proposed subdivision plats, 
for street name duplication, sound alike 
street names, confusing street name suf- 
fixes and streets with two or more 
names, by the Planning Department in 
cooperation with Tri-County Regional 
Planning Commission as amendment to 
the Lansing Subdivision Regulations. (It 
should be noted that the current Sub- 
division Regulations contain require~ 
ments for street mame review but do 
not assign review responsibility to avoid 
street name problems with the immedi- 
ate surrounding governmental units. 


5. Insure that public and individual notice 
be given to all individuals, firms and 
public agencies directly affected by the 
street name change. 


It is suggested that those persons who 
object to a particular name be given the 
opportunity to suggest their own name, pro- 
vided it is acceptable with the Tri-County 
Regional Planning Commission relative to 
duplicate or similar sounding streets within 
the Tri-County Region. 


The Planning Board, at its regular meet-

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
December 7, 1971, recommended to City 
Council that the petition by Melvin V. 
Armstrong to rezone property at 527 South 
Butler Blvd. from “C” Two-family Resi- 
dential District to “F’? Commercial District 
be denied. 


The subject property is 34 feet wide and 
88 feet deep and contains a two-family 
dwelling. In the opinion of the staff, the 
dimensions of this site are inadequate for 
development of a commercial use with 
parking. 
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This is a residential community with the 
exception of a fast food shop that is legally 
non-conforming. 


The proposed use with provision for off- 
street parking would not adversely affect 
the surrounding area in the staff’s opinion, 
However, the “F’” Commercial District al- 
lows many uses which could be developed 
that would adversely affect this community. 


This site is within Community Renewal 
Study Area 15. The CRP analysis describes 
this area as one of the most deficient resi- 
dential environments within the city, The 
blocks bounded by Logan, St. Joseph, Pine 
and Lenawee, which is inclusive of the site, 
is described as the most blighted area. 


The site is part of an area proposed for 
park and open space by the Central City 
Plan. The Central City Plan proposes com- 
mercial use within the block bounded by 
Logan, St. Joseph, Butler and Hillsdale. 
This proposed commercial] area is directly 
southwest of the subject site. 


A consulting firm is currently working 
on a plan for the Central City area. This 
plan will supplant the Central City Plan 
as the State Capitol Area Control Master 
Plan. This plan is co-sponsored by the city 
and the state and will be used as a guide 
for development of the central city area 
for many years to come. In the opinion of 
the staff, it would be unwise to rezone any 
property in the central city area while this 
plan is pending. 


Both the Model Cities Physical Task Force 
and the Model Cities Policy Board have re- 
viewed the petition and recommend that it 
be denied. 


No one spoke in favor of or in opposition 
to the petition.

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
December 7, 1971, recommended to the City 
Council that the petition by Jack Thomas 
to rezone property at 2121 West Holmes 
Road from “E-1” Drive-In Shop District to 
“F” Commercial District be denied. The 
Planning Board further recommended that 
the subject property be rezoned from “E-1” 
Drive-In Shop District to “EH-2" Drive-In 
District. 
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The property presently has “E-1” Drive- 
In Shop zoning. At the time this rezoning 
was granted, gas stations were permitted 
in the “E-1” District, Since that time, how- 
ever, the Zoning Ordinance has been 
changed to reflect a broader variety of 
traffic oriented drive-in land uses, The 
“E-2” District now permits gas stations 
specifically, which would make the property 
under consideration possess conforming 
status. 


In judging the land-use characteristics of 
proposed commercial uses, the location of 
the parcel and the traffic generating capac- 
ity of the use must be considered as prime 
factors in determining the adequacy of such 
proposals. Since the property under con- 
sideration is located at the intersection of 
two major arterials, any increase in the 
intensity of use would lead to an associ- 
ated increase in traffic congestion. It is 
the intent of a rational development process 
to concentrate commercial land in as con- 
centrated an area as possible to provide for 
better building layout, better vehicular and 
pedestrian circulation, and more harmoni- 
ous land use relationships. This site does 
not meet those requirements. 


Also, once the property is zoned for com- 
mercial purposes, the Planning Board has 
no assurance that the site will not be used 
for a more intense purpose than that which 
is proposed. Because of the limited size of 
this site, it could not be logically developed 
in a commercial use without adversely 
affecting the community unit plan and 
single family uses to the south. Based on 
this factor, the rezoning of this property 
would constitute a spot commercial zone 
for this area. 


The denial of this petition would not in 
any way deter the operation of the existing 
gas station facility. This could continue 
as a legal nonconforming use. The peti- 
tioner has for a considerable length of 
time been illegally carrying out the opera- 
tion of a used car sales office. The enforce- 
ment of the Zoning Code, in this respect, 
has left something to be desired in adminis- 
trative procedure. The Planning Board 
should not be placed in the position of en- 
forcing the Zoning Code of the city. Un- 
fortunately, this is exactly the situation in 
which the Board finds itself. 


The Planning Board will initiate a com- 
munication to the Building Inspector to 
erase any vestige of this illegal use from 
the property, “E-2” Drive-In zoning will 
bring the service station into conformance 
and remove any overtones of discrimina- 
tion toward the service station use,

The site under consideration was con- 
sidered for ‘‘D-1” professional] office zoning 
by the Planning Board in December, 1969, 
at which time the Planning Board recom- 
mended denial of the requested office dis- 
trict, and recommended to the City Coun- 
cil that the property be rezoned to “C” 
two-family residential district. 


The following outlines the reasons for 
this position: 


Section 36-17 (7) of the Zoning Code 
permitted the previous use of the site for 
a real-estate office in conjunction with the 
development of Eaton Downs Subdivision 
No. 2, however, upon completion of the 
development the permit expired, and the 
use of the property reverted back to single 
family residential, 


The applicant is now requesting “D-1” 
professional office zoning on the site which 
would allow continuation of the site for 
office use, (doctor’s office). 


The change of zoning would allow use 
of the property contrary to the established 
land use pattern, which is residential. 


The change is not in conformance with 
the Comprehensive Development Plan, 
which indicates this area as residential. 


The change could foster uncontrolled 
development in the vicinity and could deter 
improvement and development of other 
properties in aecord with existing regula- 
tions. This is especially true where vacant 
land exists and property owners attempt to 
capitalize. 


The City Council concurred with the 
Planning Board on January 12, 1970, and 
rezoned the property from “A” one-family 
residential district to ‘‘C’” two-family resi- 
dential district. 


Since the initial consideration on this 
property, the staff cannot find where con- 
ditions have changed which would justify 
the change as requested. 


One person spoke in opposition to the 
rezoning.

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
December 7, 1971, recommended to you that 
the petition by Equitable Development Com- 
pany to rezone an 8.4 acre parcel of land 
at the 6900 block of South Washington 
from ‘‘A” single family district to “DM-1" 
multiple family district be denied. 


This 8.4 acre development continues west- 
ward into Delhi Township and results in a 
total proposed development project of ap- 
proximately 200 acres. The applicant in- 
tends to construct townhouses on the ma- 
jority of the site, but has also indicated 
that a mobile home development will be 
included in the township part of the project. 


After reviewing the site plan submitted, 
the Planning Board felt the density per- 
mitted in the “DM-1” district was in 
excess of what should be permitted to in- 
sure sound logical development of the area. 
In view of the low density residential de- 
velopment already existing in the vicinity, 
it was determined that the “DM-1” district 
was not compatible and perhaps would en- 
courage further rezoning petitions of the 
same nature, The Board also determined 
that a community unit plan, at a con- 
siderably lower density, and involving a 
much larger tract of Jand would be more 
in keeping with the character of the neigh- 
borhood and more compatible with sound 
planning principles, The Planning Board 
considered these factors the major criteria 
for denying the petition. 


Considering the two governmental units 
involved, the policy of the Lansing City 
Council in supplying services and utilities 
to major developments which extend beyond 
the boundary lines have been granted only 
if these projects were annexed into the 
municipality. Two primary examples at 
this time are, of course, Glenburne and 
the Meadow Brook Trace developments. 


Communication with the Lansing Public 
Service Department indicates that existing 
sanitary sewer facilities along South Wash- 
ington Avenue could not serve the entire 
200 acres of the project. Also, the Tri- 
County Regional Planning Staff points up 
the fact that Delhi Township would have 
to expand their existing sewerage facilities 
to handle the total development as proposed. 
This will, however, be very costly and it 
is not definite at this time whether the 
developer will underwrite this cost. It is 
obvious that this issue must be worked out 
before approval is given to any segment of 
this development. 


It must be noted that the present Capital 
Improvement Programs for the City of 
Lansing does not call for the extension of 
any major sanitary or storm sewer lines 
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west into the 6900 block of South Washing- 
ton Avenue. Also, because funds have been 
recently transferred from the Capital Im- 
provements Program to meet other munici- 
pal expenses, the programming of such a 
sewer project could not be undertaken in 
the near future. 


In considering a development involving 
such a large number of units in such a 
heretofore undeveloped area, care should 
be taken in formulating an adequate cir- 
culation system. Communication with the 
Ingham County Road Commission indicated 
that preliminary discussions have taken 
place involving the extension of Horst- 
meyer Road east to South Washington Ave- 
nue. Before this proposed development 
proceeds any farther, a dedicated east-west 
major collector of not less than 86 feet 
of right-of-way should be considered be- 
tween South Washington and Grovenburg 
Road. The dedication of such a collector 
street will keep the majority of east-west 
vehicular traffic out of the interior of any 
proposed residential developments. 


At the public hearing held on Novem- 
ber 2, 1971, no one spoke in opposition to 
the petition.

Dear Mr, Mayor Pro-Tem and 
Council Members : 


Section 6.8 of Chapter 6 of the City 
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Charter grants to the Mayor veto power 
over ordinances or resolutions adopted by 
the City Council. In accordance with this 
provision, I hereby place my veto over the 
resolution adopted by you on Monday, De- 
cember 20, 1971, which provides for a Con- 
tract between the Greater Lansing Legal 
Aid Bureau and the City Demonstration 
Agency. 


It_is my opinion that the Contract, PN 
18, Legal Services, which was written by 
either the City Demonstration Agency or 
the Greater Lansing Legal Aid Bureau, is 
poorly drafted and leaves some unanswered 
questions. 


Item 10A of the Agreement (Compensa- 
tion and Method of Payment), as adopted, 
reads as follows: 


“The City Demonstration Agency agrees 
to pay to the Contractor the amount of 
Thirty-Five Thousand and 00/100 Dollars 
($35,000.00) which shall constitute full and 
complete compensation for the Contractor’s 
services under this Contract. 


“The Contractor agrees to make available 
on a timely basis and as required such 
additional monies, services and physical 
resources as are required to complete the 
total project in accordance with the budget 
attached hereto as Part XIII.” 


Using the officially adopted Contract, as 
provided by the office of the City Clerk, 
neither my office nor that the City Attorney 
could locate the above-mentioned ‘Part 
XIII.” In short, reference is made to a 
part of the Contract which does not seem 
to be attached. I would deem this an 
improper or incomplete contract. Further- 
more, Item 10B (Compensation and Method 
of Payment) Sub (2) reads as follows: 


“No money under this Agreement shall 
be disbursed except upon receipt of said 
requisition for payment and specification 
of performance which shall include such 
information and documentation thereof as 
the CDA shall require, and shall specifically 
satisfy those requirements set out in Parts 
X, XII hereof which are hereby incor- 
porated into this Contract.” 


Again, in the official Contract adopted 
by you and as provided to my office by the 
office of the City Clerk, neither my office 
nor that of the City Attorney could locate 
“Part XX.” Item 5E, also, shows the im- 
portance for this aforementioned need since 
it provides that financial reports, shall be 
constructed and delivered in accordance 
with Part X as supposedly attached to the 
Contract, PN 13 Legal Services. 


In reviewing the Contract, as adopted by 
you, I have also been unable to locate ‘‘Part 
XI,” which under Item 10C, Sub 12, refers 
to the requisition for payments. 


In your discussions of this Contract, your 
intent was to assure that no Legal Class 
Actions would be permitted under this Con- 
tract, to assure that taxpayers’ dollars 
would not be used against the taxpayers 
who are in fact paying for the Contract. 
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This Contract does not, in my opinion, con- 
tain this restriction. Therefore, this basic 
intent is not included. If your intentions 
are to be a matter of fact, that should be 
legally incorporated in the contract. 


Likewise, missing from this overall puz- 
zle are basics involving the Greater Lan- 
sing Legal Aid Bureau. In the Committee 
of the Whole Session, of last Monday, I 
requested from the City Demonstration 
Agency specifics concerning the organiza- 
tion, i.e, number of employees, salaries, 
capacities, and contributors. A Model Cities 
representative was under the “impression” 
that the Greater Lansing Legal Aid Bureau 
consisted of three attorneys, while another 
person “thought” it was made up of four. 
No one had the specific answers pertaining 
to the contributions made by the Ingham 
County Bar Association, United Community 
Chest, OEO, ete. I am of the opinion de- 
tailed answers are relative to the overall 
matter. 


Because of the apparent confusion relat- 
ing to this Contract on one hand, and the 
lack of specifics on the other, I am request- 
ing (a) that my veto be upheld; (b) that 
the Contract be put in proper form with 
the missing parts included; and (c) that 
you then re-adopt or reject Contract PN 13, 
Legal Services.

On Monday, December 20, 1971, you 
adopted a resolution, as presented to you 
by the Committee on Personnel, granting 
an extension of waiver of residency require- 
ments to the Internal Auditor. The resolu- 
tion refers to the authority as Section 2-7 
of the City Code. Section 2-7 reads as fol- 
lows: 


“All salaried administrative and depart- 
ment heads of each department or division 
in the service of the city shall be required 
to maintain a full time bona fide residence 
within the corporate limits of the city dur- 
ing the period of their employment. A 
written recommendation for waiver of resi- 
dence requirements must be initiated by 
the personnel director, and approved by the 
eity council, before any salaried adminis- 
trative or department head may remain 
on, or be added to, the payroll.” 


In itself, Section 2-7 of the City Code 
did on the surface permit the granting of 
that extension. However, this section is 
contrary to Section 4.2 (page 10) of the 
City Charter, which cannot be overridden 
by an ordinance, and that is exactly what 
Section 2-7 of the Code is in legal terms. 
Section 4.2 of the City Charter, which over- 
vides the ordinance or the Code, permits the 
waiving of residence requirements for very 
specific persons including persons appointed 
to “the offices of Assessor, Controller, Di- 
rector of Finance and Executive Assistant 
to the Mayor, and any office created by the 
Council, other than membership on a board, 
by resolution concurred in by not less than 
six (6) members of the Council.” It is clear 
that a person appointed to the office of In- 
ternal Auditor is not specifically included 
in this section, Furthermore, the office of 
Internal Auditor was not, in fact, created 
by the City Council but rather was estab- 
lished by the vote of the people and adopted 
April 5, 1964. This matter is covered in 
Section 8.12 and Section 8.12 (a) of the City 
Charter (see page 31). 


In short, the Council has no authority to 
waive, and/or, extend the residency require- 
ments insofar as the Internal Auditor is 
concerned. Therefore, this is to advise that 
I have this date placed my veto, over your 
action, in accordance with Section 6.8 of 
the City Charter. 


I deeply regret finding it necessary to 
veto your action in regard to the Internal 
Auditor. I personally feel he has been dili- 
gent in his efforts and has truly been an 
asset to the City of Lansing. However, the 
provisions of the City Charter should be 
paramount and if the elected officials of the 
City of Lansing, or any other City, do not 
abide by the provisions of such important 
documents, it then weakens the very fiber 
of the law. 


Because of the importance of this matter, 
I recommend that you resolve the issue at 
an early a date as possible.

ORDINANCE NO. 287 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY REVISING SECTION 4-6 
AND SUBSECTION (e) OF SECTION 4-27 
OF SAID CODE. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Section 4-6 and subsec- 
tion (e) of Section 4-27 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michi- 
gan, be amended so that such section and 
subsection shall read as follows: 


Sec. 4-6. Sale to, or purchase by minors; 
sale to intoxicated persons; false represen- 
tations by minors; frequenting of establish- 
ments by minors. 


No person, either directly or indirectly, 
by himself, clerk, agent, servant, or em- 
ployee, shall at any time, sell, furnish, give 
or deliver any alcoholic liquor, beer, or 
wine to any person unless such person 
shall have attained the age of eighteen 
years; nor shall any person, either directly 
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or indirectly, by himself, clerk, agent, ser- 
vant, or employees, at any time sell, fur- 
nish, give or deliver any alcoholic liquor 
to any person who is under the influence of 
intoxicating beverages. Further, any per- 
son under the age of eighteen years pur- 
chasing or offering to purchase beer or 
wine, or any alcoholic beverage, who rep- 
resents himself falsely to be over the age 
of eighteen who makes false statements or 
gives false information regarding his age 
to any police officer or person or employee 
in charge of any place where beer and wine 
and other alecholic beverages are sold, or 
any other person who makes false repre- 
sentations in order to procure the sale or 
furnishing of beer, wine, or other alcoholic 
beverage to a person under the age of 
eighteen shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and subject to the penalties pro- 
vided in this Code. 


It shall be unlawful for any person un- 
der the age of eighteen years to be per- 
mitted in any place where beer and wine 
or other beverages are sold for consump- 
tion on the premises, excepting only places 
whose total gross receipts, excluding the 
total gross receipts from the sale of beer 
and wine or other alcoholic beverages, 
equals or exceeds the total gross receipts 
from the sale of beer and wine or other 
alcoholic beverages. 


Sec. 4-27. Unlawful acts, 


(e) No licensee licensed under the terms 
of the Liquor Act of the State of Michigan, 
to sell beer, wine or spirits and also 
licensed hereunder, shall permit any minors 
under the age of eighteen in or about the 
rooms set aside for dancing or rooms ad- 
jacent thereto. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed.

Mr. Richard Beneicke, Jr., was present 
to speak on behalf of his appeal to allow 


the variance of building setbacks along 
Richmond Street on the north 164 feet of 
Lot 95 and all of Lots 97, 100 and 101 of 
Eeo Farms Subdivision. This is contrary 
to Section 86-44 (4) of the Zoning Ordi- 
nance which requires that no building here- 
after erected or structurally altered shall 
project beyond the average front yord line 
of 50 feet so established. Provided further, 
this regulation shall not be interpreted as 
= require a front yard of more than fifty 
eet. 


Mr. Vernon Fountain, of the Planning 
Department, stated that since the time the 
appeal for the front yard setbacks was filed 
the Building Department has found that 
the original computations were incorrect 
and that the variance is no longer neces- 
sary.
